GENTLEMEN OF THE CrTy CoUNCIL: 


The municipal government for the coming year 
of a city whose population exceeds a quarter of a 
million of people, whose taxable wealth is wellnigh 
six hundred millions of dollars, and whose public 
charities and benefactions are great and generous, is, 
to a large extent, placed in your hands to-day. 

The people, who have committed this trust to you, 
have a right to require of you a degree of diligence, 
fidelity, and care in its execution commensurate with 
its importance. 

At a period like this, when all public burdens are 
necessarily large, it is especially your duty to be 
economical in your municipal expenditures. The 
economy, however, should be a wise one. Economy 
may become so narrow as to be more fatal than pro- 
fusion. It should not be permitted to defeat or even 
retard needed public improvements. Parsimony in 
our public affairs:would produce general discontent, 
and would be the prolific source of future expense. 


True economy will seek to guard and protect the 
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treasury against the spirit of reckless expenditure 
and waste, and will resist with an unrelenting oppo- 
sition the invasions of dishonesty and fraud; but it 
will recognize and welcome all just demands, and 
‘will spend money whenever and wherever money 
ought to be spent. You will be required to make 
large expenditures. The public interests and ne- 
cessities will demand it. In a prosperous commu- 
nity like ours, public improvements, if not in ad- 
vance of private enterprise, should, at least, be side 
by side with it. 

You will be expected to use the large sums of 
money which will be under your direction, with a 
single eye to the interests of the people, and to 
avoid all extravagance and waste. There are forms 
of extravagance whose worst consequences are not 
found in the loss of the money wasted. Against 
such forms of extravagance I do not deem it neces- 
sary even to caution you. 

Waste in all its forms, improper, careless, and 
reckless expenditure of every kind, whether for 
private gain or personal gratification, or resulting 
from a lazy indifference, should receive your severest 
reprobation. If you fail to meet your duty in this 
regard, you will fail to meet the just expectations of 


the people. 
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Many of our citizens believe that the expenses ot 
several of our departments can be largely reduced 
without essentially impairing their usefulness. The 
rate of taxation is apparently much larger in Boston 
in proportion to its population than it is in the other 
cities of the Commonwealth, and in many large 
cities out of the State. 


The following table, which I have not verified, but 
in the accuracy of which I have full faith, as it was 
obtained from a reliable source (Mr. Wells), shows 
that the rate of taxation per capita in Boston is not 
only greatly above the average of the other cities 
therein mentioned, but that it is much larger than in 


any of them. 


How correctly this table, when carefully examined 
and analyzed, will exhibit the comparative rate of 
taxation in the cities named in it, | am unable to say. 


EY: however, deem the statement worthy of attention.

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These figures are significant, and are sufficient to 
invite your inquiry into the causes of the apparent 
high rate of taxation in Boston as compared with 


that in other places. 


The City Charter requires the Mayor “from time 
to time to communicate to both branches of the City 
Council all such information, and recommend all 
such measures, as may tend to the improvement of 
the finances, the police, health, security, cleanliness, 
comfort, and ornament of the city.” 

Many of my predecessors (whose previous muni- 
cipal experience had made them familiar with the 
affairs of the city) have in their address to the City 
Councils at the commencement of the year, in obe- 
dience to this requirement of the Charter, entered 
into elaborate and detailed statements of the condi- 
tion of the city. 

My excuse for a partial departure from this usage 
must be found in the fact, that I enter upon the dis- 
charge of my official duties without the benefit of 
that intimate acquaintance with the details of muni- 
cipal legislation which most of my predecessors haye 
at the commencement of their labors possessed. All 
the information which I should be able to communi- 
cate would be that which will be contained, and will 


be more intelligently and accurately expressed, in 
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the reports from the several departments of the city 
service, which will be soon submitted to you; and 
the opinions which I should be able to express would 
be rather opinions borrowed from others, than the 
results of my own judgment and reflection. 

The financial condition of the city, however, is a 
subject of such controlling importance, that I am in- 
duced to devote a considerable space to its consid- 
eration. The fact that the report of the Auditor 
will not be made for several months to come, makes 
it the more important that I should communicate 
to you such information as I now possess on this 


subject. 


The total consolidated funded and unfunded debt 
of the city, as it appeared from the books m the 
office of the Auditor of Accounts on December 28, 
1870, was $26,629,911.52, of which amount $23,- 
908,350.91 is funded, and $2,721,560.61 unfunded. 

This debt the Auditor of Accounts classifies as 


follows, compared with the classification of 1869:—

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This statement shows an increase of the gross 
debt during the past’ municipal year of $2,845,- 
972.68. 

The Sinking Funds for the redemption of the 
debt on December 28, 1870, amounted to $8,790,- 
486.14, to which add bonds and mortgages on public 
lands and for street improvements, now in the City 
Treasury, all of which are considered good, amount- 
ing to $988,256.53, we have the total debt redemp- 
tion means of $9,779,442.67, leaving the net debt of 
the city $16,850,468.85, being an increase of the 
net debt during the year of $588,344.56, as shown 
in the following table. 

Lhe following statement has been made to me by 
the Auditor of Accounts. I presume that his state- 
ment of the debts does not include large amounts 
which have been appropriated by recent votes of 
the City Council: —

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During the municipal year there became due and 
were paid certificates of indebtedness on account of 
the city proper, $258,500; Dorchester, $164,700; 
Roxbury, $53,650; total, $476,850. 

The last City Council, near the close of the year, 
passed a very important ordinance in relation to 
finances, creating a Board of Commissioners of the 
Sinking Funds for the redemption of the city debt, 
to be composed of the Mayor, Treasurer, Auditor 
of Accounts, Chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Accounts, Chairman of the Committee on Finance 
on the part of the Common Council, and two citi- 
zens at large. This ordinance provides that these 
commissioners shall have charge, under certain 
specified regulations, of the present and all future 
sinking funds for the redemption of the city debt; 
that as soon as the present general fund with its 
accumulations shall be sufficient to meet the pay- 
ment of the outstanding debt, taxation on accouut 
of the same shall cease; that all loans to be issued 
hereafter for public buildings and land for the same 
shall be for ten years, those for street improvements 
for twenty years, and those for water works for 
thirty years, with separate sinking funds for their 
payment; and that there shall be taxed annually to 


meet the payments for the first class six per cent., 
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second class three per cent., and the third class one 
and a half per cent. on the debt. If the excess of 
revenue and appropriations over the expenditures at 
the close of each financial year shall be sufficient to 
meet the amount required to be taxed the succeeding 
year, then no tax shall be levied; and if there should 
be more than enough to meet the amount required 
to be taxed, then the balance remaining shall be 
placed in those funds which do not appear to be - 
earning sufficient to pay at maturity the debt for 
which they were created. 
~The ordinance on finance prior to the passage of 

this new ordinance provided that a tax of three per 
cent. should be levied on the capital of the debt, and 
that all unexpended balances and excess of revenue 
should be paid into the general sinking fund for the 
redemption of the debt. | 

It would seem that the new ordinance sufli- 
ciently protects the present bondholders of the city, 
and while it makes ample provision for the payment 
of future loans, taxation will be relieved and made 
more equal and satisfactory, and at the same time 
our high position of credit maintained as it has been 
heretofore. _ 

The gross debt will require a tax this year of over 


$1,700,000 to pay the interest and the premium on 
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gold, in which a portion of it is payable. You 
should therefore closely scrutinize every project for 
increasing it; and no increase should be made unless 
a clear case of public necessity exists, which does 
not admit of delay without detriment to the welfare 
and prosperity of our citizens. | 

There is another subject, of so much interest to 
the citizens, and of such vital importance to the 
public welfare, that I invite your attention to a brief 
consideration of it. I refer to the public schools. 

According to the school census of May last, the 
number of children in the city, between five and 
fifteen years of age, was forty-six thousand three 
hundred and one, and the average number of pupils 
belonging to the day schools of all grades during 
the past year was thirty-five thousand one hundred 
and sixty-four. The schools at present maintained 
by the city are five high schools, thirty-six grammar 
schools, three hundred and twenty-three primary 
schools, ten evening schools, two schools for minors, 
one for deaf mutes, and one kindergarten school. 
These schools are instructed by nine hundred and, 
fifty teachers, of whom one hundred and thirty-two 
are males, and eight hundred and eighteen are 
females. 


The current expense for school purposes. during 
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the last financial year were $987,412.60, the salaries 
of teachers having amounted to $720,960.65, and 
the incidental expenses, including fuel and the care 
of buildings, to $266,451.95. Of the last named 
sum, the committee on Public Buildings expended 
$194,676.88, and the School Committee $71,715.07. 

For the purchase of lots and the erection of 
school-houses there was expended during the last 
financial year the unprecedented sum of $612,- 
337.86, and for the same purposes during the pre- 
ceding year $346,610.48, making an aggregate 
outlay for the two yearsof nearly a million dollars 
for permanent school accommodations. A very 
large item in this amount was incurred for the erec- 
tion of the building in Newton street, for the Girls’ 
High and Normal School, which cost upward of 
$300,000. 

The responsibility for school expenses is practi- 
cally a divided one, the school committee having 
- the control of the salaries of the instructors, and a 
portion of the incidental expenses, while the pur- 
chase of sites and the erection and repair of school 
edifices, and the larger part of the incidental ex- 
penses, are in the hands of the city council. 

The eminent success and efficiency of our system 


of public instruction, which affords to the children 
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of all the people, without regard to social distinc- 
tions, the means of obtaining an education sufficient 
for all the practical purposes of life, is largely due, 
no doubt, to the liberal provision which has always 
been made for its support. ‘The public sentiment of 
the city has always been in favor of a liberal pro- 
vision for educational purposes, and it is hoped that 
this sentiment will never cease to be a characteristic 
of this community. But there are limits to expen- 
ditures for even the best of objects, and in view of 
the large amount of the aggregate expenditure for 
this department of the city service during the past 
two or three years, I would respectfully suggest that 
during the present year all demands for extra out- 
lays be carefully scrutinized, 

The last Legislature passed an act creating a 
Board of Street Commissioners, and giving to them 
all the powers which the Board of Aldermen, before | 
the passage of the act, possessed, concerning the 
laying out, altering, or discontinuing the streets 
or ways in the city, and concerning the abatement 
of taxes. The third section of the act confers 
upon the Commissioners such extraordinary powers 
that I venture to quote it entire. It provides that 
whenever said Board of Street Commissioners shall 


adjudge that the public safety and convenience re- 
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quire that any street, lane or alley in the said city 
shall be laid out, altered or discontinued, they 
shall make and record an estimate of the expense 
thereof; and if such estimate shall exceed the sum 
of twenty-five thousand dollars, or if such estimate, 
- with the estimates of any previous alteration or dis- 
continuance of any part of said street, lane or alley, 
during the municipal year, shall exceed the sum of 
twenty-five thousand dollars, the order for such lay- 
ing out, alteration or discontinuance, together with an 
estimate of the expense thereof, shall be sent to 
the City Clerk, who shall forthwith lay the same 
before the City Council for their concurrence or 
rejection; and such act shall not take effect or be 
in force until said City Council shall concur therein; 
provided, that if said City Council shall not act 
definitely thereon within thirty days after the time 
when the same shall have been laid before them, 
and cause a certified copy of their proceedings to 
be transmitted to said Board of Street Com- 
missioners, the order shall take effect at such time 
as said Commissioners may determine. 

The purpose of the Legislature in giving to a 
Board of Street Commissioners jurisdiction of the 
subject of abatement of taxes is not readily 


apparent. Many of the other duties and powers 
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of the Board of Aldermen, or of the City Council, 
might as appropriately have been conferred upon 
the Street Commission. 

The Commissioners are required to submit to the 
City Council any proposed laying out, alteration 
or discontinuance of any street, lane or alley, only 
when their estimate of the expense thereof shall ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars; and 
even in that case, if the City Council shall fail to 
act’ definitely upon the subject within thirty days 
from the time when it shall have been laid before 
them, the power of the Commissioners in the execu- 
tion of their plans ceases to have any limit, or to 
be subject to any check or control. 

The time given by the Statute to the City Coun- 
cil in which to act definitely upon the important 
questions which will, under the provisions of the 
law, be submitted to them by the Commissioners, 
is altogether too short for the proper investigation 
and discussion of subjects of such magnitude. 

If the two branches shall, after due deliberation, 
fail to concur, then the power of the Commission- 
ers, after the lapse of thirty days, becomes absolute 
and unlimited. 

The usual deliberations and discussions of the 


Commissioners will probably not be, like those of 
3 
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both branches of the City Council, public, and they, 
therefore, will not be so subject to the restraining 
influences of public opinion. They are not charged 
with the duty of raising or providing for the money 
which they spend, and they therefore will be less 
likely to feel a proper responsibility for its expen- 
diture. Great power is given to them, and no suf- 
ficient checks or restraints upon its exercise are 
imposed. 

I believe I shall have the concurrence of the gen- 
tlemen who have been elected Commissioners under 
this act, when I advise (as I do most earnestly ad- 
vise) the City Council to ask the Legislature to 
modify and amend the act. 

The subject to which this law relates, viz: the 
streets and avenues of the city, is one of such ex- 
ceeding importance, that were it not for the act in 
question I could not excuse myself for not consid- 
ering it more at length. 
~.It is now very obvious that in the early history 
of the city some of the municipal governments failed 
to foresee and appreciate the future growth, pros- 
perity and wants of the city; and it is to their want 
of foresight that many large expenditures for wid- 
ening, improving and laying out of streets which 
have been already made, and which still require to 


be made, are properly chargeable. 
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The public improvements in this respect have not 
kept pace with private enterprise. Recent legisla- 
tion has given greater power to anticipate the 
wants of the future in this respect than formerly 
existed. 

It is also of great importance in a sanitary point 
of view, as well as for the public convenience, that 
the grade of projected streets should be properly 
established. The addition to the city of large terri- 
tory, by the annexation of Roxbury and Dorchester, 
has given an increased importance to this subject. 
I earnestly recommend the City Council so to ex- 
ercise whatever power and influence may remain 
to them on this subject that they may not be amen- 
able to the same charge which is now made against 
some of their predecessors. 

Under the authority of a special act of the Leg- 
islature of 1868, the city took possession, on the 13th 
of July last, of the land, with the buildings thereon, 
lying between Pleasant street and Dover street, 
known as the Suffolk Street District, for the purpose 
of abating the nuisance caused by impaired drain- 
age. The plan of improvement proposed, and in 
part executed, is substantially the same as that car- 
ried out on the Church Street District. The grade 


of the territory is to be raised in accordance with a 
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plan prepared by the City Surveyor; and the build- 
ings are to be raised to correspond to the new 
grade. ‘The proposed plan includes the widening 
and extension of several streets, the most important 
being the extension of Shawmut avenue from Dover 
street to Tremont street, and the construction of 
an iron bridge over the Boston and Albany rail- 
road tracks. Although the city has complete pos- 
session of this extensive property, it is intended to 
use it only so far as may be required to carry out 
the improvements for the public health, safety and 
convenience; beyond that the former owners are not 
interfered with in their use or occupation of it; and 
when the work on any section is entirely completed, 
the estates will be reconveyed to those from whom 
they were taken. 

As the work was not begun until late last year, 
the direction of the main portion of the improve- 
ment will devolve upon the present City govern- 
ment. The estimated expense of the entire work, 
including the street improvements, amounts to 
$2,351,550. 

A. loan of $500,000 has been made to carry it on; 
but an additional loan will soon be required, as the 
contracts already entered into and the expenses in- 


curred on account of the work exceed that amount. 
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As the city is fully committed to this work, it is 
desirable that it should be prosecuted as rapidly 
as possible, in order to get the benefit of the im- 
provement, and also to prevent hardship and incon- 
venience to the occupants. I am induced to refer 
to the last subject the more especially because I 
believe that there are other portions of the city 
fast becoming densely populated, which, if not im- 
mediately attended to, will soon require the aid of 
similar legislation, and will subject the city to equal 
or larger expenditures. 

Closely connected with this subject is the subject 
of the public health, to which I have been earnestly 
requested to invite your attention. In a city so 
large and so densely populated as ours, where the 
causes of disease are always abundant, the utmost 
care and vigilance should be exercised to protect 
the citizens from this form of danger. I there- 
fore cheerfully accede to this request, and invite 
your early attention to the subject. 

The City Council of last year appointed a com- 
mission to prepare a draft of a bill to be submitted 
by the City Council to the next Legislature, author- 
izing the city to purchase or take and lay out lands 
for one or more public parks. As I have the honor 


to be a member of that Commission, I think I owe 
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it to my associates on the Commission to omit any 


discussion of the subject at the present time. 


There are many subjects connected with the 
Municipal Government to which I have not called 
your attention. Ihave not omitted them because I 


fail to appreciate their high importance. 


You have a public library, which, for the extent 
of its collection, continues to hold its rank as the 
second library in the country, and which, under a 
wise direction, is accomplishing the great and bene- 


ficent purpose for which it was established. 


You have public institutions of a reformatory and 
charitable character, of which the city has long been 
justly proud. They, too, under the direction of 
gentlemen of high character, are accomplishing their 
noble objects in ministering to the relief of the 


afflicted, and in endeavoring to reform the vicious. 


You have a Board of Overseers of the Poor, com- 
- posed of eentlemen who, in a manner well becoming 
such a service, are, without ostentation, faithfully 
performing their work of mitigating suffering, re- 
lieving want, and giving, even to those in penury, 


encouragement and strength. 


You have a City Hospital, designed to assist those 


“who by misfortune or poverty may require relief 
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during temporary sickness.” The thousands who 
have found relief within its walls bear all the testi- 
mony that is needed in favor of its wise and suc- 


cessful management. 


You have a Fire Department, maintained at a 
large expense, and conducted with great efficiency 


.and success. 


You have a Police Department with a force of 
about five hundred men, by whose exertions the 
lives and property of the citizens have been made 


substantially secure. 


The well conducted departments relating to the 
public lands, public buildings, water assessors, sewers, 
and the public health, are all of leading importance, 


and will require your careful attention. 


To these subjects, and to other important subjects 
of municipal concern, I may invite your attention 
hereafter, when increased information shall enable 
me to make suggestions more worthy of your con- 
sideration and respect than any which it is now in 


my power to make. 


Gentlemen, our labors will always be well begun 
when they are commenced as they have been this 
morning, with a recognition of our dependence upon 


the Divine guidance and protection. 
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If we shall continue to seek the same support and 
direction which has been invoked upon our labors 
to-day, we cannot but be true to those whose 


interests are committed to our charge.

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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Section 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the 
Chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the 
hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being: 
present, shall cause the minutes of the preceding 
regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence ot 
the Mayor and Chairman, the senior member present 
shall preside as Chairman pro tempore. 

Srot. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other 
members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Board, by motion regu- 
larly seconded; and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. | , 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return 
of the members voting in the affirmative and in the 
negative, without debate on the question. 

SeoT. 4. He may read sitting; but shall rise to 
state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 
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Smor. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate 
the Chair, he shall call the Chairman of the Board 
to take it, and in his absence the senior member 
present. When the Chairman of the Board or the 
Chairman pro tempore shall desire to vacate the 
Chair, he may call any member to it, but such sub- 
stitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

SEeotT. 6. On all questions and motions whatso- 
ever, the Chair shall take the sense of the Board by 
yeas and nays, provided any member shall so require. 
And every Ordinance, Resolution or Order (except 
Orders of Notice, papers from the Common Council, 
Orders of Inquiry, and Orders relating to the De- 
partment of Health), after being read, shall be laid 
on the table before its consideration by the Board; 
and no such Ordinance, Resolution or Order (except 
as above) shall be considered at the same meeting 
at which it is offered, except by special vote. 

Sect. 7 The Chair shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, except 
that in the naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Szot. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
Chair, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
mover may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. 

SecT. 9. When a question is under debate, the 
Chair shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to lay 
on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, 
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to amend, or to postpone indefinitely; which several 
motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they stand arranged; and a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of an Ordinance shall be equivalent 
to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Sect. 10. The Chair shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table or to take up from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 

Sreot. 11. When a vote has been passed, it shall 
be in order for any member to move a reconsidera- 
tion thereof, at the same meeting; or he may give 
notice to the Clerk within twenty-four hours of the 
adjournment of his intention to move a reconsidera- 
tion at the next meeting, in which case the Clerk 
shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
meeting; and, when a motion for reconsideration 1s 
decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Sreot. 12. Every member when about to speak 
shall rise, and respectfully address the Chair; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalities. 

Secor. 13. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to a call to order, 
or for explanation. 

Srotr. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, 
or serve on any Committee, on any question where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Seot. 15. Every member who shall be present 
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when a question is put where he is not excluded by 
interest shall give his vote, unless the Board for 
special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the 
Board is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays; and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

Srot. 16. Hvery motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the Chair shall so direct. 

Sect. 17. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall 
not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Sect. 18. No motion or proposition of a subject 
- different from that under consideration shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 

Sect. 19. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Board. 

SecT. 20. When a vote is doubted, the mem- 
bers for and against the question, when called on 
by the Chair, shall arise, and stand till they are 
_ counted. 

Snot. 21. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. | 

Sect. 22. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: —

Srot. 23. The following Standing Committees of 
the Board, to consist of three members each, and the

Hach Committee elected on the part of 
this Board shall organize at its first meeting by the 
choice of a Chairman, and shall report the same to 
this Board; and in all cases where the Chair appoints 
a Committee, unless otherwise provided for, the 
member first named shall be Chairman, and in his ab- 
sence, the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be Chairman pro tempore. 

SrctT. 26. Committees of the Board, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time.

In every case of disagreement between 
the two branches of the City Council, if either Board 
shall request a conference, and appoint a Committee 
of conference, and the other Board shall also appoint 
a Committee to confer, such Committee shall, at a 
convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their Chair- 
man, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons of their 
respective Boards for and against the matter in con- 
troversy, confer freely thereon, and report to their 
respective branches. 

Sect. 38. When either Board shall not concur in 
any action of the other, notice of such non-concur- 
rence shell be given by written message. 

Srot. 4. Hither Board may propose to the other, 
for its concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall 
adjourn. 

Seot. 5. All by-laws passed by the City Coun- 
cil shall be termed “Ordinances,” and the enacting 
style shall be: Be it ordained by the Aldermen and 

Common Council of the City of Boston in City 
Council assembled. 

Sseor. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 

of the City Council express anything by way of com- 
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mand, the form of expression shall be “Ordered; ” 
and whenever either or both branches express opin- 
ions, principles, facts or purposes, the form shall be 
“ Resolved.” 

Sect. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several ob- 
jects enumerated in the general appropriation bill 
shall be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount 
to be expended by the several Committees having the 
charge thereof, for the entire financial year, and shall 
be expended with a proper regard thereto; and, after 
the annual order of appropriations shall have been 
passed, no subsequent expenditures shall be author- 
ized for any object, unless provisions for the same 
shall be made by special transfer from some of the 
appropriations contained in such annual order, or by 
expressly creating therefor a city debt, in either of 
which cases the order shall not be passed unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of each branch of the 
City Council shall vote in the aflirmative, by vote 
taken by yea and nay. 

And any Joint Standing or Special Committees 
may expend from the appropriations provided by the 
City Council an amount not exceeding two hundred 
dollars. 

In all contracts or expenditures to be 
made under the authority of the City Council, when- 
ever the estimates shall exceed the appropriations 
specially made therefor, or whenever any Committee 
shall have expended the sum specially appropriated 
for its use in the order of appropriation for the year, 
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and in either case shall require a further sum, it shall 
be the duty of such committee, having such matter 
in charge, to submit the fact to the City Council for 
instructions, accompanied with a detailed statement 
in print, of the cause or causes which have created 
the necessity for such application, and the object for 
which the same is needed. And no contract shall be 
made or expenditure authorized in either case, unless 
by a specific vote of the City Council, first making 
the necessary provision for the payment resulting 
therefrom; * and no debt shall be created, or transfer 
from one special appropriation to another be made, 
until such report or statement shall have been sub- 
mitted to the City Council by the Committee requir- 
ing the same. 

Sect. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings in books pro- 
vided by the city for that purpose. The Committee 
from neither branch of the City Council shall act by 
separate consultations; and no report shall be re- 
ceived unless agreed to in committee actually assem- 
bled. 

SeoT. 10. It shall be the duty of every Joint 
Committee to whom any subject may be specially 
referred to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 


* Committees not only have not the right to make expenditures for any purpose 
beyond the amount which has been previously appropriated for it; but they have 
not the right to expend the appropriation, or any part of it even, unless that right 
is first conferred upon them by the body from which they are appointed.

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Secor. 11. All reports and other papers submitted 
to the City Council shall be written in a fair hand, 
and no report or indorsement of any kind shall be 
made on the reports, memorials or other papers re- 
ferred to the Committee of either branch. All re- 
ports shall be stgned by the writers thereof, unless 
otherwise directed by the Committee; and the Clerk 
of Committees shall make copies of any papers to be 
reported by the Committees, at the request of the 
respective Chairman thereof. . 

Seor. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall 
audit or approve any bill or account against the city 
for any supplies or services which shall not have been 
ordered or authorized by the Committee, nor shall he 
approve for payment any bill or account, except by 
vote of the Committee. , 

SeoT. 13. No bills shall be approved by the Com- — 
mittee on Accounts for refreshments or carriage-hire 
furnished to any member of the City Government, 
unless said bills are approved by the Chairman of a 
Standing or Special Committee of the City Council, 
or either branch thereof, duly authorized by vote of 
such Committee; in which cases, said bills shall be 
paid from the appropriation to which they are inci- 
dent; and the Committee on Accounts shall not pass 
any bill, unless it is approved, as provided in this and 
the preceding section. 

Snot. 14. All bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire, incurred more than three months previous to the 
date of their presentation, shall go before the Ey 
Council for approval. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 
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_ DUTIES AND POWERS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Section 1. The President shall take the chair 
precisely at the hour to which the Council shall have 
adjourned. He shall call the members to order; and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, shall proceed to 
business, unless the reading of the minutes of the 
preceding meeting shall be called for by some mem- 
ber. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other 
members; and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Council, by motion regu- 
larly seconded, and no other business shall be in or- 
der till the question on the appeal shall have been 
— decided. 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, the President shall 
cause a return of the members voting in the affir- 
mative and in the negative, without further debate on 
the question. 

Snot. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or 
to put a question; but may read sitting. 
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SeoT. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 

SroT. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the Chair. The 
President may at any other time call any other mem- 
ber to the Chair, but said substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. 

Srot. 7. On all questions and motions whatso- 
ever, the President shall take the sense of the Council 
by yeas and nays, provided one-fifth of the members 
present shall so require. 

Snot. 8. The President shall propound all ques- 
tions in the order in which they are moved, unless the 
subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature, 
except that in the naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is stated or read by 
the President, it shall be deemed to be in possession 
of the Council, and shall be disposed of by vote; but 
the mover may withdraw it at. any time before a de- 
cision or amendment. | | 

Snot. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
president shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to 
_ lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely, — which several motions shall have pre- 
cedence in the order in which they stand arranged; - 
and a motion to strike out the enacting clause of an 
Ordinance shall be eauivalent to a motion to postpone 
indefinitely. 


Srot. 11. The President shall consider a motion 
7 
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to adjourn as always in order, except upon an imme- 
diate repetition; and that motion, and the motion to 
lay on the table, or to take up from the table, or to 
take the previous question, shall be decided without 
debate. | | 

Sect. 12. He shall put the previous question in 
the following form: “ Shall the main question be now 
put?” and all debate upon the main question shall be 
suspended until the previous question shall be decided. 
After the adoption of the previous question, the sense 
of the Council shall forthwith be taken upon amend- 
ments reported by a Committee, upon all pending 
amendments, and then upon the main question. 

Srot. 13. All incidental questions of order, aris- 
ing after a motion is made for the previous question, 
shall be decided without debate, except on an appeal; 
and on such an appeal, no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once without leave of the Council. 

Srcr. 14. When two or more members happen to 
rise at once, the President shall name the member 
who is first to speak. 

Secr. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise pro- 
vided for, or specially directed by the Council. 


RIGHTS, DUTIES, AND DECORUM OF MEMBERS. 


Sror. 16. In the absence of the President, the 
senior member present shall call the Council to order, 
and preside until a President pro tempore shall be 
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chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected on 
a first trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes 
shall elect. | 

Szot. 17. Every member, when about to speak, 
shall rise and respectfully address the President; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalities; and shall sit down when he has 
finished. No member shall speak or vote out of his 
place without leave of the President. 

Srot. 18. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to call to order, or 
for explanation. 

Sect. 19. Whena vote has been passed, it shall 
be in order for any member who voted in the major- 
ity to move a reconsideration thereof at the same 
meeting, or he may give notice to the clerk within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention 
to move a reconsideration at the next meeting, in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of papers 
until the next meeting, and when a motion for recon- 
sideration is decided, that vote shall not be recon- 
sidered. 

Secor. 20. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two Committees at the same time, nor 
Chairman of more than one. 

SrotT. 21. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up to the interruption of another, while any member 
is speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the 
President and the person speaking. 

SEcT. 22. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the Rules and Orders of the Coun- 
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cil, he may be required by the President to make 
satisfaction therefor; and, in such a case, he shall not 
be allowed to vote or speak, except by way of excuse, 
till he has done so, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Council. 

Sect. 23. No member shall be permitted to vote 
or serve on any Committee, on any question where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Srot. 24. Hvery member who shall be present 
when a question is put, where he is not excluded by 
interest, shall give his vote, unless the Council, for 
special reasons, shall excuse him; application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the 
Council is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays, and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

Sot. 25. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President shall so direct. 

Sor. 26. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost, shall 
not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out | 
and insert. 

Sor. 27. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 

Sect. 28. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 
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Snor. 29. At every regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, the order of business shall be as follows: — 


1. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and reports from City Officers, 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4. Reports of Committees. 

5. Motions, Orders or: Resolutions. 


Srot. 30. When a vote is doubted, the members - 
for and against the question, when called on by the 
President, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Srct. 31. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

Srcr. 32. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different Committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: — 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Select Committee of the Council. 

A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Select Committee. 


Srct. 33. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, 
in the presence of the Council, by drawing the 
names of members, and:the number of the seats, 
simultaneously; and each member shall be entitled 
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for the year to the seat bearing the number so drawn 
against his name, and shall not change it except by 
permission of the President. | 

Srotr. 34. No member shall call another member 
by his name in debate, but may allude to him by any 
intelligible and respectful designation. 

Snot. 35. If the reading of any paper is called 
for, and any member objects thereto, it shall be - 
cided by the Council. 

Sect. 36. No rule or order of the Council shall 

be dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two- 
thirds of the members present consent thereto. 


PETITIONS, MEMORIALS, ETC. 


Srct. 37. All papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or a member in 
his place; and shall be read by the President, Clerk, 
or such other person as the President may request; 
and shall be taken up in the order in which they are 
presented, except when the Council shall otherwise 
determine. 


POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMITTEES, ETC. 


_Srot. 38. The rules of proceeding in the Coun- 
cil shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so 
far as they are applicable. A motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in 
order, and shall be decided without debate, and the 
previous question shall not be moved. 

Sect. 39, Standing Committees on Elections, 
Police, Health, Paving, and Armories and Military 
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Affairs, shall be appointed at the beginning of the 
municipal year, and shall consist of five members 
each. 

Sect. 40. No Committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the Council without special leave. 

Srot. 41. All Committees of the Council, chosen 
by ballot, or consisting of one or more from each 
Ward, shall be notified of their first meeting by the 
Clerk, by the direction of the President; they shall 
organize at their first meeting, by a choice of a Chair- 
man, and shall report the same to the Council; and 
members, on the part of the Council of Joint Com- 
mittees chosen as aforesaid, shall choose a chairman 
at their first meeting, and report to the Council in 
like manner. 

In all cases where the President appoints a Com- 
mittee, unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be Chairman, and in his absence, the 
member next in order who shall be present shall be 
Chairman pro tempore. 

Srot. 42. All Select Committees of the Council 
shall consist of three members, unless otherwise or- 
dered. 

Srot. 43. No report of any Committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to in Committee 
assembled. 

Srot. 44. No meeting of any Committee shall 
be called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Sect. 45. It shall be the duty of all Standing 
Committees to keep a record of their doings in books 
provided by the city for that purpose. 
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_ Secr. 46. Committees of the Council, to whom 
any matter is specially referred, may be required to 
report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


ELECTIONS, ORDINANCES, ORDERS, ETC. 


Sot. 47. All nominations of officers to be elected 
by ballot shall lie over for one week after being re- 
ported, before action is taken thereon. All Ordi- 
nances, Orders and Resolutions shall have two sev- 
eral readings before they are finally passed; and no 
‘Ordinance, Order or Resolution imposing penalties, 
or authorizing the expenditure of money, — whether 
the same may have been appropriated or not, — and 
no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan shall have 
more than one reading on the same day; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the passage of an order at any meeting of the Coun- 
cil, to authorize the printing of any document relat- 
ing to the affairs of the city. 


ELECTIONS, ETC. 
- Sxor. 48. In all elections by ballot on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for 
ineligible persons shall be reported, but shall not be 


counted in the returns. 
‘Sxzot. 49. All salaried officers shall be voted for 


by written ballots. 
DUTIES OF CLERK, ETC. 


Srot. 50. The Clerk shall keep minutes of the 
votes and proceedings of the Council; enter thereon 
such orders and resolutions as are adopted, by their 
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title or otherwise; shall notice Reports, Petitions, 
Memorials, and other papers which are presented; 
and shall enter all accepted Reports of Select Com- 


mittees of the Council, at length, in a separate jour- 


nal to be kept for that purpose, and provided with an 
index; shall draw up all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen and send them’ by the Messenger; and 
shall attend the meetings of Committees of the Coun- 
cil, and make their records when required. 

Secor. 51. The members of the Council shall not 
leave their places on adjournment, until the Presi- 
dent shall declare the Council adjourned.

A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Hach operator serves two alternate 
terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same as assist- 
ant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the office, out of 
every twenty-four, is required from each operator. No operator 
is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly relieved 
by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

Hach operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, 
and of the station from which it originates, and all other neces- 
sary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal 

. Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the Box. The police 

officers, and one other person resident near each station, have 

’ keys to the Boxes. : 
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ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box upon 
the Alarm Bells, and upon the Gongs in the Engine-Houses. 

EXAMPLES: To announce the existence of a fire near Box No. 
41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make a pause 
of afew seconds, then strike one, thus 4—1. This will be 
repeated at intervals of about one minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the bells 
will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another pause, 
then strike five, thus: 1 —4—5. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows. Third — 
Alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows twice, thus: 
12 —12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12 — 
12 — 12. 

In cases where Hook & Ladder Companies only are wanted, 
signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with the number 
of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & Ladder No. one, 
10—1—1. Hook & Ladder No. four, 10 —4—4. Hook 
& Ladder No. seven, 10 — 7 — 7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder one and three, 10 — - 
1—1—3—83. Hook & Ladder two and four, 10 —2 —2 
—4—4. Hook & Ladder five and seven, 10 —5—5—T 
wanaedy f . 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the first 
alarm has been given), without an order from an Hngineer; and 
the person so ordered will be sure to go to the same box from 
which the first alarm was given, and report the same to the 
Chief Engineer. 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the time 
the Box is operated. 
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DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 

1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the nearest 
Box. 

2. Pull the slide down once and let go. Wait at the Box, 
and direct the firemen to the fire. 

3. If you hear no reply on the bells, pull again. If still no 
reply, go to the nearest Box. __ 

4. The police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their rat- 
tles and call the number of the station. 


CAUTIONS. 
1. Be sure your Box is locked before leaving it. 
2. Never open the Box, except in cases of fire. 
3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called 
for by the Superintendent.

CITY HOSPITAL. 
(Ord. p. 359.] 

The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 1851; 
and consists of two pavilions connected with a central structure. 
This Hospital is intended for the use and comfort of poor 
patients, to whom medical care will be provided at the expense 
of the city; and it is also intended to provide accommodations 
and medical treatment to others who do not wish to be re- 
garded as dependent on public charity. 

The Hospital was suggested many years ago by ELisHa 
Goopnow, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave property 
to the city, valued at $25,000, for establishment of a Free City 
Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve. : 

Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late LAWRENCE 
NicHoLs, who bequeathed to the city, for the use of the City 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. 

Hon. Ot1s Norcross has given to the city a Fund of $2,000, 
to which has been added a bequest of $1,000 by the late Jonas 
Batu, the interest of which is expended annually in furnishing 
clothing to indigent patients when leaving the Hospital. 

Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, between 
9 and 11 o’clock, A. M. 

Whenever able, the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by one of the resident 
graduates, or by some physician designated by the Trustees. 
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Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or in- 
jured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o'clock, P. M., friends may be permitted to visit patients ; though 
no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and any 
article sent to the patients shall be left with the Superintendent.

Although the need of a public library had been for a consid- 
erable time felt and acknowledged, and a small number of vol- 
umes of a miscellaneous character had been sent to the City 
Hall with a view to the future formation of such an institution, 
nothing definite in relation thereto was done until the fifth of 
August, 1850, when Hon. Joun P. BiceLow, then Mayor of the 
City, contributed the sum of one thousand dollars for the pur- 
pose of establishing the Public Library. This donation, being 
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the first money that was given for the object, was received joy- 
fully, and funded by the City Council; and the Committee on 
the Library were directed to “proceed with as little delay as 
possible to carry into effect the establishment of a free Public 
Library.” 

JosHuA Batss, Esq., of London, whose early life was passed 
in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent sum of fifty 
thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books for the Public 
Library of the city, if the city would erect a suitable building 
for that purpose,— on the 24th of February, 1853, an order 
was passed by the city council authorizing the committee on the 
library, in conference with the board of trustees, to purchase a 
suitable site for the erection of a building which should be fully 
adapted for the purpose of the library, including Mr. Bates’s 
donation. Accordingly, said committee purchased 23,380 feet 
of land on Boylston street, opposite the Common, upon which 
an elegant and commodious edifice has been erected, at a cost 
to the city, for land and building, amounting to about $365,000. 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody of 
the city council, and by the city council was transmitted to the 
care of the trustees of the public library, with appropriate cere- 
monies, on January 1, 1858. 

Besides the above mentioned donations in money, the sum of 
ten thousand dollars was subsequently given by Hon. JONATHAN 
PuItuies, who, by his will, bequeathed an additional sum of 
twenty thousand dollars for the maintenance of the library. 
Another sum of ten thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late 
Hon. Apsorr Lawrence. All of these sums have been funded 
by the city council, and the annual proceeds are expended for 
the purchase of books of permanent value. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late SAMUEL 
APPLETON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. Sauiy I. K. 
SHEPARD, for the purpose of procuring books for the immediate 
use of the public.

Very valuable donations of books have been made by the late 
Rev. THroporE Parker, the heirs of Hon. NaTHANIEL Bow- 
DITCH, GEORGE TICKNoR, and others. 

By the munificence of THomas G. APPLETON, Hsq., of Boston, 
the very rich and valuable collection of engravings, formerly 
belonging to Cardinal Tosti of Rome, now deceased, was pur- 
chased and presented to the Public Library. The collection 
contains nearly 10,000 prints, many of which are framed. 

The Library opens at 9 o’clock, A. M., every secular day 
throughout the year, except the five legal holidays, and such 
other days as the Trustees may direct. 

The Reading Room, provided with seats for one hundred 
readers, is closed at 10 P. M. 

The Fine Arts Room, where ladies can use the Lower Hall 
catalogues, is closed at 8 P. M. 

The Lower Hall delivery of books ceases mt 8 P.M. This 
hall now contains over 28,500 volumes. 

The Bates Hall delivery of books for home use, as well as for 
use in the hall, ceases at 6 P. M., from October to March, and 
at 7 P.M., from April to September. This hall now contains 
over 124,000 volumes. 

Persons admitted to use the Library. — Any person above the 
age of fourteen years may use the Reading Room (which has 
now by far the best collection of American and foreign periodi- 
cals in the country), and, if above sixteen, may make use of the 
books within the building. ) 

All inhabitants of Boston above the age of sixteen years; all 
clergymen and teachers having regular occupation in the city, 
though not residents; and all, even if under sixteen, who have 
received certificates of graduation, medals or Lawrence prizes, 
from the Public Schools, and are still inhabitants of Boston, or 
who belong to the Girls’ High and Normal Schools, are entitled 
to a full use of the Library. All classes in this paragraph must 
- have signed the application card and given satisfactory refer- 
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ence to two citizens. The registration takes place in the Fine 
Arts Room. 

All members of such other of the higher educational institu- 
tions in the city, as the trustees may have especially permitted, 
are entitled to a full or a partial use of the Library. 


EAST BOSTON BRANCH LIBRARY. 

This Branch of the Free Public Library of the city of Boston 
comprises two distinct collections of books, — one begun by the 
Kast Boston Library Association in 1852, and merged in the 
Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to the city of Boston to 
form a portion of the East Boston Branch Library; and the 
other of books taken from the Central Library, with additions 
by purchase, so as to give completeness and harmony to the 
whole. | 

This Branch Library, located in the old Lyman School-house, 
on Meridian street, was opened to the public in November, 1870, 


and was formally dedicated by appropriate services on March 
22, 1871.

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 


than in any former year. 


There were not less than eight several 
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ballotings by the citizens. Atthe eighth trial, on the hee -first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, Wil- 
liam Parker, one of the aldermen, having been elected chairman 
of the board of aldermen, performed the duties of mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the city council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, jr., was elected 
mayor by the city council, for the unexpired term of 1840. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the board of aldermen, acted as chair- 
man of the board in the interval between the death of Mr Davis 
and the election of Mr Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
alderman of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen mayor for 
said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he 
resigned as an alderman, and accepted the office of mayor. 

The election of mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9,1854. In 
the mean time, the duties of mayor were performed by Benjamin 
L. Allen, chairman of the board of aldermen. 


ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas B. Wales, and Redford Webster, elected 
1825 declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organiza- 
tion. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 
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In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1853 Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an ~ 
Alderman, died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam, Esq., died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner, Esq., resigned on account of 
illness, and soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a ma- 
jority of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the eight 
who had the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that | 
was organized under the new or revised City Charter, which 
provided for the annual election of twelve Aldermen.

1862. 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not 
qualify himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no pro- 
vision for affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. ; 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Hleazer, Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; 
also, Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to 
the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 
1830. 
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Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took | 
the intermediate letter R. 
' The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted in 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was 
elected Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward IF. Rebinson resigned in May, 1861, and was elected 
a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 1, resigned in March, 1862, and 
was appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Soldiers 
in the United States service from Boston. 

There have been thirteen successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 6, on the ground that “ closing the poll before the 
hour at which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a 
violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members 
of Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an 
adjourned meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irreg- 
ular proceeding, to render the whole number of votes certain by 
‘taking the highest number of votes for candidates on each oppos- 
ing ticket; adjournment of the meeting by the sole authority of 
the Warden, and other irregularities, at the annual election 
December 8. ; 

The third case, March 7, 1830, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward i2, on the ground that a number of illegal 
voters, sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three 
members from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned 
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meeting, December 14, on the ground that four votes for non- 
resident candidates (after having been first thrown out by the 
ward officers *) were counted at the annual election, December 
12, thereby preventing the choice of two other candidates, who, 
by excluding the said four votes, were by the decision of the 
Council declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two mem- 
bers from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an 
adjourned meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent 
trial the same members were again returned to the Common 
Council. ; 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an ad- 
journed meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the Government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in ques- 
tion were conducted bona fide, and no other informality was ap- 
parent, and as this custom of supplementary elections had been 
in vogue for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the 


votes of the Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 
The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report . 


of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of fa member 
from Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he 
was not an inhabitant of that Ward. Before a decision was 
reached on this point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire 
delegation from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were

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returned than there were persons who voted in that Ward at the 
municipal election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the 
counting of the ballots, —the variation being so great as to 
affect the election of the whole delegation. At the subsequent 
trial the same members were again returned to the Common 
Coutcil. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned mecting (held on 
account of a tie vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on 
the ground that the Polls, at said adjourned meeting, were not 
kept open the same number of hours as were required by the 
original warrant. Ata subsequent election the same member 
was returned to the Common Council. [See City Doc. 12, for 
1867.] ; 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber returned for Ward 10, because by the count of the original 
ballots cast in said Ward, it appeared that another person was 
chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13 for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15 for the same reason.

Lamp DEPARTMENT OFFICE, Boston, Jan. 9, 1871. 


To the City Council : 

GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with the Ordinance of the City, 
the Annual Report of this department is respectfully submitted, 
containing a tabular statement of the expenditures of the de- 
partment during the past municipal year, a table showing the 
expenditures in detail for the past four years, and one show- 
ing the comparative net increase in the number of the public 
lamps, together with such general information as may be of in- 
terest relating to the department. 

The department is believed to be in good condition, and the 
men employed are as a general thing prompt and faithful in the 
discharge of the duties required of them. 

The past year has been one of activity in this department, on 
account of the removal of and replacing lamps on many of the 
streets which have been widened and extended, the large amount 
of rebuilding in the older portions of our city, and the building 
up of new streets. 

The expenditures have been largely increased over those of 
the former year by the annexation of Dorchester, the prepara- 
tions for lighting Broadway and Mount Washington Avenue 
Bridges, and the natural increase of the department from the 
increased number of lamps in other sections of the city. 

During the past year, a contract has been made with the Dor- 
chester Gas Light Company for the supply of gas for the public 
lamps in that section of the city known as Ward 16, of which 
the following is a copy: — 
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DORCHESTER GAS CONTRACT. 


This memorandum of agreement, made the ninth day of No- 
vember, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy, between 
the city of Boston, of the one part, and the Dorchester Gas 
Light Company of the other part, 


Writnesseth : — 

I. Said Gas Light Company agrees to furnish gas for light- 
ing the public lamps within the limits of the sixteenth Ward in 
said city, all night on each night from October fifteenth to April 
fifteenth; and from April fifteenth to October fifteenth, in such 
manner as the City Government shall direct. All the lighting 
shall be according to tables to be furnished to the said Gas 
Light Company by the Superintendent of Lamps. The number 
of hours and time of lighting and extinguishing shall be fur- 
nished by the city to said Gas Light Company, previous to the 
beginning of each month of lighting. 

II. Said Gas Light Company shall put in the service pipes 
for the streets and public lamps, charging therefor the actual 
cost of the labor and materials, it being understood that these 
materials shall be wholly of wrought or malleable iron, and shall 
consist of wrought iron pipe of not less than one inch in diame- 
ter, with wrought or malleable iron couplings, bends or elbows, 
and the same shall have a regular fall towards the street 
main. 

Ili. Said Gas Light Company shall take charge of the ser- 
vice pipes now laid, or to be hereafter laid in said sixteenth 
Ward, and repair the same whenever desired to do so by the 
City Government, or whenever it may be necessary by leak or 
other immediate exigency, charging the actual cost of such 
repairs. 

IV. The public lamps shall be dighted, cleaned and taken 
care of by lighters employed and paid by the City of Boston. 
They shall light and extinguish them punctually according to the 
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printed tables to be furnished by the Superintendent of Lamps. 
Each lighter will be required to make a written return to the 
Superintendent of Lamps, and to the Clerk of the Dorchester 
Gas Light Company, on Monday of each week, of the number of 
lamps lighted each night, and of the time of beginning to light 
and beginning to extinguish. 

Any neglect of this duty by either of the lighters will be con- 
sidered sufficient ground for his immediate dismissal. It shall 
also be the duty of each lighter, within his own district, to keep 
the burners and the portion of the pipes above ground clear 
from frost or other obstructions, and to give immediate notice 
at the office of the Dorchester Gas Light Company, of any ob- 
struciions below ground, or of any leakage of gas, and report 
the same to the Superintendent of Lamps. The Dorchester 
Gas Light Company, when requested so to do, shall furnish to 
the City of Boston the quantity of whiskey necessary to clear 
the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed, however, seventy 
gallons during any one year. 

V. It is further agreed, that either party to this agreement 
may from time to time, at its own expense, cause any of the 
burners in use in the public lamps to be removed, and in the 
presence of an authorized representative of the other party, 
tested under the maximum, minimum and average pressure of 
the gas in the street mains for the purpose of ascertaining the 
quantity of gas actually consumed thereby; and all new burners 
shall be tested in the same manner in the presence of a repre- 
sentative of each party before being used. All burners which 
vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the designated standard, 
shall be immediately replaced at the expense of the city and the 
Gas Company jointly. 

During the months of September and October, in each year, 
the said Gas Company shall cause all the street burners in the 
said Ward to be removed and cleaned at the joint expense of 


said company and the city; and during the time required for 
1* 
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said cleaning, the Superintendent of Lamps shall furnish a 
sufficient number of burners to be used in the street lamps. 

VI. There shall be used on the street lamps such regula- 
ting burners as may be agreed upon by the the parties hereto, 
one half of the expense of such public lamp governors shall be 
paid by the city; and the Dorchester Gas Light Company shall 
furnish to the city the burners required within said sixteenth 
Ward. 

VII. In order to secure the greatest accuracy of measure- 
ment practicable, and to continue the same, the parties to this 
agreement shall have the power at their pleasure, without inter- 
fering with the regular exigency of lighting, to remove each and 
every regulator burner, for the purpose of testing the same; 
and for each and every burner delivering more than five per 
cent above or below the quantity agreed to be furnished at the 
maximum, minimum, or average pressure, the Superirtendent 
of Lamps shall forthwith furnish another in its place. 

VIII. If any question shall arise relative to the accuracy of 
proving by the said Dorchester Gas Light Company, each and 
every burner proposed to be replaced shall be tested by said 
company in the presence of the Superintendent of Lamps, or of 
such competent person as he shall appoint. 

IX. As the slot of the burner is precisely proportioned to 
the regulating apparatus, it is expressly agreed that no lamp- 
lighter in the employ of the City of Boston, shall insert any 
metallic cleaner into the slot of the Lava or Adams tip, but that 
such tips shall be cleaned from dust and moisture by means of a 
suitable brush; and that no lighter shall be permitted to open 
the regulator for any purpose whatever. 

X. The public lamp governors now proposed to be furnished 
shall cost not to exceed one dollar and thirty cents each, and 
shall be of the pattern known as the “Sugg,’’ or some other 
equally accurate and satisfactory to the City of Boston and the 
Dorchester Gas Light Company. 
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XJ. The City of Boston shall pay to said Dorchester Gas 
Light Company for said gas, one and one-fifth of one cent per 
hour, each burner to consume four feet of gas, being, say three 
dollars per thousand feet, free of government tax. The bills 
shall be rendered to the city, and payment be made monthly 
therefor. 

XII. This agreement shall be considered as commencing on 
the first day of November, eighteen hundred and seventy, and 
shall continue in force for one year and until a new agreement 
shall be made, or either of the parties shall notify the other of 
its wish to have the same discontinued. 


The above contract embraces the conditions and points now 
covered by the several agreements made with other companies 
since eighteen hundred and fifty six. 

This contract is a favorable one to the city, as the reduction 
in the price of the gas has been nearly fifty per cent from the 
former agreement between this company and the town of Dor- 
- chester. 


PRICE OF GAS FOR PUBLIC LAMPS, 


City Proper. One cent per hour, or $2.50 per thousand feet, 
including the government tax. 

South Boston. One cent per hour, or $2.50 per thousand feet, 
to which is added the government tax of 25 cents per thousand 
feet. 

East Boston. One cent per hour, or $2.50 per thousand feet, 
to which is added the government tax of 25 cents per thousand 
feet. 

Roxbury. One cent per hour, or $2.50 per thousand feet, to 
which is added the government tax of 25 cents per thousand feet. 

Dorchester. One and one fifth of one cent per hour, or three 
dollars per thou-and feet, including the government tax. 

The Burners in use are what is known as “ Tufts Regulators,” 
aud the consumption is at the rate of four feet per hour.

The lamps are burned every night during the year, and a 
total of about 3,800 hours each. | 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the 
rate of two and one quarter cents per lamp per night, and have 
an average of seventy-five lamps each, except those in the High- 
land District and in Ward sixteen. In the former, they receive 
one dollar and sixty-seven cents per day, and in the latter, one 
dollar and fifty cents per day. 

The present contract price for flwd for use in the public 
lamps where no gas is in use, is at one mill per hour, being a 
reduction of three-tenths of one mill from the contract of 1869. 

The men employed to trim, clean and light the fluid lamps 
are paid at the rate of three cents per lamp per night. 

There are in the sixteenth Ward about seventy-five “kero- 
sene” lamps, for which the city pay for trimming, cleaning, 
lighting and oil consumed, at the rate of twenty dollars per an- 
num for each lamp. 

The men employed are supplied with the necessary ladders, 
hooks, cans, &c., by the city.

GENTLEMEN, — In conformity with the practice of former 
years, I herewith present my Annual Police Report for the year 
ending December 31, 1870. 


DEPARTMENT DIVISIONS. 


The Central Office is located at the City Hall, and is open 
for the transaction of business from 8 o’clock, A. M., to 6 
o'clock, P. M., after which time the business of the office is 
transacted at Police Station House, No. 2 Court square, which 
is open during the night. The following officers are located at 
this office: Chief of Police, Edward H. Savage ; Deputy Chief, 
James Quinn ; Clerk, Harvey N. Follansbee ; Assistant Clerk, 
I. Gilbert Robbins ; Supt. of Building Permits, Elisha W. Good- 
win; Messenger, Eben S. Crocker ; Supt. of Carriages, Rufus 
C. Marsh; Supt. Trucks and Wagons, Timothy R. Page; 
Ass’t, William E. Richardson ; Supt. Pawnbrokerage, Ebenezer 
Shute; Ass’t, Benj. T. Gould; Supt. of Intelligence Offices, 
Harrison O. Read; City Hall Day Watch Serg’t, Wm. C.F. 
Tracy ; Serg’t, John L. Cook, and patrolman, John Hurley. City 
Hall Night Watch, David Blaisdell, Jacob H. Currier, Samuel 
Preston, and Adam Sylvester. 

The City Prison was established April 26, 1857, and is 
located in the basement of the Court House, in Court square. 
Supt., Aaron F. Nettleton; Assts., John Rogers, Augustus Grant ; 
Messenger, John H, F. Hout. 
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Police District No. 1 was established May 26, 1854, and is 
bounded by the centre of Faneuil Hall square, Faneuil Hall, 
Quincy Market, Commercial, Salutation, Hanover, Commercial, 
Causeway, Portland, Hanover and Union streets, and contains 
145 acres of territory, 13; miles of streets, places, lanes, al- 
leys and wharves; 2 railroad stations, 5 wharves, 9 hotels, 
10 churches, and 12 school-houses ; also the north half of 
Faneuil Hall, and Quincy Market; and with the exception of 
Copp’s Hill, is densely covered with buildings, occupied as 
dwelling-houses, stores, shops, warehouses, and manufactur- 
ing establishments, of almost every description. The popu- 
lation numbers 5,326 families, and 23,798 persons. 

The Station Houses, formerly the old Hancock School-house, 
located on Hanover street, near Cross, was built of brick in 
1822, and was for some time only partly occupied by the police. 
It was remodeled on an improved plan in 1859, and on widen- 
ing of Hanover street the past season, the building was moved 
back, raised and refitted for police purposes only. It is eighty- 
seven hy twenty-six feet, and three stories high. Estimated value 
of land and building, $45,000. Value of furniture, $2,180.65. 

The force attached to this station is as follows: Captain 
Nathaniel Emerson; Lieutenants William A. Ham and Joseph B. 
Blanchard ; Sergeant George N. Hutchinson. 

Number of day officers, thirteen; number of night officers, 
thirty ; on special duty, two; disabled, three. These last are 
permanently disabled for duty; one with full pay, by order of 
the City Council; the other two without pay. 

District No. 2 was established May 26, 1854, and is bounded 
by the centre of Faneuil Hall square, Faneuil Hall, Quincy 
Market, Commercial, State, and India streets, to India wharf; 
thence by the water to Summer street; thence by the centre 
of Summer and Winter streets to the Common fence; thence 
by the Common fence up Tremont and Park streets to Beacon 
street; thence by the centre of Beacon, Somerset, Howard 
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Hanover, and Union streets to Faneuil Hall square, and 
contains 167 acres of territory, 134 miles of streets, places, 
lanes, alleys, and wharves, 17 hotels, 8 churches, 3 school- 
houses, 18 wharves, 2 steamboat landings, the Post-office, City 
Hall, County Court House, the south half of Faneuil Hall and 
Quincy Market, and a large number of incorporated institutions. 
This district comprises the business centre of the city, and is 
mostly covered with large and elegant buildings, which are 
ocupied as warehouses, stores, banks, insurance and business 
offices. The population comprises 1,310 families, and 6,865 
inhabitants. 7 

The Station House, located in Court Square, at the corner of 
Williams Court, is of brick, 52 by 36 feet, and three stories high. 
It was at first occupied only in part by the police, but was re- 
modeled in 1867, and is now used entirely for police purposes, 
with the exception of the guardroom, which is occasionally used 
as a wardroom. 

The estimated value of land and building is $45,000; of fur- 
niture, $1,949.50. The force attached to this station is as fol- 
lows; Captain Paul J. Vinal; Lieuts. Daniel W. Child, Ben- 
jamin D. Burley; Sergts. Horace M. Ford, Solomon S. Foster, 
Martin L. White. Number of day officers, thirty-three ; night 
officers, thirty-siz. Of the day patrol, fifieen are stationed at 
street corners; ¢wo are on special duty, and one is permanently 
disabled. 

District No. 3 was established May 26, 1854, and is bounded 
by the centre of Portland, Hanover, Howard, Somerset, and 
Beacon streets to Park street; thence by the fence of the Com- 
mon and Public Garden, down Beacon to Arlington street; 
thence by the centre of Beacon street to Brookline line; thence 
by the water and the draws of West Boston and Cragie’s 
bridges and the water to a point opposite the foot of Portland 


street, containing 273 acres of territory, 214 miles of streets, 
1* 
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places, lanes, alleys, and wharves; 2 railroad stations, 19 hotels, 
20 churches, 13 schoolhouses, 10 wharves, the State House, 
county jail, several incorporated institutions, and is wholly 
covered with buildings occupied as dwellings, stores, workshops, 
and for other business purposes. The population comprises 
6,575 families, and 31,813 inhabitants. 

The Station House first occupied was of wood, located in Lev- 
erett street,near Green. In 1862, the brick house in Joy street, 
near Cambridge street, was built and occupied. The building 
is 65 by 36 feet; three stories high, with an L, 58 by 31 feet, 
and is occupied for police purposes only. Estimated value of - 
land and buildings, $32,000; value of furniture, $2,522.50. 

The force attached to this station is as follows: Captain 
Thomas P. Pierce; Lieuts. Daniel Hancock, ; Sergts, 
John B. Eastman, Stephen L. Lewis, Nathaniel C. Leavitt. Num- 
ber of day officers, fifteen ; night officers, thirty-two; on special 
duty, one. 

District No. 4 was established May 26, 1854, and is bounded 
by the centre of Summer and Winter streets to the Common 
fence; thence by the Common fence up Tremont and. Park 
streets, and by the fence of the Common and Public Garden, 
down Beacon to Arlington street; thence by the centre of Bea- 
con street to Brookline line; thence southerly to the Boston and 
Albany Railroad track; thence by the centre of said track to 
the B. & A. R. R. wharf on Fort Point Channel; thence by the 
water to the foot of Summer street; and contains 573 acres -of 
territory, 314 miles of streets, places, lanes, alleys and wharves, 
including the walks on the Common and Public Garden, 4 rail- 
road stations, 22 wharves, 30 hotels, 16 churches, 17 school- 
houses, the public library, and numerous incorporated institu- 
tions; and, with the exception of the Common, Public Garden, 
and a portion of the back bay lands, is densely covered with 
buildings, some of which are very elegant, occupied as dwellings 
and for all kinds of business. The population comprises 
5,691 families, and 31,155 inhabitants. 
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The Station House first occupied was located in Boylston 
square. The house occupied at present is located in La Grange 
street; was built in 1865, of brick, and on an improved plan; 
is 72 by 37 feet, and three stories high; being used for police 
purposes only. Oost of land and building, $50,653.25. Value 
of furniture, $2,514.90. 

The force attached to this station is as follows: Captain 
Henry J. V. Myers; Lieuts. Augustus Clark, Alfred H. Porter ; 
Sergts. Lyman W. Gould, Calvin P. Elliot, George S. Maynard. 
Number of day officers, twenty ; night officers, forty.three ; per- 
manently disabled, one. 

District No. 5 was established May 26, 1854, and is 
bounded by the centre of the Boston and Albany railroad 
track, from Brookline line, to the B. and A. R. R. wharf; thence 
by the water, and the old Roxbury canal to the junction of Har- 
rison avenue and Northampton strect; thence by the centre of 
Harrison avenue, and the old Roxbury line, to Tremont street; 
thence westerly across the Providence railroad track, and by 
the dyke to Brookline line; thence northerly by the Brookline 
line to the point of beginning. This district contains 786 acres 
of territory, 344 miles of streets, places, lanes, alleys, and 
wharves, 25 churches, 13 school-houses, 16 hotels, 11 wharves, 
and a large number of stores, warehouses, workshops, and 
dwellings, with a population of 7,814 families, and 41,356 in- 
habitants. 

The territory on this district is not so densely covered with 
buildings as the north end, the streets being wider, and a num- 
ber of public parks and squares, and considerable vacant land 
intervening. | 

The Station House first occupied, was of wood, and located 
in Canton Street Court. The house now occupied in Hast 
Dedham street, near Washington street, was built of brick in 
1851, for police purposes only; is 55 by 36 feet, three stories 
high, and cost, with the land, $21,000. Value of furniture, 
$2,782.25. 
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The force attached to this station is as follows: Captain:

District No. 6 was established May 26, 1854, and includes 
all the territory within the limits of South Boston and Wash- 
ington Village, containing 922 acres, 384 miles of streets, 
places, lanes, alleys, and wharves, 1 hotel, 12 churches, 14 
school-houses, the House of Correction, lunatic and blind asylums, 
1 iron ship-yard, 12 wharves, and numerous dwellings, stores, 
workshops, and manufactories, with 8,217 families, and 40,646 
persons. 

The Station House is located on Broadway, near OC street; is 
built of brick, 58 by 23 feet, and three stories high, having been 
enlarged and remodeled in 1869. It is occupied for police 
purposes only. LHstimated value of land and building, $25,000. 
Value of furniture, $2,284.25. 

Force attached to the station: Captain Henry T. Dyer; 
Lieuts. Samuel H. Richards, George Emerson, 1st; Sergts. Abner 
C. Crooker, George Emerson, 2d, Winslow B. Lucas. Number 
of day officers, fourteen ; night officers, thirty-four. 

District No. 'T was established May 26, 1854, and includes all 
the territory within the limits of Hast Boston, comprising 977 
acres, with 354 miles of streets, places, lanes, alleys and wharves, 
and contains 6 hotels, 9 churches, 11 school-houses, 2 steam fer- 
ries, 20 ship-yards, 46 wharves, and numerous stores, workshops, 
manufactories, and dwellings. Population, 4,834 families, and 
25,575 persons. 

The Station House first occupied was a part of the engine-house 
on Paris street. The house now occupied is on Meridian street ; 
was built in 1859, of brick, 55 by 36 feet, and three stories 
high. Cost of land and building, $17,313.07. Value of furni- 
ture, $2,479.65. 
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Force attached to this station is as follows: Captain Ro- 
manzo H. Wilkins; Lieuts. James Adams, Richardson A. Tewks- 
bury; Sergts. George W. Adams, William S. Kendall. Number 
of day officers, nine; night officers, twenty-one. 

District No. 8 was organized as a water police July 26, 1853, 
with a captain and ten men. It was re-organized as a branch 
of the Police Department, May 26, 1854, being extended so as 
to include the wharves east of Commercial street, at the same 
time the force was increased. 

At present, the district includes all the territory lying between 
the water and a line running from India wharf by the centre of 
India, State, Commercial, Salutation, Hanover, and Commercial 
streets, to the draw of Charles River bridge; also all the water 
and islands in the harbor, within the jurisdiction of the city of 
Boston. It contains 117 acres of land and wharves (besides 
the islands), 54 miles of streets, lanes, alleys and wharves, 3 
steam ferries, 30 wharves, the Custom House, numerous large 
stores and warehouses, a number of workshops and dwellings, 
with a population of 436 families, and 1,906 persons. 

The Station House first in use, was one room over the Engine 
House at the head of Lincoln’s Wharf. In 1855, quarters were 
fitted up in a brick building on Commercial street, opposite 
Union Wharf. The new station at the corner of Commercial 
and Salutation streets was built and occupied in 1866-67, for 
police purposes only. It is of brick, 71 by 37 feet, and three 
stories high, and cost with the land, $45,016.57. Value of furni- 
ture, $3,441.00. 

This district is also provided with a sail-boat of forty tons 
burthen, for duty in the lower harbor, and two row-boats for 
the upper harbor. Value, $1,650.00.

District No. 9 was organized as a branch of the Boston 
Police, April 13, 1868, and then included all the territory of 
the old City of Roxbury. 

The district was divided August 2, 1869, by the fornistiGh of 
district No. 10, and now comprises that part of its former ter- 
ritory which lies east and south of a line running by the centre 
of Washington street, Eliot square, Dudley street, and Shaw- 
mut avenue, to West Roxbury line; and contains 1,026 acres of 
territory, 354 miles of streets, places, lanes and alleys; 10 
churches, 11 school-houses, several incorporated institutions, 
and numerous stores, workshops, manufactories, and dwellings, 
with a population of 2,887 families, and 14,862 inhabitants. 

The Station House now occupied is a part of the old City 
Hall, on Dudley street. Value of furniture in use, $2,198.75. 

Force attached to the district: Captain Samuel G. Adams; 
Lieutenants Joseph Hastings, Joseph Hubbard; Sergeants Frank 
H. Briggs, John F. Gardner. Number of day officers, nane ; 
night officers, twenty-one. 

District No. 10, formerly a part of district No. 9, was organ- 
ized August 2, 1869, and includes that part of the former city 
of Roxbury lying north and west of a line running by the cen- 
tre of Washington street, Eliot square, Dudley street and Shaw- 
mut avenue, to West Roxbury line, and contains 1,313 acres of — 
territory, 314 miles of streets, places, lanes, and alleys, 2 
hotels, 10 churches, 16 school-houses, numerous stores, work- 
shops, manufactories, and dwellings, with a population of 
4,365 families, and 20,467 persons. 

The Station House, located at the corner of Washington and 
Tremont streets, was built in 1869, for police purposes only, 
though occasionally used as a wardroom. It is of brick, 79 by 
38 feet, three stories high, and cost $50,130.19. Value of 
furniture $2,276.70. 

The force attached to this station comprises: Captain John 
W. Chase; Lieutenants Elijah H. Goodwin, Silas M. Littlefield ; 
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Sergeants Hawley Folsom, Eben S. Hitchcock. Number of day 
Officers, ten; night officers, twenty-four. 

District No. 11 was organized as a branch of the Boston 
Police, June 1, 1870, and includes all the territory within the 
limits of Dorchester, containing 4,533 acres, 604 miles of 
streets, 2 hotels, 14 churches, 11 school-houses, numerous stores, 
workshops, manufactories, and dwellings, with a population of 
2,200 families and 12,258 persons. 

The Station House is a small brick building, in the old alms- 
house yard, 30 by 27 feet, two stories high, and has been fitted 
up for present use. Value of furniture, $1,175.00. 

Force attached to the station comprises Lieutenants John 
E.. Jones and Robert Pierce. Number day officers, szz ; number 
of night officers, fourteen.

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NATIVITY OF LODGERS. 
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THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE CITY PRISON 


Reports, that the prison has been kept open at all times dur- 
ing the past year, for the reception and temporary detention of 
persons charged with crime, when committed by the city police, 
the state constables, or other officers of criminal law, the Super- 
intendent or one of his assistants having been at all times in 
charge. 

The prisoners committed have been in most cases held until 
the first opening of court, and have been invariably furnished 
with bread and hot coffee in the morning, with the addition of 
meat and vegetables on Sundays. 

There is a room with comfortable beds for the sick, such 
medicines as are most commonly needed are kept on hand, 
and the City Physician is called when necessity requires. The 
messenger of the prison has, on all proper occasions, carried 
messages, and done errands for the prisoners to their friends 
free of expense. The Superintendent suggests a better pro- 
vision for the insane, and earnestly recommends an improve- 
ment in the ventilation of the prison.

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HACKS 


Reports, that he has been engaged during the past year in 
investigating applications for hack licenses, in seeing to the 
proper numbering of carriages, and the posting of rates of fare 
therein, and in the general supervision of all licensed pleasure 
carriages, at railroad stations, places of amusement, and all 
public gatherings in the city. Since the new arrangement for a 
regular system of charges for hacks in the city proper, at Hast 


and South Boston, and the Highlands, there has been very little

complaint from the travelling public. The best of carriages 
are always in readiness to convey persons to their places of des- 
tination at the established rates. Drivers are accommodating 
and courteous, and but one instance has been made known dur- 
ing the year where property left in a carriage has not ‘been 
properly cared for, and returned to the owner. It is to be 
hoped that the city regulations for hacks may be applied to the 
Dorchester district without delay. The number of licensed 
hacks in the city is 520. 


The Superintendent also has charge of the city flags, and the - 


ropes and stakes to hold in check large crowds at public gath- 
erings. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT OF TRUCKS AND WAGONS 

Reports, that he and his assistant have been engaged dur- 
ing the year in investigating applications for wagon stands, and 
in the general supervision of licensed merchandise teams. The 
increase of population and business in the city has called for 
an increase in the number of merchandise teams; and in our 
narrow, crowded streets, it is often difficult to select a convenient 
locality for a stand that will not interfere with public travel; 
and in some cases the increase of travel will eventually require 
the removal of some valuable stands.

OFFICES, AUCTIONEERS, PLACES OF AMUSEMENT, Erc., 


Reports, that he has during the past year reported on two 
hundred and sixteen applications, and delivered licenses for the 
same, collecting therefor and paying over to the City Clerk the 
sum of $875.00. 

He has also investigated ninety-six complaints against keepers 
of intelligence offices, and in many of these cases, money wrong- 
fully taken has been refunded. 

He has investigated twenty-five complaints against so-called 
“one dollar” concerns, several of which have given up the 
business, and the proprietors have left the city. In these cases 
the sum of $236.00 has been collected and returned to the 
rightful owners. 

Forty complaints have also been investigated, and fifteen suits 
have been commenced in the civil and criminal courts, against 
pretended brokers, for fraud, and the sum of $6,418.00 has been 
collected and refunded in these cases. The Superintendent re- 
ports much credit due to William H. Towne, Esq., who has 
kindly volunteered as counsel in these cases, and often without 
recompense. 

The Superintendent has also had charge of the numerous 
street fruit stands that have been temporarily allowed, — a mat- 
ter that has required no little patience and care. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PAWNBROKERS AND JUNK 
DEALERS 


Reports, that he and his assistant have been engaged during 
the year in investigating applications for licenses, examining the 
shops and books of licensed brokers and dealers, and notifying 
them of stolen property. He has secured the recovery of prop- 
erty of the value of $1,552.00, and made such arrangements as 
have led to the arrest of more than thirty thieves, — the keepers 
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of the shops having in many cases rendered valuable service by 
giving information and in the detention of the thieves.

BUILDING PERMITS. 


Building improvements having become so numerous, and a 
necessary occupancy of portions of the streets for building 
purposes so frequent, and a proper discrimination between the 
necessities of the builder and the convenience .of the public 
requiring constant care and attention, it became necessary, the 
past year, to detail an experienced officer to superintend the 
work. This arrangement has proved so far not only an essen- 
tial benefit to the builder, but has undoubtedly done much to 
prevent inconvenience and accident to the public.

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EXPLANATORY NOTE TO TABLE. 


In the year 1864, orders were issued to the police to the 
effect that all parties taken into custody while drunk, and dis- 
charged when sober, should be entered on the records as lodgers, 
while only those who were complained of in court should be 
recorded as drunk. This reduced the number of arrests for 
drunkenness and increased the number of lodgers in a ten-fold 
ratio. An account has, however, been kept, which shows that of 
the whole number of lodgers, the proportion who were more or 
less intoxicated was, for the years 1864 to 1866, inclusive, one- 
half; for 1867-8 and 9. one-third; and for 1870, one-fourth. 
This addition is made in the table for those years, in the column 
of arrests as well as drunks.

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IMPROVEMENTS SUGGESTED. 
HARBOR POLICE STEAMBOAT. 


For several years past, the subject of providing a steamboat 
for the use of the Harbor Police has been agitated, and in 1866, 
a model was procured, and an estimate made, at the expense of 
the city. But on all occasions, the plan has been for so large a 
boat, and the estimated expense of building and running it, has 
necessarily been set at so high a figure, together with the fear 
that a large. boat would be too much in demand by pleasure 
parties, that the plans have received but little favor by the City 
Government. ; 

The sail-boat now in use draws about nine feet of water, 
and is of but little use in the upper harbor, while but one 
trip per day can be made with her to the lower harbor, the city 
consequently being at the expense of boarding the crew of four 
men. The boat is now in a condition to require quite exten- 
sive repairs, besides a new set of sails and rigging, which will 
cost about fifteen hundred dollars, while the books show her to 
have been a bill of expense, by way of repairs, for some years 
past. She can now be sold for fifteen hundred dollars. 

It is said by competent judges, that a staunch and safe 
steamboat for police service, of much smaller dimensions than 
any heretofore contemplated, can be built at a comparatively 
small cost, and the expense of running would not be more than 
that of the sail-boat now in use, and it is believed that such a 
boat would be of more practical service than a larger one. 

A steamboat drawing six feet of water could visit, without 
regard to wind and tide, all important places in the upper har- 
bor, the shores of Dorchester, and the Neponset river. And 
when necessary, she can steam to the lower harbor twice in each 
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day, reporting at the head-quarters of the district at noon and 
night, giving the crew an opportunity to take their meals at 
home, the same as other officers; and affording double the 
means of communicating between the harbor and the station 
that we now have. Sucha boat would render the most impor- 
tant service in distributing “harbor regulations,” preventing 
improper boarding of vessels, aiding in enforcing the quaran- 
tine regulations, in assisting boats and vessels in distress, and 
in guarding the large amount of property about our wharves, 
and on board vessels in the harbor. And it would undoubtedly 
be highly approved by all persons who are interested in prop- 
erty or trade in and about the harbor. 

Responsible parties will build a boat of the following dimen- 
sions, to be constructed of the best materials, and in the best 
possible manner, for seven thousand five hundred dollars : —

STATION-HOUSES. 


An old watchman of the year 1820 used to tell a story of be- 
ing sent one day by his superior officer to the town clerk for a 
few sheets of paper on which to record the names of persons 
arrested, and was informed by that functionary, that the watch 
department had no fund for stationery, and if his superior 
wished to write letters to all the girls in town he must apply to 
the overseer of the poor for paper. 

At this time there were four watch-houses in town, with 
pretty limited quarters, and little or no furniture. The force 
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numbered about fifty men, and the expenses of the department 
were about $9,000 a year. 

Quite economical compared with the present day, when the 
city of Boston has eleven station-houses, at an aggregate cost of 
about $350,000, supplied with furniture valued at $31,660, and 
officered by five hundred men at an annual cost of about 
$600,000. 

The station-houses on Districts No. 1, 2, 4, 5,6, T, and 10, 
are in good condition, and I can suggest very little improve- 
ment. 

Station-house No. 3, in Joy street, is a large and fine build- 
ing, well arranged, except as to the cells, the heating apparatus, 
and the ventilation. The whole house is very cold in winter, 
although the consumption of coal amounts to some seventy tons 
annually. The cells should be removed to each side of the 
building, with a heating apparatus in the middle, when a good 
ventilation, sweet cells, a warm house, and a saving of expense, 
would be at once secured. 

Station-house No. 8, on Commercial street, when built, was 
set too low, and there is often, at high tides, fifteen inches of 
water in the basement where the cells are located. 

It will be necessary to either raise the building, and fil un- 
derneath it, or else to box around it with clay. Its present con- 
dition is not only very inconvenient, but endangers life and 
health. 

On District No. 9, the basement and a part of the upper 
story of the old Roxbury City Hall is used as a station house. 
The rooms and general accommodations are quite limited, and 
the location is far away from the centre of the territory, or the 
work. It is to be hoped that the day is not far distant when 
this district will be provided with a house of a size and conven- 
ience corresponding to the others, and situated nearer the cen- 
tre of the district than the present. 


The building now occupied as Station No. 11, was formerly 
4* 
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a lock-up near the Almshouse on Hancock street, Ward 16, and 
affords very limited quarters, even for the small force now on 
duty there. ; | 

A new station-house for this district should be located near 
Field’s corner, where the travel and the police work centres. 
If a new Court House is to be built here, one building might 
accommodate both, at a saving of expense. This, with a lock- 
up and sleeping room for two officers, at Neponset, at the 
Lower Mills, and at Mattapan, would furnish all the accommoda- 
tions desired for this district, and place all the station-houses in 
a condition that may be considered complete. 


THE CITY PRISON. 


The City Prison is located in the basement of the Court 
House, convenient to the courts, and tolerably well adapted to 
the purpose for which it was designed; the principal de- 
ficiency being in the manner of ventilation. 

One-half the depth of the prison is under ground, and that 
ground originally a bog-hole, which renders the rooms damp at 
all times. The prison consists of an office, three side-rooms, 
and thirty-six cells, with convenient passage-ways between. In 
one corner of the ceiling overhead in each cell, is a hole about 
six inches square, leading nowhere in particular, and without any 
draft whatever; this, with the grated door of the cell, leading 
into the passage-way, is all the means existing to secure the free 
‘circulation of air which is absolutely necessary to carry off the 
foul air of a prison, in which there are frequently confined as 
many as one hundred and twenty-five persons, and seldom less 
than forty per day. Many of these prisoners are brought in in 
damp and filthy clothing, which, with the fumes of bad whiskey 
and its usual accompaniments, make the prison anything but 
agreeable or healthy. 

The construction of the building is such that a good veutila- 
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tion cannot be secured without considerable expense; but the 
improvement should be made without delay. 

There is also a necessity for better accommodations at the 
prison for the insane, of which fearful malady there is an alarm- 
ing increase, the police having had in custody during the year 
more than two hundred of this class of unfortunates. We have 
already two stuffed cells for the temporary confinement of the 
furious; but they are cold and dark, and entirely unsuited for 
the harmless. 

With but trifling expense, an apartment may be fitted up in 
one of the side-rooms of the prison, where the harmless per- 
sons who are deprived of their reason can be temporarily 
cared for by the police in comfortable quarters. 


REVOLVERS. 


Pistols were first placed in the hands of the police by the 
government, July 26, 1853, when ten revolvers were furnished 
the harbor police, as a means of defence against a gang of 
desperadoes known as harbor thieves. At the outbreak, known 
as the conscription riot, July 14, 1863, the police were without 
fire-arms, and every effort was made to obtain them in any pos- 
sible way, and the shortest possible time; revolvers were found 
to be extremely scarce, and small lots of different sizes and 
patterns, and requiring as many kinds of ammunition, were 
purchased at numerous places. Under these circumstances the 
weapons were of little use then, and it cannot be expected that 
they have improved much since. Shortly after the riot, police- 
men had permission to carry revolvers while on duty. That 
policy has been questioned by some, who contend that the cases 
in which an officer can properly use his weapon are very few, 
aud those few generally in self-defence, while one accident, or 
one mistake made by the officer in the use of his pistol, during 
a scene of excitement, might placé him in a position less to be 
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desired than any danger he would be liable to meet. These 
objections, truly, have some weight, but with a few careful 
restrictions, it is thought they may-be substantially overcome. 

Whatever opinion may be entertained on this subject, there 
can be no doubt that a proper fire-arm should be provided for 
the use of the department in case of great emergency. The 
police, properly armed, could have held at bay that fearful crowd 
of excited men on the memorable fourteenth of July, without 
the aid of the military. 

It is earnestly recommended that the two hundred revolvers 
now in use by the police, being too small, of different patterns, 
and requiring different kinds of ammunition, may be disposed 
of, and that a sufficient number of pistols of proper and uniform 
size and pattern, be purchased for the department, to be kept in 
convenient places and in proper condition at all times for imme- 
diate use. i 


POLICE TELEGRAPH. 


The telegraph between the Central Office and the several 
stations was completed June 8, 1858, except Station No. 1, 
which was not connected until June 17, 1864. This means of 
communication, when in order, was of great convenience and 
service to the department at all times, and in some cases its 
value was beyond estimate; but in the use of ten years the 
wires became rusty and easily broken, and the apparatus so 
much worn, that in 1868 the telegraph became useless. 

Recognizing the great utility and actual necessity of tele- 
graphic communication between the Central Office and the 
several stations, the government gave the subject a careful con- 
sideration, passed the necessary order, and voted the requisite 
appropriation for its re-establishment, which is now very 
nearly completed. 

The wires connecting with all the stations except No, 1, 
have been put up in a substantial manner, and new magnetic 
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machines have been adopted, with a new and easy method of 
communicating by letters, which, it is anticipated, will prove ev- 
ery way satisfactory, and of inoalculable benefit to the service. 


FIRE ALARM SIGNALS FOR THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

An arrangement has been made with the Superintendent of 
Fire Alarms, for calling together the members of this department, 
at different points, in the shortest possible time, by the use of sig- 
nals, not otherwise in use, which, together with the police tel- 
egraph between the stations and the central offices, may prove 
of very great benefit in case of emergency. 

The following shows the nature of the arrangement, and a 
printed copy is posted in every station, and in the record book 
of every officer. — 


DISTRICT ALARM. 


Eleven strokes of the bells, followed by a number correspond- 
ing to that -of any police district, three times repeated, calls all 
the officers of that district to their station house. 


GENERAL ALARM. 
Eleven strokes of the bells in quick succession, stx times re- 
peated, calls all officers of the department to their respective 
station houses. 


POLICE RELIEF FUND. 

That some provision should be made for the benefit of mem- 
bers of the Police Department during temporary sickness, and 
more especially for the benefit of those, who, from age or other 
infirmity, are permanently disabled from duty, is a necessity the 
justice of which will hardly be called in question. 

We have in the department five hundred men, who are re- 
quired to continually hold themselves ready for duty, and who 
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are more exposed to the changes and inclemency of our climate, 
both by day and night, and more liable to accident and injury, 
than any other class of men. Most of these officers have fami- 
lies, and have but limited means, being dependent upon their 
salary for support (few men with a competency ever covet the 
office), and when their work stops their income ceases. True, 
the government considers them more liberally than any other 
department, allowing the officer half pay for thirty days in the 
case of ordinary sickness; but that sum is out a small item in 
the expenses of a family with a sick room. At present prices 
of rent, and all the necessaries of life, an officer can save but 
little from his three dollars a day, even with good health and 
the most rigid economy. 

If some means could be devised whereby relief in temporary 
sickness would be secured by any plan that would meet the ap- 
proval and secure the hearty co-operation of all members of the 
department, much good might be done. 

The policy of raising a fund for relief, in temporary sickness, 
has long been discussed, and in 1861 an experiment in this di- 
rection was made. A Police Relief Association was formed, 
and every police officer was compelled to become a member and 
pay into the treasury twenty-five cents a month, — the benefit in 
sickness being five dollars a week, but the experiment soon be- 
came unpopular in the department, and caused not a little ill- 
feeling; so that, at the first opportunity the members had of 
taking any voluntary action in the matter, about two years after 
~ the formation of the association, it was voted by every member 
but four to abolish the association, and divide the funds in pro- 
portion as they had been paid in. 

Whether the desired object of relief in sickness can be best 
secured by compelling each officer to take part in the matter, or 
by leaving it to his own choice to do so or not, or whether such 
an association should be one of the whole department, or be 
separately organized by stations, or whether some other course 
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should be pursued to attain the desired object, are questions 
on which all do not agree. 

Deep as is the interest in some plan to secure relief in cases 
of temporary illness, the subject hardly compares in importance 
with that of relief for permanent disability. 

We have in our department already, five men who can never 
again go on duty. We have also five others who are over 
seventy years of age, ten between sixty and seventy, and sixty- 
three between fifty and sixty. 

Most of these men have served the city faithfully for many 
years, and are yet good and true; but they cannot work always, 
and very few have been able to lay by any means for the 
future. When their labor is done, who will provide for them? 

It is highly gratifying to know that our city government have 
already taken the matter in hand. The plan of setting apart 
the witness fees earned by police officers in the Municipal 
Courts, as a fund, the interest of which is to be appropriated 
for the benefit of officers who have been injured, or worn out 
in the service of the city, is an excellent one, and well worthy the 
high-minded liberal policy displayed by the gentlemen who have 
made it a matter of interest; and J can but hope that the fund may 
be speedily increased by other means, — that the necessities of 
those already in want may be properly provided for. 
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POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE POLICE. 


The statute provides that “The Mayor and Aldermen of the 
City of Boston, may from time to time, appoint such police off- 
cers as they may deem necessary, with all or any of the powers 
of constables of said city, except serving and executing any 
civil process.” 

What all those powers are, is not well defined. The statute 
points out some, common practice has established others; but 
a proper application to the unnumbered and complicated duties 
required and expected, with the study and experience of a life- 
time, might often find the officer at fault. 

The ordinance makes the Chief of Police the head of the De- 
partment of Police, and gives him entire control of the Depart- 
ment, its officers and members, and holds him responsible for 
the good order, discipline, and efficiency of the department, being 
at all times subject to the direction of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

He is required to see that complaints and prosecutions are 
instituted in all proper cases for violations of the laws and 
ordinances, and to use his best efforts to bring offenders to pun- 
ishment. He may, however, when justice requires, nol. pros. 
any prosecution for a violation of a city ordinance. He is re- 
quired to see that records are made and kept for reference of 
all the business of the {department in its respective branches, 
and he is to report the doings of the department to the Mayor 
each day. | 

“ He may suspend from duty, and stop the pay of any member 
of the department, for a time not longer than one week, for 
cause; and may grant furloughs to any member for the same — 
period.” “All complaints made against any member of the 
department, by any person not of the force, shall be reduced to 
writing, with specifications, and shall be signed by the party 
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making the complaint, before the same shall be investigated.” 
And “ the investigation of all complaints and charges shall be 
before the Committee on Police, and the evidence shall be taken 
down by a clerk.” 

The Deputy Chief of Police is under the direction of the 
Chief, assists him in his duties, and officiates for him in his 
absence. 

The Superintendents of hacks, trucks, intelligence offices, 
pawn-brokerage, building permits, and City Prison, have the 
supervision of their respective branches, and are subject to the 
orders of the Chief of Police and the Deputy Chief, in all matters 
pertaining to the police business of their several offices. 

The clerks and messenger of the department are engaged in 
their respective duties at the chief’s office. 

The messenger at the city prison is required to carry mes- 
_ sages from all prisoners confined there to their friends, free of 
charge, 

The City Hall day-watch perform police duty about the hall 
during the day, and the night-watch have the care of the build- 
ing during the night. 

The Captain of Police has the general charge and supervision 
of his station-house and district, and the immediate control of 
all officers and patrolmen detailed for duty at his station; and 
he is responsible for the good order, discipline, and eicieney of 
his branch of the department. 

He is required to see that his station-house is kept neat and clean, 
and open at all times, with a lieutenant or sergeant in charge in his 
absence; to divide his district into beats of proper size; to make 
three divisions of his patrol force, one for duty during the day, 
and one for each half of the night, covering all the territory of 
his district at all times; to take charge and make proper dispo- 
sition of all property taken by his officers, in pursuance of their 
duties; to receive into custody and make proper disposition of 


all prisoners brought to his station-house; to see that all his 
5 
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officers perform their numerous duties properly; to keep records 
of the doines of his station, and to make report thereof to the 
Chief of Police at nine o’clock, A. M., of each day. 

Lieutenants of police are required to assist their captain in 
his duties, and to assume his powers and responsibilities in his 
absence. He is in charge of the station during the night time, 
either one half of each night, or all of every other night, and 
also by day in the absence of the captain. 

Sergeants of police are required to act for the lieutenant in 
his absence, or for the captain when he and both lieutenants are 
absent. He has the special supervision of the patrolmen of his 
division when on duty on their beats, and is also obliged, gener- 
ally, to take charge of men detailed for escort, or other special 
duty. 

Patrolmen. The duties of the patrolman are at once numer- 
ous, complicated, and oftentimes difficult. It is his duty at all 
times, when opportunity offers, to take the initiatory steps to 
bring offenders against the laws to justice, and to use his best 
efforts to protect the lives and property of citizens, and to pre- 
serve the peace. When on his beat, he is responsible for the 
duties there required to be done, patrolling it continually, and 
visiting every part thereof, as often as once in each hour, if 
practicable. He is required to examine in the night time, all 
doors and windows on his beat, and to secure all left open or 
unfastened; to note all streets and sidewalks where defects or 
obstructions exist; all defective sewers, drains, privies, cess- 
pools, gas and water pipes, and street lamps; all unsafe build- 
ings, unwholesome trades, or nuisances; all suspicious or dis- 
orderly houses and persons; all fast and careless driving in the 
streets; to care for lost children and injured persons; to direct 
strangers; to hunt up and restore lost property; to give the 
alarm and be present at all fires; and to perform many other 
duties quite too numerous to mention; entering in his book, and 
reporting to his captain, all matters of interest coming to his 
notice. 
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Although places and hours of duty are assigned for all mem- 
bers of the Police Department, yet every officer is expected to 
hold himself ready for service at all times and in all places 
within the limits of the city. 


SECRET SERVICE. 


Whatever difference of opinion may be entertained in relation 
to the crganization of a proper system for the prevention of 
crime, the detection of criminals, and the recovery of stolen 
property, one thing is certain, so long as crime is committed or 
property is stolen, injured parties have a right to demand the 
services of the police in recovering their goods and bringing 
offenders to justice. Anda most important and difficult service 
it is; a work that not only demands the best and most active 
talent in the department, but is attended with more hazard, and 
beset with more temptations and inducements to wrong-doing, 
than any other known in the land. 

He that is robbed of his goods, perhaps his last dollar, find- 
ing himself reduced in one short hour from affluence to poverty, 
first thinks of the loss of his fortune, and next of the detective 
who can render him the most efficient service in recovering it; 
and he is ready to give ten, twenty, or even fifty per cent to any 
one who will restore to him the whole or any part of his loss. 
What an inducement is here held out to the man who is support- 
ing himself and family on a salary of but three dollars per day ! 

Who best knows, and who can best tell the officer where to look 
for stolen treasure? Be his purpose ever so honorable, will he 
have any inducement to visit the haunts of thieves to obtain 
information? Can he accomplish his work in that direction 
without associating with them and securing their confidence and 
good will? Will he have any inducements held out to him to 
share with them a generous reward if they will aid him to obtain 
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it? Could he be prevailed upon to divide even with the accom- 
plice of the robber himself rather than not succeed? And what 
temptations may he not be called upon to meet in “letting up” 
a felon already in custody if he promptly restore the proceeds 
of his ingenuity ? 

The detective officer is virtually the “man about town,” and 
is supposed to know more of the haunts and habits of the vio- 
lators of law, more of their secret devices and machinations, and 
of the means and manner in which they accomplish their various 
purposes, than any other man, and is himself known by every 
thief in the land. Would that class of persons be likely to 
leave any means untried to secure his favor and protection? 

I do not pretend to say that these things have ever been 
done; but no sane man can shut his eyes to the fact that the 
detective officer is at every step liable to meet with these 
temptations, and thousands of others of a like character; and 
be he honest as an angel, the nature of his work is such that he is 
often subject to the most unjust suspicions, under circumstances 
which he can neither control or satisfactorily explain to the 
public. 

Some officers are successful in arresting and punishing crimi- 
nals, while others turn their attention more particularly to the 
recovery of stolen property: both qualifications are seldom 
combined in one man. Few rogues are willing to betray an 
associate, while they may be induced to “turn up” his ill-gotten 
gains to benefit themselves or gain the good will of a favorite 
officer; and while a thief will shun and despise him who would 
arrest and convict the rogue, he wiil readily play into the hands 
of him who would secure the property and allow the rogue to 
escape, with liberty to try his hand again on the next convenient 
opportunity. It takes a smart man to make an accomplished 
rogue; tact, talent, and ingenuity are as requisite to accomplish 
a successful burglary on Washington street, as in the sharpest 
irregularity in State street. No smart rogue enters upon his 
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work without first carefully surveying the ground, and calcu- 
lating the chances of success, and of detection and its results. 

Does the locality afford detective officers, he must know his 
men, either to secure their favor, or avoid their presence. 

Will he inquire who among them are most noted for securing 
the arrest and conviction of thieves; and who, if any, will be 
most likely to lend his best efforts to recover property, even if 
the thieves escape? Whose hands will he choose to fall into if 
caught? May he not evengo so far as to study the character 
of the courts before whom he may be brought, of their prece- 
dents in certainty of conviction, and severity of sentence, and 
of the chances of pardon ? 

If, in one city, the rogue learns that there are some “right 
men ” among the officers, that compromises with losing parties 
are easily made, and that the courts are not over severe; and 
in another, that the courts are severe, compromises are rarely 
made; and although there are no detectives known, yet there 
are good reasons for believing that there is a secret service 
force whose numbers and faces are unknown; and that there 
they are liable to be watched and collared by the very men 
whom they least suspect of being officers, where will the 
rogue take his risk ? 

What Boston man has forgotten the fearful garroting excite- 
ment in the summer of 1865, immediately after the close of the 
war, when strangulation and robbery were of daily occurrence 
in our streets. Yet a few men without bright buttons, who were 
not generally known as officers, no compromises, and no lenity 
in the courts, put an end to the evil in one short month. 

The first duty of the police officer is the protection of life 
and property, and the prevention of crime. While acting in 
that capacity, his character and position should always be known 
to the public. But another most important and difficult duty 
devolves upon him, in the detection of criminals. In this, 
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should his character and position be as fully known, or should 
his power be felt, but not seen? 

A power that bad men cannot avoid, because unseen; that 
they cannot corrupt, because unknown, — would not a mere sus- 
picion, even, that such a force existed, have its influence on bad 
men ? 

The peace of our city, and the lives and property of our 
citizens, are involved in these questions. They are worthy of 
a careful consideration. 


INTEMPERANCE. 


In looking over the comparative table of crime, one fact pre- 
sents itsclf to the mind with peculiar force; that is, the alarming 
increase of the number of arrests for drunkenness. 

Of the four hundred thousand arrests made by the police 
during the last seventeen years, two hundred and twenty-five 
thousand were taken into custody for drunkenness, besides some 
twenty-eight thousand who were helped home in a state of in- 
toxication; to say nothing of the twenty-three thousand 
assaults, the one hundred thousand disturbances, the increasing 
incentive to commit larceny, robbery; burglary, and murder, or 
the untold poverty, wretchedness, and woe of an innumerable 
host of ruined, heart-stricken families, where the “ white man’s 
firewater” gains its partial influence, or holds unlimited sway. 
-But the most startling feature presented in the table, is the 
fearful and steady increase of intemperance, compared with the 
increase of population. In the year 1856, the estimated popu- 
lation of Boston was about 164,000. In 1870, the population 
is 250,000, showing an increase of about 53 per cent. 

In 1856, the number of persons arrested by the police for 
drunkenness, was 6,780. 

In 1870, the number arrested for the same cause was 18,678, 
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showing an increase of intemperance, in fourteen years, of over 
175 per cent, and that, too (for the last five years at least), in 
defiance of the untiring efforts of executive officers, whose 
special duty it was to check and prohibit this evil, aided by the 
strong arm of the law. 

Are these things really so? Should this state of affairs con- 
tinue fourteen years longer, what will be the consequences ? 

I am aware that this is a delicate subject, and the foot that 
advances in this direction is treading on dangerous ground; but 
he who is afraid to do his duty, is unworthy of confidence. 
Who so well as the police officer knows the ten thousand evils 
arising from the vice of intemperance? and if danger lurks at 
the door of our citizens, why should he shrink from his duty to 
warn them? For many years our people have been striving to 
check the evil of intemperance by law. We have had the lib- 
eral license law, the fifteen-gallon law, the twenty-eight-gallon 
law, the Maine law, the stringent license law, the prohibitory 
law, with its seizure and imprisonment clause, and, on two or 
three occasions, no law at all. True, the faithful execution of 
the law may have closed open bars, but have not the bitter 
waters of intemperance found a channel in some other direction ? 
Turn to the comparative table of crime, and show me where the 
most faithful execution of law has left its impress. 

Yankee ingenuity may throw ten thousand barriers across as 
many streams flowing down from their mountain source, and 
turn their waters to mechanical account; but what madcap ever 
dreamed of controlling the waters of the Mississippi by building 
a dam across its mouth ? 

A few days since I met a gentleman of the reheat respecta- 
bility, but the print of the cup was stamped on his features, and 
he wore crape on his arm. Said he, “ My friend Richard has 
gone. Poor fellow! rum has done its work with him; often have 
I cautioned him, but it did no good.” And he quietly stepped 
round the corner to take something to drown his sorrows, for- 
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getting his own perilous condition in his sympathy for his friend. 
What Jaw would reform that man ? 

The time was when the Washingtonian lifted his fallen brother 
from the ditch, and took him to the Home; and when strength 
and reason had resumed their sway, he was shown the labyrinth 
of woe he had so narrowly escaped, and pointed the way of 
peace and hope. 

To-day, what else remains of the Washingtonian and his 
Home, but the officer of criminal law and a felon’s cell? Talk 
you of temperance in the political circle, and the question at 
once arises, ‘‘ What Jaw will best subserve the interests of our 
party?” In the temperance circle, “ What are the police doing 
to execute the liquor law?” While the great universal social 
circle sends out the earnest inquiry, “Where can we get the 
best champagne ?” 

In the meantime, the liquor seller, with longing eyes, stands 
watching his confiscated goods, as, guided by the officer of the 
law, they are fast disappearing in the distance; or, as he peers 
through his prison grate at his captor, he inquires, “ What family 
in the community that does not purchase and encourage the 
sale of rum, if it be only a phial to set beside the camphor jar ?” 
And with apparent innocence, he desires to know, “ Why am la 
criminal for lending my aid in furnishing a supply to the de- 
mand that every family in the community is lending a hand to 
create?” 

At the same time he quietly suggests the query, whether it 
is not a dangerous precedent to convict a man of crime on the 
uncorroborated evidence of an accomplice. 

By no means let me be understood to speak lightly of the 
law. It is a rule of conduct formed by the people, and is vir- 
tually executed by their will. It is the advocate of equal rights 
and a guarantee of freedom. But what law alone can temper 
the appetite that the habit of generations has so finely inter- 
woven into every circle of society, whether political, business, 
fraternal, or social ? 
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This crisis demands not only a salutary, well-executed law, 
but we must also call to our aid all the moral and religious influ- 
ence of every good man and woman in the community, or we 
fail. Let every friend of reform lend his example in making 
this trade unpopular. If the dram-shops were not patronized, 
the proprietors would close of their own accord. 


THE SOCIAL EVIL. 


The arrest of a large number of night-walkers on the night 
of May seventh, and the subsequent action of the police in the 
matter, may be thought to require a brief explanation. 

Shortly after assuming the duties of my office, complaints 
began to be made that houses of ill-fame had become so open 
and bold in their proceedings, as to become intolerable nui- 
sances. That lewd women were perambulating our streets in 
such numbers, and of such a character, that respectable ladies 
were constantly subject to insult and abuse; and that great 
numbers of young girls were to be found in places of resort, 
conducting in a most unbecoming and wanton manner. These 
complaints were at once investigated, and found to be but too 
true. The investigation also revealed the fact, that very many 
of the girls on the streets were taking their first steps in 
the walks of infamy. 

On examination of the records, it appeared that for some 
time the police had done very little to check any of these evils, 
and it seemed quite necessary that some decisive action should 
be taken without delay. Hntertaining the opinion that a prison 
is a poor place to reform a fallen woman, and that it is not 
only cheaper, but every way better (when possible) to reform 
than to punish; that in many cases the women were victims 
rather than principals in crime, — many perhaps never having 
had the opportunity to reform; and believing, also, that a little 
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wholesome restraint, coupled with encouragement and some 
suitable employment, might save some of them, it was resolved, 
with the approval of the judicial authorities, to try an experi- 
ment. 

Accordingly, warrants were procured for some twenty brothel 
keepers, who had been annoying the residents and disturbing 
the quiet of their respective localities, and on the evening of 
May seventh, the police were instructed to bring in the persons 
named in the warrants, together with all night-walkers, and idle 
and disorderly persons, found in the streets. Acting under these 
Instructions, the officers took into custody one hundred and 
seventy-five persons, one hundred and twenty-five being females, 
and of these nearly seven-eighths were under twenty-one years 
of age. After the arrest, each case was as fully investigated as 
circumstances would permit, and all were informed that if they 
would quit their life of shame, every effort would be made to 
save them from prison and infamy. 

At the opening of Court for trial, one handred and thirteen 
_of these girls acknowledged their fault, and were put on proba- 
tion by the kind-hearted judge, with the condition that, if they 
left their old haunts, and made an effort to reform, they should 
eventually go free; if not, the gates of a prison were open before 
them. 

Here our experiment began: this restraint was followed up 
by procuring means, and sending to their homes, such as had 
homes (for a majority of them were from the country), by pro- 
viding places of employment for others who had none, and 
by holding out to them all such encouragement to reform as lay 
within our means. 

The result of our experiment is a matter of record. Several 
of the girls, who had means, at once shrank away from public 
exposure, and have not since been seen in the city; but a large 
portion of the whole number have either been sent to their 
homes and friends, or are now engaged in some respectable 
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employment. Only one in about ten have proved incorrigible, 
and been sent to prison. 

The jinal result in each case, however, must depend much 
upon the influence thrown around them by parents and friends 
hereafter. The lesson they have been taught will not be easily 
forgotten ; but this class of persons are usually governed by im 
pulse, rather than sober reflection, and the influences by which 
they are surrounded, impels them forward, for good or evil. 

Our experiment has not been abandoned, but we have quietly 
and continually acted upon our belief and experience, having 
disposed of more than two hundred and fifty cases during the 
year. Houses of prostitution have been broken up, and young 
girls have been taken from these dens of vice, and placed in 
proper hands for reformation. Yet we can take only the initi- 
atory steps for their improvement; the friends of humanity, the 
philanthropist, the Christian, who hath both time and money at 
his command, must continue this work, or our labor will have 
been almost in vain. True, our efforts may save some; if it be 
only one, it is worth to us more than all the labor. But will — 
the laborers in social science, will the thousands of good men 
and women, who have the good of their fallen fellow-beings at 
heart, learn a lesson from our experience ? 

It would seem that the importance of this subject has been 
sadly overlooked. There are plenty of kind hearts to commis- 
erate the condition of fallen woman; but what has been 
done to prevent or relieve? Fathers and mothers, who send 
their sons and daughters from a quiet country home, to mingle 
with the busy throng in the crowded city, little dream of the 
ten thousand allurements and temptations that beset them on 
every side. Our own citizens, even, do not seem to comprehend 
the dangers. But the young man who finds himself in our city 
destitute, and without friends or employment, is sure to find an 
open door, a ready welcome, and aid and counsel, at the rooms 
of the Young Men’s Christian, or the Christian Union Associa- 
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tion. But where shall we look for the Young Women’s Christian 
Association doing the same thing? ‘She, too, comes here to seek 
honest employment, and is too often doomed to disappointment, 
when, in the absence of means of support, or friends to counsel 
and direct, the base destroyer, aided by her necessity, steps 
forward to claim his victim. 

Again, she who has ;fallen, and would set out in her almost 
hopeless attempt to reform, where ‘shall she look to find friends 
or employment? Money or means she has none; food and rai- 
ment she must have; the doors of her old associates are ever 
open to receive her, where she is again surrounded with 
influences that will surely drag her down to their common level. 
Why have not the friends of humanity, those who are blessed 
with the means, united to establish some little quiet Industrial 
Home, a little away from the temptations of the crowded city, 
where the prodigal daughler may flee for refuge; where, sur- 
rounded by objects that may lead to higher and nobler thoughts, 
she can with her own hand earn at least the necessaries of life? 
Scarcely a day passes but some poor unfortunate woman comes 
to my office, begging my assistance to secure her some kind of 
employment. Where shall I send them? 

And if the philanthropist improves on our experience, and 
puts forth an effort to redeem the fallen one, who shall step for- 
ward to prevent the next victim who is madly rushing on to 
take her place; and who shall be bold enough to expose and 
punish her seducer? We have a law that punishes lewdness, 
but it practically applics to one sex only. Who ever heard of 
a man being convicted of night-walking? Yet the law makes it 
a crime in woman. 

The declaration of our Bill of Rights proclaims that “ all men 
are born free and equal.” When will that declaration practi- 
cally apply to all women ? 

No wonder that strong-minded women are taking the field to 
battle for their rights, and claim redress for their wrongs. 
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This social evil is a plant of more mature growth, wider 
spread, and dceper rooted than our people are disposed to ad- 
mit. Itis an evil that has been an active element in the ruin 
of kingdoms, and the destruction of empires, in the old world; 
it is an evil that puts to blush one of the most sacred of Chris- 
tian institutions in the new. 

Cun it be prohibited? If not, can it be controlled, and how? 

The subject is, indeed, a delicate one, and cannot be properly 
treated here; but it deserves, and should receive, the sober con- 
sideration of every Christian man and woman in our land. 


POLICE DISCIPLINE. 


The Police Rules and Regulations inform us that “it is the 
design of the appointing power, to select men for office with a 
view to their fitness and usefulness in the service of the depart- 
ment.” This is as it should be, and is a course well worthy,of 
the good name of the city of Boston. | 

The office held by a policeman is a responsible one, and se- 
lections should be made with knowledge and care. It is not 
every good man who can make a good police officer. Nature 
may not have fitted him for it; health or physical disability 
may render his service nearly useless. Hence, the propriety and 
the necessity (if we would have the department what it should 
be) of taking into account, in the case of every applicant, his 
“fitness and usefulness for the service of the department.” 

In the pursuance of his duties, the officer is required to stand 
upon the street, beneath the rays of a scorching summer’s sun, 
to direct and control the basy throng that is continually block- 
ing our crowded thoroughfares during the day; or he is sent 
out alone in the darkness of night, to face the winter’s blast, 
while patrolling miles of deserted streets, and watching over and 
protecting the lives and property of our citizens, that they and 
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their families may repose in security. He is liable at any mo- 
ment to meet and measure strength with the highway robber, 
the burglar, or the midnight assassin. He is liable at any mo- 
ment, without time for thought or reflection, to be called to take 
decisive action in cases that involve life, or a large amount of 
property, —cases that may give rise to the nicest questions of 
law, and eventually puzzle the brains of the wisest jurist. 

‘The liberty of his fellow man, often erring, sometimes in- 
nocent (a most important trust), is often committed to his care. 

The strong man, the fragile woman, the stranger, the little 
child, claim alike his guidance and protection. The poor, the 
weak, the sick, and the distressed, seek his aid and counsel. 
The erring look to him for a better example, and yet, in his path 
of duty, are strewn more snares, more temptations to allure him 
from the path of right, than can be found in any other. What 
manner of man ought he to be? Should not his health and 
physical strength be equal to his task? Should he not under- 
stand the nature of men, and the secret of controlling them for 
good? Should he not well study the character of his mission, 
its powers and responsibilities? Should he not always possess 
a cool head anda kind heart? The man who goes out and 
performs these duties, cannot be made a mere machine; neither 
can he be governed by military rule and discipline; for he goes 
out to act alone, and on the merits of his muscle, his industry, 
his integrity, his faithfulness, and his good judgment, is based 
the usefulness and good name of the department, and in a great 
measure the peace and security of the city. 

In an organization like ours, much depends upon discipline. 
It is well that the officer know something of “the school of 
the soldier,” but it is of much higher importance that he be well 
disciplined in the “ school of the police officer.” 

Efficiency cannot be secured without discipline, and in our 
department discipline cannot be maintained without harmony. 
Five hundred men disorganized, and at loggerheads with each 
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other, are worse than useless. Five hundred men, good, true, 
and united, have a power for good beyond estimate. When the 
present Chief of Police was placed in charge of this department, 
he found the central office nearly vacant, and the work there to 
be done, which had required the services of ten experienced 
officers, he was left alone to do. This state of things had not 
existed two days before the facts became known to every thief in 
the country. They said “The fly-cops are out in the cold, and 
Boston is a clean field;” and within twenty days, delegations of 
their fraternity, from almost every city in the Union, were seen 
in our streets. Here was, indeed, a crisis; and the captains of 
police were called together in council. The first question pre- 
sented was, “ Will the members of the police department unzte, 
and act with interest and determination that our city shall not be 
pillaged and our citizens robbed by this gang of desperadoes ?” 
Our citizens knew little of this state of things, or of the dangers 
to which they were then exposed; but I think they will bear me 
out in saying that we have had but little pocket-picking, safe- 
blowing or house robbery, and that our city has been com- 
paratively quiet during the past year. The records show a less 
_ amount of property stolen in Boston the last year, than in any 
one of the previous ten years, and that about 80 per cent of the 
amount stolen has been recovered. A few members of the po- 
lice have done much, and are entitled to much credit in this work. 
But I believe I am justified in saying that, had it not been for 
the harmonious and united action of the whole department, in 
which every member is entitled to a share of credit, the result 
would have been far different. 

The rules of the department require each captain of police to 
keep a true record of all police matters of interest cox.ing to 
his knowledge, and to present to the Chief of Police a true copy 
thereof for the twenty-four hours next preceding eight o’clock, 
A. M., of each day. 

The chief and his deputy also keep records, and meet with

the captains of the several stations at the central office at nine 
o'clock, A. M., of each day, when notes are compared, past work 
reviewed, and arrangements made for future work. 

The chief here submits his orders to the captains, and they in 
turn transmit them to their subordinates, as occasion requires. 

Each captain is held responsible for the condition of his dis- 
trict, for the manner in which the duties are done thereon, and 
for the conduct of his men. 

This method gives the head of each branch of the Department 
a general knowledge of all the work to be done, prevents offi- 
cers from interfering with each other in duty, and enables all to 
work together understandingly and in harmony. The general 
duties of officers are assigned them at their respective stations, 
— yet every officer is required to attend to any police duty fall- 
ing in his way, in any part of the city, reporting the same to his 
captain, and receiving due credit therefor at the station to which 
he belongs. 

And while the head of the department claims all prerogatives, 
and cheerfully assumes all responsibilities devolving upon him- 
self, and will hold accountable all officers of his charge to a 
faithful performance of duty, he will also claim for them all the 
rights and privileges, and extend to every wan all the courtesies 
and considerations, due every good and faithful officer, of what- 
ever rank or position; believing that with a body of intelligent 
men, discipline, harmony, and efficiency can be better secured 
and maintained by dealing with them promptly but justly, and 
‘securing their confidence and good will, than by any other © 
method. 

The several police districts are suitably divided into beats, 
and are well officered; the station-houses are neat and clean, 
and in good order. The records of the department are kept in 
uniform style, and convenient for reference; and it is believed 
that in discipline, harmony, and efficiency, the Boston police, to- 
day, will not suffer by comparison with any similar force, or any 
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former time. And the chief is deeply indebted to the deputy 
chief, the heads of the different branches, and to all officers and 
members of the department, not only for the faithful manner in 
which they have performed their own duties, but also for the 
aid and support they have at all times rendered him in an ef- 
fort to discharge his, and for the kindness and respect that has 
been tendered him on all occasions. | 

When entering upon the duties of the office, the Chief of 
Police found himself surrounded with difficulties that were un- 
known to his predecessors. His cares and labors have not been 
light; his responsibilities not few; yet he has received, not 
only from all members of the government, but from the press 
and the citizens generally, such support and encouragement as 
to lead him to hope that he has at least done something to pro- 
mote their interests and merit their approval. 

To his Honor the Mayor, and the gentlemen comprising the 
Committee on Police, has he been placed under the deepest ob- 
ligations. To their generous forbearance, kind indulgence, and 
timely counsel, is he indebted for much of whatever success he 
may have secured. To them, and to all who so kindly sus- 
tained him with their counsel and encouragement in his efforts 
to do his duty, he tenders his most grateful and sincere ac- 
knowledgments.

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A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


From the first settlement of Boston, the town provided a con- 
stabulary force, — the office conferring powers to serve both 
civil and criminal processes. The business at first was, however, 
principally of a civil nature, and compensated by fees. 

After a time some of the constables were selected to take 
charge of the town-watch, and others were employed on public 
days, and other special occasions; and later, some were detailed 
to patrol the streets, drawing their pay from the treasury when 
employed -by the town. 

Since the establishment of a police force, the duties of con- 
stables are principally in the courts, or in service as collectors, 
or in other matters connected with civil law. The present 
number is ninety-eight. 

The town of Boston began to take direction of her own local 
affairs, on September Ist, 1634; and on the 27th of February 
following, a night-watch was established, which, under various 
rules and regulations, was continued up to 1854, with the ex- 
ception of about a year during the Revolutionary war. 

The department was under the direction of constables up to 
the 3lst day of August, 1812, when a captain of the watch was 
appointed. This organization was continued, with various 
modifications, to the 26th day of May, 1854, then numbering 
about three hundred men, when it was disbanded, most of the 
‘men having been appointed police officers in the new police 
organization. | 

The term police, so far as the records show, was first applied 
to an executive officer of Boston on the 17th day of April, 1788, 
when Captain John Ballard, and two others, were chosen as 
Inspectors of Police; their duties being “to maintain cleanliness 
and good order in the town.” 

The office of Inspector of Police was continued up to March 
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13, 1817, when the name was dropped, and a “Superintendent 
of Police” was appointed. This in time gave place to that of 
City Marshal, on the 30th day of May, 1823. 

The Inspectors and Superintendents of Police, and also the 
City Marshal, were qualified as constables and “tithing men,” 
the two former having one assistant, who was called “ the police 
officer,” his duties being principally of a sanitary nature. The 
City Marshal had also one or more assistants, and a Deputy 
Marshal was appointed May 1, 1832. 

The Marshal also had the direction of all constables when 
engaged in the service of the city, and also of the police force, 
after the department was organized in 1838. 

Soon after Boston became a city, certain localities began to 
be quite noisy and ungovernable, and the Mayor found it neces- 
sary to increase the constabulary force for day patrol, especially 
on Sundays; and as the city increased in population and busi- 
ness, disturbances became more numerous, and the City Mar- 
shal often found his force quite inadequate to meet emergencies. 

On the night of December 31, 1832, a disgraceful scene oc- 
curred at the Bromfield Methodist Church, when a watch meet- 
ing was broken up, and several persons were seriously injured 
by a gang of rowdies, despite the presence of the night watch. 

Soon after this occurrence, the City Marshal was empowered 
to command the city watch in case of a riot. 

On the 11th of August, 1834, the Ursuline Convent at. 
Charlestown was destroyed; and again, on the 23d of October, 
1835, a mob at a newspaper office in Washington street held 
unlimited sway for several hours in broad day, further illustrat- 
ing what a crowd of excited, unrestrained men may do. And 
last, but not least, on the 11th of June, 1837,— being the 
Sabbath, — occurred the fearful Broad street riot, which de- 
stroyed property of the value of thousands of dollars, perilled 
life, and spread consternation throughout the city. 

A succession of disturbances of such magnitude served to 
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confirm the people and the government of Boston in the opinion 
that necessity demanded a larger and better organized protec- 
tive force, and eventually resulted in an application to the legis- 
lature, and the passage of a law on the 15th, of May, 1838, 
authorizing the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston, “ to 
appoint from time to time, such police officers for said city, as 
they may judge necessary, with all or any of the powers of con- 
stables of said city, except the power of serving and executing 
any civil process.” This abridgment of power to serve or 
execute any civil process, was evidently intended to give the 
police officer the opportunity of devoting his whole time to 
criminal matters and to the service of the city,and to relieve 
him from the imputation that had sometimes been thrown upon 
faithful officers who exercised both civil and criminal powers, 
that “a fee could be seen farther than a fight.” 

On the 21st of May, 1838, six days after the passage of the 
new police law, the Mayor and Aldermen of Boston appointed 
six police officers for said city, and placed them on day street 
patrol duty, under the direction of the City Marshal, thus estab- 
lishing the first regular police organization for Boston. 

The new department experienced but very little change in 
system or numbers, excepting an additional force for Sunday 
duty, for about eight years, the force numbering in the begin- 
ning of 1846, one marshal, one deputy marshal, six week-day, 
‘and ten Sunday patrolmen. 

When Marshal Tukey came into office, in June, 1846, he im- 
mediately set about enlarging and improving the department. 
During the years 1846 and 1847, the city was divided into 
districts, with an officer detailed on each; the force was in- 
creased; a clerk was appointed, a small night patrol, and a 
detective force was organized. 

& In 1848, a superintendent of hackney carriages, and another 
of trucks and wagons, were appointed. The pay was increased; 
and on January Ist, 1850, the force numbered thirty men. 
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On the 24th of October, 1851, the police registered their 
names on the marshal’s book, the day force numbering forty- 
one, and the night force twenty-five; but early in 1852, the 
government conceived the idea that some irregularities existed 
in the night police; and on the 31st of May, that branch of the 
department was abolished, and the day force was increased to 
fifty men. 

On the 22d of May, 1852, a new liquor law was passed by 
the legislature to take effect in sixty days from and after its 
passage. It was said that this law was very unpopular with the 
City Government of Boston, and that it imposed serious respon- 
sibilities upon the City Marshal, which neither he nor the govy- 
ernment were willing to assume, and that the office of Chief of 
Police was not recognized in the law. Whatever truth or in- 
fluence may have been in these sayings is not quite certain; but 
on the 24th of June, 1852, the office of City Marshal was 
abolished, and a Uhief of Police was appointed. 

During the winter and spring of 1853, many daring robber- 
ies were committed on vessels lying in the harbor, by a gang of 
desperadoes who successfully carried out their work by first 
administering chloroform to the persons who were asleep on 
board. ‘To remedy this evil, the government organized a Har- 
bor Police, consisting of a captain and ten men, who assumed 
their duties July 26, 1853. 

This force were armed with revolvers, and after several severe 
fights, succeeded in breaking up the gang, sending several of 
the ringleaders to prison. 

This branch of the service was incorporated with the new 

department in 1854, as Station No. 8. 

Jn the years 1852-53, many changes occurred with members 
of the department, some said on political grounds; and during 
the same time the force was considerably increased, numbering 
on the Ist of January, 1854, sixty-five men. 
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Soon after, the political complexion of the government having 
changed, and having the example of 1852-53 in mind, some 
fifteen men were discharged, reducing the force to fifty men. 

Since then, it is believed, that questions of a political nature — 
have entered less into police appointments in Boston, than in 
any other city in the Union; and the generous course uniformly 
pursued by all parties in the government, in this direction, has 
not only been highly creditable to them, but it has contributed 
largely to the efficiency and good name of the Boston Police. 

As early as 1852, the question of uniting the Watch and Po- 
lice was discussed with considerable interest It was said that 
the watch were poorly paid, receiving only one dollar per night, 
which would not support their families, therefore they must 
labor by day; that the man who labored all day must and 
would sleep at night, even if under nothing but a large cloak; 
that the two departments, knowing nothing of each other’s 
movements, might very innocently work against each other’s in- 
terests; and that the two heads engaged in almost the same 
duties, could not, and would not, agree, virtually injuring the 
efficiency of both. These, and other questions in the same di- 
rection, gaining some credit, the city government, after mature 
deliberation, decided to take action in the matter, and in answer 
to their petition, the legislature on the 23d of May, 1853, 
passed an act authorizing the City Council of Boston to make 
an ordinance uniting their Watch and Police Departments under 
one head. Early in 1854, the Board of Aldermen took up the 
subject and passed the desired ordinance, but the Common 
Council refused to concur. 

This delayed matters sumewhat, and caused no little sensa- 
tion; but the Board persisted in their course, and the Mayor 
and Aldermen having not only the power to appoint and dis- 
charge, but also to make all necessary rules and regulations for 
the government of both departments, took the matter into their 
own hands, and on the 19th of April, passed an “order” to 
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unite. Following up their work, on the 23d of May ensuing, 
they discharged every member of the watch department, and 
appointed out of both departments some two hundred police 
officers, the order to take effect in three days. 

To avoid further necessity for a new ordinance to establish 
the new organization, the Chief of Police was appointed cap- 
tain of the watch, and the captains and lieutenants were ap- 
pointed constables of the watch. 

In completing the new arrangements, night police districts 
were established on the line of the old watch districts; watch- 
houses were changed to station-houses; one captain, two lieu- 
tenants, and a requisite number of patrolmen were detailed to 
each station, the patrol being arranged in three divisions, one 
for day, and two for night duty, thereby covering the whole 
territory the whole time; and on the 26th of May, at 6 o’clock 
P. M., the old Watch and Police Departments ceased to be, and 
the new Police Department assumed their duties as quietly as if 
nothing had happened. 

The ordinance to unite the watch and police was not concurred 
in by the Common Council until the 10th of May, 1855, when 
the Board by way of courtesy appointed the members of the 
Council, Special Police. 

The department, as thus organized, consisted of a central office 
and eight stations, located as follows: Central Office, at City 
Hall; station No. 1, Hanover street; No. 2, Court square; 
No. 3, Leverett street; No. 4, Boylston place; No. 5, Canton 
street place; No. 6, Broadway, South Boston; No. 7, Meridian 
street, Hast Boston; No. 8, Harbor police, head of Lincoln’s 
wharf. 

The force comprised a chief, salary $1,500 per year; 2 
deputies, salary $1,100 each; 1 clerk, salary $800; 8 cap- 
tains, $3 per day each; 16 lieutenants, 6 detectives, 2 
superintendents of carriages, $2,50 per day each; and about 
170 patrolmen, at $2 per day. 
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The new system proved a success, and was gradually in- 
creased in numbers until February 9th, 1857, when the force 
had become so large that it was deemed expedient to appoint 
sergeants, for both night divisions at each station, to take 
general supervision of the division while on outside duty. 

In the fall of 1860, circumstances transpired in the depart- 
ment that called into question the method of doing patrol duty, 
and caused considerable speculation. 

Some maintained that the whole system was wrong; that all 
the duties of the department, including the patrol of beats, should 
be arranged strictly in military order and discipline; others 
thought that officers should be changed from one beat to an- 
other, and from one station to another as often as practicable, to 
remove them from temptation; while others advocated different 
theories for improvement. 

These views were presented with such force that the govern- 
ment decided to change the system of patrol, which was consum- 
mated on the 11th of November. 

The new plan consisted in forming the whole force into six 
divisions; each division being on and off duty six hours alter- 
nately, day and night. It was called the dog-watch. But the 
necessity of sending men out singly and alone over two to five 
miles of streets by gas-light spoiled the poetry of a military re- 
gime; while the fact of an officer’s being on the same beat only 
once in about four days detracted greatly from his efficiency 
and usefulness, and the new system soon became so unpopular 
with all interested, that on the 25th of February following 
it was abandoned, and the old one was again adopted, and has 
been since in use. 

For several years after the first organization of the police in 
1838, prisoners who were held for trial were committed to the 
jail; next morning being handcuffed and walked up to the court- 
house in gangs. ‘This course eventually became unpopular, and 
a carriage was provided. 
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Shortly after the union of the watch and police in 1854, cells 
were constructed for the accommodation of prisoners under the 
court-house, whither persons held for trial were taken from the 
station houses, and where they often remained through the night 
without keepers. This, too, was thought to be imprudent, and 
early in 1857, the cells under the court-house were re-built on 
an improved plan, and on the 26th of April, a superintendent 
was appointed for the cells and office (now named the City 
Prison), with two assistants, one of which was to be present at 
all times. Subsequently, a morning meal for the prisoners was 
provided, and later, accommodations and medicines for the sick. 
Dumb cells for the insane were constructed; and in 1869, a 
messenger was provided to do errands for the prisoners to their 
friends, free of charge. 

From the first organization of police in 1838, up to the year 
1863, the ordinance provided “that the Mayor nominate annually 
to the Board of Aldermen, for their confirmation, such number 
of persons for members of the Boston Police Department as the 
Board with the approval of the Mayor shall deem needful.” 
But, by an ordinance passed March 17, 1863, it was provided, 
that the police “shall severally hold their office until vacated 
by death, or resignation, or until they may be removed by the 
Mayor.” — 

Thus ended the annual appointment of police officers. Pre- 
vious to 1863, also, the oath of office had not been administered 
to police officers, the courts of the Commonwealth having de- 
cided that the oath was not a necessary qualification; but an 
ordinance passed December 23, 1862, provided that “ each police 
officer, before entering upon his work, shall be sworn to the faith- 
ful discharge of the duties assigned him.” The first appointment 
under the new ordinance was made on the Ist of April, 1863, 
and the oath of office was first administered by the City Clerk 
to all the members of the department six days later. 

The old fashioned “ hook with a bill” (watch hook) was first

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provided for the watch in Boston in 1701, and was in use by 
that department until disbanded in 1854, and was retained by 
the police detailed for night duty up to April 23, 1855, when it 
gave place to the 14-inch club. Constables had for many years 
been in the practice of carrying on public days a pole about six 
feet long, painted white in the middle and blue or green at 
each end; this was also done by the police on some occasions 
previous to 1854. The old watch also carried what was called 
a “relieving club.” On June 20, 1863, the police were provided 
with a 24-inch club, carried in a leather belt worn around the 
body. At first this club was to be worn at all times when on 
duty, but the practice was soon changed to special occasions. 

The police rattle now carried by the night force was first 
provided for the watch in 1796, and has since continued in use, 
though now of a smaller size than formerly. Until since the 
establishment of the fire telegraph, the rattle was of great use 
in sounding alarms, the officer going about his beat and crying 
fire. It is now but seldom used unless the officer requires help, 
but when heard far or near, its peculiar note can never be mis- 
taken, 

Pistols were first provided for the Harbor Police in 1853. 
When the conscription riot occurred in 1863, most of the de- 
partment were without pistols, and a supply was picked up for 
that occasion wherever they could be found, many of those pro- 
cured being, however, of very little service. Soon after the riot, 
pistols were purchased for about one third of the force. The 
number has since been increased, and at the present time the 
department is partially supplied, many of the men owning the 
weapons as their own private property. 

On the 30th of June, 1851, the police were ordered to 
repair to all fires occurring at or near their districts; and blue 
overalls, with the word “Police” on the waistband behind, 
_were furnished them to wear on such occasions; this might per- 
haps be called the first uniform. 
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For some time previous to 1858, the subject of a uniform for 
the police had excited considerable interest, the government 
finally deciding in its favor; and on the 20th of October of this 
year, the uniform was worn by the department for the first time. 
It consisted of overcoat, frockcoat, vest and pants of dark blue 
cloth, with the brass police button, bearing the letters “ B. P.” 
on the face. 

The Chief, Deputy and Captains, at first wore dress coats, but 
- adopted the frock coat in 1863. The hat worn by the depart- 
ment has undergone changes too numerous to mention. White 
cotton gloves were first ordered for a detail on Washington 
street, in 1861,and an order to appear in “full uniform ” still 
includes the gloves. 

In 1870, the brass button with the letters “B. P.” was worn 
by the police of almost every town and city, beginning with the 
letter B., and a change seeming desirable for the dovartmont, 
on the Ist of October in this year, a new button was put on, 
showing a miniature figure of the city, and the words “ Boston 
Police ”’ in relief. 

The badges first worn by the police in 1838 were made of 
green leather, of an oblong shape, and about the size of the 
palm of the hand, with the word “ Police” in gilt letters; this 
was worn on the front of the hat and fastened with a leather 
strap. About the year 1842, a simple white ribbon with the 
word “Police” in black letters, was worn on the hat. In 1846, 
the ribbon gave place toa patent leather badge, also worn on 
the hat, and having the word “ Police” in silver letters. 

In 1849, numbers were added directly over the word Police, 
to denote the number of the wearer’s district. On the 11th 
of April, 1853, the government provided a badge of brass in 
the form of a six-pointed star, as large as the palm of the hand, 
of a Baltimore pattern, having Justice with her scales, and a 
grayhound for a device. This badge is very well remembered 
by the older officers. 
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October 10, 1854, the department was furnished with a silver 
badge, octagon in shape, a little larger than a silver dollar, 
with the words “ Boston Police” engraved around a five-pointed 
star, that star being in the ascendant at that time. 

November 11th, 1856, the silver badge was enlarged, the star 
removed, and number of the officer cut in figures in the centre. 

The last three badges described were worn on the left lappel 
of the outside coat 

October 10th, 1865, the silver badge gave place to a silver 
bullion-wreath, enclosing the officer’s number, worn on the hat, 
with the number of his station on each shoulder. | 

The officers of rank wore gold bullion straps on each shoul- 
der, and a gold bullion wreath on the hat. Sergeants wore the 
wreath only, and on the arm. 

April 13th, 1868, the silver badge was again revived; this 
times if was oblong, about three inches in length, the word 
“ Police” at the bottom, the number of the station at the apex,. 
and a view of Trimountain in the centre. 

This badge was worn on the hat for a few days, and then 
transferred to the left lappel of the coat, and the hat-wreath and 
shoulder numbers of the patrol were removed. Late in 1869, 
the patrolmen were provided with a wide black hat ribbon, with 
the number of the officer wrought thereon in orange-colored silk. 

On the Ist of October, 1870, a new silver badge was put on. 
This badge is circular, a little larger than a silver dollar, with 
a representation of Trimountain across the centre; the word 
Boston above, and police underneath, in raised letters. The 
wreath on the hat and shoulders of the officers of rank is still 
retained. 

Occasions that have called large numbers of the police to- 
gether to act in concert, are quite numerous. The following 
are a few: — 

April 23, 1843.— The great Miller Advent sensation culmi- 
nated. In the evening the disciples gathered at the tabernacle, 
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on Howard street, expecting, it was said, to ascend from there 
to Heaven. An immense crowd gathered in the adjacent 
. streets, and a serious disturbance seemed imminent. The whole 
police force, and the night watch, were called out, and the mili- 
tary were held in readiness; but no serious disturbance or 
ascension was known to take place that evening. 

August 27, 1843. — A serious affray occurred in North square, 
between white and colored sailors, which resulted in injuring 
several persons, and destroying some property. The whole 
police force were called out, and, aided by truckmen and citi- 
zens, succeeded in restoring quiet. 

March 23, 1847. — Something of a row occurred at a tempe- 
rance meeting in Faneuil Hall. The police appeared in strong 
force, and order was soon restored. 

February 2, 1848.— The police brought 91 persons 
before the Police Court for failing to remove snow from their 
sidewalks. 

April 21, 1848.—.The police had 50 persons before the 
court for keeping dogs without a license, and on December 25th 
of the same year, 48 persons were brought up for the 
same offence. 

March 8, 1851. — The police, under Marshal Tukey, made a 
descent on gambling establishments about town, arresting 87 
men, and confiscating considerable property. The prisoners 
were handcuffed in pairs, attached to chains, and marched 
through the streets to the Marshal’s office. On the 27th of the 
same month the same ground was gone over again, and 27 men 
were captured. 

April 8, 1851.— Occurred the Thomas Semmes slave riot, at 
which the whole police force, a large number of the watch, and 
a strong military force, were engaged in a most unpleasant and 
thankless service for nine days and nights. 

April 21, 1851. — The police brought 101 persons before the 


court for violation of the dog law. 
7% 
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April 23, 1851.— The whole police force, together with the 
north watch, made the celebrated “ Ann street descent,’ captur- 
ing pipers, fiddlers, dancers, lewd women, and drunken men, to 
the number of 160, who were all marched in pairs to the 
Leverett Street jail. 

September 15, 1851.— Occurred the rogues’ show-up, when 
the police brought to the City Hall 69 persons of doubtful repu- 
tation, who were shown up by the Marshal to a crowd of spec- 
tators, their names and character explained, and they were then 
allowed to depart. 

December 23, 1851. — The police brought 112 persons before 
the Police Court for not properly removing snow and ice from 
their sidewalks. It was then the policy to have as many cases 
of this kind before the court, at the same time, as possible, 
giving the defendants but little opportunity to complain of 
partiality, and plenty of time to wait in court, and laugh at each 
other. 

February 5, 1852. — Highty-three persons were in court for 
leaving snow on their sidewalks. 

March 9, 1852. — Sixty-five persons were in court for viola- 
tion of the dog law. 

August 28, 1852. — Thirty-five persons were in court for 
violation of the Sunday law. 

February 4, 1854. — Thirty-four persons were in court for 
gambling the night previous. 

February 5, 1854.— Twenty-three persons were in court for 
violation of Sunday law. 

These cases usually required the attendance in court of the 
whole police force. 

May 26, 1854. — About three hours after the re-organization 
of the Watch and Police Departments had been completed, the 
news came that the United States officers had arrested the fugi- 
tive slave Anthony Burns, and that a riotous multitude were 
endeavoring to rescue the prisoner from the custody of the 
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officers in the court-house. In order to preserve the peace of 
the city, every police officer in the department, was called at 
- once to Court square, where the doors of the court-house had 
been battered down, one man killed, and a number injured. 

On the arrival of the police, order was soon restored, and 
then came another nine days’ tedious, thankless duty, while poor 
Burns was tried, convicted, and sent back to slavery. 

September 26, 1856. — The police had eighty-six persons in 
court for gambling. 

April 3, 1857.— Fifty of the gambling fraternity were in 
court. 

Karly in January, 1858, parties had prepared an amphitheatre 
in the vicinity of the National Theatre, for a cock-pit. 

It was very large, and capable of seating some 1,200 persons. 
On the 7th, the managers proceeded to give an exhibition, in 
defiance of the authorities, declaring that the police could not 
stop them. The seats were all filled, and the fight began. At 
the commencement of the second round, eight officers stepped in, 
and each took his man, when the spectators at once made for the 
back entrance, and a most ludicrous stampede began, which left 
the hall vacant in a few minutes. 

January, 24, 1860, the shoemaker’s riot occurred in Lynn, 
and 25 Boston police officers were sent to render assistance in 
quelling it. It was said that their presence prevented further 
trouble. 

During the war, from 1861 to 1865, the presence of large 
numbers of strangers, the continual marshalling of troops, and 
the unparalleled excitement pervading all classes, made the ser- 
vices of large numbers of the police in constant demand, 
scarcely a day passing in which one or more large details were 
not called out. 

July 14, 1863, occurred the long-to-be-remembered conscrip- 
tion riot, when eleven strokes of the fire alarm upon the bells, 
called to Court square, from their respective stations, in less 
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than thirty minutes, every police officer in the city; and when, 
unarmed, as they were, with a promptness, coolness, and deter- 
mination worthy the highest commendation, the police, with the 
military, contributed their share in suppressing that fearful riot, 
and preserving and protecting the lives and property of our 
citizens. 

June 15, 1869, the Great Peace Festival at the Coliseum 
called out for five days’ extra duty, 300 police officers. 

May 7, 1870.—A descent was made on night-walkers, and 
about 180 persons, mostly young girls, were taken into custody, 
of whom a large number were placed on probation, and sent to 
their homes. 

The celebration of the anniversary of American Indepen- 
dence calls out usually from 200 to 300 men; and other public 
days from 100 to 200 men for extra duty. 
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The following table shows the names and rank, with date of 
appointment, and retirement, of all officers of rank at the cen- 
tral office, from 1788 to 1870, and at the several stations from 
1854 to 1870: . . .

SURVEY OF ROXBURY DISTRICT. 


This survey was commenced in July, 1869. There has been 
expended on it $5,974.92 to January Ist, 1871. The work has 
progressed much faster during the past year than the previous 
year, as twice the force has been employed on it, — the average 
number being six persons. There are at the present time three 
parties employed, consisting of nine persons. It should be 
stated, however, that one of the parties employed has been 
frequently interrupted and taken off the regular work, by order 
of the Committee on Streets, to make surveys of several street 
widenings and extensions in this district. 


Advantage has been taken of the pleasant weather to accu- 
2 
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mulate as much “field work” as possible, in order to have a 
sufficient amount of plotting and in-door work on hand during 
the stormy winter months, when it is unprofitable to do much 
out-door work. 

The survey is being plotted on sectional plans 40 x 52 
inches, — the scale being twenty feet to an inch. 

Fifteen of these plans have been completed; twenty are in 
process of completion, and it is expected will be finished by 
April next. 

It is estimated that the whole survey will require one hundred 
and thirty sectional plans for its completion; and if the present 
force is retained, it is expected that the “field work” of the 
survey will be nearly completed during the present year. 

The plans show all objects on the lines of the streets, such as 
buildings, walls, fences, and also the fronts of the buildings that 
stand back from, but are near the street lines. 


SURVEY OF DORCHESTER DISTRICT. 


. The survey of Dorchester was commenced under the direction 

of the City Surveyor, by order of the selectmen, in November, 
1869. The cost of the survey (including the amount expend- 
ed by the town of Dorchester), to January 1, 1871, has been 
$5,305.16. 

During most of the past year two parties, consisting of six 
persons, have been employed on this survey. The most easterly 
portion of the district has been surveyed, including that part 
where the population is the most dense, and where the streets 
are the most numerous. Ten sectional plans have been com- 
pleted; ten are in process of completion; and it is estimated 
that the survey of the whole district will require one hundred 
plans for its completion. A large amount of “ field work ” has 
been done, which will be plotted during the present winter. 

It is expected that the field work of this survey will be com- 
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pleted by another fall, and that the plans will all be finished 
during another winter. 

This survey is being made similar to the one in the Roxbury 
District, the plans being made in sections of the same size as 
the Roxbury plans; but they are drawn to a different scale, 
being forty feet to an inch. 

The lines of the streets in this district are not well defined ; 
and in some instances cannot be determined by any reliable 
landmarks. Upon the completion of the survey of this Ward, 
I would recommend that some action be taken by the city to 
determine and fix the street lines permanently by stone monu- 
ments, or other suitable bounds. 

It was found necessary during the latter part of the year, to 
station one party of three persons at Field’s Corner, to do the 
current work of the paving department in the Dorchester Dis- 
trict, making surveys, plans, and profiles, giving grades, and 
making estimates for that department. ; 


THE TRUE MERIDIAN ESTABLISHED. 


Chapter 286 of the acts of the legislature of 180, provides 
that it shall be the duty of the County Commissioners of each 
county in the commonwealth to erect on land situated in the 
county, at such place or places in the several counties as the 
public convenience may require, and under the direction of a 
commissioner, to be appointed by the Governor and Council, a 
true meridian line or lines, to be perpetuated by substantial stone 
posts or pillars; the expense of the same to be paid by each 
county. 

Section 3 of said act provides that, “It shall be the duty of 
every land surveyor in the state, at least once in every year, to 
adjust and verify his compass, by the meridian line so estab- 
lished in the county wherein his surveys are to be made, and to 
insert in his field notes, the true as well as the magnetic bear- 
ings of the lines of his surveys, and the day on which the lines 
were run.” 
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Section 4 provides that, “It shall be the duty of the Commis- 
sioners of the several counties aforesaid, to procure a book of 
records to be kept by the clerk of the courts, or any person ap- 
pointed by the County Commissioners to keep said book of 
records, which shall be accessible to all persons wishing to 
refer thereto; and any surveyor on having adjusted his compass 
as aforesaid, shall enter therein the variation of his compass 
from the true meridian, whether east or west, and shall subscribe 
his name and affidavit thereto.” 

Section 5 provides that any surveyor who shall neglect or 
refuse to comply with the provisions of this act shall be subject 
for every such neglect or refusal to a fine of ten dollars. 

In Suffolk County, the Board of Aldermen, being the County 
Commissioners, referred the subject of the establishment of the 
true meridian to the City Surveyor, with full powers. 

In consultation with the State Commissioner, a suitable 
locality has been decided upon for the erection of the meridian 
posts on the southerly portion of the “ parade ground,” on Boston 
Common; but at such a distance from the iron fence, and from 
the water pipes in that locality, as to be free from all local 
attraction to the needle. The posts are now being placed in 
position according to the true meridian line as given by the 
State Commissioner. ‘They are three in number, of granite 
eighteen inches square at the base, one foot square at the top, 
and eight feet long, being firmly set in a bed of concrete, with 
their tops just below the surface of the ground. A stone curb 
is placed even with the surface of the ground over the top of 
each post, with a metallic composition cover secured by a slide- 
bolt, but so arranged that the top of each post is easily acces- 
sible. 

The establishment of the true meridian line is of less impor- 
tance to the County of Suffolk, than to the other counties in this 
Commonwealth, as the needle is but little used in surveying in 
this county; but it was necessary, of course, to comply with the 
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law. In all localities where the surveyors’ compass is commonly 
used, the establishment of the true meridian as provided by this 
act, cannot but be of great value to surveyors as well as to 
land owners. 


SURVEY OF THE CITY. 

In the month of September last, a report was made, at the re- 
quest of the City Council, of the estimated expense of a survey 
and plan of the city proper. 

The report, after being sent to the City Council, was referred 
to the Committee on the City Surveyor’s Department, and at a 
meeting of that committee, held November 21, 1870, it was 
voted to refer the subject, with other unfinished matters, to the 
next City Council. 

That report is added as an Appendix to this report. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 

The foregoing statement of surveys, plans, &c., shows only a 
portion of the work performed during the year in this depart- 
ment. As much of the work is of a miscellaneous nature, it 
cannot be classified, such as the giving of grades and lines of 
streets, surveys and levels, and plans for the Paving, Sewer, 
Public Buildings, Public Land, and other departments, measure- 
ment of contractors’ work, drawing plans and writing descrip- 
tions of land for the City Solicitor, etc. 

The amendment to the City Charter, made by the legisla- 
ture, chapter 337 of the acts and resolves, of 1870, establishing 
a Board of Street Commissioners, provides, section 7: — 

“ All surveys and plans required by said Commissioners 
shall be furnished by the City Surveyor, and he shall perform 
such other duties for said Commissioners as they may require.” 

Besides, the City Surveyor still acts as Secretary of the Com- 
mittee on Laying out and Widening Streets of the Board of 
Aldermen.

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‘amount of street and other improvements, and the annexation 
of Roxbury and Dorchester, the duties of the City Surveyor 
have been largely increased. 

The separation of the City Engineer and City Surveyor’s 
departments, by the ordinance passed in 1868, has proved to be 
satisfactory to both departments, the duties of each being much 
‘better managed and systematized.

There are also many plans deposited in this office which are 
not indexed, being for the most part sectional and engraved 
plans, among which are a complete set of plans of the streets of 
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East Boston, fifty-two in number, drawn upon a scale of forty 
feet to an inch, which exhibit the survey lines and measurements, 
lineal and angular; the front lines of all buildings, fences and 
other structures, with offset distances indicating their exact po- 
sition by figures, in relation to the true line of the streets; the 
wicths of all the strects; the dimensions of all the blocks; the 
wharves, docks, and the location of the harbor lines as at pres- 
ent established. These plans, and the surveys required to pre- 
pare them, were made by John Noble, Esq., of Hast Boston. A 
similar set of plans of the streets of South Boston, forty in num- 
ber, and drawn upon the same scale, were prepared by Henry 
W. Wilson, Esq., of South Boston, under the direction of the 
Commissioners on South Boston Streets. These plans, like those 
of Kast Boston, indicate the lines of the streets — except the 
twenty-foot ways —as determined and agreed upon by the said 
Commissioners, and the encroachments, and the location of 
granite monuments or bounds, put down by order of the Com- 
missioners to preserve and indicate the lines, and facilitate the 
labor of giving them. In addition to these sectional plans of 
South Boston is a general plan of the whole, on a scale of two 
hundred feet to an inch, drawn in this office, which is the official 
plan of the streets, signed by the Commissioners and referred to 
in their report and description of the lines of the streets. There 
are also large plans, on rollers, of South Boston, made from sur- 
veys by Mr. Wilson. These are on a scale of forty feet to an 
inch, were authorized by an order of the Board of Aldermen, 
passed March, 1858, and served as a basis for the subsequent 
plans above referred to. 

There are also plans of the twenty-foot streets in South 
Boston, made from surveys in 1869, by order of the Commit- 
tee on Laying out and Widening Streets. 

The number of bound volumes of plans and profiles has been 
much increased by the addition of copies of official plans and by 
the annexation of Roxbury. The number of volumes at present 
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in the custody of this department may be divided into two 
classes, old and new, and are as follows : — 

Op. — Two volumes of “ plans and records of the streets, 
lanes, courts, places, etc., in the town of Boston,” made under 
the authority of the selectmen in 1819, by John G. Hales.

In compliance with the foregoing order of the City Council, I 
would respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


The order requesting an estimate of the cost of a survey of 
the city originated in the Assessor’s Department, as will be seen 
by the following resolutions adopted at a meeting of the Board 
of Assessors, held August 9, 1870: — 

“ Whereas, Large abatements are annually made in the valua- 
tion of real estate, by reasons of assessing areas larger than 
those actually existing, and large amounts of taxable valuations 
are lost from the assessing of smaller areas than estates contain ; 
it is therefore Resolved, As the sense of this Board of Assessors 
and assistants, that just and equitable taxation require that a 
survey should be made of all real estate within the city, of 
which plans do not now exist at the assessors’ office. 

Resolved, That in our opinion such a survey would be of 
great value to the citizens and to every department of the city 
government, and that the annual tax upon the taxable property 
thereby recovered would more than meet the interest on the -ex- 
pense of the work. | 

Resolved, That the City Council be requested to consider the 
expediency of causing such a survey to be made, and a deposit 
of the plans in the Assessor’s Department.” »

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The order requesting the estimate is general in its terms and 
not specific as to details, asking for an estimate of ‘a survey 
of all real estate in this city, of which there are now no official 
plans in the City Hall.” It is understood that the order refers 
to the city proper, only, as the Assessor’s Department have in 
their possession plans of estates in Roxbury, Dorchester, South 
and East Boston. There are in this department at the present 
time, accurate plans of but a small portion of the city proper, 
made from actual surveys. 

Accurate surveys and plans of the Church Street District, the 
Suffolk Street District, and Fort Hill (there being about 1,400 
‘estates in these districts), have been made, showing the streets, 
estates, and buildings. 

The Assessor’s books show that there are about 23,000 estates 
in the city proper. The expense of the survey and plan of the 
city can be very much varied, according to the manner of 
making it, — all the way, I should estimate, from $25,000 to 
$100,000. 

If it is to include a survey of all the streets and each sepa- 
rate estate, with all the buildings thereon, and to be sufficiently 
accurate for the conveyance of property, which would of course 
require an examination of the titles of many of the estates 
where conflicting boundary lines exist, I should judge that the 
expense would not be less than $100,000. This estimate is 
based on the cost of large surveys that have been made, and in 
consultation with some of the most competent and experienced 
surveyors in this city. 

A plan of the city could be made, however, sufficiently accur- 
ate for the use of the Assessor’s Department, and also would be 
of value to the various other departments of the city, I should 
estimate, for about $25,000. 

This could be done by using the sectional plans of the city 
now in use in the Sewer Department, and correcting them where 
alterations and additions have been made, and by collecting

PRISON VEHICLES. 
There has been conveyed by a prison carriage furnished by 
this department, and for which no income is derived, the follow-

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There has also been conveyed by prison vehicle furnished by 
this department, from the several station houses, morning and 
evening, to city lock-up under the court-house, and for which a 
charge of twenty-five cents per head is made to Police Depart- 
ment for such conveyance, as follows: —

The expenditures and receipts of this department having been 
given, your attention is called to the following subjects. 


STREET CLEANING. 


The city is divided into two districts, North and South, the 
division line being at Summer and Winter streets, and running 
in nearly the same directior. 

The whole city is cleaned twice in each week, during the 
seasons for sweeping and cleaning the same; during the stormy 
season, employees are placed at crossings on the principal . 
thoroughfares and at railroad stations. 

Within the space of eight years, the increase of teams 
required for transportation of merchandise has nearly doubled, 
consequently the streets have accumulated more debris, and: 
more labor would of necessity be required to keep the thorough- 
fares in a cleanly condition; as the proportion of labor has not 
been employed. and where more is required, an appropriation 
to meet such should be made. 

The estimates for this branch of the department, in order to 
meet the demands for a better state of cleanliness, I should 
estimate to be $40,000 additional to that made in the appropria- 
tion of 1870—T1. Had the additional appropriation of $21,000, 
asked for in 1870, have been granted, the same would have 
been expended for the benefit of this department alone. 

The whole number of loads of street dirt collected during the 
year, was 34,186. Of this number a large quantity has been 
disposed of at convenient dumps, without charge; a large quan- 
tity has been piled at city stables for sale, and a considerable 
quantity has been sold. 
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HOUSE DIRT AND ASHES 

Is collected from dwelling houses once a week; from large 
buildings twice, and from stores, on main thoroughfares, twice 
in each week. Those of manufacturing establishments are 
collected at stated times; and the parties are charged at the 
rate of $1.50 per load of fourteen barrels. 

The whole number of loads collected and disposed of in vari- 
ous places, and charged to parties requiring the same, 86,482. 


CESSPOOLS. 

The fetid matter collected from cesspools is deposited where- 
ever permission can be obtained, and often at remote distances 
from the place of collection. Great objection being made to 
placing the same on private property, we are compelled to keep 
the same covered with ashes, when dumped. 

The whole number of loads collected during the year 1870, 
exclusive of manhole, or sewer matter, was 4,847. 


HOUSE OFFAL 
From fourteen Wards in city is collected by city teams and dis- 
posed of by contract with different parties; that collected in 
East Boston being the exception, wherein the city receive no 
pay. The offal from this Ward is collected and disposed of by 
contract, the city paying $600 per year, and the contract run- 
ning for three years from January, 1871. 

The offal is collected from eating houses, large boarding 
_houses and hotels, daily; that from dwelling houses, twice in 
each week. 

All the offal is delivered at Albany street depot, and the 
same disposed of by the contractor, and removed daily from 
said depot. 


NUISANCES. 
During the year 1870, 2,447 persons were notified of nuisances 
existing on their premises, and this number exceeds that of 1869 
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by 1,727. During the same period, orders were passed the. 
Board, directing me to abate the nuisances and charge the ex- 
pense to parties having been duly notified, and neglecting to 
conform to notices served. Of this number, a large proportion 
were complied with, and the work performed by the city was 
comparatively small, as will be seen by page 4 of report; 
more than two-thirds of the amount expended having been 
charged to dredging of Charles River. 

There are certain localities where the drainage is sadly de- 
fective, and your special attention is called to that portion of the 
Highland District situated in Ward 15, west of Providence 
Railroad and Tremont street. The most prominent, and those 
that should receive immediate attention, are Phillips street, Smith 
street, Conant street, Ward street, Hallock street, Mindora and 
Prentiss streets. Cove street, and those south of Way street, 
leading from Harrison avenue southerly, and running to Albany 
street, also require early attention. 

Inspections of fat boiling and other offensive trades are often 
made, and a marked improvement has taken place in the con- 
sumption of noxious gases from such establishments. 


PUBLIC URINALS. 


This subject was referred to the committee of 1870, and 
received marked attention. Proposals for plans were made 
through the press, and three were received from different par- 
ties. No definite action was taken by the committee, and the 
subject lays over with the unfinished business which has been 
provided for by an order of the Board passed January 10, 1871. 

Public urinals at proper locations are of great importance 
and increasing demands. Yet there is manifested a decided 
opposition by owners of buildings against the construction of 
such on their property. 

The department during the past year was obliged to cause 


one to be removed from a great thoroughfare, and the subject

DOCKS. 


By the construction of Atlantic avenue many nuisances have 
been abated; but there yet remains a large number that are a 
source of complaint from the inhabitants of their surroundings; 
and their interests, together with the commercial, are such as to 
call for legislation by the government. This subject being one 
of much magnitude, concerted and early action is desirable. 


TENEMENT BUILDINGS. 

This class of buildings has received more than ordinary at- 
tention from this department during the year 1870. 

Their present condition is far above that of any previous 
year since the organization of this department, and with the in- 
creased demand for such habitations, for the last few years, I can 
safely say there are but few that are not habitable at the present 
time. ; 

The construction of wooden buildings is largely increasing, 
and this subject is one which calls for judicious legislation. By 
their erection, light and air are toa certain extent on narrow 
streets shut out from the inmates, and an opinion having been 
expressed by many that none but those constructed of brick 
should be erected, [am of the opinion that the time has arrived 
when legislation upon this subject should receive that attention 
which the necessity seems to demand. 

The following extract from Committee on Health, City Doc. 
No. 126, and applying directly to this subject, here follows : — 

“ As it is proposed to apply to the next legislature for a build- 
ing act, it has been suggested that the erection of large tenement 
buildings on narrow streets should not hereafter be allowed. 
It is impossible to secure proper light and ventilation in a high 
building, crowded with human beings, on a street only twenty 
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feet in width. It would be a decided improvement if the nar- 
row streets already lined by tenement houses should be paved. 
The sunlight falls upon them for such a short time during the 
day that they are muddy a great portion of the year; and the 
occupants of the houses, in spite of any regulations to the con- 
trary, persist in throwing dirty water into them. There is no 
doubt that a well-paved, well-swept street, has a beneficial influ- 
ence on the cleanliness of the occupants of the estates abutting 
thereon.” 

Many of the streets are at a lower grade than those of their 
surroundings; and, in such cases, they are a receptacle of waste 
water, dirt, etc.; and as parties building upon such streets are 
not required to obtain a building permit in all cases, the tene- 
ments are placed often upon marshy and low lands, without the 
proper means of drainage, causing a nuisance to the immediate 
neighborhood. 

I should earnestly recommend a law or ordinance, whereby a 
permit for building should in all cases be required from the city 
before constructing the same. 

In many localities the drainage is very imperfect, and the re- 
sults that follow are a great annoyance to all interested. 

Parties should be compelled by law to place tenements at a 
proper grade without regard to location. The reckless manner 
in which buildings are constructed upon marsh and low lands, 
and in narrow streets, has increased to such an extent, that in- 
terference by the government is called for. 

The Board of Health being invested with great powers, and 
the public necessity of stringent laws for the protection of the 
community, should exercise that right, and place this department 
in possession of laws or ordinances that can be enforced. 

The following extract from report of Committee on Health 
as regards inspection is worthy of notice: — 

“ Karly in the year, the attention of the committee was called 
to the condition of the tenement houses, and the neglect of some — 
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of the owners to comply with the requirements of the statute of 
1868. Preparations were accordingly made for a very careful 
and thorough examination of all the buildings, courts, yards and 
alleys in those portions of the city occupied by the laboring 
classes. The city was divided into ten sanitary districts. cor- 
responding to the police districts, and on the second of May, 
ten competent officers, familiar with the localities to which they 
were severally assigned, were detailed to make the inspection 
in accordance with certain rules prescribed by the Superintend- 
ent. This primary inspection was accomplished in about two 
weeks, and the results were tabulated as follows: —

Inspections of tenement buildings have been made weekly, 
and in addition to the notices served, parties have been waited 
upon and accompanied the Inspector to premises requiring at- 
tention from this department. The result has proved beneficial, 
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and a manifest disposition to forthwith place the premises in a 
condition which should be tenantable has been shown by those 
having charge of the property. 


EXTRACT FROM REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


«The committee have from time to time visited the worst lo- 
calities, and have endeavored to acquaint themselves thoroughly 
with the sanitary condition of the city. They feel satisfied that 
there has been a marked improvement in the condition of the 
tenement houses during the past year. Asa general thing, the 
owners of the buildings have readily complied with the instrac- 
tions relative to the improvement of their premises. All model 
or tenement buildings erected since the passage of the tenement 
house act, in 1868, are substantially in accordance with the 
provisions of that act. Those erected before that date are 
gradually being modified to meet its requirements. Instead of 
- exercising in an arbitrary manner the authority conferred upon 
them, the committee kave, in all cases where the public health 
would not be endangered, tried to act in such a way as to pro- 
duce the least hardship and inconvenience to individuals. Tacy 
believe that this course — persuasion, when possible, instead of 
compulsion — will have the most beneficial results in the end.” 

Twenty-seven orders to vacate premises have been passed, 
and but one building has been closed, parties conforming to the 
requirements of this department, and proceeding at once to place 
their buildings in a tenantable condition.

During the year, 1412 permits have been given to construct 
or repair house drains, 113 manholes covered with iron covers, 
and 233 manholes cleaned, containing 312 loads of sewage 
matter. 

Early in the year an agreement was made by which the city 
purchased the sewers laid by the Water Power Company upon 
the Back Bay lands, and assessed the usual proportion of the 
cost upon the abutting estates. | 


The actual cost of these sewers was : : $36,011 79

By the construction of Atlantic avenue the outlets of seven 
large sewers were cut off from discharging into the open chan- 
nel, and would naturally have been extended, each through the 
enclosed property to the sea wall of the avenue; but, with the 
consent of the most active wharf proprietors, who recognized 
the evil which the discharge of the sewers had created in their 
docks, an act was obtained from the Legislature by which the 
city was enabled to intercept all these sewers in Commercial. — 
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and India streets, and discharge them by one common outlet at 
the end of Central wharf. The cost of the whole improvement, 
which has been completed this year, has been $43,178.89, and 
by the provisions of the act will. soon be assessed upon the 
various corporations and individuals which have received benefit 
therefrom. | 

The largé sewer in Concord street, built to increase the stor- 
age and discharge from the South End system, has also been com- 
pleted to tide water and furnished wiih double, self-acting tide- 
gates. Its effect in relieving the other outlets is very marked; 
in fact, it is the same as would result from cutting off all the 
drainage south of Brookline street, but as yet no opportunity 
has offered for determining the amount of benefit arising from it 
during a heavy rain at high water, which is the period of dan- 
ger to the cellars of the district. 

No complaint has been presented from the Church street ter- 
ritory since the improvements were carried out, and it is hoped 
that during the coming year the whole drainage system of the 
Suffolk Street District will be reconstructed with au indepen- 
dent outlet to tide water; and by disconnecting it entirely from 
Dover street and the sewers above, to make it perfect in itself, 
besides relieving the more southern territory by an equal 
amount of drainage area. 

The little that has been done in Dorchester was not for the 
conveyance of house drainage, but to preserve what wiil be a 
useful outlet in the future; and it is apparent that most drainage 
works in that section will consist in the improvement of existing 
water courses for the purpose of reclaiming swamp lands, rather 
than for the disposal of house drainage. 

The proposed improvement of Stony Brook remains as last 
year, no active measures having been taken by the city although 
petitioned to do so by its own citizens, and also by the neigh- 
boring corporation of West Roxbury, which has expended con. 
siderable money in improving the channel of the stream within 
its own limits. 
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I annex a table showing the daily rain-fall at the south yard, 
and also the customary schedule of property.

The sea wall commenced in 1869 by Messrs. Boynton Brothers, 
was completed in June last, and the filling up of the avenue 
with earth from Fort Hill by B. N. Farren, in October. The 
grade of the avenue has not yet been definitely established by 
the Board of Aldermen. The sea wall was built with the 
design of having the elevation of the sidewalks sixteen feet 
above mean low water, or six feet above mean high water, which 
is only three inches above the highest tide known at this port 
of which the elevation has been ascertained. ‘The several 
wharves across which the avenue passes are from one to two 
feet below this grade, and will be somewhat affected thereby, 
and it has therefore been proposed to lower the grade to con- 
form to the wharves; but I would respectfully suggest that an 
avenue of this importance, which has already cost more than one 
million of dollars, should be built sufficiently high to preclude

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the possibility of its ever being overflowed by the tide. After 
the grade has been definitely decided, the avenue can be paved 
and opened to public travel. 


WEST CANTON STREET. 


By an order passed by the Board of Aldermen July 26, 1870, 
the Superintendent of Streets was authorized, under the direction 
of the Committee on Paving, to raise and grade the low and 
unhealthy territory lying between Shawmut avenue. Tremont, 
Dedham, and Brookline streets, including Newland, Trumbull, 
Fabin, and Ivanhoe streets, and a part of West Canton street ; 
also to settle with the property owners for grade damages. A 
large majority of the owners and abutters on said streets signed 
an agreement to remove, tear down, or raise their respective 
houses to the high grade, upon payment to each of them the cost 
of raising and underpinning their houses as estimated by Blair, 
Proctor & Skinner, the well known building raisers; also upon 
the condition that the city would fill their cellars and yards with 
earth and gravel. These terms of settlement were similar to 
those by which the Dedham-street houses were raised in 1867, 
and as favorable as it was possible for the city to obtain. 

The cost of this work, including the amount paid for grade 
damages, has been charged to the special appropriation for 
“ Canton-street grading,” and is as follows: —

BROADWAY EXTENSION. 

The Broadway Bridge, commenced in 1869, and which, ac- 
cording to the terms of the contract with the Moseley Iron 
Building Works, was to have been completed December 1, of 
that year, is not yet finished. Sept. 19, 1870, the following 
communication was received :— 


“To the Committee on Paving of the Board of Aldermen of the 

City of Boston: 

“ GENTLEMEN, — Owing to business embarrassments we are 
compelled to suspend operations on the construction of the 
Broadway Bridge under our contract with the city. We there- 
fore. hereby request you to proceed to finish the bridge, charg- 
ing the expense thereof to our account, and you are authorized 
for that purpose to use the buildings, machinery and tools at our 
works on Kemble street, and at the site of the bridge, without 
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charge. Materials and labor employed to be paid for by you 
under the above arrangement. 


“The Moseley Iron Building Works. 
“By AMBROSE EASTMAN, Treasurer.” 


On the receipt of this communication, T. Willis Pratt, Super- 
intending Engineer, was authorized to complete the bridge ac- 
cording to the plans and specifications, and employ the labor 
and procure the materials necessary therefor. A full report 
upon the cost, condition, and time of completion of this bridge, 
made to the committee by the Superintending Engineer, Dec. 
27, 1870, will be found in City Document, No. 120, of that 
year. 

In March last a communication was addressed to the Board 
of Aldermen in relation to this bridge, intimating that the plans 
and specifications were defective in essential particulars; that 
modifications would certainly be required which would entail 
upon the city increased cost, that the city was paying an exorbi 
tant price for a structure that would fail to give satisfaction, and 
that large sums of money had been used to influence the award 
of the contract. This communication was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Paving, who gave the matter a most thorough examina- 
tion, and the author of the communication and those from whom 
he had received his information the amplest opportunity to sub. 
stantiate their charges. The Committee reported to the Board 
of Aldermen —“the result of the investigation has been an 
entire failure on the part of those who sought to show corruption in 
the making of the contract. The charges appear to have grown 
out of loose insinuations, made either by those who were dis- 
appointed, or those who find their chief occupation in magnify- 
ing the errors of judgment of others, and in insinuating corrupt 
motives, It is time that some steps were taken to check this 
pernicious habit of making loose accusations and insinuations 
against those who are intrusted with the discharge of difficult 
and responsible official duties. The tendency, of course, is to 
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make respectable citizens who have reputation at stake shun 
public office, and avoid all connection with the public service. 
In the case under consideration, there appears to have been no 
just foundation whatever for the grave charges that were made. 
Neither against the Committee on Paving of last year who acted 
under the orders of the Board of Aldermen, nor against any of 
the officers connected with the government, is there any evidence 
which in any degree affects their integrity.”

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RAILROAD LOCATIONS. 


June 20, 1870, the Metropolitan Railroad Company was 
authorized to construct a turnout one hundred and seventy-five 
‘feet in length, on Dudley street at the intersection of Blue Hill 
avenue. 

July 25, 1870, the temporary location granted to the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company on Berkeley street, between Tremont 
and Providence streets, was made permanent. 

Oct. 10, 1870, the same company was authorized to lay down 
an additional track on Hanover street, from Court street to 
Battery street, and a single track in Battery street and across 
Commercial street to the Hast Boston Ferry avenue. 

Oct. 10, 1870, the same company was authorized to lay down 
a single track through Court street, from Scollay’s building to 
Washington street. 

Oct. 10, 1870, the location granted to the Suffolk Railroad 
Company on North and Richmond streets was revoked. These 
tracks will be removed early in the spring. 

Dec. 27, 1870, the temporary location granted to the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company on Summer and Chauncy streets, Sept. 
5, 1870, was made permanent. 

Sept. 19, 1870, tke location granted to the Winthrop Rail- 
road Company in East Boston, Sept. 30, 1869, was renewed. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


At the commencement of the year I was called upon by the 
Auditor of Accounts, for an estimate of the amount required 
for the paving department during the financial year of 1870- 
71. In complying with this request, I prepared a careful esti- 
mate of the amount necessary to meet the demands which would 
be made on the department during that time. This estimate 
included the amount required for work to be done on streets. 
laid out or widened in 1869, and streets laid out previous to 
that year but not completed; also what was required for new 
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paving, repaving, extraordinary and ordinary repairs, care of 
streets in the winter of 1870-71, incidentals, and grade dam- 
ages, amounting in all to $1,962,500. Of this sum, nearly one 
million dollars was required to execute work called for by 
petitions (perfectly reasonable in their nature) at that very 
time in the hands of the Committee on Paving, having been re- 
ferred to them by the government of the preceding year. The 
Committee on Paving, in consultation with the Committee on 
Streets, of the Common Council, reduced this estimate to 
$1,782,000, by striking out several items for work which it was 
thought could be postponed for a year or two, and after due 
deliberation, voted unanimously to report to the City Auditor 
that the amount required to meet the demands which would be made 
upon the department during the financial iid 1870-71, would be 
$1,782,000. 

The committee did not ask or expect that an appropriation of 
this amount would be made, but fully realizing that the depart- 
ment for several years had not kept pace with the growth of the 
city, but had to an inexcusable degree fallen behind private 
enterprise, considered it their duty to apprise the City Council 
of the actual condition of affairs. To have done less — to have 
represented that one-half the above amount would satisfy the re- 
' quirements of the citizens, would have been a concealment of the 
truth and a dereliction of duty. In response to the represen- 
tations of the committee, the city government voted the very 
generous appropriation of one million of dollars. The expenses 
of the department have been confined within that sum, although 
in so doing, it has been found necessary to leave undone a large 
amount of work earnestly called for, to the disappointment and 
ofttimes strongly expressed indignation of persons very properly 
interested in the improvement of real estate, who have felt that, 
unless the streets in certain sections were paved, or placed in 
‘better condition, the value of property would be seriously affect- 
ed, and a check given to building enterprises. 
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The unexpended balance of the appropriation, January 15 
1871, was $281,574.93, apparently a large sum, but from which 
must be paid the claims for grade damages on Water, Devon- 
shire and other streets, estimated at over one hundred thousand 
dollars. The operations of the department have been held in 
check in order to retain a sufficient balance to meet these 
claims, which will probably be settled before the end of the 
present financial year. 

In addition to the appropriation made for the department, 
the city government ordered the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
to be transferred from the “ Reserved Fund,” and constituted a 
special appropriation to be called “ Grading of New Streets,” 
and appropriated to meet all orders of the Board of Aldermen 
for the grading and gravelling of streets laid out or widened by 
the Board of Aldermen or City Council during the present 
financial year, and for the construction of gutters, cesspools and 
crosswalks, and the settiement of grade damages on such streets. 
The Superintendent was also authorized to charge the expense 
of grading and paving Hanover, Hliot and Boylston streets to 
the special appropriations made for the widening of those 
streets. 

At the commencement of the year, numerous petitions were 
presented to the Board of Aldermen for the paving or macad- 
amizing of Beacon street and Columbus avenue. The cost of 
the improvements called for was so great that both could not 
be done without an additional appropriation. Columbus ave- 
nue, which was laid out as a public street in the latter part of 
1865, was unsafe for public travel, and in this respect in far 
worse condition than Beacon street. It was finally decided 
to pave this avenue with the several kinds of wooden pavement 
which had been brought to the attention of the committee, and 
by so doing to test their relative merits where they would be 
exposed to the same amount of travel on the same avenue. 
The different kinds laid down, the number of yards and price 
of each was as follows: —

The whole amount paid for wooden pavements on this avenue 
was $89,216.25. In addition to this, the sum of $26,485.37 was 
expended in preparing the road-bed to receive the pavements by 
the removal of the surplus earth and ashes, and the refuse 
matter unfit for a proper foundation, and substituting for the 
same good gravel, shaping and rolling the road-bed, furnishing 
—edgestones in front of vacant lots, resetting edgestones, relay- 
ing sidewalks, constructing cesspools and drains, flagging cross- 
ings, plank walks and fences, and grading and gravelling 
the avenue between Ferdinand street and the railroad bridge. 

- Beacon street was laid out as a public street from “Tremont 
street to the water” in 1708. “Extended to the toll house” 
in 1831 and 1848. To Arlington street in 1857, to Berkeley 
street in 1861, to Clarendon street in 1862, and to Dartmouth 
street in 1865. 

By an act of the legislature, passed in 1868, the city of 
Boston and the towns of Brookline, Brighton, and Watertown, 
were authorized to lay out, and accept as highways, so much of 
. the mill-dam road, and the roads and bridges connected there- 
with in toll franchise, excepting the road known as the cross- 
dam, as lay within their respective limits. The third section 
of the act provided that when the roads and bridges had. been 
laid out, the sum of fifty thousand dollars should be paid to the 
towns of Watertowa, Brighton, and Brookline, to be divided 
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as follows: to the town of Watertown twenty thousand dollars, 
to the town of Brighton fifteen thousand dollars, and to the 
town of Brookline fifteen thousand dollars. The fourth section 
of said act is as follows, viz.: “Jf the city of Boston shall not 
lay out and accept the portion of said road within rts limits, except- 
mg said cross-dam, within one year from the passage of this act, or 
within six months after the towns of Watertown, Brighton, and 
Brookline have laid out and accepted the portions within their re- 
spective limits, then said road so lying and being within the limits 
of the city of Boston, shall be and become a public highway to all 
intents and purposes whatsoever, and the said city shall be liable 
therefore in the same manner and to the same extent as if the same 
had been laid out and accepted by said city, according to the pro- 
visions of the first section of this act.” 

In pursuance of this act, Beacon street was laid out as a pub- 
lic way by the Board of Aldermen, Dec. 8, 1868. Previous to 
this, tolls were collected from all persons entering or leaving 
Boston by this road. Since the tolls have been abolished, the 
travel has increased four-fold. 

Karly in 1869, it was found that the bridge over the sluice- 
ways, near Dartmouth street, was unsafe, and as the sluiceways 
were no longer needed for the passage of water, the bridge 
covering was removed, and the space between the piers filled 
solid with earth; the cost of this work, together with the amount 
expended for stone chips and labor on this road in 1869, was 
$11,378.40. 

The bridge over the sluiceways of the full basin was so 
badly decayed, that last spring it became necessary to rebuild 
it. In order to accommodate travel, one-half of the width of 
the bridge was rebuilt at a time. During the progress of the 
work it was found that the old gate-house had been undermined 
by the action of the water, and the stone piers which supported 
the bridge were in imminent danger. It seems that for a long. 
time but two of the six gates had been kept open, and in conse- 
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quence, the water rushing with great violence through this nar- 
row space had formed a large cavity in the bed of the stream 
on the upper side of the bridge some twenty feet in depth, and 
had washed out and carried down stream the piles which were 
driven to protect the gate-house and piers: Measures were 
immediately taken to protect the piers and fill up the cavity 
with stone. 

The cost of this work was $6,570.81. 

The cost of rebuilding the bridge was $8,821.60. 

There was also expended on this avenue for furnishing and 
setting edgestones, paving gutters, building cesspools and drains, 
—for stone chips, gravel, team work and labor, the sum of 
$16,981.92; making the total cost of this road in 1870 $32,374.33. 

By an act passed by the legislature, June 17, 1870, and ac- 
cepted by the City Council Nov..4, 1870, a portion of Brookline 
lying between Charles River and the Longwood stream, extend- 
ing as far west as St. Mary’s street, was annexed to the city 
of Boston ; thus giving to the care of the departmnnt about four 
thousand additional feet in length of Beacon street, and seven | 
thousand feet in length of other streets included in the annexed 
territory. | 

Complaint in regard to the neglected condition of this road 
has been general, and the question is often asked, “ Why cannot 
the Milldam road be made as good as the Chestnut Hill drive- 
way?” A little reflection will convince disinterested persons that 
if this should be done it would be impossible to keep it (if ma- 
cadamized) in equally good condition, owing to the difference 
of travel on the two avenues. 

The Milldam road is used, not only for pleasure driving, but 
also for heavy teaming, in wet and dry weather, at all times 
and seasons. The great amount of travel in wet weather 
grinds up and ruts the surface, and owing to the fact that the 
grade of the road is a “dead level,” the water passes off very 
slowly, and the street after a day or two of rain, is a sheet of 
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liquid mud. On the Chestnut Hill driveway there is no heavy 
teaming at any time, and no travel whatever in wet weather; 
the grade rising and falling with the undulating surface of the 
country, the water passes off rapidly, and in a few hours after a 
storm, the road not having been cut up by vehicles, is smooth 
and dry and ready for pleasure travel. The Chestnut Hill 
driveway is what is known as a “Telford Macadam road.” 
Few persons know or realize the expense of constructing and 
maintaining in good condition a road of this character, its first 
cost being nearly equal to that of a stone pavement, and its 
maintenance ten times as great. I am convinced that an at- 
tempt to construct and maintain a road-bed of this style on 
Beacon street, would not be attended with results commensu- 
rate with the expense incurred; and that the most economical 
and satisfactory plan would be to pave the avenue with the 
best quality of wood or stone pavement. The appropriations 
heretofore made for the paving department have not been suffi- 
cient to make the improvements called for on Beacon street, 
and also execute other work ordered by the Board of Alder- 
men, and necessary for the safety of public travel and conven- 
ience of business in other sections of the city, and consequently 
the much needed improvements on this avenue have. been post- 
poned from year to year, until its present condition is discredit- 
able to the city. A good portion of the blame for this neglect 
is imputed to the Superintendent, by those who imagine that he 
is clothed with unlimited powers to do all and everything which | 
the citizens may require; whereas, the ordinances especially pro- 
vide that “ the city shall not be responsible for any of his doings 
that have not been ordered by the City Council or the Board of Al- 
dermen, or sanctioned by express vote.” I earnestly recommend 
the paving of this avenue from Charles street to the Cross- 
dam, and that the work be begun as soon as the season opens, 
and prosecuted with all possible dispatch. 

Ten years ago, the total length of streets open to travel in the 
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city was one hundred and two miles; at the present time there 
are one hundred and ninety-five miles of public or accepted streets 
alone. Thirty-one miles of these were added by the annexation 
of Roxbury, and fifty-one miles by the annexation of Dorchester. 

To keep one hundred and ninety-five miles of streets in a 
condition satisfactory to all classes of citizens is a formida- 
ble and expensive undertaking. The old-fashioned cobble-stone 
streets, and roads made of coarse gravel, and broken stones, 
left loose to be worn smooth by the travel of vehicles, are no 
longer tolerated by a public educated to a due appreciation of 
small granite blocks, or wood pavement, and Central Park or 
Chestnut Hill driveways. The public demand better roads. 
“ Shall the government comply with the demand?” is a question 
which has been considered and postponed from time to time. 
Public opinion is in advance of the government. . 

The operations of the department have been retarded by the 
continual rise in the price of labor, and the cost of all materials 
used in the paving of streets. The “trap-rock blocks” with 
which a portion of Washington street was paved ten years ago, 
were purchased for ¢hirty dollars per thousand; the same blocks 
cannot be procured in Boston to-day less than seventy-five dol- 
lars. Granite paving blocks, which a few years ago cost forty 
dollars per thousand, now command sizty-three dollars, with a 
limited supply even at that price. The same rate of increase 
has taken place in the cost of all other materials used in the 
construction of streets. The demands made for paving are 
almost beyond limit. “ Pleasant will be the official lives of 
those who succeed us, if they are able to satisfy these demands, 
and also reduce the appropriation for this object.”

CHIEF ENGINEER'S OFFICE, 
City Hat, January 2, 1871. 


To His Hoyor THE Mayor, AND City CounciL or THE CITY 
oF Boston: 

Gentlemen, — By the ordinance of the city it becomes my duty, 
as Chief Engineer, to present the Thirty-third Annual Report of 
the Fire Department, being the eleventh since the introduction 
of Steam Engines. 

I submit for your consideration a detailed statement of the 
organization, its workings and condition, with statistics which I 
trust will be of interest to every member of the government. 

The items of interest presented and forming a part of this 
report, will be the organization of the department, a full and 
complete list of its members, their age, residence, and occupa- 
tion, with the number of their badge. Also, a list of the hy- 
drants and reservoirs where water can be obtained in case of 
fire, a list of all fires, the loss and insurance on the same as far 
as could be ascertained, together with such other information 
as the experience of the past would seem to suggest. 

Upon assuming the duties and responsibilities of this office, I 
instituted a thorough and rigid investigation into all of the 
working details of the department, and issued such orders as in 
my judgment were demanded to place the same on a systematic 
basis, and secure to the city prompt and vigilant service of its 
members, and I have the satisfaction of stating that for good 
order, sobriety, discipline, and efficiency, the Fire Department 
of the city of Boston, as now organized, is excelled by no other 
in this country. | 
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The Department as now organized has one Chief, fourteen 
assistant engineers, and a secretary, who are elected annually 
by concurrent vote of the City Council in the month of Febru- 
ary or March; four hundred and fifty members, who are recom- 
mended by the Board of Engineers, appointed by His Honor 
the Mayor, confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, and hold their 
position as firemen during good behavior. They are divided 
into thirty-eight companies, as follows: Twenty-one steam 
engine companies, ten horse hose companies, and seven hook 
and ladder companies. 

The Board of Engineers are assigned for duty by the Chief 
in the several fire districts. The following table will show the

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The expenses of the past year have been as follows: For sal- 
aries of the members as per vote of City Council, $197,476.31. 
For salary of Inspector of unsafe buildings, which is charged 
to this Department, $1,017.25. For the purchase of new ap- 
paratus, horses and harnesses, $33,137.46. For the expense 
of the Committee on Fire Department, $5,317.79. For the 
Parade of the Department upon the anniversary of the settle- 
ment of Boston, $3,355.53. For appropriation made by the 
City Council for the relief of injured firemen, $675.00. For 
the purchase of hose and repairing, $26,347.36. For the use 
of water for the extinguishment of fires, charged to the appro- 
priation of this department, as per vote of the City Council, 
$54,990.00. For repairs on hydrants and reservoirs, $3,388.86. 
For the furnishing of supplies, such as fuel, gas, hay, grain, oils, 
etc., $88,473.51. 

The receipts of the department the past year for the sale of 
manure, condemned hose, old material and horses that became 
unfit for service, amounts to $4,125.81, which has been paid in to 
the City Treasurer.

FIRES. 


During the past year the number of fires have exceeded the 
number of any previous year during the organization of this de- 
partment, there having been four hundred and ninety-seven, an 
increase of one hundred and twelve over the previous years. 
Yet we have to congratulate our citizens that of this large 
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number of fires there has been but one serious conflagration, 
namely, that at Hast Boston, on the 25th of July, — one of the 
warmest days of the season, and during the dryest time that 
Boston ever experienced, everything being thoroughly pre- 
pared by the rays of a scorching sun for just such a confla- 
gration as took place. It was conquered only by the almost 
superhuman efforts of the members of this department, and by 
the valuable assistance rendered by Chelsea and Cambridge, 
for which the department feels under great obligaticns. 

The total loss by fires this year amounts to $855,571, di- 
vided and classed as follows: On buildings, $295,043; on mer- 
chandise, $560,528. The total insurance amounts to $786,468 ; 
with $264,203 on buildings, and $522,260 on merchandise. 
For full particulars of each fire, see tables of fires during the 
year. 


FIRES AND THEIR EXTINGUISHMENT. 


Under the present organization of our department the extin- 
guishment of fires isa duty and not a pastime. Hach member 
is assigned to duty by his foreman. Kuowing how much de- 
‘pends on him personally for the accomplishment of the work to 
which he is called by alarms from time’ to time, he enters upon 
it with a consciousness that the Chief demands prompt and de- 
termined action. With this feeling pervading the entire organ- 
ization, success must attend their efforts if directed properly; 
but in the fight for the mastery their efforts seem to be baffled 
at every point in our large ware-houses by the constant prac- 
tice of blocking up every window with merchandise, and leay- 
ing only narrow passage-ways through each story. To ascend 
the stairways is frequently rendered impossible by the density 
of the smoke; to fight it from ladders is impracticable, as a 
direct application of water cannot be made to the burning 
mass; hence the interior of the building becomes in a short 
time a solid body of fire, acting as a blast furnace to melt the — 
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most solid structures, and thousands of dollars worth of prop- 
erty are destroyed unnecessarily by this eagerness to occupy 
every inch of room in our warehouses. I hope this matter will 
receive from the committee on legislative matters of our city 
that attention its importance demands. 


CAUSES OF FIRE. 


It appears from the statistics of fires in every large city in 
our Union, that thirty per cent have been traced to the follow- 
ing causes, viz: The deposit of ashes in wooden boxes or bar- 
rels, where they have been known to retain their heat sufficient 
for weeks to set fire. As it is the duty of the city to use all 
proper means to prevent, as well as to extinguish fires, I would 
recommend that the city, by ordinance, compel the owners or 
occupants to construct bins of incombustible material, or use 
iron vessels, for the deposit of ashes in all dwellings and stores 
in the city. 

Defective flues, the result of faulty masonry, and other causes, 
are a fruitful source of fires. To this cause of fires the chief en- 
gincer’s attention has been called many times during the past year, 
by the complaint of our citizens; yet he is powerless to remedy 
the evil. Look in whatever direction you may, you will see chim- 
neys, partially or completely honey-combed, from the action of 
the coal gases, and their tops out of line, so as to jeopardize, in 
windy weather, the lives and limbs of pedestrians passing along 
the streets. I would ask the attention of the City Council to 
this evil. 


HOT AIR FURNACES AND STEAM. FOR WARMING BUILDINGS. 


The unsafe manner in which hot air furnaces and steam pipes 
are constructed must be apparent to all, from the large number 
of fires constantly taking place in every town and city in the 
State, and especially in churches and large public buildings. It 
would seem almost incredible that such a manifest disregard for 
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the safety of life and property could exist; but such is the fact. 
I know that many, and especially those that are engaged in put- 
ting in steam pipes for heating, assert that: fire cannot be pro- 
duced by steam pipes coming in contact with wood; but years 
of experience in this department have proved to the contrary; 
for wood, subjected to a constant heat, becomes in time chemi- 
cally changed in its nature, desiccation is constantly going on, 
exhausting the oxygen contained in the wood in its natural state, 
leaving it composed of nearly pure carbon, when the slightest 
increase of heat over that to which it is ordinarily subjected will 
produce combustion. Then, again, in case of fire in the build- 
ing, from any other cause, with steam pipes improperly con- 
structed, the wood, by contact, becomes as described above, and 
the fire appears in all parts of the building at one and the same 
time, thereby rendering the efforts of the firemen unavailable to 
its early extinguishment. 


UNSAFE BUILDINGS. 


The subject of unsafe buildings made so by poor construction 
and constant alterations, to convert them to different business 
purposes—is already in the hands of the Committee of the City 
Council on Legislative Matters. I trust this important matter, 
which involves the. safety of life as well as property, will re- 
ceive the careful attention of the City Council, and the passage 
of the act now prepared, will be urged at the earliest possible 
time. 


HOUSES. 


The number of houses occupied by this department is thirty- 
three. They are under the charge of the Superintendent of Public 
Buildings. During the past four years the attention of the City 
Government has been directed to the wants of the department 
in its houses, and the present year the houses occupied by 
Engine Cos. Nos. 2,5, 11 and 14, and Hook-and-Ladder Co. 
No. 2, have been thoroughly remodelled and made convenient 
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and comfortable. The houses now occupied by this department 
are not only creditable but an ornament to the city. The atten- 
tion of the government to the comforts of the men, by affording 
them good quarters and facilities for bathing, has had a marked 
effect on the morals of the men. Their pride is at once enlisted 
in the neatness of their quarters, and a spirit of emulation pre- 
vails ‘among the companies. The walls are adorned with pic- 
tures, the library cases filled with books of choice reading ; their 
sitting-room furnished neatly and appropriately, and the men 
made more efficient by their moral and intellectual training in 
their leisure hours. 

By vote of the City Council, the house saoaiels occupied by 
Engine Co. No. 4, in Scollay’s Building, Tremont Row, has been 
taken down for the purpose of widening the street. The engine 
has been placed in a stable on Bulfinch street, at the head of 
Howard street. I trust the City Council will at once purchase 
a site for the location of this company as near the City Hall as 
possible. The experience of the past has shown most conclu: 
sively that true economy to the city demands that an engine be 
located in this vicinity. The amount of property saved to the 
city by this company, on account of its location, and promptness 
in extinguishing so many fires in the incipient stages, thereby 
saving to the city a large expense which would be incurred by 
giving alarms, is such that I trust the price of land will not longer 
delay the action of the Government in the purchase of a site, 
and the erection of a house for this company, near the old 
location. | 

I desire also to call the attention of the City Council to the 
houses occupied by Hose Co. No. 2, on Hudson street; Hose 
Co. No. 5, on Shawmut avenue; and Hose Co. No. T, on Cabot 
street; as being unfit in every particular for the purpose for 
which they are used. I trust the City Council will take the 
necessary steps to give these companies new houses. I would 
also call the attention to Hose House, No. 9, on B street. 
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This house is very much out of repair, inconvenient and uncom- 
fortable. 


HORSES. 


There have been purchased for this department six pairs of 
horses, for the following companies, namely: One pair for Hook 
& Ladder No. 1, one pair for Hook & Ladder No. 2, one pair 
for Hook & Ladder No. 4, one pair for Engine No. 3, one pair 
for Engine No. 15, one horse for Hose No. 2 and one horse for 
Engine No. 6. 

During the winter season, the force of horses is increased to 
the number of twenty-four, at an expense to the city of their 
keeping only. 

Three horses which became unfit for duty in this department 
have been sold, and the receipts paid into the City Treasury. 


HOSE. 


There have been purchased, and added to this department dur- 
ing the past year, 10,152 feet of 24-inch hose. 

The standard for hose is as follows. Pure oak, city tanned, 
Baltimore, or Philadelphia leather, and warranted such, known 
as “overweight,” the average weight of which is not less than 
twenty-two pounds to the side, and none to be used which shall 
weigh less than twenty pounds. 

Copper rivets,— double riveted, twenty-two rivets to the run- 
ning foot, of size known as No. 8 wire. Splices to be made with 
thirtcen rivets, of sizes known as No. 7 wire. 

Said hose, when finished with three loops and rings, to weigh 
not less than sixty-four pounds to each fifty feet, exclusive of 
the couplings, and warranted to stand a pressure of not less 
than (200) two hundred pounds to the square inch. 

Couplings to be of the same thread as now in use by this 
city ; the tail-bands and tail-pieces to be two inches in width 
and length respectively, and to be secured by three rivets.

There has been condemned during the past year 6,150 feet of 
hose; and at the large fires of E. Boston, July 25th, and High- 
lands, July 27th, 1,119 feet was entirely burned up. 


APPARATUS. 


At the close of this municipal year, the apparatus connected 
with this department is in excellent condition, and the most 
thorough repair. During the last four years it has been almost 
entirely changed. The following is a list of the engine, hose 
and hook-and-ladder carriages which have been purchased dur- 
ing this time, to take the place of those which had become 
unfit for service, or which were not deemed worthy of any ex- 
tensive repairs, namely: Eagle Engine, No. 3; Barnicoat, No. 4; 
Elisha Smith, No.5; T. C. Amory, No. 7; Northern Liberty, 
No. 8; Cataract, No. 10; Tremont, No. 13; Dearborn, No. 
14; Washington Hose, No. 1; Union, No. 2; Franklin, No. 3; 
Chester, No. 4; Suffolk, No. 5; Eliot, No. 7; Tremont, No. 8; 
Lawrence, No. 9; Bradlee, No. 10; Warren Hook-and-Ladder, 
No. 1; Franklin, No. 3; Hancock, No. 5. Of this number there 
were purchased during this year, Nos, 7, 10,13 and 14, Hose 
2,and Hook and Ladder No. 3. 
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FIRE APPARATUS AT STATIONARY POINTS. 
HOSE CARRIAGES AND HOSE. 


There is apparatus located at the following points, for the 
more immediate protection of the neighborhood, and without 
organized companies : — 

One hose-carriage, with four hundred feet of 2- inch hose, at 
the Mill-dam Village. 

One hose-carriage, with two hundred and fifty feet of 2-inch 
leather hose, at the City Hospital, on Harrison avenue, and under 
the care of the driver of Hose Company No. 4. 

One hose-carriage at the Hook-and-Ladder house on Harri- 
son avenue, with one thousand feet of hose. 

Two hundred feet of cotton hose at City Stable, South End. 

At each of the above places are the needful wrenches, goose- 
necks, and pipes to be used with the hose. 

One hose-carriage, with 1,000 feet of 24-inch hose, at Hose 1 
house, Salem street, to be used in cases of large fires. 


SPARE APPARATUS. 


Deer Island. One hand engine, with 800 feet of cotton 
hose, belonging to the Fire Department, and stored here to 
be used by convicts within the prison, if required. 

Steam fire-engines, formerly known as Nos. 3, 4, 5, T and. 10 
are kept as spare engines. 

One hook-and ladder carriage, formerly known as No. 1, 
kept as spare carriage. 

One hand engine at Hook-and-Ladder No. 3 House, Ware- 
ham street. | 

Hose-carriages, formerly known as Nos. 1, 2, 3, 5 and 8. 


FIRE LADDERS. 


There are fire-ladders kept in the following locations, to be 
used only in case of fire in the immediate vicinity, before other 
apparatus can be brought to bear. 
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Engine-house on Fourth, near K street, 4 ladders. 

Station-house on Broadway, South Boston, 4 ladders. 

Engine-house on Chelsea street, Hast Boston, 4 ladders. 

Engine-house on River street, foot of Mt. Vernon street, 3 
ladders. 


REPAIRS. 


The amount of repairs the past year has been very large. 
The extensive conflagration, July 25th, at East Boston, and the 
one following on the 27th, at the Highlands, damaged the appa- 
ratus to an extent that caused an outlay of ten thousand dollars 
to the department to place it where it was previous to these 
fires, — or two-thirds of the estimate, and one-third of the whole 
amount paid for repairs to the apparatus during the year. The 

running duty of this department must of necessity be great. 
- With an increase of one hundred and twelve fires over the pre- 
vious year, with horse railroad tracks in all of the main ave. 
nues, the wear and strain on the engines is so great, that I 
attribute seven-tenths of the cost to this cause alone. 


FUEL WAGONS. 


One fuel wagon, kept at the Hose-house, in N. Grove street; 
one at the old Hose-house, on Salem street; one at Engine 11 
house, on Sumner street, Hast Boston; one at Hook-and-Ladder 
3 house, on Harrison avenue; one at Engine 14 house, on Cen- 
tre street, Roxbury District; one at Engine 13 house, on Cabot 
street, Roxbury District; one at Engine house No. 16, Lower 
Mills, Ward 16; one at Engine house No. 17, Meeting House 
Hill, Ward 16; capable of conveying about two tons each, to be 
used in case of large fires, when more fuel is needed than is 
carried on the engines. 
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COAL HOUSES. 

No. 1 is located on Salem street. This house is in good re- 
pair, and supplies for the north and west sections of the city 
are taken from it in case of a large fire. 

_ No. 2 is located on Orleans street, Hast Boston. This is a 
new house, and, in case of fire, supplies are taken for the Hast 
Boston department. 

There is no house for Wagon No. 3 at present, the one for- 
merly occupied by it having been taken down for the purpose 
of building house for Engine No. 7. I recommend that a build- 
ing be built in the immediate vicinity for its use. 

No. 4 is located at Engine-house No. 14, Roxbury District. 

No. 5 is located at Hook-and-Ladder house No. 5, Fourth 
street, near Dorchester street, South Boston. 

Other apparatus connected with this department, unless spe- 
cially located, will be classed under the head of apparatus in 
charge of the several companies. 


WATER. 


Having called the attention of the City Council in my previ- 
ous reports to the scarcity of water in certain sections of our 
city,and the entire destitution in others, for fire purposes, with 
the cause, and having presented, in my judgment, the remedy for 
the evils complained of, it would seem unnecessary for me at 
this time to dwell further upon the subject, but I would suggest 
that, upon the introduction of water in any section of our city 
not now supplied, large pipes, instead of the small ones now in 
use for distributing pipes, be laid, and the Lowry or Hill 
hydrant be introduced, instead of the hydrants now in use. 


ANNUAL PARADE, 


The two hundred and fortieth anniversary of the settlement 
of Boston was celebrated by the annual parade and inspection 
of the Boston Fire Department, which was a credit to the depart- 
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ment, and satisfactory to the City Government and citizens. 
Under the direction of the Joint Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment, the department assembled on Beacon street at twelve 
o’clock, noon, for inspection; and at half-past twelve His Honor 
the Mayor and the City Council, accompanied by the Shawmut 
' Brass Band, arrived upon the ground, and marched in review 
under the marshalship of the Chief Engineer. The department 
was drawn up in line, the right resting on Berkeley street. After 
the review the department paraded through several of the 
principal streets, arriving at Faneuil Hall promptly at three 
o'clock, where a dinner was in waiting, furnished by the City 
Government. The Hall was beautifully decorated by Col. Beals, 
with flags, bunting, and all the paraphernalia of a fireman, with 
_ mottoes at either end of the hall. The members of the depart- 
ment enjoyed themselves for a couple of hours in speech-making 
and listening to the beautiful music that was performed at in- 
tervals by the Shawmut, Metropolitan and Brown’s Bands. I 
trust the City Council will continue these annual parades. 

By the annexation of the town of Dorchester to the city of 
Boston, there was turned over to this department by S. H. 
Hebard, Chief Engineer of Dorchester, on the 3d day of Janu- 
ary, 1870, all of the property in possession of that department 
belonging to the town. The organized force of that town was 
as follows: 6 Steam Fire Engines, 2 Horse Hose-Carriages, 
and 2 Hook-and-Ladder Carriages, fully equipped for service 
with 17 horses. The number of men enrolled as members, was 
105; classified as follows: 1 Chief Engineer; 5 Assistant 
Engineers; 6 Enginemen; 6 Firemen or Stokers; 10 Drivers, 
who act as clerks of the companies; 8 Foremen, and 69 mem- 
bers. The houses are the finest in the department, thoroughly 
adapted to the wants of a steam department, being neatly fur- 
nished in all of their. apartments. By a vote of the City 
Council in the month of May, this force was reduced to 1 Assist- 


ant Engineer and 84 members, being a reduction of 20 men. 
. | 
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ACCIDENTS AT FIRES, ETC. 


It: becomes my painful duty to record the following casualties 
that have occurred to members of the department during the past 
year, while in the discharge of their duties. 

Thomas Young, a member of Engine No. 6, while in the act 
of coupling hose at the Portland-street fire, January 14th, was 
struck by a passing team in such a manner as to throw him upon 
his face, thereby breaking his lower jaw. 

George Demary, member of Engine No. 10, was severely 
burned about the face and hands while‘at work at the Gore Block 
fire, March 19th, which rendered him unfit for any duty for sey- 
eral months. 

Assistant Engineer John 8S. Jacobs, who had command of the 
fire on the Friend-street side, at the Canal-street fire, April 30th, 
found it necessary, in order to attack the fire ina more direct 
manner, to raise a forty-foot ladder against the end wall of one 
of the tenement houses on Friend-street court; and by this means 
an important position was secured. The engineer, with Engine 
Company No. 4, got well at work at this point, when some one 
in an adjoining building pushed out the gable end of that build- 
ing which was on fire. In its fall it struck Capt. Jacobs on the 
head, knocking him from a distance of forty feet among the 
debris below. This additional weight caused the wall to topple 
and fall, carrying with it Ex-Captain John A. Fynes, into the 
burning rubbish below. Capt. Bagley, who was in command, 
jumped to the ladder, and succeeded in clinging to it, and was 
rescued without injury. Capts. Jacobs and Fynes were taken 
up insensible, and carried to the apothecary store of Dr. T. L. 
Jenks, where every assistance was rendered until surgeons could 
be summoned, and Drs. Hall, George S. Jones, and A. Boothby 
arrived and dressed their wounds, and they were made as com- 
fortable as circumstances would permit, and were removed to 
their respective homes. Captain Jacobs’ injuries are very pain- 


"| on es 
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fal; in addition to his shoulder being broken, he received a terri- 
ble scalp wound, and internal injuries. Capt. Fynes, with the 
exceptions of sundry burns and bruises, had a miraculous escape. 

Frank Swift, member of Engine No. 13 (who was driving the 
Hose Carriage at the time), while going to a fire July 17, 
was thrown from the carriage, and severely sprained his ankle. 

William Lewis, member of Hook & Ladder No. 1, while at 
work at the fire 210 Washington street, July 25, fell five stories 
through the scuttle, which was left open by the carelessness of 
the occupants, receiving some very serious injuries, which will 
probably make him unfit for duty during his life. 

Hastings A. Ladd, member of Hook & Ladder No. 1, severely 
cut his foot, while at work at the North-street fire, Aug. 6. 

David V. Wilson, member of Hook & Ladder No. 1, while at 
work at the Friend-street fire, Sept. 3, ran the pick of his axe 
through his foot. 

Thomas Merritt, member of Engine No. 4, while riding to 
the Otis-street fire, Sept. 21, the handle of the hose carriage 
upon which he was riding, broke, and threw him to the ground, 
thereby breaking his leg.— Charles H. Dunton, member of 
Engine No. 8, while running to the same fire, was knocked down 
and run over by a buggy. 

Alexander P. Hawkins, Driver of Hose Carriage No. 10, 
while going to a fire Sept. 28, was thrown from the carriage 
and broke his toes. 

Lewis Briggs, Engineman of Engine No. 4, while getting into 
the tender of his engine to go to a fire Oct. 13th, was knocked 
- down and run over by the hose carriage and brokehis leg, which 
confined him to the house for several weeks. 

Capt. Phineas D. Allen, Assistant Engineer, at the fire of the 
Boston Lead Works, Nov. 5th, was struck by the falling timbers 
and seriously injured while at work inside the building at the 
early stages of the fire, and had it not been for some of the 
members of the department who were there at the time, he would 
in all probability have lost his life. 
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In submitting this statement in regard to the accidents that 
have occurred in the department during the past year, I cannot 
close without referring to the fact that a number of the members 
have been taken from this earth by the hand of death. 

Mr. James F. Dutton, of Engine Company No. 3, died June 
19th, from injuries received in falling from a staging while at his 
daily labor. Mr. Dutton joined the department in June, 1866. 

Mr. Winfield Scott Leighton, of Hose Company No. 8, died of 
typhoid fever August 21st. Mr. Leighton joined the depart- 
ment in March, 1870. 

Mr. Robert M. Young, of Hose Company No. 3, died Dec. 
27th. He joined the department Dec. 1864. 


BURNED TO DEATH. - 


Jan. 25th. A little child of Mrs. Green, aged two years, 
living on Albany street, was burned to death. 

March 2d. Six women, employed at MeBride’s Cotton Fac- 
tory, Ward 16, were burned to death. 

March 21st. Patrick’ McLaughlin, employed at Wilkinson, 
Carter & Co.’s Oil Works, East Boston, was burned to death. 


SEVERELY INJURED, BUT NOT RESULTING IN DEATH. 


Jan. 1Tth. Miss Jennie Porter fell down stairs, receiving 
severe injuries, during the excitement of the fire at 959 Tremont 
street. 

May 14th, Laura Favor was seriously burned at 82 Leverett 
street. 

July 2d. Mrs. McQuinn, badly burned by the explosion of 
a kerosene oil lamp at her residence on River street, Dorches- 
ter District. 

July 13th. Master D. Maggi, seriously burnt while filling a 
fluid lamp at 533 Washington street. 

July 25th. Several firemen and citizens were severely injured 
by falling timbers at the East Boston fire. 
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Aug. 3d. Mrs. Trinder, severely burned while endeavoring 
to extinguish a fire at 34 Fifth street, South Boston.

Hook-and-Ladder Company No. 1, has a driver, foreman, 
assistant foreman, four axemen, four rakemen, and thirteen 
members. 

No. 2 has a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four axemen, 
four rakemen, and nine members. 
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No. 3 consists of a driver, foreman, assistant foreman, four 


axemen, four rakemen, and thirteen members.

The accompanying document is furnished, definitely stating 
the numbers of each box, and their location, and with expla- 
nations for your guidance and instruction.

FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box upon 
the Alarm Bells, and upon the Gongs in the Engine-Houses. 

EXAMPLES: To announce the existence of a fire near Box No. 
41 (Qld South Church), the bells will strike four, make a pause 
of a few seconds, then strike one, thus 4—1. This will be 
repeated at intervals of about one minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the bells 
will strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another pause, 
then strike jive, thus: 1 —4— 5. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten adie Third 
Alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows twice, thus : 12 — 12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12 — 
12 — 12. 

In cases where Hook & Ladder Companies only are wanted, 
signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with the number 
of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & Ladder No. one 
10—1—1. Hook & Ladder No. four, 10 —4—4. Hook& 
Ladder No. seven, 10 — 7 — 7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder one and three, 10 — 
1—1—3—83. Hook & Ladder two and four, 10 —2—2 
—4—4, Hook & Ladder five and seven, 10 —5 —5 —1 
— 7. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the first 
alarm has been given), without an order from an Engineer, and 
the person so ordered will be sure to go to the same bor from 
which the first alarm was given, and report the same to the 
Chief Engineer.

The Police, upon hearing the Bells, 
will spring their rattles and call the number of the Box. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be surethere is a fire before sounding the alarm. 

2. Never sound the alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 

3. Never open the Box or touch the apparatus, except in 
case of fire. ; 
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4, Be sure your Box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called 
for by the Superintendent. 

6. Ifyou remove from your house or place of business, return 
the key to the Fire Alarm Office. Don’t leave it with the new 
tenant.

STATUTES. 


1. The city council of the city of Boston may establish a fire 
department for said city, consisting of so many engineers and 
other officers, and so many enginemen and other members, as the 
city council, by ordinance, may from time to time prescribe; ! and 
said city council shall have authority to make such provisions in 
regard to the time and mode of appointment, and the occasion and 
mode of removal of either such officers or members, to make such 
requisitions in respect to their qualifications and period of service, 
to define their office and duties, to fix and pay such compensation 
for their services, and, in general, to make such regulations in re- 
gard to their conduct and government, and to the management and 
conduct of fires, and persons attending at fires, subject to the pen- 
alties provided for the breach of the city by-laws, as they shall 
deem expedient; provided, that the appointment of enginemen, 
hosemen, and hook and ladder men shall be made by the mayor ' 
and aldermen exclusively. 

2. The powers and duties mentioned in the preceding section,

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or any of them, may be exercised and carried into effect by the 
said city council, in any manner which they may prescribe, and 
through the agency of any persons, or any board or boards to 
whom they may delegate the same. 

38. The engineers or other officers of the department, so ap- 
pointed as aforesaid, shall have the same authority, in regard to 
the prevention and extinguishment of fires, and the performance 
of the other offices and duties now incumbent upon firewards, as 
are now conferred upon firewards by the revised statutes, or the 
special acts relating to the city of Boston now in force. They 
shall also have authority, in compliance with any ordinance of 
said city, to make an examination of places where shavings and 
other combustible materials are collected or deposited, and to re- 
quire the removal of such materials, or the adoption of suitable 
safeguards against fire. And said city council are hereby author- 
ized to make suitable ordinances upon this latter subject-matter, 
under the penalties enacted in the city charter. 

4, All officers and members of the fire department shall be 
exempted from military duty, by forthwith filing with the assessors 
of the city a certificate that they are enginemen, or members of 
the fire department, signed by the mayor and aldermen; or from 
serving as jurors or constables, during the time of their employ- 
ment in said department. 

5. The city council aforesaid are hereby authorized, whenever, 
and as often as they shall deem it expedient, to appropriate any 
sum or sums of money, in the way thal may be judged by said 
city council most advisable, for the relief or indemnity of any 
officer or member of the fire department, who may sustain corporal 
injury, or contract sickness in the discharge of his duty, or conse- 
quent thereon.! 

6. By an act passed April 27, 1854, and accepted by the city 
council February 3, 1855, the city of Boston was thereby author- 
ized to expend a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars anuaually 
under the direction of the city council, for the relief of such fire-

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men as shall have been disabled in the service of the said city, 
and for the relief of the families of such firemen as have been 
killed in the performance of their duties. 

7. When a fire breaks out the engineers shall immediately repair 
thereto, and shall carry a suitable staff or badge of their office. 

8. The engineers, or any three of them, present at a place in 
immediate danger from fire, or in their absence two or more of the 
civil officers present, or in their absence two or more of the chiet 
military officers of the place present, shall have power to direct 
the pulling down or demolishing of any such house or building as 
they shall judge necessary to be pulled down or demolished, in 
order to prevent the further spreading of the fire. 

9. Engineers or other officers may, during the continuance of 
a fire, require assistance for extinguishing the same, and removing 
furniture, goods, or merchandise from a building on fire or in dan- 
ger thereof; and may appoint guards to secure the same. They 
may also require assistance for pulling down or demolishing any 
house or building when they judge it necessary ; and may suppress 
all tumults and disorders at such fire. 

10. They may direct the stations and operations of the engine- 
men with their engines, and of all other persons for the purpose of 
extinguishing the fire; and whoever refuses or neglects to obey 
such ord¢rs shall forfeit for each offence a sum not exceeding ten 
dollars. 

11. Ifsuch pulling down or demolishing of a house or build- 
ing is the means of stopping the fire, or if the fire stops before it 
comes to the same, the owner shall be entitled to recover areason- 
able compensation from the city or town; but when such building 
is that in which the fire first broke out, the owner shall receive no 
compensation. 

12. Whoever purloins, embezzles, conveys away, or conceals, 
any furniture, goods, or chattels, merchandise or effects of persons 
whose houses or buildings are on fire or endangered thereby, and 
does not within two days restore or give notice thereof to the 
owner, if known, or if unknown, to one of the firewards, mayor 
and aldermen, or selectmen of the place, shall be deemed guilty of 
larceny. 
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138. Whoever wantonly or maliciously injures a fire engine or 
the apparatus belonging thereto, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
two years, and be further ordered to recognize with sufficient 
surety or sureties for his good behavior during such term as the 
court shall order. 

14. It shall be lawful for any one or more of the engineers 
aforesaid to require and compel the assistance of all or any of the 
inhabitants of the city; and any other persons who shall be 
present as spectators of any fire; and in any suit or prosecution 
therefor, it shall be lawful for them to plead the general issue, and 
give the statute in evidence; and if any person shall disobey the 
lawful and reasonable command of any engineer or engineers, to 
aid in extinguishing such fire, or in rescuing property from de- 
struction thereby, such persons, so offending, shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding twenty ‘dollars, to be recovered in the manner 
provided in the twenty-first section. 

15. Whoever is concerned in causing or making a bonfire 
within ten rods of any house or building, shall be punished by fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
one month. 

16. Whoever, without reasonable cause, by outcry or the ring- 
ing of bells, or otherwise, makes or circulates, or causes to be 
made or circulated, any false alarm of fire, shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars. 

17. If any person or persons shall, within the city of Boston, 
roast, or cause to be roasted, any cocoa, for the purpose of manu- 
facturing the same into chocolate, in any building whatever, ex- 
cepting such as may or shall be licensed for that purpose by the 
major part of the engineers of the city aforesaid, he, she, or they, 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence a sum not exceeding 
five hundred dollars, nor less than two hundred dollars. 
dads. Every tar kettle which shall be made use of in the city for 
the purpose of boiling tar for the use of any ropewalk, and every 
kettle, boiler, or copper for the use of any calker, graver, ship 
carpenter, tallow chandler, soap boiler, painter, or other like artif- 
icer, shall be so fixed, as to prevent all communication whatsoever 
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between the contents of such kettle, boiler, or copper, and the 
fire. And the fireplace under every such tar, or other kettle, 
boiler, or copper, shall be constructed with an arch built over the 
same, and secured by an iron door in sure manner as to enclose 
the fire therein ; and every person who shall erect any tar kettle 
or other kettle, boiler, or copper, or use the same for any or either 
of the purposes aforesaid, contrary to the provisions of this act, 
shall for every such offence forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding 
three hundred dollars nor less than fifty dollars, according to the 
degree and aggravation of the same. 

19. Every person who shall carry any fire through the streets, 
lanes, or on any wharves in the city, except in some covered 
vessel, or who shall kindle a fire in any of the places aforesaid 
without the permission therefor in writing of one or more of the 
engineers aforesaid, or shall smoke or have in his or her posses- 
sion any lighted pipe or cigar in any street, lane, or passageway, 
or on any wharf in said city, shall forfeit and pay for each and 
every offence the sum of two dollars, to be recovered of the person 
so offending, or of his parent, guardian, master, or mistress. 

20. If any person shall have in his or her possession in any 
ropewalk, or in any barn or stable within the city, any fire, lighted 
pipe, or cigar, lighted candle or lamp, except such candle or lamp 
is kept in a secure lantern, the person so offending shall forfeit 
and pay for each offence a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
nor less than twenty dollars. 

21. All and any of the penalties which are given in and by the 
fourteenth, and the four preceding sections, may be recovered by 
indictment, information. or complaint, in any court proper to try 
the same; and in such indictment, information, or complaint, it 
shall not be necessary to set forth any more cf said sections than 
so much thereof as relates to and is necessary truly and sub- 
stantially to describe the offence alleged to have been committed. 
And it shall be the duty of each and every one of said engineers, 
and they and each of them are hereby required to inquire after all 
offences which shall come to their knowledge, and which shall be 
committed against the true intent and meaning of said sections, 
and shall cause the same to be duly prosecuted. 
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7p By an act passed Marck 6, 1847, and re-enacted in the 
General Statutes, the inhabitants of any town and the government 
of any city in this commonwealth may order that no gun-cotton, 
or other substance prepared like it for explosion, shall be kept 
within the limits of said town or city, excepting under the regula- 
tions and penalties applicable by law to gunpowder ; and if it shall 
be considered necessary for public safety, they may restrict the 
quantity to be so kept to one-fifth of the weight of gunpowder 
allowed by law in each case provided for. 

23. The inhabitants of any town and the city council of any 
city in this commonwealth may make and adopt such rules and 
regulations in relation to the storage and sale, within the limits of 
such town or city, of camphene, or any similar explosive or inflam- 
mable fluid, as they may deem reasonable, and may annex penal- 
ties to any breach of such rules and regulations not exceeding 
twenty dollars for any one offence.! 

24. It shall not be lawfnl for any person or persons to keep or 
sell any fireworks within the city of Boston, in any quantity, with- 
out first having obtained from the chief engineer of the fire depart- 
ment of said city a license therefor, signed by the chief engineer or 
by the secretary of the board of engineers, on which shall be written 
or printed a copy of the rules and regulations by them established 
relative to the keeping, selling, or storage of fireworks within said 
city ; and every such license shall be in force until the first day of 
May next ensuing the date thereof, unless sooner annulled by the 
board of engineers, and no longer; but such license may, prior to 
the expiration of that term, be renewed by the chief engineer or the 
said secretary, from year to year, by indorsement thereon ; provided, 
always, that the board of engineers may rescind any such license, 
if in their opinion the person or persons have disobeyed the law or 
infringed on any rules or regulations established by the board of 
engineers ; and every person who receives a license to sell fireworks 
as aforesaid shall pay the same the sum of one dollar, and the same 
sum for the renewal thereof, and all such licenses shall expire on 
the first day of May annually, and all moneys received for licenses

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shall be paid to the board of engineers, for the purpose of defray- 
ing the expenses of carrying this act into execution. 

25. Any person or persons who have for sale, or keep in pos- 
session, any fireworks within the city of Boston, contrary to the 
rules and regulations established by the board of engineers herein 
mentioned, or who shall sell any fireworks in said city without first 
having obtained from the said chief engineer or his secretary, a 
license as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not less than fifteen nor 
more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

26. No association,! society, or club organized as firemen, shall 
be allowed in any city or town except by the written permission of 
the mayor and aldermen or selectmen. 

27. Whoever joins, belongs to, or assembles with such associa- 
tion, society, or club, existing without such permission, shall be 
punished by fine not less than five nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction for a term not 
exceeding three months. 

28. The provisions of the two preceding sections shall be in 
force in those cities and towns only which have adopted or may 
adopt the same. 

29. Whoever, within twenty-four hours prior to the burning of 
a building or other property, wilfully and maliciously cuts or re- 
moves any bell-rope in the vicinity of such building or property, 
or cuts, injures, or destroys any engine or hose or other apparatus 
belonging to an engine in said vicinity, shall be deemed guilty of 
the burning as accessory before the fact, and be punished accord- 
ingly. 

30. Whoever, during the burning of a building or other prop- 
erty wilfully and maliciously cuts or removes any bell-rope in the 
vicinity of such building or property, or otherwise prevents an 
alarm being given, or cuts, injures, or destroys an engine or hose 
or other apparatus belonging to any engine in said vicinity, or 
otherwise wilfully and maliciously prevents or obstructs the ex- 
tinguishing of any fire, shall be deemed guilty of the burning, as

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accessory after the fact, and be punished by imprisonment in the 
state prison not exceeding seven years, or in the jail not exceed- 
ing three years, or by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

31. Whoever steals in a building that is on fire, or steals any 
property, removed in consequence of an alarm caused by fire, 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison not exceed- 
ing five years, or by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, and 
imprisonment in the jail not exceeding two years. 

32. When property is destroyed by fire, and a complaint, 
within thirty days thereafter, is subscribed and sworn to by any 
person before any police court, or any municipal court, or any 
trial justice, alleging that reasonable grounds exist for believing 
that the fire was caused by design, and a majority of the mayor 
and aldermen or selectmen of the city or town respectively in 
which said property is situated certify in writing, that in their 
opinion, the same is a proper case for investigation, such court or: 
justice shall forthwith issue a warrant to a constable of the place 
where the property was destroyed, requiring him forthwith to 
summon six good and lawful men of the county to appear before 
the court, or justice, at a time and place expressed in the warrant, 
to inquire when and by what means the fire originated; which 
warrant shall be served and returned in the manner prescribed in 
section three, of chapter one hundred and seventy-five of the Gen- 
eral Statutes ; and the constables and jurors shall be subject to the 
penalties therein specified for similar neglects. If any person so 
summoned does not appear, the constable shall, by order of the 
justice or court, return some person from the bystanders to com- 
plete the number. 

33, The justice or court shall, in view of the spot on which the 
property was destroyed, administer to the persons thus summoned . 
or returned the following oath: ‘‘ You solemnly swear, that you 
will diligently inquire and true presentment make, on behalf of 
this Commonwealth, when and by what means the fire which‘has 
here occurred was caused, and that you will return a true inquest 
according to your knowledge and such evidence as shall be laid 
before you. So help you, God.” 

34. The justice or court may issue subpoenas for witnesses 
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returnable forthwith at a time and place therein set forth. Their 
attendance may be enforced in like manner as if they had been 
subpoenaed in behalf of the Commonwealth. 

35. An oath tothe following effect shall be administered to such 
witnesses: ‘‘ You solemnly swear, that the evidence which you 
shall give to the inquest, concerning the origin of the fire of 
which inquiry is now to be made, shall be the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth. So help you, God.” 

386. The testimony shall be reduced to writing by the presiding 
justice, or some person by his direction, and subscribed by the 
witnesses. 

37. The jury, after hearing the testimony and making all need- 
ful inquiry, shall draw up and deliver to the justice or court their 
inquisition under their hands, in which they shall find and certify 
when and by what means the fire was caused; and said inquisi- 
tion and testimony thus subscribed shall, within one week there- 
after, be filed by the magistrate with the clerk of the courts for 
the county, or in the county of Suffolk with the clerk of the muni- 
cipal court. 

38. The fees of the magistrate, and the expenses of the inqui- 
sitions, shall be the same, and be returned, audited, certified and 
paid in like manner as is provided for coroners’ inquests. 


ORDINANCE. ! 


Section 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engi- 
neer, fourteen assistant engineers, of whom two shall be residents 
of East Boston, and of as many foremen, enginemen, hosemen, 
and hook and ladder men, and other persons, who shall be divided 
into companies, as the number of engines and the number and 
quantity of other fire apparatus belonging to the city, shall from 
time to time require. 

There shall be appointed, annually, in the month of January, 
a Joint Committee of the City Council, to be called the Committee 
on the Fire Department, to consist of three members of the Board

of Aldermen and five members of the Common Council; and said 
committee may expend not exceeding five hundred dollars from 
the annual appropriation of the City Council. 

Sect. 2. There shall be elected annually, on the first Monday 
in February, or within sixty days thereafter, by a concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the city council, a chief engineer and 
fourteen assistant engineers, of whom two shall be residents of 
East Boston; they shall hold their office for one year from the 
first Monday of April in the year in which they are elected, and, 
unless sooner removed, until their successors shall be elected and 
qualified. They may be removed at the pleasure of the city 
council, and all vacancies for the unexpired term may be filled at 
any time. They shall receive such compensation as the city 
council may from time to time determine. 

Sect. 8. On the first Monday of April, annually, the chief and 
assistant engineers shall meet and organize themselves as a board 
of engineers. The chief engineer shall preside at said meeting, 
and at all meetings of the board, when present; but in his absence 
the senior assistant engineer in service present shall preside; and 
their seniority in rank, and all questions relative thereto, shall be 
determined by the Board of Aldermen. The board of engineers 
may recommend to the city council some person to be elected 
secretary of said board, and the city council shall, on the first 
Monday of April, or within thirty days thereafter, by concurrent 
vote, elect a secretary, who shall hold his office for one year from 
the first Monday of May in the year in which he is elected, and, 
unless sooner removed, until his successor shall be elected and 
qualified. He may be removed, and a vacancy may be filled as 
provided for in the case of the engineers, in the second section of 
this ordinance. He shall receive such compensation as the city 
council may from time to time determine. He shall be sworn, and 
give bond with surety for the faithful performance of his duty, in 
such sum as the board of aldermen may direct. 

Sect. 4. The engineers shall, at such times as they may by 
their by-laws determine, hold such meetings as may be necessary 
for the prompt transaction of all business coming before them, 
anda majority of the whole board shall be necessary to constitute 
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aquorum. ‘They may make such rules and orders for their govern- 
ment as a board of engineers as they may see fit, subject to the 
approval of the joint committee of the city council. They shall 
be responsible for the discipline, good order, and proper conduct 
of the whole department, both officers and men, and for the care 
of all houses, engines, hose-carriages, hook and ladder carriages, 
horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging. They shall 
have the superintendence and control of all the engine and other 
houses used for the purposes of the fire department, and of all the 
horses, furniture, and apparatus thereto belonging, and of the 
engines and all other fire apparatus belonging to the city, and 
over the officers and members of the several companies attached 
to the fire department, and over all persons present at fires; and 
they may make such rules and regulations for the better govern- 
ment, discipline, and good order of the department, and for the 
extinguishment of fires, as they may from time to time think expe- 
dient ;—such rules and regulations not being repugnant to the 
laws of this commonwealth, nor to any ordinance of the city, and 
being subject to the approval of the joint committee of the city 
council, and to alteration or revocation by them at any time. 

Srct. 5. The secretary to the board of engineers shall perform 
the ordinary duty of clerk to the board, and such other duties as 
the joint committee of the city council, or the chief engineer. may 
from time to time direct; and also such other duties as the board 
of engineers, by their rules and orders, to be approved by the joint 
committee of the city council, may from time to time determine. 
He shall keep an account of the appropriations made by the city 
council for the use of the fire department, and of the expenditures on 
account of the same; and shall compare his accouut monthly with 
the auditor’s books, and see that the expenditures of the fire depart- 
ment do not at any time ex¢ééd the amount of the appropriations 
at its disposal. He shall also keep a separate account of the 
expenses of each engine, hose carriage, and hook and ladder car- 
riage, and of the horses, furniture and apparatus thereto belonging, 
and all other incidental expenses; and shall present to the city 
council, in the annual report of the chief engineer, a full and 
detailed statement thereof.” 
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Sect. 6. The said engineers, whenever a fire breaks out in the 
section of the city to which they are assigned for duty, shall. im- 
mediately repair to the place of such fire, and carry with them a 
suitable staff or badge of their office ; they shall take proper meas- 
ures that the several engines and other apparatus be arranged in the 
most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the speedy and 
effectual extinguishment of the fire ; they shall require and compel 
assistance from all persons, as well members of the fire department 
as others, in extinguishing the fire, pulling down or demolishing 
any house or building if occasion require, in suppressing all tumults 
and disorders, removing furniture, goods, or other merchandise 
from any building on fire, or in danger thereof, and shall appoint 
stewards to secure the same. They shall also cause order to be 
preserved in going to, working at, or returning from fires, and at 
all other times when companies attached to the department are on 
duty. The assistant engineers shall report their absences from 
fires to the chief engineer at the regular monthly meetings of the 
board, with the reasons therefor, and he shall keep a record of the 
same, and, once in every three months, and oftener if required, 
make a report thereof, stating all the facts, to the city council. In 
the absence of the chief engineer, the secretary shall make said 
record and report. 

Sect. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoining 
cities or towns, only such and so many of said engineers shall 
repair thither as may have been previously designated for such 
purpose by the chief engineer. 

Secor. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at 
fires over all the other engineers, and all officers and members of 
the fire department, and all other persons who may be present at 
fires, and shall direct all proper measures for the extinguishment 
of fires, protection of property, preservation of order, and obser- 
vance of the laws, ordinances and regulations respecting fires ; and 
it shall be the duty of said chief engineer to examine into the con- 
dition of the engines and all other fire apparatus, and the horses 
connected therewith ; and of the engine and other houses belong- 
ing to the city and used for the purposes of the fire department ; _ 
and of the companies attached to the said department, as often as 
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circumstances may render it expedient, or whenever directed so to 
do by the City Council, or by the Joint committee of the City 
Council on the fire department. Whenever the engines or other 
fire apparatus, used by the fire department, require alterations, 
additions or repairs, the chief engineer, under the direction of the 
City Council, or of the Joint Committee on the fire department, 
shall cause the same to be made. It shall also be the duty of the 
chief engineer to receive and transmit to the City Council all re- 
turns of officers, members and fire apparatus made by the respec- 
tive companies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communi- 
cations relating to the affairs of the fire department; to keep fair 
and exact rolls of the respective companies. specifying the time of 
admission and discharge, and the age of each member. He shall 
also critically examine all the bills and accounts against the fire 
department, and certify, in writing, to the correctness of each item 
thereof before sending them to the auditor’s office for payment. 
He shall, annually, in the month of January, and oftener if thereto 
requested, report to the City Council an account prepared by the 
secretary of the board of engineers, as hereinbefore provided, of 
the condition of the engine-houses, engines, fire apparatus, and 
other property under his charge; of the income and expenditures 
of the fire department for the whole ofthe previous year, specify- 
ing particularly the expenditure on each engine, hose carriage, and 
hook and ladder carriage, and of the horses, furniture, and appa- 
ratus connected therewith, as required in section five of this ordi- 
nance, together with the names of the officers and members of the 
various companies ; the number and location of the fire alarm sta- 
tions ; the numbers of fires since his last report, the causes thereof, 
and the extent of damage, as near as can be ascertained ; the gen- 
eral description of the buildings and property destroyed or injured 
since his last report, together with the names of the owners or 
occupants ; the amount of insurance, if any; all accidents by fire 
which have happened within the city, with such other information 
or suggestions as may in his opinion be of general use,— the same 
to be published as the City Council may direct.” 

Srcr. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the 


engineer next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties 
of his office with full powers. 
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Sect. 10. The engineers shall report to the Joint Committee of 
the City Council the name of every person, not a member of either 
of said companies, who may, contrary to law, refuse or neglect to 
obey any orders of any engineer, given at any fire. 

Secr. 11. Whenever it is adjudged at any fire, by any three or 
more of the engineers present, of whom the chief engineer, if pres- 
ent, shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the further 
spreading of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any 
building, the same may be done by their joint order. . 

Sect. 12. The engineers shall inquire for, and examine into, all 
shops and other places where shavings or other such combustible 
materials are collected or deposited, and report at the regular 
monthly meeting of the board, the condition in this respect of the 
district to which they are assigned; and whenever, in the opinion 
of any two of them, the same may endanger the security of the city 
from fires, they shall direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or 
other places to remove such shavings or other combustible mate- 
rials ; and, in case of such tenant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal 
so to do, they shall cause the same to be removed at the expense 
of such tenant or occupant, who shall, in addition, be liable to a 
penalty of not less than two nor more than fifty dollars for such 
neglect or refusal ; and any person who shall obstruct the engineers 
or any of them in carrying out the provisions of this section, shall 
also be liable to a penalty of not less than two nor more than fifty 
dollars. The said engineers shall also take cognizance of all build- 
ings in the city in which any steam engine is used, and of all build- 
ings in the city in process of erection or alteration, and make a 
record of such asin their judgment may, from any cause, be dan- 
gerous, and forthwith report the same to the board of aldermen. 
The said engineers shall also cause prosecutions to be instituted in 
all-cases of infraction of the laws relative to the erection of wooden 
buildings, or of any other laws or ordinances in relation to the fire 
department, or for the prevention of fire within the limits of the 
city. 

Sect. 13. The power of making and establishing rules and 
regulations for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within 
the city of Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and 
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sale thereof in the city, according to the provisions of an act 
entitled ‘*‘ An act further regulating the storage, safe-keeping, and 
transportation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,”!; and of any 
other act or acts on the same subject, shall be exercised and _ per- 
formed by the chief and assistant engineers, and the power and 
duty of seizing any gunpowder kept or being within the city or 
harbor, contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, shall be 
exercised and performed by the said engineers or any of them sand 
in case of any seizure being made by any engineer other than the 
chief, he shall forthwith report the same to the chief engineer, and 
the chief engineer shall cause all gunpowder which may have been 
seized as aforesaid to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner pre- 
scribed in the said acts ; and all the other powers and duties granted 
and enjoined in and by the said act or acts shall be performed by 
the said chief or one of the assistant engineers. 

Secr. 14. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and penal- 
ties arising under this ordinance or the laws of this common- 
wealth, regulating the storage and transportation of gunpowder, 
or the erection of buildings within the city of Boston, or the pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fire, unless it is by such laws other- 
wise specially provided, shall be paid into the treasury ofthe city 
to be applied in such way as is provided in the acts of this com- 
monwealth.? , 

Secor. 15. No person under twenty-one years of age, and no 
person who is not a legal voter in the city of Boston, shall be an 
officer or member of the fire department. 

Secor. 16. Every officer and every member of the fire depart- 
ment shall sign the following agreement, to be deposited with the 
board of engineers: “I, A B. having been appointed a member 
of the Boston fire department, hereby signify my ageeement to 
abide by all the ordinances of the city council, and the rules and 
_ regulations of the joint committee of the city council and of the 
board of engineers relating thereto.” And any officer or member

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who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall not be entitled 
to any compensation whatsoever. 

Sect. 17. The board of engineers shall report from time to 
time to the mayor the names of such officers or members of the 
department, if any, as in their judgment should be removed or 
discharged, with their reasons therefor; and whenever, from any 
cause, there occurs in the department a vacancy which should be 
filled by the mayor and aldermen, the board of engineers shall 
recommend to them for their consideration the name of some 
proper person to fill the same. 

Sect. 18. Any officer or member of the fire department, except 
the chief and assistant engineer, and the superintendent of fire 
alarms and his assistants, may at any time be removed or dis- 
missed from the department by the mayor or deposed from any 
office that he may hold therein. 

Sect. 19. In all cases of removal from the department, the 
name of the party removed with a statement of the reasons there- 
for, shall be entered on the records of the engineers, and a copy 
of the same shall be transmitted to the board of aldermen before 
their next regular meeting. . 

Sect. 20. There shall be paid to each officer and member of 
the department such sum as the city council may, from time 
to time, determine ; and in case of the temporary absence of any 
member from the city, or his inability, in consequence of sickness, 
to perform his duties, he shall provide a substitute, whose name he 
shall return to the foreman of the company for approval; otherwise 
he shall be subject to all deductions which may accrue for his 
absence. 

Sect. 21. Neither the members nor the officers of any of the 
companies shall assemble in any of the engine or other houses 
belonging to the department, except for the purpose of taking the 
engine or.other apparatus on an alarm of fire, returning the same 
to the house, and taking the necessary care thereof after its return, 
and except as herein otherwise prescribed. ; 

Secr. 22. Any officer or member of the fire department, who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be 
guilty of disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in office, 
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shall for such offence, besides being subject to the penalty herein- 
after provided, be dismissed from the department. 

Sect. 23. Every person who shall have served according to 
law in the fire department for seven successive years, shall be 
entitled to receive a certificate thereof, signed by the mayor; and 
all persons who shall receive said certificate, shall be entitled to 
wear the badge of the department, and to do duty therein, when 
desired so to do by the mayor, with the advice and consent of the 
board of aldermen, under such organization and management as 
they may determine. 

Sect. 24. As many engine, hose, and hook and ladder com- 
panies shall from time to time be formed by the city council as 
they may deem expedient, and each company shall consist of as 
many officers and members as may be appointed from time to time 
by the mayor with the advice and consent of the board of aldermen, 

Sror. 25. The officers and members of the fire department 
shall be paid monthly, except when otherwise ordered by the city 
council ; and, except in case of sickness, death, or removal from 
the city. every officer or member thereof who shall not serve. the 
whole of the month, or who shall be removed from the department 
or disposed from his office for cause, shall forfeit any and all 
compensation that would otherwise have been due to him at the 
time when such service ceased, or such deposing or removal took 
place. 

Secr. 26. Every engine company shall have an engineman, 
fireman, and driver, who shall be permanently employed, and who 
shall at all times be in or about the engine house, except when 
unavoidably absent, and shall also have, until otherwise ordered, 
eight hosemen, including the foreman. 

Srxcr. 27. Each hose company shall have a driver, who shall 
at all times, except when unavoidably absent, be in or about the 
house, and shall also have, until otherwise ordered, eight hosemen, 
including the foreman. 

Srecr. 28. Each hook and ladder company shall have at least 
three axemen and three rakesmen. 

Srecr. 29. The board of engineers shall make rules and regu- 
lations in respect to a driver and steward, either permanent or 
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temporary, of hook and ladder companies, and define their duties 5 _ 
such rules and regulations, however, being subject to approval 
alteration, or rescission, as provided in the fourth section of this 
ordinance. 7 

Srcr. 80. Every engine, hose, and hook and ladder company 
shall have a foreman and clerk, and every hook and ladder com- 
pany an assistant foreman in addition; the foreman and assistant 
foreman shall be nominated annually, or whenever a vacancy 
occurs, by the members of the respective companies, from among 
their own number, and a return of the same made to the board of 
engineers; and in case of rejection by them, the name of the 
person so rejected shail be returned to the company, and the 
members thereof shall select another person for approval; and 
whenever any person so nominated shall be approved by the board — 
of engineers, his name shall be sent to the board of aldermen for 
approval or rejection, and in case of rejection another person shall 
be nominated, as aforesaid, before the next regular meeting of the 
board of aldermen, and the like proceedings had as before; and 
these officers, when approved, shall receive certificates of appoint- 
ment, signed by the mayor, and_ shall hold their places until re- 
moved, or until others are appointed in their stead. If, upon 
rejection by the board of engineers or board of aldermen of any 
person nominated and returned as aforesaid, a suitable person is 
not nominated and returned: by the company as aforesaid, within 
one week from the date of the reception of notice of such rejection, 
the board of engineers shall themselves send to the board of 
aldermen, for their approval or rejection, the name of some suit- 
able person for the place, to be selected from the same company. 
And'if any hook and ladder company shall not have a driver, a 
clerk of such company shall be nominated and selected in the 
same manner as the foreman. 

Secor. 31. The engineman shall, under the direction of the 
board of engineers, have the sole care of the engine house in- 
trusted to him, and of all the property therein belonging to the 
city. He shall be held personally responsible for the care and 
good order of the engine, and shall work and manage the same, 
and see that it is at all times in condition for immediate use. He 
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shall be acountable for the proper performance of all duties re- 
quired of the fireman and driver, and, in case of any neglect or 
delinquency on their part, shall report the same to the chief 
engineer. 

Sror. 82. The foreman of each engine shall, at fires, direct the 
placing of the engine at a suitable place to obtain a supply of 
water, and have the charge and direction of the hose and hosemen ; 
and the foreman of each hose company or hook and ladder com- 
pany shall have charge of the apparatus belonging to his company, 
and the direction thereof, and of the driver and men belonging to 
his company. And the foreman of every company shall preserve 
order and discipline, at all times, among the members of the com- 
pany under him, and require of them and enforce a strict com- 
pliance with the city ordinances, the rules and regulations of the 
department, and the orders of the engineers. 

Sect. 83. In the absence ofthe foreman of any company, the 
assistant foreman, if there be one, otherwise the senior hoseman 
or hook and ladder man in service present, connected with the 
same company, shall perform the duties of the foreman. 

Sect. 34. The fireman shall be under the immediate direction 
of the engineman, and shall perform all the duties that may be 
required of him by the engineman, on the engine and in the house, 
including cleaning the house, the engine, and other apparatus 
belonging to the company, and clearing the snow and ice from the 
sidewalk. 1m | 

Sect. 385. The drivers belonging to the respective companies 
shall take care of, and properly groom the horses belonging to 
their respective companies, see that the same are at all times ready 
for immediate use, convey the apparatus to the place of the fire on 
an alarm being sounded, and be clerks of their respective com- 
panies. And it shall, in addition, be the duty of such of the 
drivers as are connected with hose or hook-and-ladder companies 
to see that the hose or other apparatus is ready at all times for 
immediate use, and to keep such hose and apparatus, and the 
house and stable, neat and clean, and clear the snow and ice from 
the sidewalks in front of the respective houses, and they shall be 
under the immediate direction of the foremen of their respective 
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companies. The driver of each engine shall be under the imme- 
diate direction of the engineman, and shall, besides the duties 
herein prescribed to be performed by him, assist the fireman in the 
performance of his duties, and perform such other duties as may 
be required of him by the engineman. 

Sect. 36. The clerks of the respective companies shall keep 
fair and exact rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, 


and age of the respective members of their companies, and shall. 


also keep, in books provided by the city for that purpose, correct 
and faithful accounts of all city property intrusted to or connected 
with their respective companies, and of all absences and tardiness 
of the officers or members thereof, which rolls and record books 
shall always be subject to the order of the board of engineers, or 
the board of aldermen. Said clerks shall also make, or cause to 
be made to the chief engineer, true and accurate returns, whenever 
called upon so to do, of all the members, with their ages, and of 
all the apparatus belonging to or connected with their respective 
companies, and shall also report monthly, at least, to the chief 
engineer, all absences and tardiness aforesaid. 

Srcr. 37. The hosemen of each engine company and of each 
hose company, and the axemen and rakemen and other members 
of each hook and ladder company, shall perform such duties as 
may be required of them by their respective foremen. 

Sect. 88. The board of engineers, whenever in their judgment 
it may be expedient, may employ or permit to stay or sleep in the 
house, wherein a hose carriage or hook and ladder carriage is kept, 
one or more members from the same company in addition to the 
driver. 

Srct. 89. The officers and members of the several engine, hose, 
and hook and ladder companies shall, whenever a fire breaks out 
in the section of the city to which they are assigned for duty, 
repair to the place of the fire with their respective engines, hose, 
hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, in as orderly a 
manner as may be, according to the directions, if any be given, of 
the board of engineers, and exert themselves in the most orderly 
and efficient manner possible, in working and managing the said 
engines, hose, hooks and ladders, and other apparatus, and in per- 
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forming any duty that they may be called upon to do by any en- 
gineer ; and, upon permission of the chief or other engineer, they 
shall return said engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and 
other apparatus, in an orderly and quiet manner, to their respective 
places of deposit ; provided, that, in the absence of all the engineers, 
such direction or permission may be given by the respective fore- 
men. 

Srecr. 40. Whenever any person has received a certificate of 
appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall be thereby 
immediately invested with all the authority conferred, and subject 
to all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the. 
rules and regulations of the fire department; and whenever a 
vacancy occurs in the department, the same shall be filled as soon 
as conveniently may be. 

Secr. 41. The engineers, officers, and members of the several 
companies shall, when on duty, wear such badges or insignia as 
the joint committee of the city council shall from time to time 
direct, to be furnished at the expense of the city, and no other 
person shall be permitted to wear the same, except under such 
restrictions and regulations as the mayor and joint committee of 
the city council may direct. 

Srcr. 42. No uniform, except such badges and insignia as are 
prescribed from time to time} by the joint committee of the city 
council, shall be worn upon any occasion, by either officers or men 
belonging to the department, to indicate their connection there- 
with. ! 

Sxcr. 43. No company shall Have power to appoint or dis- 
charge any officer or member. 

Secor. 44. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in the 
neighboring cities and towns, except by the express order of the 
chief engineer or one of the assistant engineers; and no company 
shall leave the city for any other purpose. 

Srcr. 45. No associations, or organized societies or clubs of 
firemen, as such, shall be allowed in the department, except by the 
express permission of the city council.

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Sect. 46. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon 
its members. For every absence or tardiness there shall be de- 
ducted from the pay of the absent or tardy officer or member the 
sum of one dollar, which amount so deducted shall be paid over at 
the end of each quarter to the treasurer of the company to which 
such officer or member shall belong, to meet the incidental expenses 
of the company. And if any officer or member shall have been 
absent or tardy at more than one-third of the fires, or alarms of 
fires, occurring during the month, if more than five, except in case 
of sickness, such absence or tardiness shall be considered good 
cause for his discharge from the department. 

Sxct. 47. The board of engineers, notwithstanding the provi- 
sions herein contained, may, with the approval of the mayor, grant 
to any officer or member of the fire department, if they think it 
compatible with the interests of the department, a vacation not ex- 
ceeding two weeks in any one year upon such terms as they may 
think expedient. | 

And the mayor, with the advice and consent of the board of 
aldermen, may, if he sees fit, whenever any member or oftlicer of 
the fire department shall not, by reason of such vacation, or sick- 
ness, or otherwise, attend to his duties in the department, appoint 
a substitute to act in his place during his absence. 

Sect. 48. Upon an alarm or discovery of fire, the memhers of 
the police department shall immediately communicate the fact to the 
central station by means of the signal-boxes in the district in which 
the fire may be, in accordance with the rules and regulations in re- 
gard to fire alarms. And in the night time, the policemen, upon an 
alarm of fire being given or sounded upon the bells connected with 
the fire-alarm telegraph, shall immediately give further notice 
thereof within their respective districts by springing their rattles, 
crying ‘‘ fire,” and mentioning the district and box of the district 
in which the fire exists. And if any policeman neglects so to do 
he shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than two, nor more than 

_twenty dollars for every offence, 

Sror. 49. Upon an alarm of fire, such of the police officers of 
the city as may be selected for that service, shal] repair immedi-. 
ately, with their staves, or such other badges of office as the joint 
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committee of the city council may direct, to the place where the fire 
may be, and there use their best skill and power, under the direc- 
tion of the engineers, for the preservation of the public peace, and 
the prevention of theft and destruction of property, and the removal 
of all suspected persons. 


FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


Sect. 50. In the month of January in each year there shall be 
appointed a joint committee of the city council, consisting of two 
aldermen and three members of the common council, to be called the 
committee on the fire-alarm telegraph. 

Secr. 51. The said committee shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the rooms, apparatus and machinery connected with the fire- 
alarm telegraph, and shall also have the power to appoint, upon the 
nomination of the superintendent, suitable persons to assist in the 
management of said fire-alarm telegraph, and also to discharge them, 
and to establish their compensation, unless it shall be specially pro- 
vided for by the city council; and the said committee shall deter- 
mine the persons to whom shall be intrusted the keys of the signal 
boxes connected with the fire-alarm telegraph, and, generally, shall 
have charge of the same, and control over the management thereof, 
subject to any special order of the city council. 

Sror. 52. There shall be elected annnally on the first Monday 
in February, or within sixty days thereafter, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches of the city council, a superintendent of the fire- 
alarm telegraph, who shall hold his office for one year, from the 
first Monday of April in the year in which he is elected, and until 
his successor is elected and qualified, or he is removed. He may 
be removed at the pleasure of the city council, and all vacancies 
may be filled at any time for the unexpired term. He shall receive 
such compensation as the city council shall from time to time de- 
termine. 

Sect. 53. Said superintendent shall have the charge of the 
fire-alarm telegraph, under the direction of the committee on the 
fire-alarm telegraph, and shall see that the sam: is kept in good 
repair, and he shall be held responsible for the saime. 

Secr. 54, Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the fure- 
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alarm telegraph in accordance with the rules and directions here- 
tofore established for that purpose by the committee on the fire- 
alarm telegraph. 

Sect. 55. The committee on the fire-alarm telegraph shall have 
power from time to time to alter or change said rules and direc- 
tions, and the same shall be binding upon all persons after said 
rules and directions, as altered, have been placed on file in the 
office of the engineers of the fire department, and with the city 
clerk, and the same shall then be published: but the city council 
shall at all times have power to alter, amend, or annul the same. 

Srct. 56. No person shall open any of the signal boxes con- 
nected with the fire-alarm telegraph, for the purpose of giving a 
false alarm, nor interfere in any way with said boxes, by breaking, 
cutting, injuring, or defacing the same, nor turn the cranks therein, 
except in case of fire, nor tamper or meddle with said boxes or any 
part thereof. 

Srecr. 57. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, except as otherwise specially 
provided in any section thereof, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not 
less than two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 


RULEs.! 


Section 1. All members of the Boston fire department, and 
substitutes, not exceeding two for each engine and hose company, 
and four for each hook and ladder company, shall wear while on 
duty as firemen, or at fires, in addition to the fire hat and leather 
badge now worn, the corporation badge, in a plain conspicuous 
manner on the vest or coat, and no member will be allowed to 
enter the line at a fire, or any building when on fire, without said 
badge. 

Srecr. 2. No member shall lend his badge on any pretext what- 
ever, under the penalty of dismissai from the department. 

Sect. 8. Any person not a member, nor regularly appointed a 
substitute, appearing at a fire with a badge, will be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and will be punished accordingly.

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Srcr, 4. Any member who loses his badge, shall immediately 
advertise the same, and use the utmost diligence to recover it, and 
in case of failure shall be charged five dollars for the badge. 

Sror. 5. If any member in going to, or returning from, a fire 
shall behave in any way unbecoming a fireman, any person ag- 
grieved may report to the chief engineer the number of his badge ; 
and if said fireman refuses to give his number correctly, it shall be 
deemed good cause for his dismissal from the department. 

Sror. 6. Each engine and hose company may have substitutes 
not exceeding two in number, and each hook and ladder company 
not exceeding four, to do duty in place of persons absent from 
duty, as provided by city ordinance; viz, in cases of sickness or 
absence from the city. 

Srcr. 7. Said substitutes shall be approved by the chief en- 
gineer, or by the engineer of the district, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the respective companies. 
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RULES AND’ REGULATIONS, 


Made and established by the Board of Engineers of the City of 
Boston, relative to the sale, storage, and safe-keeping of fireworks 
in said City, in conformity with the law of this Commonwealth, 
made and passed on the 14th day of April, A. D. 18538. 


Section 1. Any person or persons licensed to sell fireworks 
by wholesale or retail, shall not be allowed to keep any charged 
pieces of fireworks exposed in any windows. 

Sect. 2. All rockets, bombs, shells, mines, or other explosive 
pieces, shall be kept in tight-covered cases; said cases shall 
always be kept closed except when putting in or taking out fire- 
works, which shall be done as expeditiously as is consistent with 
proper care. 

Sect. 3. The board of engineers shall keep a record of all 
licenses granted and renewals thereof, and shall designate how 
and in what manner fireworks shall be kept, and no alteration 
shall be made unless by consent of the board. Any change made 
by removal shall be indorsed on the license, and no license shall 
be valid for any other place of business, unless so indorsed by the 
chief engineer or secretary of the board.

ORDINANCE.! 


Section 1. The Board of Aldermen, upon complaint made to 
them, or upon their knowledge and view of any defective chimney 
or fireplace within this city, shall, from time to time, take effectual 
care that the same shall be examined and inspected ; and, when in 
their opinion the safety of the city requires it, shall order 
the same to be immediately amended or repaired if the same 
can be properly done; otherwise, to be taken down and 
demolished.2 And if the owner or owners of such defective 
chimney or fireplace shall wilfully neglect or refuse to amend, 
repair, or take down the same, the said owner or owners shall 
forfeit and pay a sum not less than one dollar nor more than 
twenty dollars; provided, that such owner or owners shall have 
been served with an order in writing from the board of aldermen 
to amend, repair or take down the said defective chimney or fire- 
place (as the case may be), duly certified by the city clerk; an 
attested copy of which order, made and certified by the said city 
clerk, shall be served upon such owner or owners, by any person 
appointed for that purpose by the said board. And the board of 
aldermen, for. the time being, shall have full power and authority 
to order and direct, and they are hereby required to cause, such 
defective chimney or fireplace to be taken down and abated as a 
common nuisance; and the owner or owners of such defective 
chimney or fireplace shall in such case bear, satisfy, and pay the

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whole expense and charge of abating such nuisance, and of taking 
down and removing such defective chimney or fireplace. 

Sect. 2. The board of aldermen are authorized and directed to 

appoint and license, from time to time, suitable persons to be 
sweepers of chimneys in this city, who, together with their appren- 
tices, and others by them employed, shall wear such badges as the 
board shall appoint and direct, and whose wages and compensation 
for their work and service in sweeping chimneys shall not exceed 
the rates which have been fixed and appointed by the mayor and 
aldermen, or may hereafter be fixed and appointed by the board 
of aldermen. And if any person who shall not be appointed and 
licensed as aforesaid shall presume, either by himself or by his 
apprentices, or others by him employed, to undertake the sweep- 
ing of any chimney in this city, excepting such as are in his own 
occupation, every such person shall forfeit and pay a sum not less 
than one dollar, nor more than twenty dollars, for every offence of 
which he shall be duly convicted. And no inhabitant of this city 
shall employ any person (excepting his, or her, own servant, being 
in his, or her house), to sweep any of his, or her chimneys within 
the city, other than one of the chimney sweepers appointed and 
licensed as aforesaid by the board of aldermen; and if any inhab- 
itant of this city shall employ any person other than the chimney 
Sweepers appointed and licensed as aforesaid, in violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance, he, or they, shall forfeit and pay a fine 
not less than one dollar nor more than ten dollars. 

Sect. 3. When, and so often as, complaint is made to the board 
of aldermen by any chimney sweeper appointed and licensed as 
aforesaid, or by any inhabitant of the city, against any person or 
persons, that their chimneys are unsafe by reason of foulness, the 

said board, or any other person by them empowered, is hereby 
directed to inspect and view, or order to be inspected and viewed, 
and to them reported, every such chimney complained of as afore- 
said; and if upon such view, inspection, and report they shall, 
either from their own view, or the report of the person appointed 
to view, as aforesaid, judge the same to be unsafe and dangerous 
to make and keep fire herein by reason of foulness, they shall give 
notice thereof to the person or persons in the possession or occu- 
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pancy of the house or tenement to which such chimney or chimneys 
belong; and the occupier or occupiers of such house or tenement 
shall forfeit and pay a sum not less than one dollar, uor more than 
twenty dollars, for every day in which fire shall be made and kept 
in such chimney or chimneys respectively by such occupier or occu- 
piers after notice shall have been given them in manner aforesaid, 
until the same shall be properly and sufficiently swept. 

Sect. 4. Ifany chimney, stove-pipe, or flue within the city shall 
take, or be set on fire, the occupant of the house to which such 
chimney, stove-pipe, or flue appertains, or the person or persons 
so setting the same on fire, shall forfeit and pay the sum of two. 
dollars ; provided, that it shall be lawful for any person to set fire 
to, and burn, his chimney, stove-pipe, or flue between sunrise and 
noon, if the buildings contiguous are wet with rain or covered with 
snow; and it shall be the duty of the chief or other engineers of 
the fire department to report to the board of aldermen the name 
of every person liable to the penalty provided by this section, in 
their first returns thereafter.

If any person shall take into any dwelling-house, stable, 


out-house, warehouse, store, shop, or other building within the 
city of Boston, any cannon, swivel, mortar, howitzer, cohorn, or 
fire-arm, loaded with or having gunpowder in the same, or shall 
receive into any dwelling-house, stable, barn, out-house, store, ware- 
house, shop,or other building within said city,any bomb, grenade, 
or other iron shell, charged with, or having gunpowder in the same, 
such person shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten pounds, to be 
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recovered at the suit of the engineers in an action of debt before 
any court proper to try the same; one moiety thereof to the use of 
said engineers, and the other moiety to the support of the poor of 
said city. 

2. All cannon, swivels, mortars, howitzers, cohorns, fire-arms, 
bombs, grenades, and iron shells of any kind that shall be found 
in any dwelling-house, out-house, stable, barn, store, warehouse, 
shop, or other building, charged with or having in them any gun- 
powder, shall be liable to be seized by either of the engineers of 
said city ; and upon complaint made by the said engineers to the 
court of common pleas, ! of such cannon, swivels, mortars, or how- 
itzers, being so found, the court shall proceed to try the merits of 
such complaint by a jury; andif the jury shall find such com- 
plaint supported, such cannon, swivel, mortar, or howitzer shall be 
adjudged forfeit, and sold at public auction, and one-half of the 
proceeds thereof. shall be disposed of to the engineers and the 
other half to the use of the poor of the city of Boston. And 
when any fire-arms, or any bomb, grenade, or other shell shall be 
found in any house, out-house, barn, stable,store, warehouse, shop, 
or other building, so charged or having gunpowder in the same, the 
same shall be liable to be seized in manner aforesaid; and on com- 
plaint thereof made and supported before a justice of the peace, 
shall be sold and disposed of as is above provided for cannon. 

3. Appeals were provided for in prosecutions under the two 
preceding sections, as was usual in other cases. 

4. No commissary, or any other officer or officers, or any person 
or persons in the service of the United States, or acting in the de- 
partment of commissary or quarter-master general of this com- 
monwealth, shall be permitted to have, keep, or possess within the 
city of Boston, a greater quantity of gunpowller than four hundred 
pounds; and the powder so had and possessed within the said city 
shall be kept in a place approved of by the engineers of the said 
city, either under ground in a vault, or in a stone or brick building 
secured against explosion by fire. 

5. Any gunpowder which shall be found in the possession of, or

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which may be had or kept within the city of Boston by any officer 
or officers, or any person or persons whatsoever acting in behalf or 
under the authority of the United States, or by any agent or ser- 

_ vant of such officers or persons, and all gunpowder possessed, had, 
or kept by any officer of the commissary or quarter-master gen- 
eral’s departments of the State of Massachusetts, or persons act- 
ing under the authority of these departments, contrary to the 
provisions of the preceding section, may be seized by any two or 
more of the engineers of the city of Boston, and the same may be 
libelled and condemned and sold, and the proceeds thereof dis- 
tributed, as is by law provided for the forfeiture of gunpowder in 
other cases within said city. 

6. No person, except on military duty in the public service of 
the United States, or of this commonwealth, shall keep, have, or 
possess in-any building or in any place, or in any carriage, or on 
any wharf or on board of any ship or other vessel within two hun- 
dred yards of any wharf, or of the mainland in the city of Boston, 
gunpowder, in any quantity exceeding one pound, in any way or 
manner other than by this and the eight following sections, and by 
the rules and regulations hereinafter mentioned, may be permitted 
and allowed. And all gunpowder had, kept, or possessed contrary 
to the provisions of said sections and of such rules and regulations 
shall be forfeited, and liable to be seized and proceeded against in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 

7. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to sell any 
gunpowder, which may at the time be within the city of Boston, 
in any quantity, without first having obtained from the engineers 
of said city a license, signed by the chief engineer or by the secre- 
tary of the board of engineers, on which shall be written or printed 
a copy of the rules and regulations by them established, relative 
to keeping, selling, and transporting gunpowder within said city; 
and every such license shall be in force for one year from the date 
thereof, unless annulled by the board of engineers, and no longer ; 
but such license may, prior to the expiration of that term, be 
renewed by the chief engineer or the said secretary, from year 


to year, by indorsement thereon; provided, always, that the board . 


of engineers may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the 
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person or persons have disobeyed the law, or infringed any rules - 
and regulations established by said board of engineers. And 
every person who shall receive a license to sell gunpowder, as 
aforesaid, shall pay for the same the sum of five dollars, and for 
the renewal thereof the sum of one dollar, which sums shall be 
paid to the board of engineers, for their use, for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of carrying ,these enactments into execu- 
tion. 

8. The board of engineers of the city of Boston may establish 
rules and regulations, from time to time, relative to the times and 
places at which gunpowder may be brought to or carried from said 
city by land or water, the times when and the manner in which 
the same may be transported through said city, to direct and regu- 
late the kind of carriages and boats in which the same may be so 
brought to, carried from, and through said city, and to direct the 
manner in which gunpowder may be kept by licensed dealers and 
. other persons, and to direct and require all such precautions as 
may appear to them needful and salutary to guard against danger 
in the keeping and transportation of gunpowder. 

_ 9. <All gunpowder which shall be kept, had, or possessed 
within the city of Boston, or brought into or transported through 

the same, contrary to the provisions of said sections! and to the 
rules and regulations made as aforesaid, may be seized and taken 
into custody by any one or more of the engineers of said city, and 
the same shall, within twenty days next after the seizure thereof, 
be libelled, by filing in the office of the clerk of the superior court 
for the transaction of criminal business, a libel, stating the time, 
place, and cause of such seizure, a copy of which libel, or the sub- 
stance thereof, together with a summons or notice, which such clerk 
is hereby authorized to issue, shall be served on the person or per- 
sons in whose custody or possession such gunpowder shall have 
been seized, if such person be an inhabitant of this commonwealth, 
by delivering a copy thereof to such person or persons, or leaving 
such a copy at his, her, or their usual place of abode fourteen days 
at least before the sitting of the court at which the same is to be

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‘heard, that such person or persons may appear and show cause 
why the gunpowder so seized and taken should not be adjudged 
forfeit. And if the powder so seized shall be adjudged forfeit, the 
person or persons in whose custody or possession the same was 
seized, or the occupant or tenant of the place wherein the same 
was so seized, shall pay all costs of prosecution, and execution 
shall be issued therefor ; provided, that it appear to the court that 
such person or persons had notice of such prosecution by service 
as aforesaid; and in case the person or persons in whose custody 
or possession such gunpowder may be seized, shall be unknown to 
the engineer or engineers making such seizure, or in case such eun- 
powder, at the time of seizure, may not be in the custody or pos- 
session of any person, or if it shall appear by the return of the 
officers that such person cannot be found, or. has no place of abode 
in this commonwealth, then said court shall and may proceed to 
adjudication thereon.

10. Any person or persons who shall rescue, or attempt to res- 
cue, any gunpowder seized as aforesaid, or shall aid or assist 
therein, or who shall counsel and advise, or procure the same to be 
done, or who shall molest, hinder or obstruct any engineer in such 
seizure, or in conveying gunpowder so seized to a place of safety, 
shall forfeit and pay a fine for each offence of not less than one 
hundred dollars, and not exceeding five hundred dollars, to be sued 
for and recovered by action of the case by any person or persons 
who shall sue for the same in any court proper to try the same; 
and it is hereby made the duty of all persons to aid and assist each 
engineer or engineers in executing the duties hereby required. 

11. The said engineers, or any of them, may enter the store or 
place of any person or persons licensed to sell gunpowder, to ex- 
amine and ascertain if the laws, rules and regulations relating 
thereto are strictly observed ; and on an alarm of fire may cause the 
powder there deposited to be removed or destroyed, as the case 
may require; and it shall be lawful for any one or more of the en- 
gineers of said city to enter any dwelling house or other place in 
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the city of Boston to search for gunpowder, first having obtained 
from a justice of the police court in said city a search warrant 
therefor, which warrant the justices of said court are hereby author- 
ized to issue, upon the complaint of such engineer or engineers, 
supported by his or their oath. 

*12. Any person who shall suffer injury by the explosion of any 
gunpowder had, kept, or transported within the city of Boston, con- 
trary to the provision of said section,! and of the rules and regu- 
lations established as aforesaid, may have an action of the case in 
any court proper to try the same, against the owner or owners of 
such gunpowder, or against any other person or persons who may 
have had the possession or custody of such gunpowder at the time 
of the explosion thereof, to recover reasonable damages for the in- 
jury thus sustained. 

13. It shall be the duty of the engineers of the city of Boston to 
cause all such rules and regulations as they may make znd estab- 
lish, by virtue of the authority given as aforesaid, to be published 
in two or more newspapers printed in the city of Boston, and to 
cause such publication to be continued three weeks successively, 
for the information and government of all persons concerned. 

14, All fines, penalties and forfeitures which may arise and accrue 
under the eight preceding sections shall and may be prosecuted for 
and recovered, either in the manner therein specially provided, or. 
by indictment, complaint, or information in any court proper to 
try the same. And said act shall be taken and deemed to bea 
public act, of which all courts, magistrates, and citizens are bound 
to take notice as such; and in any libel, action, indictment, in- 
formation, or complaint upon said act, it shall not be necessary to 
set forth any more of the same than so much thereof as relates to, 
and may be necessary truly and substantially to describe the of- 
fence alleged to have been committed.?

It also provided, that allrules and regulations made and established by the 
engineers, under and by virtue of the provisions of former acts, should continue 
to have the same force and effect until altered or annulled by the said engineers, 
as if thisact had not been passed. 
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15. Any person who shall keep, have or possess any gun- 
powder within the city of Boston contrary to the provisions of the 
nine preceding sections, or to the rules and regulations of the board 
of engineers therein mentioned, or who shall sell any gunpowder 
in said city without having a license therefor, or contrary to such 
license or the rules and regulations aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum 
not less than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding five hundred 
dollars, for each offence; and if any gunpowder kept contrary to 
the said provisions or to such license or to the rules and regula- 
tions aforesaid, shall explode in any building, or on board of any 
ship or other vessel, or in any place in said city, the occupant, 
tenant, or owner of which has not then a license to keep and sell 
gunpowder therein, such occupant, tenant, or owner, shall forfeit 
a sum not less than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding one 
thousand dollars for each offence. 

16. The several fines, penalties and forfeitures, mentioned 
in the ten preceding sections, shall inure to the sole use of the 
board of engineers of the fire department of said city of Boston; 
provided, however, that whenerer, on the trial of any prosecution, 
under the said sections, any one or more of the said engineers 
shall be sworn and examined as a witness on behalf of the pros- 
ecution, a record thereof shall be made in court, and in such case 
the fine, penalty or. forfeiture shall inure to the use of the poor of 
the city of Boston, to be paid over to the overseers of the poor 
thereof. 

17. Whenever any quantity less than ten quarter-casks of gun- 
powder shall be seized and taken into custody by any one or more 
of the engineers of the fire department of the city of Boston, a libel 
or complaint may be filed in the clerk’s office of the municipal court 
of said city of Boston, and the said municipal court of said city 
shall have jurisdiction thereof; and the like proceedings thereon 
(excepting a trial by jury) shall be had in said court as are pro- 
vided for by the fifth section of the act passed on the twenty-fifth 
day of March, in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
nt three,’ in the like cases of seizures and proceedings before the

18. All fines, penalties, and forfeitures imposed by the twelve 
preceding sections may be sued for and recovered by the chief en- 
gineer, or any one or more of the engineers of the fire department 
of the said city of Boston, or by any person thereto authorized by 
a vote of the board of engineers of the said fire department.! 

19. Whoever wilfully and maliciously, by the explosion of gun- 
powder or any other explosive substance, unlawfully destroys. or 
injures any dwelling house, office, shop, or other building, or any 
ship or vessel, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state 
prison not exceeding twenty years, or in the jail not exceeding five 
years, or by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars. 

20. Whoever wilfully and maliciously throws into, against, or 

pon, or puts, places, or explodes, or causes to be exploded in, 
upon, or near any dwelling-house, office, shop, building, or vessel, 
any gunpowder or other explosive substance, or any bomb-shell, 
torpedo, or other instrument filled or loaded with any explosive 
substance, with intent unlawfully to destroy or injure such dwell- 
ing-house, office, shop, building, or vessel, or any person or prop- 
erty therein, shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison 
not exceeding ten years, or in the jail not exceeding five years, or 
by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

21. Gunpowder manufactured in this state shall be put into 
strong and tight casks containing twenty-five pounds, fifty pounds, 
or one hundred pounds each, unless the same is well secured in 
copper, tin, or brass canisters holding not exceeding five pounds 
each, and closely covered with copper, brass, or tin covers. 

22. Hach cask containing gunpowder manufactured within this 
state, or brought into the same by land or water and landed, shall 
be marked on the head with black paint, in legible characters, with 
the word gunpowder, the name of the manufacturer, the weight of 
the cask, and the year in which the powder was manufactured ; 


1¥or powers of the board of engineers to make rules and regulations relating 
to gunpowder, see Fire, ante, p. 238, § 13. 
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and each canister of gunpowder shall be marked with the word 
gunpowder. 

23. Whoever knowingly marks a cask of gunpowder with the 
name of any person other than the manufacturer of the same, or 
changes gunpowder from a cask marked with the name of one man- 
ufacturer into a cask marked with the name of another manufac- 
turer, shall for each offence forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 

24. The city council of a city and the inhabitants of a town 
may order that no gunpowder shall be kept in any place within the 
limits thereof, unless it is well secured in tight casks or canisters ; 
that no gunpowder above the quantity of fifty pounds shall be kept 
or deposited in any shop, store, or other building, or in a ship or 
vessel which is within the distance of twenty-five rods from any 
other building or wharf; that no gunpowder above the quantity of 
twenty-five pounds shall be kept or deposited in any shop, store, 
or other building within ten rods of any other building; and that 
no gunpowder above the quantity of one pound shall be kept or 
deposited in any shop, store, or other building within ten rods of 
another building, unless it is well secured in copper, tin, or brass 
canisters, holding not exceeding five pounds each, and closely cov- 
ered with copper, brass, or tin covers. They may make a like or- 
der in regard to gun-cotton, or other substances prepared like it 
for explosion, and, if considered necessary for public safety, may 
restrict the quantity to be so kept to one-fifth of the weight of gun- 
powder allowed by this section. 

25. Upon complaint made to a justice of the peace or police 
court by the mayor or either of the aldermen, selectmen, or fire- 
wards of any place, that he has probable cause to suspect, and does 
_ suspect, that gunpowder, gun-cotton, or other substance prepared 
like it for explosion, is deposited and kept within the limits 
thereof contrary to law, such justice or court may issue a warrant 
directed to either of the constables of such place, ordering him to 
enter any shop, store, or other building, or vessel specified in the 
warrant, and there make diligent search for such gunpowder, gun- 
cotton, or other substance suspected to have been so deposited or 
kept, and to make return of his doings to said justice or court 
forthwith. 
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26. Whoever commits an offence against any order made under 
_ section twenty-four, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars; but the two preceding sections shall not extend to any man- 
ufactory of gunpowder, gun-cotton or other substance aforesaid, 
nor in any case prevent the transportation thereof through any 
city or town, or from one to another part thereof.

STATUTES. 


1. The mayor and aldermen of every city, and the selectmen 
of every town, of more than fifteen hundred inhabitants, and of 
every town of less than fifteen hundred inhabitants, upon the 
written application of five or more citizens of such town therefor, 
shall appoint, annually, one or more suitable persons, not inter- 
ested in the sale of crude petroleum, or in the sale or manufacture 
of petroleum, earth rock joil, or in any of their products, to be 
inspector or inspectors thereof in said city or town, and fix their 
compensation to be paid by persons requiring their services under 
the provisions of this statute, and who, before entering upon the 
duties of their office, shall be duly sworn. Any inspector guilty 
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of fraud, deceit, or culpable negligence in the performance of his 
duties, shall be punished by fine not. exceeding one hundred 
dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail or house of correction 
not exceeding one month, or by both, in the discretion of the 
court. 

2. No person shall mix for sale, naphtha and illuminating oils, 
or shall sell or offer for sale such mixture, or shall sell or offer for 
sale, except for purposes of re-manufacture, illuminating oils 
made from coal or petroleum, which will evaporate a gas under 
one hundred degrees, Fahrenheit, or ignite at a temperature of 
less than one hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, to be ascer- 
tained by the application of Tagliabue’s, or some other approved 
instrument, and any person so doing shall for each offence be 
punished by fine or imprisonment, as provided in the first section 
hereof; and shall also be liable therefor, to any person suffering 
damage from the explosion or ignition of such oil thus unlawfully 
sold or kept, or offered for sale; and such oil thus unlawfully sold 
or kept, or offered for sale, and the casks or packages containing 
the same, shall be forfeited and sold, one-half of the proceeds of 
such sale to go to the commonwealth and the other half to the 
informer. 

3. For all the purposes of this act, all illuminating oils made 
from coal or petroleum, having an igniting point of less than one 
hundred and ten degrees Fahrenheit, to be determined in the 
manner provided in the second section of this act, shall be deemed 
to be mixed with naphtha, and shall be branded unsafe for illumi- 
nating purposes. 

4, Any person who shall sell or keep, or offer for sale, naphtha 
under any assumed name, shall, for each offence, upon conviction 
thereof, be liable to the same penalties provided, and shall be sub- 
ject to the same liabilities set forth in the first two sections of 
this act. 

5. Crude petroleum, or any of its products, may be stored, 
kept, manufactured or refined in detached and properly ventilated 
buildings specially adapted to the purpose, and surrounded by an 
embankment constructed so as to effectually prevent the overflow 
of said petroleum or any of its products beyond the premises on 
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which the same may be kept, manufactured or refined: said build- 
ings to be occupied in no part as a dwelling; and if less than fifty 
feet from any other building, must be separated therefrom by a 
stone or brick wall at least ten feet high and twelve inches thick ; 
and any person keeping such articles in any other kind of building, 
except as is hereinafter provided in the sixth section hereof shall 
be punished by fine or imprisonment in the manner provided in 
the first two sections hereof. 

6. No person shall manufacture, refine, mix, store, or keep for 
sale, any oil or fluid, composed wholly or in part of any of the 
products of petroleum, in any city or town, except as provided in 
the fifth sectionof this act, without a license first having been 
obtained from the mayor and aldermen of said city, or the select- 
men of said town, and in said license there shall be expressed 
the manner, and the portion of any locality or building in which> 
said articles may be mixed, stored or kept; and whoever mixes, 
stores or keeps said articles in any one locality, except as afore- 
said, without having first obtained a license as herein required, or 
haying obtained such license, mixes, stores or keeps said articles 
in a different manner, orin any other portion of said locality or 
building than is expressed in said license, shall forfeit and pay a 
sum not exceeding five hundred dollars, to be recovered in any 
appropriate form of action, to be instituted in the name of the 
mayor of said city, or of the selectmen of said town; and the 
license granted in accordance with the provisions of this act, shall 
continue to be in force, from the time of granting the same, until 
the first day of April next succeeding, unless sooner revoked ; and 
said license shall be revocable at all times by the authorities 
granting the same. 

7. Upon complaint made to the justice of any municipal or 
police court, or toa justice of the peace, by the mayor, or by an 
alderman of any city or by a selectmen of any town, or by an 
inspector appointed under the provisions of this act, or any engineer 
of a fire department, fireward, chief of police, or city marshal, that 
he has probable cause to suspect, and does suspect, that any of the 
articles enumerated in this act are offered for sale, or are depos- 
ited and kept within the limits of said city or town, contrary to © 
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the provisions of this act, said justice or court may issue a warrant, 
directed to any such inspector, engineer, or fireward, or to any 
sheriff, deputy-sheriff, constable or police officer, odering him to 
enter any shop, warehouse, manufactory, or any other building 
specified in the warrant, to make diligent search for such articles 
or articles suspected to be so offered for sale, deposited or kept, 
and to make return of his doings to said justice or court forthwith. 

8. None of the articles enumerated in this act shall be allowed 
to remain in any street, lane, alley or travelled way, or upon any 
wharf, or in any yard, or on the grounds of any railroad corpora- 
tion in any city for a longer time than twenty-four hours, and in 
any town fora longer time than forty-eight hours, without a special 
permit from the mayor and aldermen of said city, or the selectmen 
of said town, or from some person by them duly authorized; and 
any and all persons so keeping such articles for a longer time, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than fifty dollars for each 
and every such offence. 

9. The city council of any city, and the inhabitants of any 
town, may adopt such ordinances, by-laws and regulations, not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, as they may deem 
reasonable in relation to the manufacture, mixing, storing, keeping 
or selling, within the corporate limits of said city or town, any of 
the articles herein enumerated, and may affix penalties for breaches 
thereof not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence, reasonable 
notice of which shall be given to all concerned. 

10, No person shall sell, or keep for sale, at retail, for illumi- 
nating purposes, any kerosene, refined petroleum, or any product 
of petroleum, without having the same inspected and approved by 
an authorized inspector. Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be fined and imprisoned in the manner provided 
in the first section of chapter one hundred and fifty-two, of the 
acts of the present year. 

11. The city council of any city, and the inhabitants of any 
town, may adopt such rules and regulations as they deem reason- 
able in relation to the storage and sale, within the limits thereof, 
of camplene, or any similar explosive or inflammable fluid, and 
may aflix penalties for breaches thereof, not exceeding twenty 
dollars for any one offence. 
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ORDINANCES. 
PETROLEUM AND ITS PRODUCTS.1 


Section 1. Any person desiring to manufacture, refine, mix, 
store or keep for sale, any oil or fluid, composed wholly or in part 
of any of the products of petroleum, in a greater quantity than one 
hundred gallons, in any one place in the city of Boston, except 
as provided in the fifth section of chapter one hundred and fifty- 
two, of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, shall 
make application in writing for a license therefor to the board 
of aldermen of said city, and shall state in such application the 
place, building, or part of a building, for which he desires a 
license, and whether he desires a license for manufacturing, 
refining and mixing said articles, or any of them, or a license for 
storing and keeping them, or both. Such application shall be 
referred to the chief engineer of the fire department, who shall, 
within one week from the time of such reference, examine, or 
cause to be examined, by one of the assistant engineers, the place 
or building described in such application, and report in writing to 
the board of aldermen, his opinion of the propriety of granting the 
license applied for. 

Sect. 2. No license shall be granted for manufacturing, refin- 
ing, mixing, storing or keeping said articles, or any of them, upon 
any alley, sidewalk, street or wharf, within the limits of the city, 
nor in any part of a building occupied in whole or in part as a 
dwelling-house, nor upon any floor of a building above the first 
floor. 

Sect. 3. No license shall be granted for mixing, storing or 
keeping crude petroleum, naphtha, or gasoline in any part of a 
building above the cellar, unless said articles are contained in 
metallic vessels securely closed. | 

Sect. 4. No license shall be granted for selling or keeping for 
sale at retail, for illuminating purposes, any kerosene, refined 
petroleum, or any product of petroleum which has not been in- 


spected by the officer appointed for that purpose by the mayor and 


aldermen.

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Sect. 5. Except as hereinbefore exressly provided, licenses 
may be granted for manufacturing, refining, mixing, storing and 
keeping said articles, or any of them, in cellars, or upon the 
first floor of buildings, or in other suitable localities, in such 
quantities over one hundred gallons, and in sucha manner as 
the board of aldermen may in each case determine, except that no 
license shall be granted for manufacturing, refining, mixing, 
storing or keeping said articles, or any of them, upon the first 
floor of any building in a greater quantity than one hundred 
gallons unless the same be contained in metallic vessels securely 
closed, or the foundations and walls of said building be of brick, 
stone or iron, and the sills or walls of said buildings be built 
without apertures for a space of at least one foot above the floor. 

Sect. 6. There shall be expressed in said license the name of 
the person or persons to whom the license is granted, and whether 
he, or they, are permitted to manufacture, refine and mix said 
articles, or any of them, or to store and keep them, or both, and a 
description of the place, building, or part of a building licensed, 
and any limitations upon the quantity of said articles, or any of 
them, which may be manufactured, refined, mixed, stored or kept 
therein, or upon the manner of manufacturing, refining, mixing, 
storing or keeping the same which the board of aldermen may in 
each case see fit to impose; and any person so licensed may manu- 
facture, refine, mix, store or keep said articles, or any of them, 
according to the terms of his license, either on his own account, or 
on account of any other person. Any person holding such a li- 
cense shall allow the chief engineer of the fire department, or any 
of the assistant engineers, or the inspector or inspectors appoin- 
ted by the mayor and aldermen, to enter the premises described in 
the license, and take such samples of oils and make such exami- 
nations of the premises as said engineers or inspectors deem expe- 
dient. Any violation of the terms of said license shall work a rev- 
ocation of the same, and the board of aldermen may revoke any 
license, without cause, at any time. 

Secr. 7. The chief and assistant engineers of the fire depart- 
ment shall make complaint to the municipal court of all violations 
of the provisions of chapter one hundred and fifty-two, and chapter

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three hundred and forty-five, of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-nine, and bring suits, in the name of the mayor of 
the city, against all persons who manufacture, refine, mix, store 
or keep for sale any oil, or fluid, composed wholly or in part, of 
“the products of petroleum, without the license required by this 
ordinance. 


‘ CAMPHENE AND BURNING FLUID.! 


Sect. 8. No person shall keep for sale, or shall store in any 
ouilding within the city of Boston, any camphene or burning fluid, 
without a license from the board of aldermen, under a penalty of 
not less than one, nor more than twenty dollars, for each offence, 

Sect. 9. Every person desiring to obtain a license to sell or 
store camphene or burning fluid in said city, shall make written 
application therefor to the chief engineer of the fire department, 
stating in said application the place or building in which he desires 
to sell or store the said articles, and the manner in which he pro- 
poses to keep them, and the chief engineer of the fire department 
shall examine the premises and report to the board of aldermen his 
opinion of the safety of granting a license, and after his report the 
board of aldermen may act upon said application. 

Secr. 10. All licenses granted under the provisions of the pre- 
vious section shall continue and be in force from the time of grant- 
ing them until the first day of April next succeeding. 

Sect. 11. Every person, at the time of receiving said license 
shall pay therefor the sum of one dollar. 


WOODEN BUILDINGS. 
STATUTES. 


1. No wooden building of more than sixteen feet in height, 
from the ground or foundation thereof, shall be erected in the city 
of Boston, except under the following limitations and restric. 
tions,” namely: the dimensions of such building on the ground not

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to exceed twenty-five feet by fifty feet; or, being in any other pro- 
portion, not to cover more than twelve hundred and fifty superficial 
feet of land; the walls not to exceed twenty feet in height from the 
under side of the sills, which sills may be three feet six inches 
above the level of the street, to the eaves of the roof; the roof, in 
the highest point thereof, not to rise more than thirty-two feet from 
the under side of the sills aforesaid, and there shall be at least one 
scuttle at or near the highest point of said roof. 


2, When two or more such two-story buildings as are provided 
for in the preceding section shall be erected in connection, or within 
_ three feet of each other, or within three feet of any other wooden 
building, more than sixteen feet in height, there shall be an entire 
brick or stone wall between them, commencing from the foundation 
of said wall, and carried to the height of twelve feet above the level 
of the street, at least twelve inches in thickness, and the residue 
of said wall shall be at least eight inches in thickness; and in case 
any openings are made through said walls, the same shall be se- 
cured against fire by iron doors applied to such openings; provided 
that such brick or stone walls may be dispensed with by consent, in 
writing, of the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, on what 
are commonly called the neck lands, in said city.? 


3. If any person or persons shall violate the provisions of the 
two preceding sections, such person or persons, on conviction 
thereof, in any court competent to try the same, shall forfeit and 
pay for every such offence a sum not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars, and shall be liable to a like pros- 
ecution and penalty for each and every year after such conviction, 
until said building or buildings, erected contrary to the provisions 
aforesaid, shall be removed or made to conform thereto; and the 
said penalties and forfeitures incurred by virtue of this act may 
be recovered by indictment, to the use of the city of Boston, or by 
an action of debt in any court competent to try the same, one-half

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to the use of the person or persons who shall sue therefor, and the 
residue to the use of the said city. 3 

4, Itshall be the duty of the board of engineers of the said 
city to cause suits to be commenced without delay against each 
and all who shall violate the provisions of the three preceding 
sections, and to prosecute the same to final judgment.! 

5. An act, passed March 27, 1847, provided that any building 
thereafter erected in the city of Boston, contrary to the provisions 
of the four preceding sections, shall be deemed and taken to be a 
common nuisance; and the mayor and aldermen of the said city 
shall have the same power and authority to abate and remove any 
such building as are given to the board of health, in the tenth and 
eleventh sections of the twenty-first chapter of the Revised Stat- 
utes? ; provided, however, that nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as affecting any remedies already given in the four preced- 
ing sections. ; 

6. The city council of the city of Boston may authorize the 
erection of wooden buildings in those parts of said city called 
South Boston and East Boston, and also those parts of the city 
comprised in wards thirteen, fourteen and fifteen, upon such terms 
and conditions, and subject to such limitations and restrictions, as 
they may deem expedient.? 

ORDINANCE. 

It shall be eer to erect wooden buildings in those parts of the 
city called South Boston and East Boston, which shall not be more 
than thirty-two feet high from the ground to the highest part 
thereof; provided, however, that no wooden building, except for 
mechanical purposes, shall be erected in a range of more than fifty 
feet in extent, without the intervention of a brick partition wall, 
of at least eight inches in thickness, such wall to extend six inches 
at least above the surface of the roof; and no wooden building 
shall be altered for a dwelling-house contrary to this provision.

One of the assistants was transferred to the surveys for 
extension of the water works in Dorchester in May; but during 
a portion of the months of June, August, September and Octo- 
ber, was recalled to Chestnut Hill. 

On the 10th of November, the Chestnut Hill party was dis- 
banded, —the last pay-roll being made up to that date. Two 
of the party remain connected with the department. The Res- 
ident Engineer, Henry M. Wightman, Hsq., holds the position 
of Assistant City Engineer, and W. F. Learned, Hsq., has the 
supervision of the extensions of the water works in Roxbury 
and Dorchester. 

The following statement exhibits the operations of the de- 
partment during the past year, and such general information 
relating to the various works and structures finished and in prog- 
ress, as I have thought would be of interest, and comply with the 
provision of the ordinance relative to this report. 


WATER WORKS. 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir. 

This great work, which has so largely exceeded in magnitude 
and cost the original designs and estimates, was so far comple- 
ted on the 25th of October last as to be ready for the recep- 
tion of water in the lower, or, as it is now called, the “ Bradlee 
Basin.” The engineering operations connected with this work, 
and extending over a period of seven years may, it seems to me, 
be appropriately recorded and described in this report, and 
be found of sufficient interest to warrant the occupation of 
the required space. 

Surveys for a suitable site for this reservoir were made in 
1863, and in November of that year three plans were submitted 
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to the Water Board. ‘he first was a plan for a reservoir on 
the southerly side of the, Woonsocket division of the Boston, 
Hartford and Erie railroad; the second was a plan of the site 
of the present. Lawrence basin, and the third was a plan of the 
present Bradlee basin, but only included the portion on the 
northerly side of Beacon street, which then divided what is 
now the Bradlee basin. To this last plan was afterwards 
added the other portion of this. basin, which was on the south- 
erly side of Beacon street. 

By the first plan a water area of but forty-one acres could 
be obtained, and that. only by building a dam parallel to and 
adjoining the railroad, and this dam would, at the easterly end, 
have been twenty-four feet above the track, and the foundation 
for nearly the entire length of the dam was of the worst de- 
scription, being of quicksand. By the second plan the water 
area was forty-four acres, but the depth of water would have 
been but twelve feet, which is not sufficient to prevent the 
erowth of subaqueous vegetation. An excavation of, five feet 
in depth, over nearly the whole extent of this reservoir, was 
necessary, and this was considered and afterwards se to 
be a very expensive work. 

By the third plan a water area of fifty-two and one-half 
acres could be obtained on the ‘northerly side of Beacon street, 
and on the southerly side, an area of forty-one and one-half 
acres, the two forming a basin ninety-four acres in extent; this 
third plan was the one adopted by the Water Board upon my 
recommendation. 

_ During the following year but little was done by this depart- 
ment in connection with the reservoir, with the exception of 
some further rough surveys and ne age estimates of the 
cost of doing the work. 

In 1865, the City Council having made in 1864 an appro- 
priation for the purchase of land for a site for the reservoir, 
and having procured an act of the legislature authorizing the 


~~ 
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construction of the same, a party was detailed from this office, 
under the charge of Henry*M. Wightman, who had made the 
previous preliminary surveys, to make an accurate survey of 


_the whole territory and plans for the building of the réservoir. 


During the progress of these surveys, it was dgcided by the 
Water Board to connect the Lawrence basin with the site 
already adopted. The expense of draining this basin in a new 
direction, as its natural drainage would have been prevented by 
the construction of the reservoir upon the site selected ; the dif- 
ficulty of making the dam between the two perfectly tight, so 
that no claim should arise for damages from its owner; the 
question of damages which would probably arise for diverting 
the natural drainage, and beyond all these considerations, the 
desire of the Board and myself to construct a reservoir which 
should be ample to meet the future wants of the city, were the — 
reasons for the addition of this basin to the original plan. 

The area surveyed was about three hundred acres in extent. 
The property lines were carefully determined, and a complete 
topographical survey made of the whole territory. The plans 
were made with great accuracy and contour lines for every two feet 
in height were traced upon them. These plans were the basis for 
allthe subsequent work upon the reservoir. The location of 
the banks was determined by means of profiles made at right 
angles to its proposed direction, upon which the most favorable 
position for the banks was fixed; these points were then trans- 
ferred to the plans and connected by straight lines and curves 
which formed the lines for the reservoir banks. These lines 
were of course subject to alterations should the material in cut- 
ting or the foundation in filling prove them to be not the most . 
economical, All the curves of this reservoir are regular, being — 
either simple, compound or reversed, connected by straight lines. 

The accuracy of these surveys and plans may be judged by 
the fact that the lines of the banks, driveway, etc., as laid out 
from the base lines of the survey and by scale measurements 
from the plans, rarely varied a foot. 
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These plans were not fully elaborated upon the commence- 
ment of the work upon the reservoir in the spring of 1866, as 
the party employed upon the work was small, and they were in- 
terrupted by the bad weather and the necessity of making plans 
and descriptions of the land bought, and by the sickness of the 
superintendent of the work, Mr. Knowlton, which rendered the 
presence of the Resident Engineer necessary at the site of the res- 
ervoir where arrangements were being made for constructing the 
necessary buildings, such as grading for the stables and board- 
ing-house for the men, draining, and clearing the land of trees. 

By working night and day upon the plans, they were com- 
pleted so that no delay was occasioned in prosecuting the work 
on the reservoir. The plans for the location of the banks having 
been completed, the question of disposing of the surface water 
drainage remained to be settled, there being considerable 
diversity of opinion upon the subject. Two plans were finally 
submitted, embodying the different views. By one of these 
plans it was proposed to divide the drainage at the Lawrence 
brook, and to convey one portion in a northerly direction in an 
open catch water drain a distance of 2,100 feet, from which 
point a brick drain was to conduct it under the conduit, a dis- 
tance of two hundred feet, and then an open catch water drain a 
further distance of 1,235 feet to Chandler’s ice pond. 

The other portion of the drainage was to be conveyed in an 
easterly direction and on the same route occupied by the pres- 
ent drain, but was to haye been an open catch water drain for 
a distance of 2,200 feet, and a brick drain for the balance of the 
distance (about 3,800 feet) to the brook near the intersection of 
Beacon and Rockland streets. 

By the other plan submitted, the drain was to commence at 
the influent Gate House and continue entirely around the reser- 
voir on the westerly, southerly and easterly sides to the brook 
near the intersection of Beacon and Rockland streets, a distance 
of 7,154 feet. It was to be built of brick, underground the entire 
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distance, and varying in size from two feet six inches in diam- 
eter to six feet four inches diameter, with suitable catch basins 
and inlets for the water. This latter plan, although much the 
more expensive, was after careful consideration of the subject 
adopted, and the work commenced on the 10th of May, and the 
entire drain was completed on the 27th of November, 1867. 

The building of a driveway around the reservoir having been 
agitated during the summer of 1866, and proving to be very 
popular with the citizens, several plans and estimates were sub- 
mitted to the Water Board by the engineer. There was great 
diversity of opinion upon the subject in the Board, some of the 
members being opposed to the project, and others differing in 
their views as to the proper width to construct it. The engineer 
was finally directed to prepare a plan and estimate upon the 
best location that could be selected, and of a width not less than 
eighty feet. In preparing this plan the engineer ascertained 
that in some places the width of eighty feet would greatly add 
to the expense of the driveway, and having represented to the — 
Board that a width of sixty feet in some places would greatly 
lessen the expense, a committee of the Board, consisting of 
Messrs. Norcross and Bradlee, were appointed to go over the 
proposed location, which had been staked out, and decide upon 
the width at these places. 

This committee having attended to their duty, a plan and 
estimate was made, and submitted to the Board, and by them 
recommended to the City Council, who on the 9th of Octo- 
ber, 1866, passed the necessary orders for its construction. 

This driveway is constructed upon the plan of the Central 
Park roads, but differs from them in having a greater thickness 
of rough stone for the lower stratum, and a less thickness of 
crushed stone and gravel for a top dressing. 

Plans showing all the details of the gate houses were made 
in this office, and the specifications for the cut granite and for 


building the gate houses were made in 1867, and the interme- 
2 
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diate gate house was commenced. Before the work upon this 
gate house began, it was necessary to remove four hundred 
feet of the conduit, and convey the water around the gap thus 
formed, that there should be no ‘interruption of the supply to 
the city. | 

This object was accomplished by the construction of a wood- 
en flume, the plans for which were made by the Engineer, and 
so built as to be readily taken apart aud put together again in 
any place where needed. Some difficulty was experienced in 
making its connection with the conduit perfectly tight, but by a 
liberal use of puddling clay, this object was accomplished and 
the flume was in constant use for about two years, and was then 
taken apart and is now stored at the reservoir. 

Surveys and plans for the main pipes from this reservoir 
were made during the fall and winter of 1867 and spring of 
1868. In order to select the most favorable route, and to show 
the various routes proposed, a tract of country was surveyed 
from Rockland street in Brighton, to Cypress street in Brook- 
line, and between Boylston street, and Tappan street, and the 
Woonsocket Division of the Boston, Hartford & Hrie R. RB. and 
Beacon street, an area about one and one-half miles long by one- 
quarter of a mile wide, all of which was levelled over, and a 
topographical plan made upon which was laid out no less than 
five distinct routes. Profiles and cross-sections of these were 
made and submitted to the Water Board, and the route No. 5, - 
~ on the general plan, showing the routes, was finally decided upon. 
Some additional surveys were made to show the feasibility of con- 
structing a road over this route, and several propositions were 
made by the Water Board to the town authorities of Brookline; 
but the project was finally abandoned, and the land necessary for 
the pipe route was taken, under the act of the legislature, 
giving the city authority to lay the pipe. 

In addition to these special surveys, the current work at the 
reservoir was continued without intermission. Lines and grades 
were given for every piece of embankment, for the drain, the 
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main pipe, the gate houses, driveway, etc., and a constant super- 
vision exercised by the engineer over the work, that no unsuit- 
able material should be used in the embankments or gate houses, 
and that the construction should in all cases conform to the plans. 
Monthly estimates were made of the amount of slope wall built, 
the amount of clay delivered for puddling, and of coping stone 
for the slope wall. Hstimates involving a great amount of labor 
were made at three different times, of the cost of completing 
the reservoir. Levels were taken over the bottom of both 
basins, and their capacity calculated for each inch in depth, and 
tables made containing the length of water line, area and ca- 
pacity for each inch in depth, and the total capacity for each 
inch in depth. 

In addition to the work done at the reservoir, plans, specifi- 
cations and contracts were drawn in this office for building 
the gate houses, for the main pipe and its connections, for the 
stables and other temporary buildings at the reservoir. 

The engineering force at this reservoir consisted for the 
larger portion of the time of the resident engineer, one assistant 
engineer,’ two rodmen and one axeman, which was, I think, 
smaller than any force ever employed on a work of its size 
and importance. 

The resident engineer was twice obliged to change his assis- 
tant, once by the illness and subsequent death of his assistant 
Samuel C. Horn, and the second time by a severe accident to 
his assistant Wilbur F. Learned, who while giving a line for the 
building of the effluent gate house, fell from the wall, a distance 
of about twenty feet, causing such injuries that he was disabled 
for a period of six or seven months. 

The lower, or Bradlee basin of this reservoir was completed 
and the water let into it on the twenty-fifth of October, 1870, 
and the branch office of this department at the reservoir, for 
five years under the charge of Henry M. Wightman, the resi- 
dent engineer, was discontinued on the 10th of November. 
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HIGH SERVICE PUMPING WORKS. 


These works were completed in February last, and the 
engines first started February 25th, to supply the Highland 
district. On the 4th of June, the Beacon-hill high service dis- 
trict was connected to test the pipes and play the fountain on 
the common. On the sixth the supply was regularly commenced, 
and, except for occasional repairs, has continued to the present 
time. <A description of the manner of connecting the two dis- 
tricts and other details relating thereto, will be found in my 
annual report to the Cochituate Water Board in May last (City 
Doc. No. 51). From the engine records, I have compiled the 
following table, which exhibits the operations of the pumps 
since the first of March: —

This table presents some interesting and rather important 
facts relative to the amount of water pumped, either to supply 
waste or leakage. From June 6th to January 1st, there has 
not been a:single hour of the day or night (except when the 
water was shut off for repairs), that it has not been found 
necessary to keep the pumping engine working to maintain the 
proper level in the stand-pipe; and the least draft in any single 
hour during the aforesaid period of over six months, was 11,- 
066 gallons on the 13th of July, between the hours of one and 
two A. M., an amount equal to 40 per cent. of the hourly aver- 
age for the entire month. But a fairer comparison would be, 
to take the average of the smallest hourly drafts in each month, 
and compare that with the hourly average for the whole term 
of nearly seven months. From this comparison it will appear 
that the average of the smallest hourly drafts in each month, is 
17,810 gallons, and the average hourly draft for the whole term 
is 27,280 gallons. In this case the percentage is increased 
from 40, as before stated, to 654. It is manifestly impossible 
that such an amount of water can be required for legitimate 
uses, and that it must be attributed to careless or wanton waste, 
or to leakage in the gates which separate the high and low ser- 
vice districts. Iam of the opinion that both causes contribute 
to the unparalleled results of night consumption indicated by the 
foregoing figures; but that the leakage above referred to is the 
chief cause. If this be so, then we have not absolutely lost or 
used the water; but have pumped, probably, double the amount 
required to amply supply the entire high service. 

The daily average amount of water pumped for the high ser- 
vice since June 6th, when the Beacon-hill district was con- 
nected, was 650,200 gallons to supply a population of not over 
10,500 at a liberal estimate, and where the requirements are 
almost exclusively for domestic uses. Compare this rate of 
consumption with that of East Boston as determined by obser- 
vations recorded in the following table which I transcribe from 
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my annual report to the Cochituate Water Board in May last 
(City Doc. No. 51),— bearing in mind that the Hast Boston 
observations were made in severely cold weather when there 
would naturally be some waste to prevent freezing; and remem- 
bering also that, the East Boston district requires a very con- 
siderable amount of water for manufacturing and shipping 
interests.

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‘“‘It appears from the foregoing table, that the average hourly night 
draught from 9 o’clock, P. M., the 24th, to 4 o’clock, A. M., the 25th, was 
15,000 gallons; that there were only two hours during the whole twenty- 
four when the observation indicated no draught; that the average hourly 
draught during the seventeen hours, not reckoned above as night hours, 
was nearly 46,000 gallons, and the maximum hourly draught was from 9 
to 11 A. M., and from 5 to 6 P. M., the 24th, and from 6 to7 A. M., the 
25th — the average of the four hours being 65,571 gallons. 

The total for the twenty-four hours was 882,215 gallons, and, calling the 
population 25,000, the consumption per head would be about thirty-five 
gallons.” 


a 


By reference to the preceding table of operations at the 
high service pumping works, it will be seen that the daily 
average amount pumped in December was 735,274 gallons, an 
amount equivalent to seventy gallons per inhabitant, or just 
double the rate per head actually used in Hast Boston as per 
the foregoing table. 

Observations, continued for more than a year, of the amount 
of water actually used, as determined by meter measurement, 
in seven different families, (members of the Water Board) show 
an average consumption of twenty-five gallons per head in 
twenty-four hours. In the estimates which I submitted to the 
Water Board in May last of the probable requirements of the 
Beacon-hill high service, I mapped out the proposed district 
and procured from the Water Registrar a schedule of all the 
establishments within the district using the water, and the num- 
ber of occupants in each dwelling-house, tenement house, hotel, 
etc. The population of the district as thus determined was 
called, in round numbers, 6,000 and I allowed forty gallons per 
day to each inhabitant, making the daily requirements 240,000 
gallons. 

The district was subsequently enlarged, but to a very limited 
extent, and if I were to revise that estimate to conform to the 
enlargement, I should simply add to that amount, (240,000 gal- 
lons,) the amounts actually used by all the hotels, restaurants, 
club-houses, tenement-houses, and public buildings, using large 
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quantities as determined for the past year by meter measure- 
ment. This amount, as kindly furnished by the Water Reg- | 
istrar, amounts to 68,200 gallons per day. The amount would 
then be, 308,200 gallons per day. If to this we add the 
average amount actually pumped per day for the Highland high 
service, as shown by the records for May, before the Beacon-hill: 
district was added, which was 82,640 gallons; the total require- 
ments would then be, 390,840 gallons per day, by a most 
liberal estimate, and only fifty-three per cent of the average 
daily amount actually pumped in the month of December. 
There are probably fifty gates in all, required to separate the 
high and low service, with a difference in pressure on the two 
faces of forty pounds, and upwards, per square inch; and, un- 
less all these gates are perfectly tight, it is evident that, with 
such a pressure, the leakage must be very large from the high 
to the low service; and it is this, in my judgment, and not a 
wasteful use, that causes the enormous requirements of the high 
service. 

The pumping records show that the hour of greatest draft 
generally falls between eight and nine o’clock A.M., and that 
the hour of least draft, between the hours of two and three 
o'clock, AM. Thinking it might be interesting to know the 
relative consumption on different days of the week, I have 
taken considerable pains to compile the following statement : — 
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Statement of the average daily number of gallons of water pumped 
for the high service supply on each day of the week from June 
to December inclusive, arranged to illustrate the comparative 


draught on the several days of the week.

From the foregoing statement it appears that the days of the 
week arranged in the order of the greatest average consumption

The average consumption on Mondays is 19.4, per cent. 
greater than on Sundays, and about 8 per cent. greater than the 
average of the Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Thursdays and Fridays, 
which do not vary much from each other. 

Before the Beacon-hill high service district was connected, 
the night consumption (from twelve o’clock midnight to five A. 
M.) was found to average ten per cent. of the day consumption.

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Since the Beacon-hill district was connected the proportion of 
night to day consumption has increased to twenty per cent. 


BEACON-HILL HIGH SERVICE. 


The surveys and plan referred to in my last annual report as 
being then in progress have been completed, and a full descrip- 
tion of the same, and of the method of supplying the district, 
may be found in my annual report to the Cochituate Water 
Board in May last. 


SOUTH BOSTON HIGH SERVICE. 


During a portion of the months.of August and September a 
party under the charge of Wilbur F. Learned were engaged in 
surveys to locate the buildings and determine the elevations of 
all door-sills above a plane of fifty-five feet above “tide marsh 
level.” A plan was subsequently prepared similar to that of 
the Beacon-hill high service, and an estimate of the cost sub- 
mitted to the Water Board, of supplying the necessary pipes, 
gates, etc. to connect the present pumping engines with this dis- 
trict, and separate the high from the low service. The following 
is a copy of the estimate then submitted, viz: —

Dear Sir :— The following report and estimate relative to supplying 
the high service of South Boston by the pumping engines, is respect- 
fully submitted. I have drawn the division line between the high and 
low service substantially as in the case of the Beacon-hill high ser- 
vice, —that is, to include all houses in the high service whose door-sills 
are at a level of fifty-five feet or more, above “ tide marsh level.” The 
districts are shown on the plan herewith submitted, and the number 
of houses ineach. The Independence-square district has only twenty- 
two houses whose door-sills are above grade 55, and the highest one is 
at grade 69. This district is all built over. The Telegraph-hill district 
has three hundred and seven houses whose door-sills are above grade 55, 
and the highest oneis at grade 108. The vacant land in this district will 


. 
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accommodate three hundred and fifty more houses, so that ultimately 

there may be in this district six hundred and fifty-seven houses. The 

present requirements of these districts I estimate at about 120,000 gal- 

lons per day, and the ultimate requirements about 200,000 gallons per 

day. In estimating the size of pipe required to supply the ultimate 

requirements, I have assumed a maximum draught per hour of thirty, 
gallons per house, which is the amount determined by actual measure- 

ment at your house on a washing day. If this draught were kept up 

for the entire twenty-four hours, the amount consumed would be about 
500,000 gallons. 

The route for the supply pipe is from the 30-inch main at Tremont 
street; thence through Dover street over the Dover-street Bridge, and 
through Fourth street and connecting with the distribution pipes on 
the easterly side of Dorchester street. The distance is about 7,500 
feet. 

I find by calculation that an 8-inch pipe of the above length will 
deliver the maximum amount required as above stated with a loss of 
head of about twenty-five feet. Assuming the average effective head on 
the 30-inch pipe to be two hundred feet (and it will be more than that, 
if the stand-pipe were kept full), — then deducting the loss by friction 
in the 8-inch pipe, there will be an effective head on the high service 
distribution pipes of one hundred and seventy-five feet above “tide 
marsh level,” and as the highest cistern now is about one hundred and 
fifty feet above said level, there will still be a surplus head of twenty-five 
feet above the present highest house, and with the stand-pipe full, this 
would be increased some twenty or more feet. 

Iam of the opinion, therefore, that an 8-inch pipe will serve amply 
all the future needs of the South Boston high service.

Say in round numbers $40,000 00 
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Should the high service pipes in Dorchester be extended to supply 
the high districts on Meeting-house and Jones’s hills, the proposed 
8-inch pipe for South Boston could be connected at Jones’s hill instead 
of at Tremont street. In that case the length of 8-inch pipe required 
would be about 8,000 feet; but the cost of a syphon would be saved, 
and as the route is unpaved, there would be about forty cents per 
running foot saved on the entire length of 8-inch pipe. These two 
items would reduce the foregoing estimate, making the cost by the 
Dorchester route about $9,000 less than the Dover-street route.

It was decided by the Water Board, and approved by the 
City Council, that it would be inexpedient to incur so large an 
expenditure, until the efficacy of the new 20-inch main kad. been 
tested. 


DEER ISLAND WATER PIPE. 


In my last report I alluded to certain questions which had 
delayed action in the work of laying the pipe to Deer Island as 
authorized by an order passed 1869. 

The question of what sized pipes would be requisite under 
certain contingencies, such as the location of the lunatic asylum 
at Winthrop, and the providing of an adequate fire supply at a 
proper elevation to suppress fires at Deer Island, were then 
under consideration by me, and a full report on the subject 
was made to the Water Board, February 16, 1870, in which I 
recommended certain changes in the size of pipe previously esti- 
mated upon, —and presented a variety of calculations bearing 
upon the question of the comparative loss of head involved in 
supplying a definite quantity of water to Deer Island in a given 
time, through different sized pipes, arranged in various ways, in 
order to determine what arrangement of them would supply 
the required amount with the least sacrifice of head, and not 
exceed in cost the amount already appropriated. The Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Depariment was consulted as to the 
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proper supply in that locality, in case of an extensive conflagra- 
tion, and he thought two hundred gallons per minute, delivered 
above the highest part of the building, would be an ample sup- 
ply. As two hundred and twenty-five gallons per minute 
amounts to just one-half a cubic foot per second, a quantity coa- 
venient to use in the calculation, 1 used that amount as rep- , 
resenting the maximum requirements. 

The calculations made it evident that a single line of six-inch 
pipe, upon which the first estimate was based, would be inad- 
missible, as the total loss of head involved in delivering the 
required amount in the given time would amount to one hun- 
dred and fifty-two feet. ; 

From seven other assumed cases, I selected the one which 
has been substantially followed so far as the sizes of the pipe 
are concerned, — but the recommendations which I made, rela- 
tive to using wrought-iron cement-lined pipe for the sizes below 
twelve inches in diameter, in order to keep within the amount 
appropriated, the Water Board, after investigation and inquiry, 
thought it unadvisable to follow; therefore an additional ap- 
propriation to cover the cost of cast-iron pipe of increased size 
was asked for, and $21,000 was granted, making the whole ap- 
propriation $75,000. | 

The plan which I proposed was as follows: — 

1st. Lay that portion of the line which is within the limits of 
Kast Boston (from Chelsea street to the Causeway,—4,700 feet) 
with twelve inch cast-iron pipes, and pay the expense from the 
current annual appropriation for the Water Works. 

2d. From the easterly end of the aforesaid twelve inch 
pipe lay 9,070 feet of ten inch wrought-iron cement-lined pipe 
to Beach street in Winthrop. 

3d. From Beach street to “Shirley Gut” lay 11,405 feet of 
eight-inch wrought-iron cement-lined pipe. 

Ath. Across the “Gut” from low-water to low-water lay 
about two hundred and fifty feet of cast-iron flexible-jointed six 
inch pipe (Ward’s joint).

5th. From low-water on Deer Island to the southwest cor- 
ner of the House of Industry about 1500 feet six-inch cement- 
lined pipe. 

The estimated cost of the work as above monored below the 
limits of Hast Boston, was $53,613.90. 

The changes which have been made from the foregoing plan 
are as follows: — 

Ist. The entire line is laid with cast-iron pipe. 

2d. Instead of a single line of six-inch pipe across “ Shirley 
Gut,” a double line of eight-inch pipe has been laid, connected 
by suitable branches above high-water mark and provided with 
gates so that either or both lines can be used or cut off entirely. 

3d. Instead of 1,500 feet of six-inch pipe on Deer Island 
there. has been laid 2000 feet of eight-inch pipe. 

In July a contract was made with Mr. George H. Norman, a 
widely known contractor and builder of Gas and Water works, 
to furnish and lay the pipes of the following sizes and weights, 
and approximately of the lengths prescribed, viz: —

A double line of six-inch flexible-jointed pipe across the 
“ Gut” from Point Shirley to Deer Island, said flexible pipe to 
be of such style or pattern as shall be satisfactory to the city 
engineer. The contractor was also to furnish and set all gates, 
hydrants, branches, blow-offs, and air-cocks, the city to furnish 
the gates and hydrants, and the necessary boxes and covers. 

The entire work was to be completed on or before the Ist of 
October, and the amount to be paid $60,000.00. 

A provision is made for alldwances for deviations in the 
lengths of the several sizes of pipes, from the foregoing 
schedule. 
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Unavoidable delay in procuring the pipe, has prevented the 
finishing of the work, and there still remain a few connections 
to be made before the water can be let on and the pipes 
tested. 

The amount of pipe laid on the island to the present time, 
is 2000 feet of eight-inch. The field work in connection 
with this line of pipe, has been under the charge of Mr. Henry 
Manley, who has staked out the entire line, given the grades, 
and kept account of the lengths of the different sizes laid. 

In addition to this work, Mr. Manley has made the necessary 
surveys and plans to determine and exhibit the manner of dis- 
tributing the water at the Island, and to locate the hydrants. 

The work of laying the submerged pipe across the Gut, was 
sub-let to John F. Ward, C. E. of Jersey City, the patentee and 
proprietor of a ball and socket joint, which has been success- 
fully tested in various parts of the country. The pipes were 
put together on the beach at Point Shirley, and by means of a 
cable attached to a capstan-windlass placed on the Deer Island 
side, both lines were successfully laid. 

This part of the work occupied only a few days, and was 
done in October. 


EXTENSION OF THE WORKS IN ROXBURY, 


Karly in the year, a schedule was prepared of all the pipes, 
hydrants, gates, etc., that would be required to complete the entire 
distribution of the water in this section of the city. This 
schedule was carefully examined, and compared with the map, 
by Mr. Lewis of the Water Board, Mr. Jones, Superintendent of 
the Eastern Division, and myself, and a reduced schedule, cov- 
ering such streets and sections as in our judgment would pay 
six per cent interest on the cost, was prepared. This latter 
schedule was still further cut down with a view of clos-— 
ing the special extension account, and defraying the expense of 
all further extensions in the district from the annual current ap- 
propriations. 
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_ This idea, however, did not find favor with the City Council, 
and a special appropriation of $125,000.09 was made in April 
to cover the cost of the extension of the works in Roxbury. 
Had a special appropriation been asked for early in the year in 
accordance with the schedule then prepared, a considerable 
saving of time would have been made and contracts for the 
necessary pipes made in season to have avoided the delay in 
their delivery, which occasioned so much inconvenience in the 
execution of the contemplated work. 

During the year the lot on which the stand-pipe was built, 
now called Highland Park, has been partly graded,a driveway 
and footpaths built; and a retaining wall on the Fort avenue 
side. Surveys and plans were maie to facilitate an exchange of 
land between the city and S. M. Ailen, on the easterly side of 
this Park, and considerable time was given to setting out lines 
and grades for the improvements at this locality. 

All the water-pipes laid in Roxbury during the year have been 
measured, and their positions, with all gates, hydrants, branches 
and air-cocks, located and delineated upon the plans in the office. 
Special plans, upon a large scale, have also been made of the 
more complicated connections showing the exact position of the 
different sized pipes, gates, etc., with reference to well-defined 
surrounding objects. These plans enable the superintendent or 
his assistants to locate and find any desired gate without liability 
to mistake, and also to see at a glance the arrangement of the 
connections. 

The following is a statement of the work done by. the Super- 
intendent of the Eastern Division as measured by this depart- 
ment from Jan. 1, 1870, to Dec. 31, 1870, inclusive : —

EXTENSIONS OF THE WORKS sh DORCHESTER, WARD 16. 


The surveys alluded to in my last report as then in progress, 
consisting of the location of all houses and buildings likely to 
require water; the determination of the heights of the door-sills 
of all buildings higher than fifty feet above “tide marsh level ”’; 
the taking of levels of all streets and making profiles of the 
same; the defining of the dividing line between high and low 
service, etc., were continued under the direction of Henry Man- 
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ley, Esq., with frequent interruptions on account of the weather, 
and the pressure of current work until May, when Mr. W. F. 
Learned, from the Chestnut Hill Reservoir corps, with a special 
party, was assigned to the control of the completion of the 
surveys, and also to give lines and grades for laying the pipes 
and, keepa record of all pipes laid, gates and hydrants estab- 
lished, and delineate the same on plans prepared for that pur- 
pose. As before stated, Mr. Learned was unavoidably called 
away to Chestnut Hill Reservoir during a portion of June, 
August, September and October; and also to make surveys for 
the proposed South Boston high service; and although the cur- 
rent work in the Dorchester district — such as giving lines and 
grades for laying pipes, keeping the record as before described 
— has been kept up, the progress of the surveys has been mate- 
rially retarded. About twenty miles of roadway have been 
levelled over, and profiles of streets to the number of fifty have 
been made. This work will be continued the present season 
until finished. 

By the kindness of Thos. W. Davis, Esq., City Surveyor, I 
have been permitted to copy the plans of the streets of Dor- 
chester which have been made under his direction. These plans 
are drawn to a scale of forty feet to an inch, and have been of 
great use in the laying out of the work, and the position of the 
pipes, gates, hydrants and complicated connections can be very 
clearly delineated upon them. 

There have been 16 of these sectional plans copied, cover- 
ing the entire section of Dorchester in which it is proposed to 
lay the water pipes the coming season. 

Early in the year I prepared a plan for the general arrange- 
ment of the water pipes, gates, hydrants, etc., and made a sched- 
ule of the requirements. From this I made out a list of those 
streets or portions of streets in which the water would proba- 
bly be taken, and submitted the same with a rough estimate of 
the cost to a committee of the Water Board. Circulars were 
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distributed over this district with a view to ascertain the prob- 
able number of water-takers. The total number of responses 
was five hundred and six, of which one hundred and seventy- 
four answer yes, two hundred and six answer no, and one hun- 
dred and twenty-six are doubtful. 

The petitioners in this district were not satisfied to have these 
returns accepted as a sufficient basis for a refusal on the part 
of the Board to extend the pipes. ‘ 

By invitation, the premises of the petitioners and the section 
canvassed as aforesaid were visited by the Board and City En- 
-gineer, and the imperative necessily for the water by several 
manufacturing establishments was made clearly apparent. Iwas 
directed to complete with all despatch the plan then in progress 
showing the location of buildings within certain lines, and to 
submit an estimate of the most economical method of distribu- 
ting the water, and the probable income. 

Accordingly on the Ist of June,I submitted a plan and an 
estimate. Acopy of the latter is herewith submitted as follows, 
viz:—

Sir: —I present herewith a plan of Dorchester, showing the number 
and location of buildings on that portion of the low service where 
there is a probability that the water will be taken; also the location 
and size of distribution pipes which would be required to supply the 
district aforesaid. 

I have included only such streets and portions of streets as would 
pay six per cent interest upon the cost of a six-inch cast-iron distri- 
bution pipe, calling the cost of the same $1.80 per running foot all 
laid, and reckoning an income from each house of $10 on an average. 

The total length of 12-inch pipe required as per this plan is 53,270 
feet; of 6-inch pipe about 46,000 feet. The population of this district, 
I have estimated at from 8,000 to 10,000; the present requirements not 
over 500,000 gallons per day, and the prospective requirements ten 
years hence, allowing an annual increase of five per cent in the popu- 
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lation, at 900,000 gallons. To supply this amount I have provided two 
12-inch feeders, one through Stoughton, Pleasant and Savin Hill 
streets, to Dorchester avenue; the other through Norfolk avenue and 
Cottage street to Dorchester avenue. These two pipes will be ample 
for all the requirements for ten years, and probably before that time 
another line from Grove Hall avenue through Quincy street, will form 
an additional feeder; so that, in my judgment, no larger main will be 
required for this section for ten or more years. I submit the following 
estimates of the cost of laying the aforesaid lengths of pipe.

In the foregoing estimates I have reckoned the number of hydrants 
at the full proportion as established in Roxbury, viz: one to about 
every three hundred feet, So large a number of hydrants is undoubt- 
edly not required at present; but it may be a question whether it 
would not be economy to locate and establish them as the pipe is laid. 
The number of houses, stores, factories, etc.,in the district in question, 
is 1,535, and it is not unreasonable to assume that, in two years, the 
income from these houses, etc., will amount to $15,000. 

The income from hydrants will more than cover the interest on 
their cost. So that, if we call the cost of laying the pipe and establish- 
ing the gates, as per estimate No. 1 (reckoning all the pipes as six- 
inch), $188,686; six per cent will be $11,821 16. 

If wrought-iron and cement pipe be used, the entire cost of pipes 
and gates will be $212,902 (not reckoning the twelve-inch as six-inch) 
and six per cent of this will be $12,774.12 ; while if the estimate of 
cost be based on all six-inch, it would amount to $148,978 ; six per 
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cent of which is $8,938.68. From all the information I have been 
able to gather in regard to wrought-iron and cement pipe, I am satis- 
fied that, when properly made and laid, using good materials, and 
under proper restrictions as to supervision, it is as good, if not better, 
than cast-iron; and that, under such conditions, the use of this pipe 
cannot be pronounced an experiment. At all events, if, as in the 
present case, a saving of nearly $100,000 can be effected, it seems to 
me that it is worth while to let a Committee of your Board, and the 
Superintendent of the Eastern Division, investigate the matter and 
report.

A petition was subsequently presented to the Board of Al- 
dermen by residents of Ward 16, asking for an extension of 
the water-pipes into that Ward. This was referred to the 
Committee on Water, June 13th. 

By request of the committee, I furnished them with all the 
information and figures which I had previously given the Water 
Board, and I also presented to said Committee a revised esti- 
mate of cost, as follows, viz : —

July 14th, the committee reported in favor of the plan pro- 
posed, and recommended the use of the cement-lined pipe; but 
as the Water Board had full power in the matter, the committee 
reported an order covering the Engineer’s estimate for Gach 
pipe, and recommending a loan of $275,000.00. 

This order was amended so as to provide in addition to the 
Engineer’s schedule the laying of a twenty-four inch pipe from 
Hampden street to Upham’s corner and atwenty-inch main from 
Upham’s corner to the reservoir in South Boston, the entire ex- 
pense not to exceed $375,000.00. 

The amended order was passed; also an order authorizing the 
Treasurer to borrow the aforesaid amount. 

The orders were passed, and approved by the Mayor July 
19th, 1870. 

Contracts for the pipe were made as soon as possible, but 
none were received so that’work could begin until the last of 
September, and since then the delivery has been tardy, and not 
so much has been accomplished as was anticipated.

ENLARGEMENT OF WATER PIPES IN EAST BOSTON. 

In August I was directed by the Committee on Water to 
consider and report what changes should be made in the sizes 
of the water pipes in Hast Boston, in order that an efficient 
supply might be furnished in case of large fires. 

At a meeting of the Water Committee there was plenty of 
evidence adduced by the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department 
and several Assistant Engineers of the inadequacy of the supply 
on several occasions. At this meeting I submitted a plan 
showing the present sizes and location of the pipes in Hast 
Boston and of the hydrants also, ‘and stated verbally the 
changes which I thought should be made. The Superintendent 
of the Eastern Division, B. W. W., was present, and suggested 
an additional change in Meridian street. My plan as thus 
amended was thought to be ample by the Committee and the 
Engineers, to remedy the difficulty complained of, and I was 
directed to report my plan in writing, with an estimate of the 
cost of executing the same. 

On the 15th of August I submitted a report and estimate, 
which may be found accompanying the report of the Water Com- 
mittee. (City Document No. 79, 1870.) 

The amount of my estimate was $33,669.50. The Committee 
reported an order requesting the Cochituate Water Board to 
make the changes estimated for; also an order to borrow 
$35,000.00 to cover the expense. 

The report and orders were referred to the Cochituate 
Water Board, who reported, Oct. 20th, 1870 (City Doc. No. 92), 
recommending a modified plan at a reduced cost of $20,172.00, 
—recommending that the expense be charged to the appropri- 
ation for the Fire Department. 


Report oF City ENGINEER. BE: 


An order authorizing changes according to the modified plan 
at an expense not exceeding $21,000.00, to be charged to the 
Fire Department, was introduced in Common Council Oct. 20, 
1870, and laid on the table. 


NEW MAIN WATER PIPE ACROSS CHELSEA CREEK, FROM CHELSEA 
TO EAST BOSTON. 


The necessity for this work which is now in progress is fully 
set forth and explained in City Document No. 99, 1870; and as 
I cannot well state the matter more concisely, I take the liberty 
of quoting that Document.

The Cochituate Water Board most respectfully represent to the City 
Council that the main pipe now crossing Chelsea Creek to East Bos- 
ton is broken so as to cause a large waste of water, thereby affecting 
the supply in that locality; and the Board, after a thorough examina- 
tion, have unanimously decided that it is inexpedient to attempt to 
repair it, but recommend that a new pipe be laid according to a plan 
proposed by the City Engineer in his estimates of Sept. 21 and Oct. 19, 
1870, a copy of which is herewith submitted. 

As there has been no appropriation made for this purpose, we most 
respectfully request that the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars be 
appropriated to pay the expense of laying the same.

DEAR Str, — In compliance with your request, the following state- 
ment relative to the main pipe between Chelsea and East Boston is 
respectfully submitted: — 
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In August last a leak was discovered in the 20-inch submerged pipe 
in the creek between Chelsea and East Boston. The services of M. B. 
Tower, Esq., and a corps of divers, were immediately secured; and 
after several days’ labor, the leak was found to proceed from a crack in 
one of the straight flanged pipes immediately under the bolts and close 
to the flange. The crack was found to be about 18 inches in length, 
extending partly around the pipe, and the opening was not more than 
a sixteenth of an inch in width. The water issued in a sharp stream 
and with great force, manifesting itself by ebullition at the surface. 
There seemed to be no feasible way of repairing the break without en- 
dangering the entire supply for East Boston; and the Water Board, 
after consultation with the City Engineer and the Superintendent of 
the Eastern Division, decided to suspend further operations, and di- 
rected the City Engineer to furnish estimates of the cost of laying a 
new 30-inch pipe from Chelsea to East Boston by way of the Meridian 
street Bridge, or such other route as he might deem expedient. This 
was on the 81st of August. On the seventh of September the City 
Engineer submitted a communication with estimates covering the cost 
of a 30-inch pipe, and also of a 24-inch pipe, by two different routes. 
The following is a copy of said communication:—

As Iwas requested by your vote to estimate the cost of a thirty-inch 
pipe, I have done so; but I think a brief statement of facts will con- 
vince your Board that a twenty-four-inch pipe will be ample for the 
requirements of East Boston for a great many years. From actual 
observations, the present average consumption of water in East Bos- 
ton, is about one million gallons per day. Now suppose the Institu- 
tions at Deer Island and Winthrop require 500,000 gallons per day, 
and that the East Boston requirements are quadrupled, then this pipe 
will have to deliver 4,500,000 gallons in twenty-four hours. By 
calculation, I find that a twenty-four-inch pipe will deliver 4,500,000 
gallons in twenty-four hours with a loss of head of only three feet. 

I should therefore recommend a twenty-four inch pipe instead of a 
thirty-inch, and submit the following estimates of cost: —

I beg leave to suggest in connection with this matter the advisabil- 
ity of laying a 24-inch pipe alongside of the present 20-inch across the 
creek. I have seen a drawing of a flexible joint, which I think will be 
superior to any now in use, and considerably cheaper. Iam not yet 
prepared to submit a definite estimate; but I am quite confident that 
for $40,000 a new 24-inch pipe can be laid across the creek, and the 
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present one repaired. The width of the channel where the present 
pipe crosses is about 400 feet, and there would have to be that length 
of flexible pipe. By the Meridian St. Bridge route there would be 
about 260 feet of pipe within the syphons; and by the Chelsea Street 
Bridge route there would be about 200 feet in the syphons.

At a meeting of the Water Board held on the 7th of September, the 
above communication was received and laid on the table, and a vote 
passed directing the engineer to report on the best manner of crossing 
the creek with a new submerged pipe and an accurate estimate of the 
cost. On the 21st of September the engineer, after corresponding with 
the proprietor of the patent flexible jointed pipe known as the “ Ward 
joint,” submitted an estimate, of which the following is a copy.

The price of the flexible pipe as given above is fixed by a definite 
proposition made by John F. Ward, Esq., of Jersey City.

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The City Council having, by an order passed October 4, directed 
the Committee on Water to examine into the condition of the main 
pipe leading from Chelsea to East Boston, a subsequent examination 
was made by the City Engineer, the Superintendent of the eastern 
division, and a Sub-Committee of the Committee on Water, of that 
portion of the pipe which is laid upon piling above low-water mark, 
from the channel on each side, to the adjacent streets. These por- 
tions of the pipe were scraped, chiselled and drilled at various points, 
and in no place was there found to be less than three-fourths of an inch 
of goodiron. It was therefore decided by the Sub-Committee, the 
Engineer and the Superintendent that it would be inexpedient to 
duplicate the pipes across the flats; but that the channel section should 
be relaid and connected with the present mains as shown on the 
accompanying plan made under your direction. 

On the 19th of October, by request of the Committee of the Water 
Board on the eastern division, I appended to my estimate of Septem- 
ber 21st, the following modification: — 

“ October 19, 1870. By connecting the flexible pipe with the present 
20-inch pipe at the edge of the channel instead of in the streets, the 
foregoing estimate would be reduced to $25,000 00.

In my judgment, no time should be lost in laying a new submarine 
pipe as above proposed, When this is done, the repairs upon the 
broken pipe can be safely made, in the manner shown on the accom- 
panying plan.

The Order reported as above was passed Nov. 8th, 1870, 
and the Water Board received propositions from Messrs. Ward 
and Craven, and from Mr. George H. Norman, for doing the work. 
The contract was awarded to Mr. Norman, who agreed to lay 
the new pipe, and repair the old one, for $24,000.00; the new 
one to be completed by the 5th of December, and the old one 
to be repaired with all reasonable despatch, afterwards. The 
work: of laying the new pipe is not yet completed. The 
trench has been dredged across the bed of the creck an average 
depth of six feet; the line of pipe is all put together upon skids 
ou the Hast Boston flats; but the work of sinking the same must 
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be postponed until the ice clears away. Probably by the middle 
of February the new line will be in operation. 

Since the leak was discovered there has been considerable 
vague talk about the quantity of water lost, some setting the 
leakage as high as a million of gallons per day. The Superin- 
tendent of the Eastern Division and myself, determined to ascer- 
tain exactly what the leakage amounted to, and a plan was de- 
vised by Mr. Jones, the Superintendent, by which the leakage 
was actually measured by meters. The result was that, instead 
of a million gailons per day, the amount —if the pressure were 
constantly on the pipe— would be only 192,000 gallons in 
twenty-four hours, and as the pressure is removed for, probably 
more than half the time, the actual loss of water cannot exceed 
100,000 gallons.

The total amount of: water wasted at the outlet dam during 
the year, was 4,818,971,000 gallons; equal to an average of 13,- 
202,660 gallons per day, or within less than a million and a half 
gallons per day of the amount actually used. It would have been 
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impossible to have saved one-eighth of this amount, even with 
the dam raised two feet higher; but enough would have been 
saved to have prevented the serious apprehensions which have 
been entertained of an inadequate supply. The following state- 
ment shows that our recently experienced fears of a short sup- 
ply had no better foundation than those that were entertained 
in December, 1864, and previously in January, 1862 :—

In my report to the Cochituate Water Board in Jan. 1864, 
after alluding to the remarkably low stage of the water, I used 
the following language, which may well be repeated at this 
time, viz: “ We should be admonished by the experience of 
the past year,— when, with a rainfall of 42.6, inches, our 
supply ran so low, —of the danger we should incur, if the 
rainfall should happen to be as small as in 1822, which was 
only 272, inches. The want of adequate storage room has 
probably been more forcibly exemplified in. this year’s experi- 
ence than ever before,” etc. 


DEER ISLAND SEA—WALL. 


In January, soundings were taken for a sea-wall at Deer Isl- 
and, extending southwardly from the steamboat wharf, at a point 
about 240 feet from the shore, a distance of 300 feet, with a 
return towards the shore of 25 feet. Plans and specifications 
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were prepared, and in February a contract was made with Messrs. 
Clapp and Ballou to build the wall for $29.44 per linear foot. 

The water on the line of the wall averaged 3 feet deep at 
mean low-water, and a trench 13 feet wide was excavated to 
hard bottom, — about 24 feet. This trench was filled with large 
stone, and upon this foundation the wall was built. It was 12 
feet wide at the bottom, 4 feet wide at the top, 214 feet high on 
an average, with a batter on the front of one in twelve. The 
tops of the caps were placed at the level of 16 feet above mean 
low-water.. The work was commenced April 5, and finished in 
October. The amount of the final estimate was $9,568.00. 
August 18, a further contract was made with the same parties 
to build so much of a return wall, from the end of the wall 
- already built to the shore, as could be laid from the stone sloops, 
—the wall to be of the same general character as that already 
laid, except that no dredging was required and the dimensions 
of the wall diminished as it approached the shore. 

The work under this second contract was finished about the 
1st of November, at’ a cost, including $32.00 paid for hauling 
stone, of $2,305.00, making the total cost of the wall $11,873.00. 
The appropriation for this work was $12,000.00; unexpended 
balance $127.00. Henry Manley, Hsq., had charge of this work. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE SEA—WALL. 


This work was alluded to in my last report as so nearly com- 
pleted, that by May Ist we might expect to see it finished. By 
the terms of the contraet, the contractors were to set an edge- 
stone, and pave the sidewalk with brick. But as the contrac- 
tor for filling the street in rear of the wall, was by the terms of 
his contract obliged to use the sidewalk to run his cars over, it 
was decided to release the former from his obligations to com- 
plete the sidewalks at the time appointed, and to pay him for 
the balance of the work, withholding a sum ample to complete 
the entire work. .

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The final estimate was made May Ist, covering the entire work 
and withholding the amount necessary to finish the sidewalks. 

Mr. Manley, the assistant in charge of this work, has by my 
directions kept up a series of observations during the entire 
season, to determine the effect of the filling in the rear, upon 
the stability of the wall. C ! 

The figures show a very slight movement, except in one 
place, where the dredging was omitted and the mud was deeper 
than usual. The rate of movement is rapidly decreasing, and 
the deposit of additional stone ballast in front of this piece of 
wall, will, I think, render it secure against further movement. 


ATLANTIC AVENUE FILLING. 


The work under the contract for filling this avenue with 
material from Fort Hill, commenced October 27th, 1869. The 
contractor, B. N. Farren, Esq., completed the entire work Octo- 
ber 12th, 1870. 

The final estimate of the amount of earth removed was 
82,850 cubic yards, at seventy-five cents, $62,137.50. Monthly 
estimates were made of the amount removed, and the work of 
supervision of the filling of the avenue was performed by my 
assistant, W. F'. McConnell, Esq. 


BROADWAY EXTENSION. 


Assistant McConnell has, from the commencement of this 
work, had charge of all the engineering field work. During 
the early part of the year this work required a very consider- 
able share of his time ana attention; but as the work has pro- 
gressed, the requirements have diminished, and at the present 
time the work is so near completion, that very little attention 
from this department is required. 

The abutments and retaining walls were completed about 
the first of March by the contractors, Messrs. Clapp and Ballou. 
The final estimate amounted to $65,304.74. 
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Great care was taken in the matter of lines and grades upon 
the iron portion of the structure, in order that all the parts 
should come together well, and I am happy to say, that, with 
the valuable assistance and co-operation of the local superin- 
tendent, Mr. Dexter Pratt, in this matter, the structures have 
been admirably fitted to the lines and grades. . 

In my last annual report I gave a full and minute descrip- 
tion of this structure, and its condition at the beginning of the 
year. It was my intention to have given a description of oper- 
ations during the past year, and a statement of the present 
condition of the work; but I find this labor all saved to me 
and most admirably done by the superintending engineer, Mr. 
1 Willis Pratt, in a report made to the Committee on Paving, 
dated December 27th, 1870 (City Doc. No, 120, 1870). <As 
this report is in the nature of a sequel to the description of the 
work and its condition, as given in my last year’s report, I take 
the liberty of inserting it in this place. 


REPORT. | 


City HAL, Boston, Dec. 27th, 1870. 
GEORGE O. CARPENTER, Esq., Chairman of Committee on Paving. 


Str: In compliance with your request, and also the usual custom at 
the close of the year, I have the pleasure of making the following 
report upon the cost, present condition, and time of completion of the 
iron bridge now building for the extension of Broadway across Fort 
Point Channel. 

At the time of the surrender of the contract by the Mosely Company 
in September, 1870, there had been paid to said Company the sum of 
$314,480. According to the terms of the contract, payments were to 
be made on the Ist and 15th of each month, for work done and mate- 
rials furnished. The committee of 1869 authorized the placing of 
extra flanches upon all the large screw piles, on the recommendation 
of the City Engineer and the consulting Engineers, Gen. J. G. Foster 
for the Harbor Commissioners, and myself. This was done by the 
Mosely Company, and the payment of the cost, $9,116.56, is included 
in the above amount, having been paid with the estimates as provided 
in the contract. Deducting this amount from the gross amount paid 
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at the time of the surrender, and we have $305,373.44 as the amount 
paid on account of the contract to September 15th, 1870. The value 
of the contract was $331,708.76, therefore the balance to complete the 
work when the Mosely Company failed was $26,335.32. 

Since that time we have expended for labor and materials, as per 
approved pay-rolls and bills, to and including December 15th, 1870, 
the sum of $15,499.34; leaving a balance of $10,835.93 to complete the 
structure. The bill for extra work by the Mosely Company contains 
two other items for oak piles and guard timber amounting to $1,547, 
which have not yet been admitted as correct, though not absolutely 
rejected. I feel almost certain that we can finish the whole within the 
amount authorized to be paid. Of the present condition of the work 
IT have to say: The whole extension, from Federal street to Albany 
street, we may consider under five divisions. Sirst, between Federal 
and Foundry streets and between Lehigh and Albany streets, the 
road-bed has~solid earth filling protected by heavy abutments and 
bank walls of good masonry. All the masonry is finished; and the 
roadway is completely graded and paved from Federal street to Foun- 
dry street. From Lehigh to Albany street the roadway is not up to 
grade, though a little gravel dressing would make it passable. 

Second Division: Consists of the small bridges of fifty or more feet 
span, over Lehigh street and Foundry street, which are substantially 
complete and have received the pavement. 

Third Division: Consists of the portion supported on iron columns 
and small screw piles, four hundred and forty feet between Foundry 
street and Old Colony railroad, and two hundred feet from Lehigh 
street into the dock below the Boston & Albany railroad tracks. These 
portions are substantially complete, and have received the pavement 
and sidewalk; some fencing is still unfinished, and as yet no braces 
have been put in between the columns. 

Fourth Division: Consists of the two arched spans of one hundred 
feet each. These are all in place, with the floor beams all in, and plank- 
ing laid almost complete, There is still the fences to put on, and the 
ends which match with the draw are to be formed after the draw can 
be turned round. Bracing of the supporting columns under the arches 
is also to be done after the draw is turned and adjusted to the line of 
the roadway. 

Fifth Division: Consists of the drawbridge and centre pier, with its 
adjunct.the fender pier. The centre pier, consisting of nineteen col- 
umns or screw piles of cast-iron, one and one-fourth inch thick, and 
two feet internal diameter, filled with concrete, and properly connected 
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and braced, is complete. The fender pier is also completed. Of the 
drawbridge, the arches, tower, and suspending rods are in place, and 
three-fourths of the flooring is complete. The draw is standing in its 
open position over the fender pier and is supported on staging. When 
the flooring is in and completely secured, the draw can be turned ex- 
perimentally, so that the bearings and ends of the draw, and large 
arch spans can be fitted to each other, and the machinery and sup- 
ports tested to their utmost capacity. This part of the work must 
necessarily be nicely and carefully done, and more so at this season of 
the year when the low temperature prevailing contracts the material 
used to the smallest dimensions, and at the same time makes the em- 
ployees very uncomfortable by exposure and contact with the iron. 
The specifications require two hot-air engines of three horse-power 
each. I have not as yet engaged any, but have temporarily connected 
one of the hoisting steam-engines (used for pile driving) to experi- 
ment with. We have the offer of a hot-air engine on trial for a 
time, but the trial of the steamers first will determine the power 
required to move the draw, after which the other can be introduced 
and permanently adjusted, in the house in the centre pier. With com- 
fortable working weather I think we can put in the braces named above, 
adjust the ends of the draw, fit up the bearings, set up the fences, 
gates, etc., etc., during the following month of January, 1871, so 
that early in February the bridge may be opened 'for travel. Owing 
to the very confident proposition of the contractor in the first instance, 
to finish this work on the first of December, 1869, the impres- 
sion on the public mind was that it was a work of not much 
magnitude, for which a high price was to be paid. In reality, it 
is the greatest iron bridge ever undertaken in New England, embrac- 
ing some of the most intricate engineering operations, requiring great 
care and prudence in conducting the preparations, and constant watch- 
fulness at all times. I am pleased to state that thus far no accident 
has occurred to the injury of any individual on any part of this work. 
We have over eleven hundred feet in length of iron work which is sixty 
feet in width. The draw necessitates that the structure be made in 
three separate parts, and the contingency arises, how to manage the 
contraction and expansion of the material, so that the draw shall not 
be bound tight in the summer, under a high state of expansion, or left 
too loose in winter when the material is most contracted. The mode 
proposed by the engineer of the contracting parties, your superintend- 
ent considered did not meet the case, and another plan was proposed; 
considerable discussion ensued; but it was not thought advisable at 
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that time (late in the year of 1869) to hastily decide a question which 
might possibly be left until the final completion of the super-structure. 
However, the foundations for the proposed remedy, consisting of piles, 
were authorized by the committee of 1869; the piles were driven and 
the bills paid. The committee of 1870 have not authorized any extra 
expenditures, and none have been asked for during their term. It is 
unfortunate that we are to complete this work during the cold season, 
on account of the difficulty of calculating for the effect of expansion 
when the hot weather comes on. We can put the draws in workable 
condition, and leave the remedy to be applied during the warm sea- 
son, when the real effects and necessities more plainly show them- 
selves. 

In conclusion I desire to say, that thanks are due to Mr. Dexter 
Pratt and the employees under him, for the faithfulness with which 
they have performed all their duties, both when under the Mosely 
management and also when transferred to the care of the city, under 
the Committee on Paving. I also desire to thank your Committee for 
the confidence reposed in myself, from the first of this year, and in 
having intrusted me with full power to complete the work under the 
contract or otherwise.

Although not personally responsible for the superintendence 
of the construction of this work, yet —as the contract requires 
that the city engincer shall be one of the parties to whose satis- 
faction the work shall be done — I have felt it to be my duty to 
inspect the work from time to time, and have had occasion to 
consult and advise frequently with both the superintending en- 
gineer and the local superintendent, and I desire to say that, 
in my judgment, more reliable and efficient agents ina work 
of this character and magnitude, and in their respective spheres, 
it would be difficult to find. If the work intrusted to their care 
is not well done and a success, it will be no fault of theirs. 

At the date of this writing (January 15th) I find the work 
in such condition that it is safe to predict its entire completion, 
except the permanent grading between Lehigh and Albany 


- 
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streets, by the first of March. This latter section may be tem- 
porarily graded so as to be passable, until such time as it may 
be decided whether Broadway is to be extended directly to 
Washington street, at its junction with Pleasant-street, or via 
Way and Castle streets, to Washington street and thence to 
Tremont street. 


FORT HILL, 


After the grading of Oliver street, which was completed in 
August 1869, the work on the main body of the hill was com- 
menced on the easterly side at the level of Purchase street, | 
under a contract for filling Atlantic avenue, made with B. N. 
Farren, on the 27th of October, 1869. As before stated under 
the head of “ Ailantic avenue filling,” this work was completed 
October 12th, 1870. 

March 1, 1870, Timothy Hannon began to remove earth 
from the hill — excavating by hand labor, under a contract to 
fill the docks west of Atlantic avenue and between Central and 
Long wharves. This filling was completed May 10th, 1870. 
The final estimate as certified by the City Engineer amounted to 
8,122 cubic yards at sixty cents, $4,873.20. 

July 1, 1870, Mr. John Souther began to remove earth from 
the hill under a contract to fill the dock west of Alantic avenue 
and between India and Central wharves. He used a steam ex- 
cavator and completed his work December 31st, 1870. 

The final estimate, as certified by the City Hngineer, amounted 
to 46,800 cubic yards at fifty-five cents, $25,740.00. 

About the middle of October, B. N. Farren and Martin Hayes 
began to remove earth from the hill, each under an independent 
contract to fill the docks west of Atlantic avenue and between 
Long and Commercial wharves,— Mr. Farren using a steam exca- 
vator, and Mr. Hayes working by hand. Monthly estimates are 
made by Mr. McConnell, assistant in charge, from measurement in 
the bank of all the material thus far removed, and said estimates » 
certified by the City Engineer. 
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Nov. 21, 1870, John Souther began to remove earth from 
the hill under a contract for filling in the Suffolk-street District. 
This work was started by hand, but since the completion of 
Mr. Souther’s contract for filling the dock, before referred to, the 
steam excavator used on that work has been transferred to this. 
Under the several contracts above referred to, that portion 
of the hill east of Oliver street and above the level of Pur- 
chase has been entirely removed; the section bounded by Oliver 
street, Milk street, Broad street and Washington square has been 
cut down to the established grade. So also has the section west 
of Oliver street, between Milk street and Pear! place. 

Mr. Farren is now working on the east side of Oliver street 
and Mr. Souther on east side of Oliver street from it towards 
Broad street. Mr. Hayes is taking off the top of the hill on the 
west side of Oliver street. These three contracts are being 
vigorously prosecuted, and at the present time there is double 
the amount removed monthly that has been heretofore since the 
commencement of the work in 1866. 

Messrs Farren’s and Hayes’s contracts are to be completed 
May 1, 1871. The time of completing Mr. Souther’s contract 
depends upon the operations on the Suffolk-street district; but 
the amount he is to remove is not to exceed 80,000 cubic yards. 

The amounts of earth removed under these three contracts to 
Dec. 20, 1870, the time of taking the measurements for monthly 
estimates, are as follows: —

The contract price of Mr. Souther’s work is $9.60 per 
square, or $1.20 per cubic yard. 

A contract has been made with Albert Boschke to remove 
all the earth that will be left after the completion of existing 
contracts. He is to begin work Feb. 1, 1871, and to remove 
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1000 squares per month until finished, and to receive $2.50 per 
square. ‘The material is to be used in filling flats on the north- 
erly shore of South Boston, belonging to riparian owners. 


BERKELEY AND PROVIDENCE STREET RETAINING WALLS. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for this work early in 
the year; proposals were invited and the contract awarded to 
N. C. Munson, Esq. Mr. Munson sub-let the work to Messrs. 
Blake and Parker, who began the work June 1. 

The wall is of granite, of the style of work known as “ rubble 
masonry,” and laid in cement mortar. It is capped flush with 
the sidewalk with a 12” « 12” granite cap. 

By the original plan and contract the entire wall — beginning 
at the northerly abutment of the Berkeley-street bridge, and 
extending along the easterly side of said street to Providence 
street, thence by the southerly side of Providence street about 
685 feet — was to rest upon piles; but upon further examination 
they were considered unnecessary for the lighter portion of the 
wall on Providence street. It was accordingly decided to leave 
them out of that part of the wall, and to put the bottom of the 
wall at grade 7.00 above mean low-water, or four feet below the 
B. & P. R.R. grounds. The piles under the Berkeley-street 
wall were cut off at grade 5.00. | 

The contract was amended July 6, 1870, to provide for this 
change, and, in consideration thereof, the city paid the contrac- 
tor $450.00. This allowance was made because the contractor 
had made provision for doing all the work, and the abandon. 
ment of this portion of the contract would otherwise have been 
at a loss to him. 

By request of the Boston & Providence Railroad Co. the 
Providence-street wall was terminated at a point one hundred 
and fifty feet west of the point fixed by the original plan and 
contract. The contract was again amended August 9th, 1870, 
and the contractor allowed for the change $250.00.

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The entire wall was completed about the first of September, 
and the final estimate as certified by the City Engineer was as

The grading of the streets behind the wall was done by Mar- 
tin Hayes. The final estimate of same was made Sept. 20th, 
1870. Assistant McConnell had charge of the field-work and 
estimates on this work. 


SUFFOLK—STREET DISTRICT. 


In January, test-pits were sunk to ascertain if the character 
of the soil would be suitable as a foundation for the abut- 
ments of the proposed bridge in extension of Shawmut avenue 
over the Boston and Albany Railroad. Additional pits were 
sunk in October on the site of the northerly abutment, and by 
the courtesy of Mr. Firth of the Boston and Albany Railroad, 
the use of the northerly track of said road was granted for that 
purpose. 

Levels have been taken to determine the exact height of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad tracks and the clear headway at 
the several bridges. 

In November and December a large gravel bank at Needham 
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was surveyed, the same to be used for filling the Suffolk-street 
District. The contractors for filling this district, Messrs. Man- 
uel & Haynes, have not, as yet, begun, operations at this bank; 
but are purchasing gravel of the Boston and Albany Railroad 
Co., from their bank at Newton. 

Measurements and examinations of the cars used for hauling 
the gravel to the District, have been made for purposes of esti- 
mating the quantities delivered. 

By direction of the Committee on the Suffolk-street District, 
plans were prepared early in the year for two abutments, a cen- 
tral pier, and an iron bridge for the extension of Shawmut 
avenue over Orange street, and the tracks of the Boston and 
Albany Railroad. The plan, as then contemplated, was to 

leave Orange street at its present grade, as dn avenue of access 
to the grounds of the railroad company; to place the southerly 
abutment on the south side of Orange street, a central pier about 
on a line with the southerly abutment of the Washington-street 
bridge, and the northerly abutment on the site of the present 
retaining wall on Indiana place. These abutments and pier to 
rest on pile foundations. 

Subsequent examinations, above referred to, proved that a 
good foundation could be obtained by excavating to about the 
level of mean low-water; so the plans were modified to dis- 
pense with piling. The plan first drawn for the superstructure 
contemplated a system of wrought-iron girders placed four feet 
apart under the roadway and five feet apart under the sidewalks, 
to be built continuous over the central pier and to have a depth 
of three feet at the centre of the spans and two feet six inches 
at the abutments. These girders were to be tied together at 
top and bottom,and X bridged at intervals with angle iron. 

The whole distance from abutment to abutment is about 113 
feet, and the width of the roadway 60 fect. By the plan pro- 
posed there are no main girders or trusses projecting above the 
level of the roadway as in most of the bridges, and the roadway 
is entirely clear of obstructions. 
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In August I submitted an estimate of the cost of the abut- 
ments, pier and bridge according to my original plan to the 
Chairman of the Committee on Streets.

By direction of the Committee on the Suffolk-street District 
the plans were re-drawn so as to cover only one span, — that 
from Indiana place over the railroad, — as there seemed to be a 
probability that Orange street would be raised, and, in that case, 
the space between the central pier and the southerly abutment 
would be filled solid. The plans were to be so arranged, how- 
ever, that the second span could be added if negotiation with 
the railroad company for the raising of Orange street should 
fail. New plans and specifications were accordingly prepared 
in October; and, Nov. 3d, proposals for the stone work were ad- 
vertised for. The contract for this portion of the work was 
made with Mr. Charles W. Parker, of Rockport, on the 26th of 
November; the work to be completed on or before May 1, 1871. 

Dec. 7, proposals for the superstructure were invited, and 
bids received ranging from $13,900.00 to $22,286.41. 

The contract was awarded to G. W. and EF. Smith, they being 
the lowest bidders, and ;the agreement executed Dec. 30, 1870. 

The contractors are to commence putting on the structure by 
the 1st of May, or as soon as the abutments are ready, and to 
complete the work within thirty days.

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All the bridges marked with an asterisk in the first list and 
the Winthrop bridge are, or will be, when completed, in the ~ 
charge of Superintendents, under the direction of the Commit- 
tee on Bridges. 

All the others except the water-pipe bridge at Tremont street 
are in the charge of the Superintendent of Streets, under the 
direction of the Committee on Paving. 


ALBANY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER ROXBURY CANAL). 


There is no official superintendent of this bridge; but Mr. F. 
Winchester is employed by the Committee on Bridges, and by 
the Committee on Harbor, receiving $300 per annum from the 
fermer, and $200 from the latter. 

There has been expended in repairs on this bridge, $1,164.86. 


DOVER=—STREET BRIDGE. 


No radical repairs have been made on the draw of this 
bridge as I recommended in my last report; but considerable 
work has been done to keep the draw in a movable condition. 
The piers have been extended southwardly, replanked, and oak 
ribbons or girders fitted to the sides. The cost of this work, 
including stock and labor, was $2,077.50. The ordinary repairs 
for the year amounted to $1,729.80. 


FEDERAL—STREET BRIDGE. 


I have nothing to add to the statements made in my last re- 
port relative to this structure, except, perhaps, that subsequent 
reflection has confirmed the opinions there expressed “ that the 
expense of permanent foundations and an iron superstructure 
as an adjunct of the present patched-up bridge and at its 
present grade would be quite unwarrantable.” Iam strongly in- 
clined to the opinion that an iron structure resting upon screw- 
piles, placed in piers or rows forty to fifty feet apart, and ata 
orade sufficiently high to place the running gear and machinery 
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above the reach of tide-water and ice, will be found cheaper in 
the end than any attempt to widen the bridge and draw, in its 
present condition. A plan has been prepared, showing a pro- 
posed arrangement of a screw-pile pier; but no estimates of 
cost have yet been prepared. 

The cost of repairs on this bridge during the past year 
was $3,641.39. 


MERIDIAN-—STREET BRIDGE. 


It was found necessary to make quite extensive repairs of 
the drawbridge, involving the stoppage of the travel for several 
days. The wheels were all removed and their running faces 
turned down true. A new wrought-iron band was attached to 
the axle-rods on the side of the wheel next the centre pivot, and 
braced to the former band on the outer side of the wheels. The 
tracks were levelled, and heavier wrought-iron plates interposed 
between the track plates and the oak plank beds. 

These changes made the draw move easier for awhile; but 
the superintendent complains that it still runs very hard. 

The cost of the repairs on this bridge during the year 
amounted to $2,091.76. 

- The draw will have to be replanked, the concrete sidewalk 
repaired, and some of the loose plates under the tracks secured 
by stouter lag screws. A portion of the draw pier also needs 
replanking. 

CHELSEA—STREET BRIDGE. 


Very little has been required or done on this bridge during 
the year; the repairs amounting to only $43.56. The draw- 
bridge and the planked portions of the approaches will have 
to be replanked or partially so this season, 


WINTHROP BRIDGE (BREED’S ISLAND TO WINTHROP). 


An examination of this structure was made early in the year, 
and the concealed defects alluded to in my last report were 
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made quite apparent. By direction of the Committee on 
Bridges, I prepared a plan of proposed repairs, and specifica- - 
tions and schedule; but it was extremely difficult to prescribe 
the amount of old material that should be replaced with new 
without having the bridge entirely stripped. I proposed to the 
Committee that, in view of the uncertainty of the amount of 
stock and labor required, it would be good policy to purchase the 
stock and employ day labor; but it was decided to let the work 
by contract. Accordingly — 

Proposals were invited on Specifications calling for a definite 
amount of new stock and the labor required to substitute it for 
the old. 


The contract was awarded to Salma E. Gould, of 
Kast Boston, for : A : : : op os OURO 
There was a subsequent agreement to pay for 


removal of earth covering : : : : 500 00 
For keeping the bridge open during repairs : 100 00 
$3,730 00 


The removal of the earth covering, which was about twenty 
inches deep, showed the flooring almost entirely rotted away, as 
I expected; but the removal of the planking exposed a much 
worse state of affairs among the stringers. By direction of the 
Committee, Mr. Gould removed all the stringers which I con- 
demned, and an exact schedule of all extra stock ordered, was 
kept. 

The bill for extra stock and labor amounted to $1,990.44, 
making a total of $5,720.44 paid to Mr. Gould. Other pay- 
ments made the total cost of rebuilding : - $5,824.44, 


NEPONSET BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER). 


An examination of this structure was made in company with 
the Committee, in February, and I reported to the Committee in 
writing as follows: — 
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This bridge is about thirty feet wide, and, including the draw, 
about one hundred and fifty-three feet long from the northerly abut- 
ment to the Quincy line. The opening for vessels is about thirty 
feet. The bays are irregular in width, from fourteen to twenty 
feet. The piles are about seven and a half feet apart, and are 
very poor. The caps and planking are in fair condition. The 
abutment and the bulkhead on the westerly side are in an unfit 
condition to hold the filling of the street : both have given way,and 
been patched up ina very bungling manner. The draw is sound, 
but very lightly built. The piers are in a wretched condition: 
the side-planking is almost entirely gone, and the piles so poor 
that they would hardly hold anew planking. The piers are too 
short by fifty feet. The filling in of the abutment has crowded 
the bridge so that the piles all lean towards the draw. 

The structure as a whole is in such condition that it would be 
poor economy to spend anything on repairs, and I should rec- 
ommend rebuilding the whole structure, abutments, bridge and 
piers at the carliest moment, as a measure of safety and economy. 

The draw opening should be thirty-five feet in the clear. 
The draw should be a pivot counterbalanced draw. The 
bridge and approaches should be made, at least, fifty feet 
wide. The piers should be about one hundred and fifty feet 
long and twenty feet wide. There should also be about one 
hundred and twenty feet, lineal, of fender-guard. 

The expense of rebuilding as above thoroughly, would be 
approximately, as follows, viz:

The least that can be done, without throwing money away, 
would be to drive new oak piles along the entire front of the 
piers and replank the sides; rebuild the abutment and retain- 
ing wall, and build one hundred and twenty feet of fender-guard. 

The cost of these items would be about, : $7,500 00 


(Plan No. 3 — repairs.) 


Another way to improve without an entire renewal — leaving 
the present draw as it is, — would be to rebuild the abutment 
and retaining wall. =.)

GRANITE BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER). 


The repairs on this bridge have been very light, amounting 
to only : ° S Glaeser ¢, ; : : ; $60.82 


MILTON BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER AT LOWER FALLS). 


In my last report I suggested that a widening of this structure 
would be an improvement. During the summer I was called upon 
to furnish an approximate estimate of the cost of widening the 
bridge to a width of fifty feet by the Committees of Paving and 
Streets. A rough estimate was then made for extending the 
piers and arches and for building a retaining wall: the cost of 
the whole I figured at $10,500 00. As some objections were 
subsequently made to obstructing the waterways by extending 
the stone piers, I proposed to the Committee a structure of iron 
that would obviate the objections raised. Plans are now in 
progress for this work. 
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MATTAPAN BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RIVER). 


This bridge has required no repairs during the past year, and 
will need but little the present — say a partial replanking, and 
repainting the iron-work, which is full light, and should not be 
allowed to waste by rust. | 


COMMERCIAL STREET RRIDGE (OVER CREEK AT COMMERCIAL POINT ). 


In reference to the condition of this structure, I reported to 
the Committee on Bridges, Feb. 19, 1870, as follows, viz: — 
“The total length of this bridge, including the draw, is about 
two hundred and twenty-seven feet. The draw is located about 
forty-six feet from the northerly abutment, and the opening is 
twenty-six feet wide. 

“The width of the bridge on the northerly side of the draw is 
forty-seven feet at the abutment and thirty-six fect at the draw. 
The width south of the draw is about thirty-three feet. The 
draw is light but sound, and the caps and planking on the por- 
tion north of the draw are in passable condition; and-that is 
about all there is of the whole structure that is good for anything, 
The piles are all spruce and there are hardly any fit to remain. 
The entire southerly portion of the structure is not safe. 

“There seems to be no good reason for maintaining a bridge 
of any kind at this place; but it would undoubtedly be impru. 
dent for the city to attempt to fill up the creek by solid filiing 
at this time. The expense would be very great for the enclos- 
ing walls, filling and damages, which would undoubtedly be 
claimed by the shore owners on the creek. 

“The cost of enclosing walls and solid filling would be about 
$20,000.00; of earth filling without walls, about $12,000.00. 

“ A new structure (exclusive of the draw), built with oak piles, 
would cost about $8,000.00 ; if built with spruce piles, $5,000.00, 

“T should recommend rebuilding with spruce piles according 
to the last plan, which I think will last, with slight repairs, 
until the basin and creek are filled.” 
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MILL—DAM BRIDGE (OVER SLUICES). 


In my last report I stated that “ plans had been prepared for 
covering these sluices in a safer and more substantial manner, 
with either a wooden or iron structure, whichever shall he 
decided most suitable under the circumstances.” 

By direction of the Committee on Paving, specifications were 
drawn for the wooden structure,— proposals invited, and the 
contract awarded to Boynton Brothers for $8,400.00. Extra 
work was done to the amount of $421.60, making the total 
cost $8,821.60. 

During the progress of the work, the foundations of the gate- 
house, on the southerly side of the mill-dam covering the gates, 
became undermined, the building and gates fell over into the 
basin, thus leaving the ends of the piers exposed to the danger 
of further undermining. In fact one or two had already settled. 
Soundings were taken which showed that the tremendous force 
of the tide rushing through these contracted openings had ex- 
cavated a pit twenty feet in depth above the sluices, and had 
already eaten its way for some distance beneath the apron of 
the sluices. Vigorous measures were at once taken by the 
superintendent of streets, and the space already excavated was 
filled with stone to the level of the apron or floor of the sluice- 
ways. 


LONGWOOD AVENUE BRIDGE, 


In my last report, I stated that surveys, levels and plans 
were in progress for a new structure. The plans, as prepared, 
contemplated an abandonment of the present wooden trestle- 
work; changing the bed of the present creek so as to conduct 
its waters through a masonry culvert twenty feet in width; said 
culvert to be placed parallel with the railroad and in the rear of 
the easterly abutment of the bridge over said railroad. The cul- 
vert and abutment being built and the necessary wing-walls, the 
entire roadway east of the easterly abutment was to be filled 
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solid, and the portion over the railway to be spanned by an iron 
bridge similar in construction to that previously described as 
being built over the Boston and Albany Railroad on the ex- 
tension of Shawmut avenue. . 

Hstimates were made and submitted to the Committee on 
Paving; but the reduction of the appropriation, asked for by 
the Committee, prevented immediate action The bridge was 
subsequently reported unsafe by the Police, and I was called 
upon to report, if possible, a mode of temporary repair which 
should make the bridge safe for a few years. A plan was pro- 
posed and endorsed by HE. S. Philbrick, consulting engineer for 
the town of Brookline. The work was done in accordance 
with said plan by Joseph Ross, Esq. 

The total cost was $3,480.83, of which the town of Brook- 
line paid about one-half. 


MT. WASHINGTON AVENUE BRIDGE. 

The necessity of making very thorough repairs upon this 
bridge was urged by me in my last annual report, and after a 
thorough examination of the structure by the committee, the 
necessity was fully recognized, and I was directed to prepare 
plans and specifications, which I did, and submitted the same 
with a preliminary estimate of the cost to the committee. No 
formal vote was passed by the committee approving the plans; 
but they were deemed generally satisfactory, and I was directed 
to lay them before the Harbor Commissioners for approval. 
The Commissioners passed only upon the plan of piling proposed, 
and that was approved. 

I proposed for the drawbridge an entire new structure above 
the foundations, of substantially the same dimensions as tke 
present one as to length and width. The trusses were to be of 
wood and iron like the present one, except that they were to 
be of the style known as the “ Pratt truss.” My reason for 
proposing wooden trusses was, that I presumed the bridge 
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would be considerably lighter, and also less expensive. Subse- 
quent investigations, however, satisfied me that, for structures of 
equal strength, the difference in weight between wood and iron 
is less than I had supposed, and, in view of the increased dura: 
bility of iron over wood, it would be better to incur the addi- 
tional first cost. 

The estimates, however, had been submitted to the Committee , 
on Bridges for doing the work according to my original plan for 
the sum of $60,000.00, and an order introduced in the Board 
of Aldermen, authorizing the committee to make the repairs, 
etc., at an expense not exceeding my estimate, and authorizing 
the Treasurer to borrow the sum of $60,000. 


When these orders reached the Council, the following proviso 
was appended : — 


“ Provided, that no portion of this money shall be expended 
until the Committee on Bridges shall have advertised for plans 
and proposals for rebuilding said bridge, and a contract made 
with responsible parties to complete the entire structure for 
$60,000.00, or less, upon a plan satisfactory to the City Engineer.” 
This proviso was attached in Common Council, May 26, and 
passed by a vote of 49 yeas, to 1 nay. In Board of Aldermen, 
May 30, the order, as amended, was concurred in by a unani- 
mous vote. 

At a meeting of the Committee held soon after the passage of 
the foregoing orders, the following notice submitted by the City 
Engineer, was approved by the Committee, the same to be pub- 
licly advertised: —  ~ 


CITY OF BOSTON. 
NOTICE TO BRIDGE BUILDERS. 


Plans, specifications and sealed proposals will be received at 
the office of the City Engineer, until Thursday, June 30th, at 
12 o'clock, M., for making all necessary alterations and re-con- 
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struction on the Mount Washington Avenue Bridge, draw, draw- 
pier and abutments. The right is reserved to reject any or all. 
plans and proposals. 


By order of the Committee on Bridges. 
WALTER E. HAWKES, Chairman.” 


At the same meeting the Engineer desired instructions from 
the Committee as to what disposition should be made of the 
plans already prepared by him. Should they be withheld from 
public inspection, and parties desiring to submit plans of their 
own, be told to go and examine the bridge for themselves, and 
get their own information as best they could, and make their 
own suggcstions; or, should I offer free access for all who de- 
_ sired to examine the plans already made, and inform them that 
they were free to bid upon the plans as they were, or to submit 
any new plan or modification of the old one, and bid upon 
those ? 

It was unanimously agreed by the Committee and myself, that 
the plans already made, and all information in the possession of 
the Engineer should be placed at the disposal of all parties, and 
that parties applying be informed that it was the desire of the 
committee that the bridge in its present condition should be ex- 
amined, and that full liberty was accorded to make any changes 
or modifications in the style of drawbridge, or methods of repairs 
suggested by the Engineer, it being the wish of the Committee to 
secure the best plan for doing the entire work within the limits 
prescribed by the order. 

I stated to the Committee that I would afford every facility 
in my power to parties desiring to bid or submit plans, and 
that I was not so tenacious of my own plan or so conceited in 
reference to my own ability in the matter ag to preclude an 
impartial judgment upon the plans of others. 

The advertisement for plans, specifications and proposals was 
inserted in the papers June 14, and parties given until the 30th 
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to prepare plans and specifications. The time was afterwards 
extended to the 6th of July, and during this interval every 
facility in my power was impartially given to all parties who 
desired information as to what I deemed requisite to put the 
bridge in first-class order, preserving what was already good. 

On the sixth of July the proposals were opened by the com- 
mittee at the office of the City Engineer. 

There were nine propositions received from seven different 
parties, one party making three separate propositions. There 
were five different plans of drawbridges submitted, besides the 
original one prepared by the Engineer. In every case but one 
the City Engineer’s plan for repairs of the approaches to the 
draw were used and estimated upon by the parties submitting 
proposals. At this meeting the plans were partially examined 
and discussed, a schedule of the proposals made, and the>speci- 
fications and proposals filed and indorsed. The committee 
adjourned to meet on the following Monday, the eleventh, it 
being understood that the Chairman and Engineer should, in 
the mean time, visit New York and vicinity to examine iron 
drawbridges and the methods of operating, and also to afford 
the Engineer an opportunity of critically examining the several 
plans submitted. The visit was made and we came home fully 
decided to discard the original plan of a wooden truss and to 
confine the selection to those plans of iron that came within the 
limits of $60,000, prescribed by the order. 

On Monday the Committee met at the office of the clerk of 
Committees. The City Solicitor was present at the opening 
of the meeting; the chairman, the clerk of Committees and the 
City Engineer were present during the entire session, and the 
other members of the Committee were present most of the time. 
The City Solicitons opinion was asked in reference to the powers 
of the Committee under the order, and the proper course to pur- 
sue. His reply was, in substance-that the order conferred no 
power upon the Committee to make a contract, and that, having 
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advertised for and received plans and proposals, it was the 
duty of the City Engineer to indicate which plan he preferred, 
and then, if the committee coincided, to report to the Board ot 
Aldermen, an order authorizing a contract to be made for the 
execution of such plan. 

There were two propositions covering the original wooden 
trussed drawbridge of the City Engineer and his plans for the 
remainder of the work, and one for a “ Howe truss” wooden 
drawbridge, and the Engineer’s plan for the rest of the work. 

These three were set aside, as the Engineer expressed his 
preference for the plans of iron trusses or girders. Two of 
~ the plans and propositions, covering the cost of very substan- 
tial iron drawbridges combined with the Engineer’s plan for the 
rest of the work were also set aside as the proposals exceeded 
the sum of $60,000. 

One proposition was set aside as not conforming to the re- 
quirements of the advertisement, covering only a portion of the 
work. And another proposition was not deemed admissible, 
as it was a bid made by one party upon plans submitted by 
another. 

Th eplans and propositions were now reduced to two, one 
covering the cost of a drawbridge with iron cords and ties, and 
wooden diagonal bracing, combined with the Engineer’s plan 
for the balance of the work. The other was for a drawbridge 
with plate iron girders, combined with a modification of the 
engineer’s plan for the rest of the work. Of the two plans I 
decidedly preferred the latter, the girders being entirely of iron, 
and it was, in fact, simply a modification of my original plan, 
with iron girders substituted for the wooden trusses. The dif- 
ference in cost, however (the one I preferred costing $4,700 
more than the other), caused me to hesitate before expressing 
my preference to the Committee; but, recalling the Solicitor’s 
opinion, I felt it to be my duty to express to the Committee my 


reasons for preferring the more costly of the two plans, and, as 
9 
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both were within the limit of $60,000, let the Committee decide. 
By the terms of the Order the plans must be satisfactory to the 
City Engineer; and the Committee, feeling that they must be 
governed in the matter of selection by his choice, voted to 
recommend to the Board of Aldermen the passage of an order 
authorizing the Committee on Bridges to contract with Messrs. 
Ross and Lord for rebuilding Mt. Washington avenue bridge, 
piers and abutments in accordance with plans and specifications 
submitted by them and approved by the City Engineer, for the 
sum of $56,000. 

An order was accordingly introduced in Board of Aldermen 
that afternoon, and after long discussion was recommitted. 

July 25th. The same order was reported back by a major- 
ity of the Committee, and after being discussed considerably, 
was passed. 

I have been more prolix, perhaps, in reciting the history of 
this matter than the subject itself would warrant; but, recalling 
the somewhat heated controversies in relation to it, and the 
insinuations of favoritism, if not unfairness, in awarding the con- 
tract, or rather in making the selection, — and desiring to cor- 
rect, if possible, the effect of some inaccuracies of statement 
made during the discussions of the matter, I have felt it to be my 
duty in this connection to state the facts in the case as they 
actually were. 

The whole difficulty in this matter was well stated by a mem- 
‘ber of the Board of Aldermen during the discussion when he 
said, “that, by allowing the adoption of this amendment, the 
difficulty had arisen of everybody bidding upon his own plans 
without competition.” 

The contract with Messrs. Ross & Lord was signed August 
11th, the understanding being that the bridge was to be closed 
to public travel so that work could be commenced Aug. 20th 
and finished Dec. Ist; but, to. accommodate certain special 
business on Boston Wharf, the time for closing the bridge was

postponed so that the contractor was delayed about a month. 
The work is nearly completed. The approaches to the draw 
are finished and the iron girders of the new draw are in position. 

The plan of repairs is substantially the same as the one 
originally proposed by me, the modifications being very slight. 
The top surface of the bridge at the draw has been raised three 
feet, and the approaches finished on a grade falling each way 
from the draw at the rate of 1,33, feet per hundred. The bridge 
was stripped of everything above the stringers, and a new pile 
driven in each pier between the old ones, making seven new 
piles to each pier. The new piles were capped with a 14” x 14” 
hard pine cap at a suitable height above the old caps to con- 
form to the new grade. New stringers were put on the new 
cap over the old stringers and supported at two intermediate 
points in each bay upon the old stringer by hard pine posts 
or struts properly tenoned and secured; thus keeping the 
strength of both. The flooring is of six-inch Burnettized spruce 
covered with a water-tight covering of asphaltum concrete, and 
crowned in the middle of roadway. The contract required that, 
upon this concrete there should be placed a pavement of wooden 
blocks; but objections being subsequently raised by truckmen 
using the bridge a good deal for heavy travel, that wood pave- 
ment in that place would be very objectionable, authority was 
given the Committee to amend the contract and substitute small 
granite blocks for the wood. 

The change was accordingly made and the bridge is paved 
with stone. ‘The curbs are of cast-iron similar to those of the 
Berkeley street and the Broadway extension bridges. New 
oak ribbons have been put on each side of the draw-pier and 
said piers are entirely replanked. New piles have been driven 
and the piers strengthened at the ends. Additional piles have 
also been driven under the centre of drawbridge, in front of 
the abutments at each end of the bridge, and at several other 
points where the old ones were deemed by the Engineer unfit 
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to remain. A portion of the southerly abutment was relaid, 
and the northerly one was thoroughly braced with oak piles at 
its base. 

The fender guard has been strengthened and recapped, and, 
in short, the entire bridge above the old stringers has been 
rebuilt in a most thorough and substantial manner. 

The drawbridge is entirely new above the piling and plat- 
form, and is placed about three feet higher than the old one 
so as to keep the tracks and wheels out of the reach of tide 
water and ice as before stated. The general plan is precisely 
the same asmy original one, except that in place of the trusses 
of wood there are substituted plate iron girders. These main 
girders are one hundred thirty-six feet long and support the 
entire roadway and sidewalks; they are eight feet high in 
the centre, and three feet at the ends. These girders rest at 
their centres, upon the ends of a plate-iron box-girder, com- 
posed of three vertical plates or webs, connected at top and 
bottom with horizontal plates and angle irons, and having verti- 
cal and diagonal angle-iron stiffeners and interior cross brac- 
ing. This cross girder is proportioned to carry the entire 
weight of the bridge — one half resting on each end —and 
transmit the same to a centre pivot, eight inches in diameter, 
and provided with a screw so that the entire weight of the 
bridge may be borne by the centre pivot. A turn-table with 
tracks and wheels in the usual style is provided; but. it is 
designed to carry the bulk of the weight upon the pivot, the 
wheels to take only enough to keep the bridge steady. It is 
anticipated that this arrangement will be superior to any of 
the plans in use on the other: bridges, where the bulk of the 
weight rests upon the wheels and generally upon one or two. 

The original contract price for doing this work was 
$56,000.00 ; the Committee were subsequently authorized to ex- 
pend $3,200.00 additional for Burnettizing plank, and substitut- 
ing stone pavement for wood. 
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The amount paid on this contract to Jan. Ist, 1871, is | 
$40,404.00. 


ALBANY STREET BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON AND ALBANY R. R.). 


This structure is in good condition as to safety; but the 
entire iron work should be repainted. The abutments have 
cracked badly, and present an appearance of instability; but 
there has been no settling, and the cracks were occasioned by 
a slight spreading of the wing, or retaining walls, which are 
bonded into the abutments. These wing walls were not bal- 
lasted, and the filling of the street in the rear with objectionable 
material, and its subsequent settlement has pressed these walls 
out, carrying portions of the abutments with them. The move- 
ment has ceased, and has not amounted to enough to injure the 
stability of the walls or abutment in the least. 


FERDINAND STREET BRIDGE (OVER B. AND A. R. R.). 


Nothing has been done to this bridge during the year except 
to replank it. The iron work should be repainted, and the 
approach on the northerly side replanked. 


BERKELEY STREET BRIDGE (OVER B. AND A. R. R.). 


The roadway has been partially replanked and raised; but 
the horse railroad tracks remain at the old level. These should 
be raised so that the surface of the roadway may be uniform. 
As it is, it not only looks badly, but is unsafe. The web of 
the middle girder is badly rusted, and should be thoroughly 
scraped, cleaned, and painted. The web-plates are only one- 
tenth of an inch in thickness, and the attachments none too 
strong ; hence the necessity of preserving the little iron there is, 
and not allowing it to rust away. Painting over rust and mud 
will do little good; the iron should be clean when the paint is 
applied. ‘The space between the wooden curb and the web of 
the girders, should be filled in, as it is now only a receptacle 
for mud and filth, which comes directly in contact with the iron 
of the webs where the lower cord attachments are made, 
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BERKELEY STREET BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON AND PROVIDENCE R. R.)e 


The superstructure is in good condition. The abutment on 
the southerly side has settled and cracked badly at the east end, 
and slightly at the west end. Some iron cramps properly 
applied would prevent a further movement. 


COLUMBUS AVE. BRIDGE (OVER B. AND A. R. R.). 


This bridge has been replanked; but not enough longitudinal 
crown was given to shed properly the rainfall. The lower cords 
and all the iron work beneath the floor should be painted. _ 


DARTMOUTH STREET BRIDGE (OVER B. AND A. AND B, AND P. R. R. 
AT THEIR JUNCTION). 


This bridge is in good order, and will need no repairs this 
year. 


DORCHESTER STREET BRIDGE (OVER 0. C. AND N. R. R.). 


This bridge is in good condition, having required no repairs 
during the year. Some slight alterations, however, were made 
in order to lay the new twenty-inch main for South. Boston. 


NEW FERRY DROP (EAST BOSTON FERRY). 

Plans and specifications for a new ferry drop and tank were 
prepared in the summer by request of the Directors, and the 
drop has since been built in conformity with said plans. It isa 
stronger and better structure than any built hitherto, and gives 
good satisfaction.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT. 


At the annual mecting of commissioners held on the fourth, 
and, by adjournment, on the fourteenth day of April last, the 
Board was organized by the choice of William Pope, chairman, 
and A. C. Clark, clerk. 

In the month of October last, Mr. Pope resigned the chair- 
manship, and Nathan Carruth was elected to that office. 

The work of improving the cemetery has been mainly in the 
direction of completing the enterprises begun last year. The 
grounds have been kept in fair condition; about 2,500 feet in 
length of avenues and paths, from which ;the loam had been 
removed the previous year, have been thoroughly constructed, 
graded and finished with stone and gravel; iron gates are 
placed at the main entrance; the fences and buildings are com- 
pleted; the pond near Adams street has been deepened and 
protected by a sunken marginal wall, with a walk upon its 
border. 

The price of lots was fixed at twenty-five cents per super- 
ficial foot, and thirty-eight lots have been sold since June at that 
rate. It is evident that the whole available ground in this ceme- 
tery will be needed by the residents in its immediate neighbor- 
hood, and while the lots are open for sale to such as apply, yet 
no encouragement has been extended to speculators in this kind 
of property. 
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The interments during the year, exclusive of the bodies now 
in the receiving tomb, number thirty-seven. 

A statement of receipts and expenditures, and of the balance 
subject to order, is hereto annexed.

Marrutas Ricu, Esq., President of the Common Council: 

Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the Ordinance 
on Finance, the undersigned, Auditor of Accounts, has the 
honor of submitting to the City Council the annexed estimate 
of the amount of money which will be required to defray the 
expenses of the 


City oF Boston 
and 


CouNTY OF SUFFOLK 


for the financial year 1871—72, commencing with the first day 
of May, 1871, and terminating the thirtieth day of April, 1872. 
In presenting his estimates for the money which will be neces- 
sary to carry on the government of the city for the coming 
financial year, it gives him pleasure to say, that taking the valua- 
tion of the real and personal property of the city at the same 
figures as it was last year, the amount to be raised by taxation 
this year will be accomplished with a reduction of the rate 
from $15.30 to 14.00, on each one thousand dollars. 

The ordinance, in addition to the ordinance on finance, 
passed by the City Council December 24, 1870, created a 
Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners for the payment or 
reduction of the city debt; and said Board was organized 
February 15, 1871, consisting of Mayor William Gaston (chair- 
wan); City Treasurer, F. U. Tracy; Auditor of Accounts, Alfred 
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T. Turner (secretary); Alderman Henry L. Pierce, of the Joint 
Committee on Accounts, Councilman William Pope, of the Com- 
mittee on Finance, on the part of the City Council, Newton 
Talbot and John O. Poor, from the citizens at large. In ac- 
cordance with the terms of Section 10 of said ordinance, said 
Commissioners have decided that the present sinking funds for 
the redemption of the outstanding city debt, which debt 
amounts to $23,964,500.91, will, with their accumulations, be 
sufficient to meet the payment of the same at maturity; there- 
fore that no taxation upon the said debt will be necessary, and 
have informed the City Council to that effect. 

The taxation on the loans passed by the City Council not 
included in the above, amounting to $2,900,000, will, as required 
by section 2 of said ordinance, be $77,625. The amount taxed 
last year was $719,000; difference in favor of the tax-payer, 
$641,375. 

The sinking funds take care of the principal of the city 
debt, — the interest thereon and the premium on gold, in 
which a part is paid, is taxed annually. The total amount asked 
for interest and premium, is $1,838,000 00. 

The debt sinking funds which were necessary to secure the 
payment of the debt as it matured, and at the same time main- 
tain our credit in the money market, have been secured without 
placing too heavy a burden upon the tax-payer; and now he 
will enjoy the satisfaction of having secured the payment of the 
debt and the alternative of being relieved of taxation when 
called upon to meet the necessary expenses of governing a 
great municipality, and adopting measures to promote its future 
growth. 

Several of the revenue items have been increased, and notwith- 
standing the loss of $145,000 in the revenue column, as compared 
with last year, on account of the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on East Boston Ferries, that no estimate be made this 
year for revenue from tolls on said ferries, the total amount of 
estimated revenue is increased $15,650.

Tue Joint Standing Committee on the Public Library, to whom 
was referred the communication from His Honor the Mayor, 
transmitting to the City Council a letter from the executors of 
the will of George Ticknor, relating to the bequest of books, 
manuscripts, and money to the Public Library of the ‘city of 
Boston, having considered the subject of said communication, 
would respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


By the ninth article of his will, Mr. Ticknor gives to the city 
of Boston, on the death of his wife, all his books and manu- 
scripts in the Spanish and Portuguese languages, and also the 
sum of four thousand dollars. After the receipt of said sum the 
city is required to expend not less than one thousand dollars in 
every five years, during the twenty-five years next succeeding 
(z.e. the income of the four thousand dollars, at the rate of five 
per centum per annum), in the purchase of books in the Spanish 
and Portuguese languages and literatures. At the end of twenty- 
five years the income of the said sum is to be expended annually 
in the purchase of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish 
and Portuguese languages, or in such other languages as may be 
deemed expedient by those having charge of the library. 

The books bequeathed or purchased are always to be freely 
accessible for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for 
use outside of the library building. If these bequests are not 
accepted by the city, and the trusts and conditions faithfully 
executed, the books, manuscripts, and money are to be given to 
the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 
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These are the substantial provisions of the will concerning 
the bequests of the city. A copy of the ninth article in full is’ 
appended hereto. 

In order that the city may receive the immediate benefit of 
this unequalled contribution to the rare literature of the library, 
Mrs. Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, has offered to relin- 
quish her right to retain, during her life, the books and mann- 
scripts, and is ready to place them under the control of the city 
at the present time. 

This gift fitly crowns Mr. Ticknor’s long-continued personal 
services and numerous benefactions towards the establishment 
of the Public Library on a lasting foundation. His earnest 
efforts in organizing the institution, and commending it to the 
favor of the leading bibliographers in this country and Europe, 
contributed largely to the unexampled success which has attend- 
ed its development. 

The books presented by his will consist of abou tfour thou- 
sand volumes in the Spanish and Portuguese languages. The 
collection was begun at Madrid in the year 1817, and was sub- 
stantially completed between that time and the year 1838. 
Since then, only such books have been added as he was unable 
to secure previously. From the inability of book-collectors to 
supply his wants while making his original purchases, he re- 
sorted to the employment of priests, professors, and persons in 
private life to obtain rare works. For many years, Professor 
Gayangos acted as his agent in Spain; but his efforts to procure 
what he wanted were not confined to that country, —he pur- 
chased Spanish books in all the great book markets of the 
world. So assiduous was his pursuit that the complaint was 
made, several years ago, that he had raised the prices of Spanish 
books in all the principal marts. Of the value of the collection 
thus made, without reference to cost, it is perhaps enough to say, 
that no single library in Spain possesses all the books it con- 
tains. The only collections of equal value are the great Span- 
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ish Library in the British Museum, and the private collection of 
Lord Holland. 

For the purpose of providing proper accommodations in the 
library for these books, and preparing and printing a catalogue, 
— similar to the catalogue of the Prince Library, — the trustees 
will require a small appropriation, estimated at three thousand 
dollars. 

The committee would respectfully recommend the passage of 
the accompanying resolution and orders.

Nintu. On the death of my wife, I give to the city of Bos- 
ton, where I was born, where I have lived a long and happy life 
and where I hope to die, all my books and manuscripts in the 
Spanish and Portuguese languages; and I further give and 
bequeath to the same city of Boston, the sum of four thou- 
sand dollars to be paid within one year after the probate of this 
my will, the same to be always kept by the said city safely 
invested at interest for the purposes hereinafter specified. But 
I make these two bequests to the city of Boston only in trust 
for the following purposes, and no other, to wit: (1.) That, in 
the course of each and every period of five years during the 
twenty-five years next succeeding the receipt by the said city 
of the said sum of four thousand dollars, the said city shall 
expend not less than one thousand dollars in the purchase of 
books in the Spanish and Portuguese languages and literatures, 
or in one of them; and furthermore expressing it as my 
wish, but not as my requirement, in order, so far as may be to 
insure the purchase of books already determined to be worth 
possessing, that no books shall be so purchased during said 
twenty-five years; nor afterwards, from the income of the said 
fund of four thousand dollars, which shall not have been pub- 
lished in some one edition at least five years; it being my will 
that every book purchased at any time from the income of my 
said fund of four thousand dollars, shall be a book of perma- 
nent value and authority, and neither newspapers, periodicals, 
nor other popular publications not likely to be of lasting con- 
sideration. 

(2.) That no person whatsoever, shall, at any time or under 
any circumstances, except for binding or needful repairs in bind- 
ing, be permitted to remove from the proper rooms of the Public 
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Library, any of the books hereby bequeathed or for the purchase 
of which provision is hereby made; but that within such rooms, 
and at all such times and hours, and under such restrictions as the 
Trustees or other Jawful managers of the the said library may 
deem expedient or reasonable, each and all of said books so 
bequeathed, or so purchased, shall be freely accessible for refer- 
ence or study to all such persons as may be permitted to resort 
to said library, or to use it. 

(3.) That at the end of the twenty five years aforesaid, and 
in each and every year thereafter forever, the said city of Bos- 
ton shall cause the income of the said fund of four thousand 
dollars, but no part of the principal, to be expended in the pur- 
chase of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish and 
Portuguese languages, or in such other languages as may be 
deemed expedient by the Trustees of the said library, or other 
persons having lawful charge of the same, but always under the 
conditions and restrictions herein before expressed, namely: 
That the same shall be used only in the proper rooms of the 
said library, and never lent abroad or out of them. 

(4.) That none of the books bequeathed by me as aforesaid, 
or to be purchased from the income of the fund of four thousand 
dollars as aforesaid, shall, at any time, be sold, exchanged or 
given away: but that they shall, if not inconvenient, be kept 
together, like the Bowditch and the Parker collections, now in 
the library. 

(5.) That, if at any time, the fund aforesaid shall, from any 
cause whatever, become diminished, then at least one half of the 
annual income thereof shall yearly be added to the principal 
until the full sum of four thousand dollars shall be made good 
again, 

(6.) But in case the city of Boston shall refuse or neglect 
for the space of one year after the probate of this my will 
to accept the said bequests of books, manuscripts, and 
money on the trusts and conditions herein before set forth, or 
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shall, at any time, after accepting the same, fail or neglect faith- 
fully to fulfil each and all of said trusts and conditions, accord- 
ing to their true spirit and intent, then, and in either of said

Add to the appropriation for Mount Hope Cemetery the 
sum of $5,000 to be expended for a new greenhouse and office. 

Reduce the appropriation for “Incidental Expenses” from 
$100,000 to $91,000. 

Add an appropriation to be styled “Contingent Funds” of 
$9,000, to be divided under four heads, viz: — $3,000 to meet 
the expenses of the joint standing and special committees having 
charge, of no appropriation; $2,000 for the expenses of the 
Mayor, and $2,000 each for the Board of Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council to be expended as provided in the order annexed. 
This sum of $9,000 is taken from the appropriation for “ Inci- 
dental Expenses,” to which said matters have heretofore been 
charged. It is believed by the Committee that this method of 
meeting this class of expenses will be far better than the one 
heretofore pursued.

The appropriation 
for Lamps is reduced $10,000 in conformity with a request from 
the Superintendent of that Department, referred to this Commit- 
tee by the City Council.

The first act to punish fraud in the sale of adulterated milk 
was passed by the general court of this State during the 
winter of 1856. 

This act gave any person the power to make complaint and to 
prosecute to final judgment in our courts, for violation of its 
provisions; but, as far as is known, no complaints were made. 

To carry out the intent of this law, it was necessary that 
some person should be appointed who would devote his whole 
time and energies to the duties of the office, so as fully to meet 
the requirements of the act, and to protect the consumers of 
milk from imposition. 

During the summer of 1858, much complaint was made by 
our citizens in regard to the gross adulteration of a large pro- 
portion of the milk sold within the limits of our city, and some 
of our physicians thought that the increased mortality of small 
children could be readily traced to this adulteration. 
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At the assembling of the general court in the winter of 1859, 
many interested parties, viz, citizens, milk producers, and 
some of the Boston milkmen, used their influence to cause a 
new law to be enacted, which should provide for the appoint- 
ment of Inspectors of Milk, carefully defining their duties, etc. 
A law was readily passed, and it was approved by the gov- 
ernor, April 6, 1859. 

On the 10th of August, 1859, the Boston office was estab- 
lished. At this time one or two inspectors had been appointed 
in some of the smaller cities, but only in connection with other 
duties, so that little or nothing had been done to carry out the 
requirements of the law. So far as we can learn, Boston was 
the pioneer in the establishment, on this continent, of an office 
exclusively devoted to the detection of, and conviction and pun- 
ishment for, the sale of adulterated milk. ‘To this end, during 
the past year, your inspector has given his time and attcntion 
to visiting private families, stores, and shops, and also the cars 
employed in bringing milk to Boston. 

The following information, being useful from year to year, is 
inserted from my last report: — 

“The contracts for the supply of milk are generally made 
twice a year, viz, on the first of April and the first of October. 

“The milk cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk by 
_ the dealers are of two classes. The large cans, which hold 
nine quarts and a pint, are in general use by the milk trade of 
Worcester county, and by many of those who collect their milk © 
in the towns in the vicinity of Boston. The small cans, which 
hold eight quarts and one-half pint, are mostly in use on the 
Fitchburg, Lowell, and Eastern railroads, and no milkman is 
considered equipped for business unless he is the owner of two 
or three full sets of cans. either eights or nines as above de- 
scribed, sufficient to contain the necessary milk for his daily 
route. One set being in use, while the others are on their way 
to the country for a fresh supply. 
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“ Many of the milkmen engaged in the family trade have small 
cans, holding from a pint to four or even six quarts, which they 
fill from the larger cans, to suit their customers; these are left 
within the houses, or at some designated place on the premises.’ 

April, 1870, was cold and stormy, with few exceptions, until 
the last week, when the weather became warm and pleasant. 

The first of this month, considerable interest was manifested 
by those engaged in the milk trade in regard to the price of 
milk for the ensuing summer. It was finally decided that the 
price should be the same as it was last year, viz: at the farmer’s 
door, from thirty-three-to forty-two cents per can; at the depots 
in or near the city (after collecting and transporting it), from 
forty to forty-eight cents. This milk is sold to stores and shops 
at from fifty-four (to sixty-two cents per can, and retailed in 
smaller quantities to families at eight cents per quart. The 
supply of milk, this month, was fully equal to the demand. 
The general inspection was commenced at the Boston High- 
lands, in stores and shops where milk is kept for sale, and the 
milk examined; records of which examinations are kept at the 
office of the inspector. 

The quality of the milk in this section compares favorably 
with any part of the city, if we except the sixteenth ward. 
The stores and shops (and many of the families) obtain their 
milk from the same carriages that furnish families and stores in 
the south part of the city proper. 

Although the first part of the month was cold and stormy, es 
much less rain fell than usual at this season of the year. 

May, 1870. The first part of this month the weather was 
warm, dry, and pleasant. The supply of milk in the city was 
about equal to the demand. The middle of the month brought 
a few cold, unpleasant days, with storms from the eastward. 

Sunday, the twenty-first, was very hot; the thermometer stood 
at 84°, and the latter part of the month was remarkable for 
two or three days being unusually hot for the season. 
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By inspection in stores and shops at the north part of the 
city, the milk proved, with few exceptions, unusually free from 
adulteration. Almost daily during this month the services of 
the inspector were required in private families, in consequence 
of the milk being old when left, or destitute of cream, and 
sometimes a little extended; in all such cases visits are con- 
tinued until the required improvement is established in the 
quality of the milk. A change of milkman in such cases works 
wonders in the improvement of the milk, and especially if he is 
plainly told the cause of his discharge; and his successor also 
made to understand why a change was made. If this plan were 
more readily adopted by families, there would be much less cause 
of complaint; but no, they are disposed to believe their milk as 
good as that of their neighbors, and that all Boston milk is 
more or less adulterated. The only way to be satisfied to the 
contrary, is to change the source of supply. By so doing, not 
only is the family benefited, but also the community. If a milk- 
man finds that he is daily losing his customers in consequeuce of 
poor milk, he has the alternative, either to furnish a good article, 
or immediately dispose of his route. 

The storms about the middle of the month were of short 
duration, and afforded but a limited supply of rain. 

June commenced warm and pleasant, but soon changed to 
damp, foggy weather, with frequent rains and an.occasional hot, 
pleasant day. This variable weather continued to the close of 
the month, remarkable for its copious rains, fogs, very hot days, 
frequent thunder showers, and a destructive hail storm. 

This month the fields and pastures afforded an abundance of 
food for cattle, and the supply of milk more than equalled the ~ 
demand; this, however, did not prevent complaints in regard 
to the quality. One of.the milk stations was visited, and every 
can of one large dairy was found more or less extended by the 
addition of water; and by the return train, it was conveyed to 
the place whence it came. ‘The return of this milk to the owner 
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caused much disappointment, as he had always prided himself 
on the richness and purity of his milk; and he talked long and 
loud against those persons found guilty of the crime of adulter- 
ation. It may have been in this case,—as facts have proved 
in others, — that this man was entirely innocent of any wrong, 
and that the mischief was done by some interested person in 
his employ. The law, nevertheless, holds the owner responsible 
for the quality of the milk sold from his place. The records 
of this office afford abundant proof in a number of cases, 
where milk, which came direct from the farms of some of our 
most reliable citizens, has been inspected and analyzed and 
found to have been more or less extended,—that in order to 
make up the deficiency in the milk, caused by the shrinking of 
the cows, they have topped out the cans with water, rather than 
have it known by their employers that the cows did not afford 
the former number of cans for the market. This has been 
admitted by employees themselves. When Boston milkmen 
extend their milk it is not done in the clumsy manner of adding 
more or less water to their cans, but on scientific principles, — 
by measure,— which measure is generally governed by the 
demand and supply of milk, and especially by a desire to obtain 
their extra profit by cheating that class of customers for which 
this milk is intended, many of whom are perfectly content with 
milk destitute of cream and extended by water to the amount 
of thirty-three per cent; while others are never satisfied with 
the quality of theirs, even when pure, and half cream at that. 

July came in with cool, comfortable weather and frequent 
showers. The middle of the month was warm and pleasant, 
and there was an increasing demand for milk. The latter part 
of the month the weather was extremely hot and dry, so that 
even a few days wrought a great change in the increased de- 
mand and limited supply of milk. 

During my visits of inspection, I found that many of the 


small places in various parts of the city, where milk was for- ° 
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merly sold, had abandoned the sale of milk in consequence of 
their being prohibited from the sale of liquor, the profit derived 
on the sale of the former being too small for an independent 
business. It was also found that the small profit derived from 
the sale of milk would not enable them to obtain ice at the ex- 
orbitant price then demanded so that the milk in a few hours 
after being left would be unfit for use. In the central part of 
the city, the shops and cellars where large quantities of milk 
were sold have been removed to make room for extensive im- 
provements, and their occupants were frequently found en- 
gaged in the same business at the Boston Highlands, South and 
Kast Boston. 

August commenced with dry, hot weather, increasing the de- 
mand for milk; the supply from the country becoming less, 
daily, as the pastures afforded but little, if any, subsistence for 
cattle. This scarcity of milk increased the adulteration by 
both farmers and milkmen, and not a few of the shopkeepers 
extended their small supply by rinsing out their milk-cans, while 
others would economize their small stock by selling a portion in 
the morning and the remainder at night. Some of the milk- 
men used the condensed milk, with the right proportion of water 
restored, and thus mixed it with the fresh milk received from 
the country. 

This, for the time being, seemed to serve the purpose of sup- 
plying their customers and retaining their trade. 

Some of the milk agents were enabled to procure from fifty 
to one hundred cans daily, which had been previously (when 
milk was plenty) sent to some one of the butter and cheese 
factories; but it cannot be presumed that milk of this quality 
would be used in any of the factories, and we must suppose it 
to have been prepared to meet the great want of milk in the 
Boston market. Some of this milk was brought direct from 
the cars to this office, and found to contain more than sixty per 
cent of added water. Again, a sample was analyzed by the 
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chemist, and found extended more than one-half. This milk 
caused serious trouble to some of those engaged in the sale, 
and the supply from this source was soon discontinued. 

About the twentieth of the month, the weather became cooler, 
which lessened the demand for milk, and induced a correspond- 
ing improvement in the quality. The drought, however, con- 
tinued, and the supply remained about the same to the end of 
the month. 

September brought cooler weather with an occasional hot day, 
and a féw short but refreshing showers. These did not much 
assist the pastures and fields in affording sustenance for cattle, 
but the cool weather lessened the demand for milk, and the daily 
inspection showed much less adulteration than the month pre- 
vious; although the drought continued to the close of the month 
with a supply not equal to the demand. 

During the latter part of this month a number of meetings 
were held by the milk producers, and others interested in the 
milk trade, to establish the winter price,.the same to commence, 
as usual, on the first of October. It was thought by those who 
raise the milk that in justice to themselves, considering the 
advance in the value of cows, the cost of food and labor, the 
price of butter and cheese and other articles of family con- 
sumption, that the price of milk should for the winter months 
be increased so as to retail at ten cents per quart. Generally 
at this season of the year the supply of milk more than equals 
the demand, and extra quantities are not required as during the 
dry, hot summer season. It was finally decided at the meetings 
to allow the price to remain the same as the last winter, with 
the exception of continuing the winter price one month longer. 

On the 29th of this month we visited places at South Boston 
where cows are kept; one of which contained eight. All were 
feund in good condition with the exception of two, one of which 
was very lame and poor from the effects of a wound received in 
the early part of the season; the latter was very old, sick, and 
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with great exertion only, could move about. It was stated by 
the owner, at the time, that these cows gave no milk, but after- 
ward he admitted that they afforded milk night and morning. 
By the combined efforts of the officer deputed to prevent cruelty 
to animals, and of your inspector, the milking was stopped and 
the cows slaughtered. A part of the former was used for food 
and the latter was buried. | 

October. The first part of this month brought frequent rains 
with moderate weather; the middle was pleasant; the latter 
part, with one or two exceptions at the close of the month, was 
pleasant. This month, if we except the last week, brought 
little if any increase to the quantity of milk, and some of the 
dealers were in a worse condition as to a supply than at any 
previous time during the season. It was said that some of the 
milk producers were not satisfied with the winter prices, and, 
at least for the present, retained the milk for the purpose of 
making their winter butter. | 

The last week of this month, however, the general supply of 
milk was more abundant, and most of the dealers were again 
enabled to supply their customers, and the general inspection 
in stores and shops at South Boston, with few exceptions, proved 
the milk to be quite free from adulteration. 

On the first of this month, the winter contracts commenced 
at.the following prices, being about the same as those of last 
year, viz.: from forty to fifty cents per can at the farmer’s door; 
at the cars in this city, from fifty to sixty cents; delivered to 
stores and shops, from sixty-two to seventy cents; and retailed to 
families at nine cents per quart. In this month the cow- 
stables and cow-sheds at South and Hast. Boston were visited, 
and found, with few exceptions, in fair condition, considering 
the limited space and the many unfavorable circumstances under 
which they are kept. Especially does this apply to South Bos- 
ton; destitute of fields and pastures, they may be seen daily 
roaming about the streets unattended, on the sidewalks, and 
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into the gardens and yards, greatly to their injury and annoy- 
ance of our citizens, whose demands have been long and loud 
for an improvement in this matter. All parts of this section of 
our city have become so thickly settled that the cows cannot be 
kept within its limits to advantage. 

November, with the exception of a few days, was moderate and 
pleasant; an occasional shower revived the pastures and fields 
so that they afforded more food and nourishment for cows than 
during some of the summer months. The annual thanksgiving 
served to increase the demand for milk; the dealers, however, 
readily obtained a sufficient supply to answer the wants of their 
customers. The supply of milk continued fully equal to the 
demand throughout the month, and but few complaints were 
made in regard to the quality. 

The cows, and the general arrangements for their keeping 
were found much better at the Boston Highlands than in either 
South or East Boston. Many of the inhabitants supply them- 
selves with milk, and have some to spare their neighbors. 

In the sixteenth Ward —formerly Dorchester — there are 
nearly as many cows kept as in all the other wards combined, 
viz: six hundred and thirty-seven. One hundred and forty- 
three persons keep each but one cow, and one hundred and 
twenty keep two cows, or more, each. The facilities for keep- 
ing cows are, of course, better in this section than in any other 
part of the city. Many of the cows are of imported stock, 
justly celebrated for their milking qualities. The amount of 
milk which a cow will produce will depend on the breed and 
character of the animal, on the food supplied, and on general 
management. 

There are very few milk dealers in this ward who distribute 
their milk to customers from carriages, except those who have 
small dairies of their own and serve private families. 

The retail trade from stores and shops in this ward is limited 
to fifteen or twenty gallons of milk daily. The milk furnished 
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to customers is of good quality, and but few complaints have 
come from this ward during the past year. 

December. The pleasant weather of last month continued till 
about the middle of this, when it became cold and blustering; 
but, as a whole, the month was remarkably pleasant for the 
season. 

In general the supply of milk fully equalled the demand, and 
as usual when milk is abundant, a number of new routes were 
commenced by parties able to obtain a supply. 

These parties, in order to obtain customers, often sell their 
milk at a reduced price, and to sustain themselves, resort to the 
skimming and watering process. This they continue until a 
scarcity of milk compels them to sell to other milkmen the few 
customers they have obtained, when they disappear from the 
business and are seen no more. 

It is worthy of remark in this connection, that, whether it be 
old or new milkmen guilty of the practice of skimming and 
extending their milk, though they appear to prosper for a 
season, they are surely drifting to their inevitable ruin, and 
nearly all will gradually increase the adulteration, which act 
only serves to hasten to a final failure in business.. 

Many engaged in the milk trade urge as an excuse, that they 
are obliged to run their milk, as adulteration is termed, in order 
to enable them to successfully compete with others who do. 
They will, however, learn that dishonesty under any circum- 
stance is not necessary to insure success in business. Here, as 
with every othet class of adulteration, the offender degrades 
himself, wrongs his honest competitor, and defrauds the con- 
sumer. | 

There is another fraud practised by a few of our milkmen 
on the unsuspecting retailer of milk; and I know of no better 
way to give the correct idea of it than to quote the language 
generally used in such cases. The milkman enters the store 
and says to the proprietor, “I should like to supply you with 
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milk.” He is answered, “I have a good milkman, who has 
supplied me for years, and I have no desire to change.” The 
rejoinder is, “I raise the most of my own milk, and [ can afford 
it to you for five or six cents per can less than you are now 
paying; and as you retail six or eight cans per day, I will give 
you one hundred dollars a year for your trade.” The latter 
offer too often seals the bargain, the old milkman is discharged, 
and nothing remains to be done except to receive the hundred 
dollars ard sign in presence of witnesses the contract prepared 
by the new man. For a short time quite a good article of milk 
is received, but its character is soon changed and his trade is 
found daily becoming less; the former customers supply them- 
selves with milk elsewhere, and at the same time and place 
obtain their other articles necessary for family use. The seller 
now begins to realize the result of having sold himself for a 
trifle, and finds there is no way of escape, but to refund the 
money or violate the contract, and submit to a prosecution. 
More than one retailer of milk in this city has been nearly 
ruined in his business, by selling himself to one of these fellows, 
who are always prowling about in search of those whom they 
can rob and cheat. 

January. The first part of this month was very pleasant, 
with few storms and a limited number of cold days. About the 
middle of the month the weather was dull, foggy, and variable, 
with a little rain; not sufficient, however, to raise the springs 
and ponds so as to afford an increased supply of water. The 
latter part of the month there were some very cold days and 
sufficient snow to make good sleighing to the close of the 
month. The supply of milk was abundant, with a limited 
demand. A large part of the surplus was sent to the butter 
factories in the country, and a portion was sold to parties in the 
city at a reduced price, to be made into batter; which business 
when milk is plenty is carried on quite extensively. The new 
disease among milch cows had a tendency to depress the milk 
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trade during the month. Many families discontinued their 
usual supply, fearing the bad results of diseased milk. Under 
all circumstances, persons should always refrain from using milk 
when the taste and smell are unpleasant; for although the cause 
may seem comparatively harmless, yet it may be at work on the 
milk and leading to dangerous results, 

A number of samples were received at the office for inspec- 
tion, all of which proved to be good milk, with the exception 
that some were old, which is not unusual at this season. 

In February and March there is little demand for an extra 
quantity of milk, and this winter the trade was remarkably dull, 
especially in stores and small places, where, at other seasons of 
the year, the business increases, from the fact that it brings 
customers to the place for other articles which are in constant 
demand. There is no doubt that the cattle disease has created 
alarm in the minds of many, and had a tendency to embarrass 
trade, but as far as is known no diseased milk has been received 
within the city during the winter. Efforts, however, were made 
to obtain samples for the purpose of analysis, and to learn their 
true character, but without success. 

The following extract from the able report of Dr. Oliver ©. 
Wiggin, the founder of the office of Inspector of Milk at Provi- 
dence, R. I., contains several useful hints to consumers of 
milk :— | 

“The nutritive value of milk, as compared with other kinds 
of animal food, is not generally appreciated. There is less 
difference between the economical value of milk and beefsteak 
(or eggs or fish) than is commonly supposed. The quantity 
of water in a good quality of milk is 86 per cent, in round 
steak 75 per cent, in fatter beef 60 per cent, m eggs about 68 
per cent. 

“From several analyses, made last winter, I estimate sirloin 
steak (reckoning loss from bone), at 35 cents a pound, as dear 
as milk at 24 cents a quart; round steak, at 20 cents a pound, 
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as dear as milk at 14 cents a quart; eggs, at 30 cents a dozen, 
as dear as milk at 20 cents a quart. Many laborers who pay 
17 cents for corned beef would consider themselves hardly able 
to pay 10 cents for milk, when, in fact, they could as well afford 
to pay 15 cents. Milk is a most wholesome and economical 
food for either the rich or poor. It ought to be more largely 
used. If the money expended for veal and pork were expended 
for milk, { doubt not it would be an advantage both to the 
stomach and pocket, especially during the warm season. Rela- 
tively speaking, then, milk at 10 cents, or even 12 cents a quart, 
is the cheapest animal food that can be used. 

“Whether farmers can afford to produce it cheaper, is a 
matter for them to decide. It is very probable that, were they 
to ask 12 cents, a very large number of poor people would 
refrain from its use, from mistaken notions of economy, not- 
withstanding they are excessive meat eaters.” 

The price of Milk. — The price averages about eight and a 
half cents a quart through the year (in summer, eight, and in 
winter nine cents). For a good article, this is certainly as 
reasonable as can be demanded. Such milk as many of our 
milkmen supply, would not be dear at 10 cents the year round, 
and some of our families so consider it, and have paid this 
price for years. 

While many consumers regard the price of milk as already 
too high, most producers affirm that they do not receive a just 
compensation for their labor, and the capital invested. 

At a meeting of the Milk Producers’ Association of this State 
and New Hampshire, the subjects of the price of milk received 
by the producers, and the amount paid by the consumer, called 
forth considerable discussion, which led to the appointment of a 
committee to investigate thoroughly the whole subject, and re- 
port at a subsequent meeting. 

It is evident that a large portion of the milk consumed in 
this city, comes to us the same as other farm products, which 
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pass through the hands of middlemen, much enhanced in price 
before reaching the consumer. 

It has been suggested that the profits thus obtained by these 
middlemen should be divided between the producers and the , 
consumer. If the former could send their milk, at their own 
expense, to several established depots, located in different parts 
of the city, the keepers of stores and shops, and all others who 
purchase milk by the can, would be enabled to obtain their 
supply at these places at a less price than has usually been 
paid. 

The whole milk trade of Boston has always been conducted 
on a different system from that of any other city in this country 
(if we except Providence, R. I.). Whether any better plan can 
be devised and put into practical operation, which will better 
compensate the dairyman for his labor and capital invested, and 
at the same time afford the consumer good milk at a less price, 
experiment alone must determine. 

A large proportion of the families in this city — rich or 
poor — receive their daily supply of milk from their milkman, 
by whom it is left in their houses, or, at an early hour in the 
morning, at some designated place on the premises; thus reliey- 
ing the family from the trouble of visiting stores and shops for 
an article which can readily be furnished by the milkman. 

It is a fact worthy of notice in this connection, that but very 
few of our Boston milkmen produce on their own farms the milk 
which they distribute to their customers. 

Many of them obtain their daily supply at the milk stations at 
the termini of the railroads which bring the milk from the 
country. Others live but a few miles from the city, and at night 
go through their neighborhood, and collect a few cans in each 
place from small farmers; though some are supplied by quite 
large dairies. The price paid is such as the parties interested 
may agree upon, which price varies considerably, not only at 
different seasons, but in the same season in different neighbor- 
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hoods. Thisclass of milkmen is mostly engaged in the family 
trade, and, as soon as their customers are all supplied, they re- 
turn to their homes for the remainder of the day, where they 
continue the same routine of business (in which some of them 
have been engaged for the last twenty years). 

Many of our citizens much’ prefer the milk produced in the 
neighboring towns and brought in by these men, to the railroad 
milk (as it is termed), Though the former, oftentimes, may be 
fresher than the latter, yet the railroad milk — produced by our 
distant New England pastures — cannot be surpassed in rich- 
ness and flavor by any milk in this country. » 

We receive daily from Westboro’ and the neighboring towns 
(via the Boston and Albany railroad) about two thousand five 
hundred cans of milk. This milk arrives in Boston during the 
night, and is ready for delivery at an early hour in the morning, 
to the milkmen, the latter bearing the expense of transportation ; 
and they are held responsible to the farmer for his pay for the 
milk received. 

There is, however, a separate car which arrives at the same 

~time with the others, called the Milk Producers’ Association car. 
This car was put in operation a few years since by some of the 
milk producers of Westboro’ and vicinity, and their milk is sold 
to the milkmen at the depot at the general market price. 
There are no middlemen connected with this car and its arrange- 
ments, excepting those in the employ of the association. This 
system of the milk trade between the producers and the con- 
sumer appears about the same as that now under consideration, 
by the Committee of the State Milk Producers’ Association. If 
this plan has proved successful, and to the general advantage of 
those who have tried the experiment, [ can see no good reason 
why it should not be adopted by milk-growers in other sections 
of the country, wherever milk is raised and sent by railroad to 
supply the city of Boston. 
The Fitchburg, Lowell, Hartford and Erie, and Eastern rail-

roads, bring us a large portion of the milk consumed in this 
city ; and although some of it comes a long distance, the milk 
will generally compare favorably with any received, and is con- 
sidered by a large class of our citizens, as good, fresh, family 
milk. 

The general plan of conducting the milk business on these 
roads is different from that adopted on some of the others, viz: 
milk agents contract twice a year with the farmers for their 
milk (thus relieving them from the further care, except in 
receiving the price agreed upon, once a month). Milk col- 
lectors are employed by the agents to collect the milk from the 
farmer’s door, and to deliver the same to the agent, at the door 
of the milk car. The agent remains on the train, in care of the 
milk, until its arrival at the depot in the city; and having 
received the milk account of his collector (and by the dairy 
marks on the cans), he knows every can of milk in the cars and 
from whom each came. The milkmen with their carriages are © 
generally at the depot, ready to receive their milk, on the arrival 
of the cars, each one receiving from the agent, sufficient (if he 
can) to meet the wants of his customers; for which milk the 
agent receives his pay once a month. Some of this milk is dis- 
tributed immediately, but by others, it is conveyed direct to 
their stables and is packed in ice (either in large chests, holding 
from twenty-five to one hundred cans of milk, or in their milk 
carriages), ready for delivery at an early hour in the morning. 

Some of these men commence their labor as early as two 
o’clock in the morning, and in hot weather supply their custom- 
ers twice a day. Many of. them, having extensive routes, are 
obliged to keep two, and some of them three horses, to relieve 
each other in performing their arduous duties. The life of a 
Boston milkman is not to be envied by the uninitiated. 

In all weathers, cold, hot or stormy, his customers are de- 
pendent on him for their daily supply of milk; and many of 
them, when pay-day comes, are either not to be found, or 
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ready to insist on a deduction being made in the amount of their 
milk bill. This is all very well, if they know that the milk 
which was received was either extended or creamed; but if not, 
there is no good reason why a milk bill should not be as honest- 
ly paid as any other. 

It is of the utmost importance that a milkman should be not 

only kind and obliging, but just to his customers. Occasionally, 
from some of them, complaints, perhaps unfounded, become fre- 
quent, and he is informed that his milk is poor, thin, and half 
water, and that he need not trouble himself to leave any more. 
Now, the milkman knows whether he has left good milk or not. 
At any rate he is not disposed to lose a good customer and gov- 
erns himself accordingly, by supplying the complaining parties 
their portion of milk from near the top of one of his large cans, 
which part may be nearly half cream. - After the portion has 
been examined and tasted by the family, where it may be left, it 
is doubtful if any of it is used (and it may very likely be found 
at the Inspector’s office in the early part of the day). In these 
cases the sample of cream milk is generally brought to the office 
by some member of the family, who commences thus, “ If you ex- 
amine this milk, must I tell you the milkman’s name? Heisa 
very clever man, and has left us milk for a number of years, and 
we don’t want to hurt him; but a short time since he left us aw- 
ful poor milk, more than half water, and we threatened to turn 
him away, and thisis what he left us this morning, and were 
afraid to use it because we thought it was manufactured milk, — 
half chalk, or cornstarch, or arrowroot. On being informed 
that the sample contains none of these ingredients, but a large 
proportion of cream, and was probably taken from near the top 
of a large can, the visitor will retire, apparently satisfied. 

Milk is often brought to this office and found more or less 
adulterated, and those interested refuse to give any information 
as to where it was purchased, or of whom, for fear of being sum_ 
moned before a court of justice to testify. 
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There is now one of our Boston milkmen in the’ business 
who furnished milk to families previous to the establishment of 
this office in 1859. He visited the office in the fall of that year, 
about three months after it was opened, and stated that he 
was discouraged and thought he should be obliged to sell his 
route; for, said he, when this new milk law was enacted, I. 
pledged myself that I would abandon forever the practice of 
extending and coloring my milk, and give my customers as good 
and .as pure an article of milk as I could obtain from the 
country, I have done so, and the result is, I am losing some of 
my best customers almost daily. 

They say my milk looks white and does not have its former 
rich appearance and flavor. I cannot tell them that I ex- 
tended, colored, and salted their milk for years, and that they 
were now rceeiving a pure article of milk. There is proof 
that, if this man did lose a few customers by his honest dealing, 
he gained others, so that he was not obliged to discontinue his 
milk business and to sell his milk route. 

In the winter of 1859, the legislature of this State enacted a 
law prohibiting the sale of adulterated milk. Chapter 206, 
section 5, of the laws of 1859, reads as follows : — 

“ No person shall offer for sale in this Commonwealth, milk 
produced from cows fed upon the refuse of breweries and dis- 
tilleries, or any other substance which may be deleterious to 
the quality of the milk, under a penalty of ten dollars for each 
offence.” 

It was then, as now, the general practice of persons who 
kept cows and were within the reach of brewers’ grains, to 
obtain these grains as auxiliary to other food. The injurious 
effects on the milk was supposed by many to be the same as 
that to those of cattle fed on the refuse of distilleries. 

To carry out the intention of this law, a number of samples 
of milk was obtained from cows fed almost exclusively on brew- 
ers’ grains, and these samples were analyzed by Drs. Hayes, 
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Carney, and others. The scientific results being obtained, 
prosecutions were commenced against persons for the violation 
of this law. Upon the unanimous testimony of these and other 
scientific parties, that the milk from cows fed on brewers’ grains 
was not deleterious to the quality of the milk, in every case the 
defendants were discharged, and subsequently the law was re- 
pealed. 

The law in regard to feeding cows on the refuse of distilleries 
in this State still continues in full force. We cannot believe, 
however, that any dairyman would make use of distillery slops, 
while good fresh brewers’ grains can readily be obtained at ten 
cents per bushel, to an extent sufficient to meet the demand of 
all the small dairies, at least in the vicinity of Boston. 

The principal part of the supply of milk for this city is 
raised beyond the reach of either brewers’ grains or distillery 
slops; whereas, in some of our western cities, their milk is ob- 
tained from large dairies kept within their limits, or but a short 
distance from distilleries where the slops can readily be pro- 
cured and used for producing milk. During the year, in some 
of these cities, this subject has aroused considerable attention, 
and their authorities have plainly seen the great importance of 
checking this evil. 

This is not so easily done, when we consider its long stand- 

ing, and the large amount of monied interest involved. 
The subjects of feeding cows on the refuse of distilleries, 
and the injurious effects of the milk produced (sowing the seeds 
of disease and death as they do), have called forth a number of 
well-written articles from scientific men and others, who have 
dared to express their opinion against the practice, notwith- 
standing the personal influence and that of the capital invested 
in support of the continuance. 

The seventeen hundred samples of milk inspected during the 
year, were found at the following places, viz: at the milk depots 
in this city, Charlestown, and at Hast Cambridge. (The milk

from these places is distributed within the limits of the city of 
Boston.) <A large number of private families have availed them- 
selves of the services of the Inspector; and more than one- 
hundred samples have been received at this office for exami- 
nation, some of which came from families and others in the city, 
and some from the neighboring towns. 

Stores and shops in the different wards have also received 
attention in regard to the quality of their milk. 

The milk examined in private families, and that brought to 
the office, was supposed to be adulterated, otherwise the services 
of the Inspector would not have been required ; therefore the 
seventeen hundred samples inspected, and the ten hundred and 
ninety found not adulterated, with the number of six hundred 
and ten that was more or less extended, does not give the actual 
amount of adulteration throughout the city. 

In all the complaints carried before the courts during the 
year, for violations of the milk law, the parties pleaded guilty, 
paid their fine and cost, and were advertised, as required by the 
statute. Two of the milk cases which were pending at the date 
of my last report, have been settled favorably to the govern- 
ment, and there are two other cases of long standing, which are 
now pending in the supreme court, with good prospects of. a 
favorable determination. ; 

-In the month of November, 1867, in the general inspection 
of milk in the twelfth ward, there was a number of stores and 
shops in which the milk was found more than usually extended 
by the addition of water. This was readily traced to one of 
the milkmen from a neighboring town. In more than one of 
these shops, at the time the milk was inspected, the keepers 
stated that their customers found much fault with the quality of 
the milk, which, on inspection, proved to contain about thirty 
per cent of added water. From some of these places samples 
of milk were taken, and were analyzed by the chemist, and 
complaiuts in court were instituted against the milkman, who 
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appeared, pleaded guilty, and paid his fine and cost. In due 
season the milkman presented to the keepers of these shops his 
milk bill for payment which was refused on the ground of adul- 
teration. The milkman admitted that the milk samples which 
were analyzed were adulterated, but that, for this milk, he did 
not demand pay. For all other milk supplied he was deter- 
mined that payment should be made; and to test the question, 
one case (which would settle all of them) was carried before 
the Municipal Court February 7, 1871. After hearing the 
evidence, the court was satisfied that notwithstanding the milk 
from this party’s shop was not analyzed by the chemist as some 
of his milk was at other places (and generally found by the 
inspector adulterated), he was of the opinion that the milk left 
at this shop for which pay was demanded was more or less ex- 
tended by water, and was, consequently, sold in violation of 
law; and a verdict was rendered accordingly in favor of the 
defendant. 

This decision was an important one, as going to show that, if 
a milk dealer is in the daily practice of selling his customers 
adulterated milk, the amount of his milk bill is not recoverable 
in a court of justice. 

The following communication in regard to milk and its adul- 
teration has been received from James F. Babcock, Professor 
of Chemistry in the Massachusetts College of Pharmacy, who 
has made the analysis of milk for this city during the past year: 


“ Boston, March 28, 1871. 
Henry Faxon, Esq., Inspector of Milk : — 


Sir, — Herewith I enclose a tabular statement of the analysis 
of milk made from samples furnished by you during the year 
1870-71, showing the amount of cream, fatty matter, and water 
in each sample, as well as the amount of water intentionally 


added, that is present as an adulteration,

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The method of making these analyses is the same as that 
described in the report last year. 

No adulteration has been found except water, with occasion- 
ally a little salt or caramel to slightly alter the color.

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EXTRACTS FROM EXISTING LAWS IN RELATION TO THE SALE AND 
INSPECTION OF MILK. 


SeEcTION 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and 
the selectmen of towns may, annually, appoint one or more 
persons to be inspectors of Milk for their respective places, 
who shall, before entering upon the duties of their office, be 
sworn. Hach inspector shall give notice of his appointment by 
publishing the same two weeks in a newspaper, published in his 
city or town; or, if no newspaper is published therein, by post- 
ing up such notice in two or more public places in such city or 
town. ) 

Sect. 2. The inspectors shall keep an office and books, for 
the purpose of recording the names and places of business of 
all persons engaged in the sale of milk within their limits. 
They may enter any place where milk is stored or kept for sale, 
and all carriages used in the conveyance of milk; and, when- 
ever they have reason to believe any milk found therein ig 
adulterated, they shall take specimens thereof and cause the 
same to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the re- 
sults of which they shall record and preserve as evidence, and 
a certificate of such result sworn to by the analyzer, shall be 
admissible in evidence in all prosecutions under this act. The 
inspector shall receive such compensation as the mayor and 
aldermen or selectmen shall determine. 

Sect. 3. Whoever neglects to cause his name and place of 
business to be recorded in the inspector’s books, and his name 
legibly placed upon all carriages used by him in the convey- 
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ance of milk, before engaging in the sale thereof, shall forfeit 
twenty dollars for the first offence, and for a second and each 
subsequent offence, fifty dollars. And whoever offers for sale 
milk produced from cows fed on the refuse of distilleries, or 
any substance deleterious to the quality of the milk, or who- 
ever knowingly offers for sale milk produced from sick or dis- 
eased cows, shall forfeit twenty-five dollars for the first, and 
fifty dollars for every subsequent offence. 

Sect. 4. Whoever sells, or exchanges, or has in his posses- 
sion with intent to sell or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to 
_ which water or any foreign substance has been added, shall, for 
the first offence, be punished by a fine of twenty dollars, and 
for a second offence by a fine of fifty dollars, and for a subse- 
quent violation, he shall be imprisoned in the House of Correc- 
tion not less than thirty, nor more than ninety days. And 
whoever, in the employment of another, violates any provision 
of this section, shall be held equally guilty with the principal, 
and suffer the same penalty. 

Sect. 5. Whoever adulterates, by water or otherwise, milk 
to be delivered for manufacture into butter or cheese, shall be 
liable to the penalties provided in the preceding section. 

Seot. 6. It shall be the duty of every inspector of milk to 
institute complaint on the information of any person who shall 
lay before him satisfactory evidence on which to sustain the 
same. 

Srecr. 7. It shall be the duty of the inspector to cause the 
name and place of business of all persons convicted under 
section four and five of this act, to be published in two news- 
papers, printed in the town or county where the offence may 
have been committed.
